The store draws its names from the late Wisconsin Senstar ani vill 
feature a stook of "Amsricanist" boda, periodicals and pasphietes, 
according to advance infarmtion. 

According to Philip K. langan, New England co-ordinstor for the 
Jom Birch Society, the store will be rum by Jperce Iagoulis, clase 
friend and fimnoial capparter cf Osarge Lincoln Hapkwell, head of the 
Assricen Masi Party. 

The canmection of Lagonlis to a Birch-backed operation wrks the 
first tine the tro right wing grows heve been associated publicly. 

Tangen said « brochure on the stare was presently in the works and 
would be farwarded to Birch Society menbers in the near future. 


In addition to literature described as “conservative,” Lengen eaid 
the store would also offer government dawuntes from the FBI, the howe 
Up-american Activities Committee ami the Sonate Internal Security Comittee, 
He also said the stare would feature Cartinsl Cushing's book, "Questions 
eod Arevers on Camunias” as well as peaphlete on Commnist techniques 
written by the prelate. 

The store will be open seven days a week from 10 a. me to 10 pn me, 
he said. Members of the Bireh Society have been urged to volunteer their 
part time services as clerks in the store on a weekly besis. 

langan eaid severel non-members have already volunteered. 

The Joe ReCarthy Book Stare is the first euch operation leunchéd 
in Massachusetts, according to Langan, but the John Bireh Society has 
sponsored other book staree, stocking siatlar im literature, wier 
different namea in other parts of the comtry. 

“Me of the nest nowrful means of effecting a thorough mmzmaxef 
eiiumkieexext understanding of Communism ami our om Constitutional 
Revublig is through organization of “Americaniat Bock Stores,* Lengn 
stated im a letter asking support fram Society members. 

Iegoulis was fined $25 in Baston Municipal Court in 1961 fa using 
the noms "Nathan Ginsburg" in registering fa hotel rooms used by Rockwall 
and an aide vhen they came to Soeton in Jamary of thet yosr to picket 
the novie "Exodw.” 

In the past Rockwell has also vsed lagoulis' telephone number ap a 
eontac’ for those interested in attending corganigsationsl meetings of 
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American Nagi Perty syapathisers in the area. Rorkvell wes also arrested 
in Topsfield while using a car registered to lagoulis’ wife when he wes 
en route to picket an Asssbury lecture by Gardon Hell, Boston authority 
oo extrenint noverents. 

Lagoulis cperates the Sradway Costume Co. at 116 Breadvay, Boston, 
and resides at 24 Church St. 

In an edvertisemmt amounoing the cpeming of the bod store that 
eopearad in the Deceaber issue of Montily Statemmnts, a newaletier 
published by Birch Scoiety sympathizers, lagoulis is naxed an the person 
to contact for further information. fils telephans number, A 6-3560, is 
also vert of the ad. 

The opening af the bock stare, whioh laguulis will rm, mris the 
first time he has been associated publioly with the operations of the 
John Birch Society.

(3) Tnvestiqation revenis that Mr. legoulis had been carefully 
cultivating the cmfédence of our entiusiastio young Coordinator in this 
area for nearly a year. As a cameqgucnce, uhen Mr. Lagoulis ennomcel 
his plans to open hie "Joe Eolarthy Book Stare," this Coordinator asked 
our wholesale book departamt to sell the store boaks. One stipant 
was made--the day bafore your article appeared. Cbvicualy this vas the 
cw for vhich the g instigatcre of this smear were waiting. 

(4) We now heve about farty-five ‘reading room that sell books,' 
knows es Anaricas Opémice librarice, throughout the country. They are 
rum, om a Solanteer basis, by highly respected mexbers of their local 
Gcumunities. When our Fort Weyne wit opened about two months ago, far 
instance, 1% was given about five thousand dollsare warth of free favorable 
publicity in the local press and over the air during the three<diay 
opening celel:ratioan. 

We also give vholesaler's service to nearly a hunired iniapenient 
patriotic booketores. Ami ine fey instences some of our members halp 
out such stores as volunteer cleria. Our yome Coaniinetar here, acting 
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entirely on his ow initiative, was beguiled into asking vom of ow 
members for eimilar help and patronage for Mr. Iagoulia’ store. He 
should have made a more careful investigation. But the young esn did 
not dream that samsbody aight be setting a trap for him—~or that Mr. 
Tagoulis had ever even seen Rockwall or any of Rociarall's associates. 

On lJemrning those facte——the hard wy—ve teve notified Mr. legculis 
thet we ofall not sell him any more books; ani have notified ar m:-abers 
in the five states reached by your newspapers that we do not “sponsor” 
his Dockatare in any way. 

(5) The natiorride attecks on the Society come in waves, cach one 
with dts own thems and tectnique. "he kay to the one cow under vay was 
Gupplied by the Moscow press, describing us as "fasoiste" ant Nasia, 
4n what we believe to ba the ~ost exiensive smar cemaign ever launched 
by Moscow agninat napaffiaial opposition, in the farty years of their 
lying propaganis. The aim of the reaulting naw attack on us in tie 
United States is, by inmuenic, siareparting, slant, ari outright felse- 
hoods, te tie us in the public mind with the utterly discredited Rockvall 
grom. How «m earth did the Boston Herald-Traveler get tequiled into 
lemiing 1t# support to the campaign? You can ve sure that the Camunst 
Worker in New York will pick wp yor article, further increase its 
distortion, and plant the rosult far ani wide vith trenmenious glee.

Chapter One 


AGENT PROVOCATEUR 


This book describes an aspect of the conspiracy to destroy our eountry 
wich demonstrates better than anything elze the kind of men who are drawn 
into that conspiracy, the kind of degenerate, evil ani utterly diseased men 
who snend day in ami day cut feverishly working for the destruction of their 
om country. It 4s an aspect of the conspiracy which many Americans have 
hed at least sae peripherel experience, but which, nti), now, haa not been 
properly exposed to the American pudlic—and that is the work of the agents 
provocateurs in Amarica, whoss purpose it is to dismmpt ant destroy the 
antieCamnmist, pro-freedom movonont and to foment anti-sembtic and racist 
agitetion. 

Now, it im in the very nature of the Cammist conspiracy that the closer 
At comes to ite gal of world domination the ware it must reveal of ite 
decective toohniques. ‘There is no way the Coummists can get out of that 
particulsr law of gedwl disclosure. Tey can deceive far so long until the 
deceptian becawe so cbvicus to the observer that the trus nature of the 
cawpiracy finnily reveals itsalf. That point has been finally reached 
cascerning the operations of the provocative agefte in Aumricae Thbir work 


their identity ani their techniques are so well known by now that it can 
be predicted that after the widespr=ai dissemination of the facts in thip 
Study, this aspect of the ocouspiracy will tbeooms camiletely weless to the 
geonspirscy as a whole. 

Most, Americans, of course, are comletely unfamiliar with the tern 
agent provocateur--ar, provecative agent in ite Qnelicised famm-ani haven't 
the faintest idea what is want by it. Ti provoogtive agent is as alien to 
Awerice as is Commmnipm itself, Sut as a special kind of subversive, the 
agent crovocateur 1s as ald as iistory itself. Classically, the ayont 
provocateur ia an agent who infiltrates the engay's ranks ani provaces the 
e@osny into acting in sane sart of manner detriasntal to his cause. The geent 
provocateur has been used extensively ic many of the world's conflicts 
going back as far es anoient Greece. Sut it has cever been asad as extensively 
as it is being used today in the struggle betwean Cammunise ari the free 
worlde 

Sne encounters the agent provocateur very eom after one bec mes an 
active anti-Commmist. In fact, when an American beccwes an adtive ant 
effective anti-Camopist he suddenly becomes evare of a stecies of human 
vermin wo, casing as anti-Commanist, doea everything possible to elther eeducs 
him into gume sort of raciam or at luast esacciate him with some vicioosly 
antienitie grou. How, where do these pecple comp from? Why do they always 
make a be@-line far the anti-Cammist? what is their gue ard what is their 
purpose? The answer to this last question is fairly obvious: their purpae 


ia to destroy the American anti-Cawmnist or déscredit him. Their purpwe 
is to give anti~Cowruniaw eo bed a rune, to stigmtize it to comletely with 
every loathesame and revolting characteristic possible so that the average 
citisen at large will deoide that between the losthesom Communists ani the 
even more lonthesaw anti-Cammmists, he'd better not choose aither. But 
what it does, in effect, is to aimply neutralise or renivr into a state of 
feralysie the vent body of dAmerivans whe oppies Caannisn Lut will semucxt 
hereafter nob take en active part in the struggle against it. 

Now there is a general Leninist strategy involved in that iint of an 
operation, a sixetegy which provides an excelient overcil picture of what 
the Commmiste have been trying to do ali these yearu. In 1903, when Lenin 
fousied the Communist cotmpiracy as we know it, he umlerstoal quite pleirly 
tig then thet Camumism could exly avhieve victory through highly clever, 
deeeptive aml sterk criminel techniques. Hw ard his assoaietes hed no 
dilusion that his kind of despotism would be voted into pqwer. He knew that 
the Conmunist conspiracy would never attract a lerge number of the Kind of 
degenerates he needed tc schisve world comest, for the very simple reason 
that tre hovmn rece didn't praiuce that many of them. Therefare, he and his 
associates decided that the only way for then to impose their will was to 
got as rany Hon-Leninists as posuible to do their wark for then. The eethal 


he chose way to orgenise 
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that the Bolahevile woald be swept away in short order, Sut as we observed, 

the Solahevike had thoir conspirators working within the qposition's ranke 

and throgh the extensive use of orcvacative agente were able to survive and 
consolidate their paver. As far the mss of the Russian people at large, 

they were controlled Uy the kint of maked use of terrae ani pitfiesa suppression 
which rade the Canr lock like the most benign libertarian on earth. Thera 

were few willing to became vartyras unier swh circumptences.

Chpater Two 


TRE PROTOCOLS OF ZION 


Thus far, we can estadlish this much: thet ihe Compmist rrovceative 
agents did in pre-1917 Ruscia umactly what the provocative agents ore doing 
in this countyy tolay, inciting racial hatred, antd-semitie violence, 
wERt creating phony anti-Camuist groups in order to destray the really 
effective eanti-Camunist groips. Hr. Rockwell and his colleagues are neruly 
Averica's version of the Blsak Hundreds. Ae ia sot the first of his kind 
%% be operating in thid ceuntry nor will he be the laste But before he is 
@gmined in detail, let us view tho larger cenras so that the over-all Leninist 
strategy can be more cleurly seen. 

In order to do this let us foous our attention on @ curious doeunpnt 
which first appeared in Russia in 1905 and hes been haunting the world ever 
since. We snsll soe ine later hay it fits in with the wark of the provocative 
agents. The doousent we refer to is that curlow bulquite startling olan 
for world conquest imnown ay tne Protoodls of Zion. Wow this docwent hea 
long deen a favarite of the provocative egent who would deflect the attention 
of the anti-Communist fran the actwal Communist conspiracy to some fictitious 
Jewish conspiracy. Had this documnt not been partially responsible for the 
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vise of Nesism and the persscution erm murder of millions cf Innocent we ple, 
amd had there not been a gemrne despotic conspiracy in existence, it covli be 
dismissed ae a bad ani evil joke. Sut it is anything wt a joke, for it is 
ome oi’ the sost fanddabie inutrumute for anti-Semitic agitation ever irvented 
by the Comnminte, ani it is heing used today by os cany Cemmunist prorocvetive 
agents ard their dupes in the United States as can peddle ite 

He, ubo wrote thia docwent and whet does it yay? We eleli answer the 
secon rart of the question first: The Srotcecle, of which there are twantye 
fow, are the surmmry of a series of meetings during which the leeder af a 
world despotic conspiracy, talking in the “iret person, describes en! outlines 
in vivid detail how their orininal political conspiracy is going to conjuer 
the world, The ?rotapols open with a highly cynical end nihilistic staterent 
of political philosophy ani a view of man ea a depraved beast of orey fit only 
to be controlled andi enslaved by the clevercst ani crueleat of despots. Here 


is one of the onening parngraphe: 


It mus% be note? that san vith ted imtinets are sare in no der 
than the goad, ani therefare, the bust resvlts in governing thew are 
attained by vlaloncs ard terrarisati¢m, end not by academic discussione. 


Severel paregraphs later ve reece 


It 4a nly with a desnotic ruler that plans can be elehorated 
extensively and clearly in sxch a way as to distribute the wiole preerly 
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In the see nd rank will be the sesdi-official organs, whose part it 
will be to attack the tepid ani different. 

In the third rank ve shall set up our am om, to ell a>penrewes, 
position, which, in at least one of ite organs, will present what locks 
Aike the very antipoies to us. Sur real opponents at heart will accept 
this simlated opposition as their am end will show us their oards. 

Ali. oor newspapers will be of all possible camlexions. « . « 

In arder to direct cur nevepaper militia in this sense we mst take 
especial and rimote care in organising thie matter. Under the title of 
central department of the press we ahall institute literary mtivrings 
at which our agent will with cut attracting attention issue the acters ani 


watehwords of the day. 


de are sure that the readcr by now, simply by reading these excaptes, 
suspects who might be thelr author. But gust to clinch things, lere is one last 
short pessage which anyone who hes ever lived in a Communist atete will recog- 
nise, be it Russia or Cuha: 


In our progravap cme third of our subjects will keep the rust mier 
otsarvetion from a sense of duty, on the principle of zolunteer sarvice 
to the State. It wil) than be no disgrece to be a spy and infarser, 
but a rerit. 


Anyone, of course, who reads the entire documant for himself, will 
recognize it as the lyninist nrogrem itself. This 
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and wo shall have to limit the scoe of this study to ons subject anly, 
the Protoeals of Zion, which from this moment on we propuse to call by its 
sightfal title, the Protocals of lenin.

Chapter Three 
THE PROTOCOLS OF LENIN 


Why did the Leninists decide to disguise their program for vdfld canquest 
in the form of a Jewish plot? Did they do it as a joke or did it have a particular 
plece in their plen? It is easy to aes that the last part of the question ansucrs 
itself quite platoly—the Leniniste used the idea of a Jewish plot for several 
reseons, the prineipie one of which is quite cevicus: the leninists knew 
that av their program progressed, its general conspirstcrial neture would 
become more and nce evident to a greater nusber of peonle, ent therefore 
what better idea could they have then to blame the Jews far the plot ani to 
deflect attention away from thomelves. The Jows, again, were being groomed 
for their traditional role es scspegat. 

Ancther important reason was Jewish suseptibility to the fear of anti- 
Semitisp. Now Lerin was a mister of the nsychalogy of fesr ar else he would 
not bave deen lenin. Like ary despot bent on reducing men to abject ars 
blind submission, he knew what a powerful wespm fcear vas and how fear covld 
be used to paralyze otherwise rations] men into complete insction. Fear is 
pararful only inasmuch es it is capable of remering one's victin imotent, 
em! this is the condition the tyrant wants to produwe in hia victim. How 
Lenin wes fastiiliar with the Ureyfus case ani all ite remifications. He had 
etuiied anti-Semitism and esw how 4% could be used to reduce an intelligent 
ani influential people into abject politics! impotence. And because he imnev 
to what degree of influence the Jews, through their energy ani enterprise 
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This is a rather comlicated but ingeaious means of controlling a smll but 
important group of peo:le — far the grest dread of ths Commmists is that 
the Jews may get wind of this pretty despicable echem, wake mw in tine and 
join the antiComamiate in the atrugele againat them. 

Rovever, amis so fer the Jeve have civen little indication thet they will 
wake wp in time. Their leaders are far less ewere of the Cammmnist threat to 
their physical axistense today then they were af the esi danger in the thirties, 
ana their avarenesea then was never translated into rractiosl political action. 
The question is often esked how did the Jews of Eastern Europe vermit themselves 
to be 80 decimated in World War II? why did they wk into the gas charbers 
like sheep? The answer is that the forces that vere to victinise the Jevs 
hed aimply neutralised than to the polot where they hed neither the influence 
nar the will to alter the course of events oF vere enliated in a manuer so as 
to promote their om destruction. When one thinks of the countless xen, vumen 
and eDildren who went to their deathe without the alightest uxlerstanding of 
why they were dying or what circumstances had led them to their extermination, 
one hegins to unierstarnd the efficiency with which Leninism victinises ite 
victizs. 

Now the Jchn Birch Sectety is the one American organization dedicated 
uncamrodleingly to the idea that the Aenoinist workt despotic conspiracy mat 
be destroyed. Therefore, avtomstically, the Society has become the ons orgsni- 
sstion actually dedicated to fighting anti-Senitien in ite nost virulent and 
dangerow form. The very proof of this is the fact that it is the John Birch 
Sceiety which has uxiertaken to exname Rockwell for what he is, and not the 
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Antiefamation League, the directors of which are in the forefront of the 
fight against the John Birch Society. Imieed, it is the greatest irony ant 
tragedy for the Jewish caummity that their leaders and communal organisations 
shoulé wage so constent a battle against the Scciety when it is the Society 
which is actually fighting their bettle for then. But this is the kind of 
confusing an@ tragic situation the Communists have vented to proaiues, and as 
long as thhs situation exists, the Commmist conspiracy will reap the cbviow 
venefite of it. 

Now, concerning the genetic connection between Leninism and Nezien, 
the reader's neat question might probably be this: weren't there such pele 
es the Masis inienentent of the Commmists or wre they simply the creation 
of the Cammmists? The ensyer is as follow: the Kasi movement was basically 
the creation of Cazmmist provocative agents who entered Oepmny in 1919 
posing ag White Ruseian exiles carrying the Protocols of Zion wth thea, in 
alliance with Gerseng's members of the world despotic conspiracy. Hitler's 
entire progren of anti-Jemitic perseoution was predicated on the belief in 
the existence of a Jewish plot to domimte the varld, the very fiction the 
Leninists had invented and were propageting. Mow, there is no question thet 
some innocent people did believe the story of tho Joviah plot, but they vere 
few inieed. 3y 1921 enaxgh had atremdy been published in newspapers about 
the Protocols to leave no doubt in eny rational observer's mini that the Protocols 
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vere the provocative-agent Raais. Sut there is goat reason t2 believe that 
the netwark of Carumist provocative ugents controliing Masi Gerrseny vere 
centered around Srnst Kaltenbrumer, heed of the 3.S. and usually regarded as 
the man nost responsible far the wholesale extermination of the Jews. It 
should be noted that imediately after the war mary of the provocetive agent 
Nazis bucane mmbera of the East Cerran Communist regime, while some stayed 
on in Wast Cermuy to plan a future phony Nasi revival to discrelit the vest 
German Republic. The nonmCarmmnnist Rasis, like the SJchmanns, scatterad to 
the four carners af the globe, changed their names, livod cbscumly, stayed 
out of politics em tried to avaid capture. Others vent to Egypt to work for 
the crypto-Covmnnist Nasser, whose enti-~Senttic agitation has become the mst 
important instrumni whereby the Areb warld 19 kept under Commmist oontral. 
Now ¢his stixty cannst go %00 deeply into the Sans moverpnt art its 
relationship to leninism for the simile reason that it is a subject worthy 
af wooh fuller treatrent than can be given here. What it is necessery to 
demonstrate, however, is hw Leninis? etretegy through the propagation of the 
Protecole of Zion achieve? its greatest succese in the inevitable creation of 
Nagism, which is the only passible poltical ansyer which the Mction of a Jewish 
compiracy can ‘oiuce, ani that this success therefare depended on the merciless 
ani brutal destriction of the Jews. ne thing is certain and beyond dispute -= 
without Lerinise there could not am! there would not heve ever been Nazisme 
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THE PROTOCOLS IN AMERICA 


While tha ieainisate in Germany cventuelly achieved a fantastic political 
success with the Irotzcale of Zion, their success in the United States vas 
of e different kind. No soamer had the First world War ended than Lenin's 
agents, posing as White Russian emigres, reachai these shores with their ow 
eopies af the Pr@tacals. They made a bee-line for ow Military Intelligence 
whdre the Protocols were translated by 8 Col. Boughton under circumstances 
which shld have calied for a fuli Cangrusalcrel investigation at the time, 
but which never did. Then these same agents wont to Detroit ani sald the 
Protocols to Henry Ford, who for the next seven years propagated the idea 

Indepeniont 
of the Jewish conspiracy through kis newuaper the Dearborn Emtuniens, moh 
to the consternation of the Jewish cosmmity. Hr. Ford wes finally sued and 
had to recant. 

Bou, what 1s interesting to note is thie: that the Leninist agents who 
had come to America to lay the grouniwork far a comiry-wide neteurk of 
wwovacative agente founi their nost willing dupe in Anericats most ieganlay 
conservative industriglist. And therefore it is bord to blame the vewish 
conmmity far harboring a vestigial euspicion cencerning the latent anti-Semitlaen 
of American conservatives ani anti-Caeamiste. The anti-Cammist atmasphere 
hee been carrupted so lamg by provocative agents ani their dies that this 
guspicion an the part of American Jews, 1% must be edmitted, is uderstaniable 
awi not unjustified. However, the aati-Comumist morament in America is no 
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langer vhat it once vag «- that is, the hanpy hunting groom of the Commit 
provocative agent. The provcoative agent has at last been identified and is 
being eliminated fron antd-Cormmist ranis. This had to hapnen before any 
genuine, effective anti-Commmist moverpnt, auch as The John Mech Scoilety, 
could come into existence. Those who eve read the Blua Bods knw that the 
Fourier of the Society vas narticolarly aware of the problem of the crovocative 
agent when he was organizing the Society, are that was one of the reasons vhy 
the Society tock on the form it did, to prevont its destruction by suh 
infiltratars. But let it be said quite blintly: the reason why there has 
never been a really effective anti-Communist novement in the United States or 
anywhere else for that satter is becewe, hereto*are, Commmist nPovocative 
agenta had virtual control of the entire anti-Commmist movement. This cmiral 
hes been finally braken. The Commumists hed to bs thram out of the anti- 
Communist novenpnt before it eduld become genuinely anti-Carnmist. This 

has finally samy been done. 

Now the two principle agents who came to this country immediately efter 
the First World War avi began snresding the Protocols ard Inying the gromdvark 
for racist and anti-Seritic acitation were Boris Brasol ant Mes. Leslie Fry 
Shishmareff. Tf one studies the movements and writings of these two individuale 
fran 1919 to the resent, one will have a pretty goal picture of ee the network 
of provocative agents graw and develooed into whet it is talay, Sex estimte 
ef the mmber of Communist crovocative agents, p:sing as fanstio anti-Serdtic 
ent anti-Regro "patriots", now operating in the United Stetes runs fraw about 
five hundred toa thousand.

Chapter Five 


WHO 3S GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL? 


George Idncoln Rockwell was Lorn in Bloumwington, [inois, in March, 
1918. His father, George "Doo" Rockwell, who i» still alive at this writing, 
iis the famous vaudeville caradisn who also a sidekick of tle celebrated 
radio comedian Fred Allen. Reckweil was therefore brought up in a Sakekx 
family of some distinction. Se seems to have had a perfectly happy bayhood, 
having spent many of his boyhood sumwre at his family's home near Boothbay 
Harbor, Maine. Camlicatians arose after his parents were divorced. He 
epent time with each of them separately and attemied a mmver of high schools 
in different localities. However, he was finally gredusted from Hebron 
Aosdexy at Hebron, Maine, in 1938. 

In the fall of 1938 Rockwell entered Brown University, where he najored 
in philosophy. During that first year he also worked on the college humor 
mapazine in collaboration with two sophomores, Vic Hillary ani Bob Grabb. 

As art editar he drew a number of cartoons which revealed a peculiar 
preoccupation with crematariuss ani mss death. This is of particular interest, 
since the drawings of these cartoons--which had no political impiications-- 
EEEE preceded by several yeurs the actual physical realization of these 
fantasies in Nazi-occupied Europe. 

In 19h2 Renkvell left Srovn University to enlist in the United States 
Navy. He becan a carrier pilot and by the end of the war had risen in rank 
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of lieutenant camaner. Hisrecord, thus far, would iniicate a basic 
cometence and skill. It was also during the war, on April 2, 193, that 
Rockwell married his first wife, July. 

Thon his discharge, Rockwell decided to pursue a career in commrééal 
art. Por training in this field, he decided to enroll in Pratt Institute 
in New York. However, he had not been discharged in time to make the 
19Seh6 term, ani therefore set up a small commercial art stwio in Boothbey 
Rarbor where he painted signs and did photoeraphy. In the fall of 1916, he 
closed the stwito and headed to New York with his wife. During the first 
days in New York, Rockwell and his wife stayed with his aunt Relen ani her 
husband, Roseoe Smythe, in Mount Vernon. It was during this ceriod that 
his wife gave birth to their first oh iad. 

As yet, Rockwell's life was non-political. He was absorted in his 
oomercial art stulies. At the en? of the first year at Pratt, he decided 
to return to Boothbay Rarbar to open his shop for the suumer. He took with 
him a fellow student, Jack Myers, and his w@fe Miki, who had agreed to 
work with him during the awmer in the shop. Most of the work that summer 
consisted of developing vacationers' fllns. 

Intthe fall of 197 Rockwell returned to Pratt for another year of 
studies, is work must have been of good quality,for in 198 he won $1,000 
for the best comercial illustration of 198 awarded by the Naticnal 
Society of Illustrators. 

After his two years at Pratt, Rockwall r-turned to Maine. Be ani two 
vartners farmed an advertising comany in Portland, of which Rockwell became 


president. Apparently, because af uder-capitalination, this cempany did 

not last very long. Acccrding to a story in the Portland Sunday Telogram 

of July 3, 1969, Rockwell than set up his awn publishing oameny which put 
out "The Ade Maine Gide" ani a radio vrogram nraview. 

"He nsed to come in and try to sell me space in thet guide," says one 
Portland businessnan. "He was a vramoter, but very persamable--and he always 
soawd to bo very jovial, too, not bitter shout anything.” 

"ET racall Line as a happy-go-lucky fellow, a real goud eg," says ane 
Portlander who fraquently was Rockwell's lunchem companion in an Exchanges 
Street restaurant. 

"He vas an extrovert all right, but I don't believe he ever oxresaad 
any political ideas ar vasa bigoted xk in any way." 

Then, ?n 1950, just when his imbiishing business was terinning to succeed, 
she Korean War broke ont ami Rockwell was recalled to active duty. With the 
rank of lieutenant commander he was ordered to repart to San Diego. Although 
his marriage by that time was beginning to deteriorate, hia wife later 
joined him in San Diego with their to svall daughters. 

In his abortive awtoniography, This Time the World. Rockwell relates 
at great length hoe it ws during this period that he became a Nazi. This 
womentous volitieal ccnversion susposedly came about after sone little old 
lady vhose sae he can't revenber introduced him to the warld of Mein Kamf, 
the Protocols of Zion ani other literary wonders. 


Concerning Mein Kemf, Rockwell tells us on pece 182 of his auto 
bLograrhy: 

"T oes transMoed, bynnotized. IT econld not ley the hook dam withont 
agonics of i:npatience to get back to it. I read 44 walking to the sqwadrom, 
I toak 16 into the air am! rea? it lying on the chart~board while J 
autamtically gave the instructios to the other planes circling over the 
desert. Tread 1% crossing the Goronndo Farry. Ineod it into she night 
and the next momming. When I had finished, I started again, aml reread 
every wou, whorlining an? mrking especially magnificent passares. T 
atwiied it, I thought about it, I wardered at the utter, indescribable 
genius af it.” 

But owiously, the world would have to walt a full seven years hefore 
Rockwell would get aroukd to telling anyboly that ha wae a Nasi. 

Nhy? Cur guess in that he did not become a "Nasi" until much leter 
ant that the stary of tris San Diego conversion is something of 2 fabrication 
to obscure the actual facts concerning his resl “conmverst.on® moh later. 

In 1952 Rockwell was ordered to ren@t $o Norfolk, Virginia, for further 
assicnment. He was assizoed to the Xeflevik Air Base in Tcelami, which 
meant that his family would not be going with hin. This new aevaration from 
pis wife contributed to the further deterioration of their marriace, 

Iceland seems to have teen the turaing point in Rockwell's life, for 
it was there that he m% his second wife to be, Thora Hallerinsson, the 


niece of the Icelandic Acbassador to the United States and a member of a 


h2. 


a very provinent Icelandic famiy. 

Re had met her at a diplomatic party ani it hed been virtually love at 
first sight. A few weeks later he wrote his wife Judith and asked her for 
a divarce. She agreed to the divorce, provided that Rockwell aseured her ard 
the Giree children (a third child had been born in San Diego) of a monthly 
incage of $400. To get xhis divores, Roekwell agreed to the term. 

As for hia love for Thora, Rockwell writes: "Nothing could quench the 
blasing fire between us, ami after a passionate and wanlerful courtahip of 
anly five months, we were verried in Icelaniie in the National Cathedral in 
Reykyavik, where her uncle is the Bishop of Ieeland, on October 3, 1953." 

Iceland seem, inieed, to have been the turning point in Rockwell's 
life. Wot only did he change wives, but he elso tells us that it we in 
Iceland that he first began writing anti-Jewish tracts, convinced as he we 
that Cammunisp wes a Jewish plot to dominate the world. This is a rather 
strange idea to have in Iceland where there are no Jews, but where there exists 
ona of the largest ani most active Cammmist parties inthe free world. In 
fact, were the American Commnist Party proportionately equal in size to 
that of the Icelandic Cammmist Party, we would have 1) million Commnisat

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Chapter Six 


U.S. IADY 


In 1954, Rockwell returned to the United States with his new wife and 
their te children. One child was Thora's of a previous marriage; the second 
had been born in Iceland eight months after their marriage. For their first 
few weeks, the family lived with Thora's unole at the Icelaniic Rnbessy in 
Washington. 

While still in Iceland, Rockwell, anticipating his return to civilian 
life, had conceived the idea of pubkishing a magasine for servicenen's wives, 
tobe called U. S. lady. The financing of U. S. lady would be through a sale 
of stock to servicemen's wives, and while still in Iceland he had managed to 
obtain pledges for the sale of about $8,000 worth of stocke On reaching 
Washington, Rockwell presented his idea to the armed farces at a meeting in 
the Pentagon, and the Department of Defense assured him of its cooperation. 

Now, there were a nuaber of things that were peculiar about 0. 3. ze 
First, ite conception. Rockvell describes it in his autobiography as 


follows: 


I had observed that the wives of service men were being shipped 
all over the world and being constantly moved and transferred into wild 


and strange surroundings with no advance knowledge of conditions. 

Their problens were totally different fror ordinary housewives, especially 
as America began, wofficislly to police the warld. .. . Here appeared 
to be a varket ungerviced . . « « 

But in eddition to that, I realised that such a mgasine would have 
powerful political farce. I had carefully observed the technique of sly 
propaganda~-always in the farm of entertainment and informtion,--in all 
the Jewish dominated papers, magazines, books, etc.,~-and believed that I 
could reverse the process with my mgazine for service wives. 

I would have to be vary subtle, of course, but I could, as months 
went by, begin to drive out the filtby ideas of Barzism, 'nmass democracy! 
ewigmriz racial defilement,--anmi replace them with ideas of authoritarian 


constitutional government and racial self-respect. 


In other wards, Rackwell, writing in his autobiography fn 1961, would 
have us believe that in 195], he was eome kimi of a secret Nasi. Well, the 
firet iseve of U. S. lady appearat in Sentenber, 1955, with Rockwell's name 
on the masthead as publisher. On paga 66 of that issue appeared the following 
biogrephicel sketch about Rockwall with a photograph of him ani his family: 


Ceesnder G. Lincoln Rockvell plesds guilty to being a character but 
he also has more than a flash of genius and he is a deeply rewarding person 
to work with. The son of Dos Rockwell of vauieville ani radio fame, he 
was a stuient at Brown University until the wr, when he entered the Navy. 
He was a Navy pilot in World War II and the Kornan conflict, is an artist 
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and designer of some standing (Pirst Prize, National Illustration Competition, 
1948), loves children ani is the father of three daughters by his firat 

wife, and has two and tro-thirde children as we go to press by his second 
wife. The Navy is one of his consuming interests but only one. His déep 
interest in people is the primp reason for the mgazine you now have in 

your hand. He's not easy to know-when you hold the phone six inches from 
your eer while talking to him you'd swear he was a rank extrovert--but when 
you see him with his two young sons ym suddenly disccver that he is also 

&@ person of deep sensitivity. 

The lovely Thora, Comir. Rockwell's Icelanmiie wife, is the niece of 
Iceland's minister to this country and of Iceland's Prime Minister. Mrs. 
Rockwell has shom remarkable patience, umerstanding and fortitede throughout 
the struggle to make U. S. lady an actwlity. Ani a struggle it has been - 
with many days when it was nesessary to raid the stamp fund for limch 
money and carfare. We've even been accused by the building management of 
setting up housekeeping in the offices and such a step was actually conte 
plated. But Mrs. Rockwell hss remained serene through all the stife and, 
in addition to caring for two young sons, Ricky , and Lincoln Hallgrimin 1, 
has worked on the subscription ami circulation records. 


The above hardly seems to have been written by a secret Nasi. In fact, 
as one coee through the pages of that first issue of U. Ss. lady, one discovera 
that the "legislation Editor” of the magszine vas none other than Fred Lardner, 
described in the magazine as "a Washington correspoment, mamber of the

Cohgressional Periodical Press Gallery ani the White Bouse Correspomienta 


Association and mone of several lariners now in editorial work who were 


relatives of the late Ring lardner." The Lardner family has long been associated 


with pro-Commnist causea, which would make it wmiikely indeed that a secret 
Nazi would choose a Lardner to be Legislation Fditte of a magazine whioh was 
supposed to “reverse” the pro-Marxist tremi. But apparently, Rockwell had 
even mare interesting plans for the magazine, for in the secomi issue we are 
informed that Mr. lardner hes been put in charge of preparing suggested plans 
for a National Federation of Service Wives to be sponsored by the magazine. 
But the time U. S. lady reaches its fourth issue, one begins to suspecf 
what Rockwell and his colleagues my have been up to. In an article outlining 
plans for a new feature to be called "Post of the Month," Rockwell wrote: 


Ag you wlll notice, we have been covering major clusters of service 
installations in the first issues, and we will continus to do this until 
we have covered all major service areas throughout the world. 

This phase should be cazpleted in apprarimtely 18 qmmbkew issues. 


After that we will start covering individual posts ani stations ani include 


addenia to area reparts, previously printed, to bring them up to date. 
In this way service families can maintain an up to date directory 


of any mjor service area to which tley my be sent by keeping and referring 


to the first 18 copies of U. S. ledy. Subsequent iasues will give mch 
nore detailed pictures of specific places to which they may be ordered 


for temporary duty or permanent changs of station. 


A? 


This procedure we believe will provide maximm needed information of 
a@ general nature quickly and provide more liesurely exposition of details 


later. 


In other words, Rockvell had worked out a plan whereby a "directory" of 
or far-flung eilitery installations could be compiled and kept up to date-- 
obstensibly for the use of service wives. Note the terms use by Rockwell: 
tajor clusters of service installations; mejor serviee areas; iniividual posts 
and stations; detailed pictures of specifie places. What a wonderful source 
of inforration U. S. lady could be to Soviet Military Intelligence. And if 
agents of Soviet intelligence were working for the magazine, or were even 
owners of it, they would have access to even more valuable infarration through 
the maintenance of the mailing and subscriptim lists. They could casily 
keep track ef the movements of ow soldiers ani offisere by simly keeping 
records of the changes of addresses of the subscribers. 

All of which leads us toa very curious episaie involving Rockwell, 

U. S. lady, Soviet intelligence and the FBI. We shall let Rockwell describe 
it in the words of his own autobioraphys 


One of the things distracting me was an effort by a eang of 
Reds to get control of the magazine. . . - I was approached by Frank 
Beyer, from the Army Times, who took me to lunch at the George Washington 
Roof, told we that “big interests" were considering supporting me, and 
wanted me to put out a companion magasine to U. S. lady to be called 


"U0. S. Officer." . . . He vas drinking martinis one after the other, and, 
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as I pressed him to explain how this megeazine would be a financial 
success, he kept saying his "big interests" had plenty of maney to 
cover ite I explainad that such a book would lose milliaw permnently 
and usked where in hell they would get mousy like that. %e was obviously 
flushed with the gin, and drew me close. "Fram the Soviet Union," he 
said, not kidding. I pretended to laugh and let the subject drm. 

I went back to the office and told Mrs. Bromlow of this. (lute: 
Mra. Jane Brownlow, a retired general's daughter, had becans interested 
in working for U.S. lady.) We figured he was perhspe just too drunk 
to know what he was sayinge 

But he followed it up. He told me that the "interesta" were in 
Texss, and were ready to pay my fare ami expsuses to come down there 
and talk over the deal. I wanted nothing to do with it, of course, and 
told Mrs. Brownlow to say nothing to anybody. But she did anyway. Her 
boy friend at the time was an Army officer who did save shooting at a 
renge with an FBI friemi. She told the officer, whd told the FEI frien. 

So I got a onll frop FHI agents, ani told them the story when they 
asked we to. They suggested I fo and seo whet it was all about, ani 
implied that there would be arpents around in case it wes dangerous. So 
I agreed to investigate the thing. 

There was @ meant at hane with my wife, when I saw how she and the 
kids had to live, that the temptation totake the deal vas almost over 
powering. I knew then how the Reds operate, and knew that I could assure 


a happy and auecegaful career for the rest of our lives, with luury 

and security, bm just by going along with these people and pretemling 
not to notice what wes going on. . . « But once aggin my dear, brave wife 
agreed with me that we must scarn this nasty deal, and fight our wy 
through by ourselves. 

I went down to Dallas and mt the "contact." I was taken toa 
milijonaire's club, end listened to the proposition. They wanted fifty- 
ane percent of the stock--contral--in return for fat fimancing, and there 
was some talk of printing the mgazine on the presses they omed in 
Texas. 

The milliomire was the last perso in the world I would expect to 
have anything to do with Frank Bryer, the man in Washington who broached 
the mak deal. He wea the soul of conservatism, and seemsd to mow little 
iw of what was gcing on. We cams to no agreement, and I flew back to 
Washington. 

Then the FBI double-crossed ma--unintentianally, I feel sure now. 

I bad tald then that Bryer was with the Army Times, an outfit which could 
have ruined me in the service publishing business, and I did not want 
him to know I had given the stary to the FBI. But they interrogted him 
anyway, and let him know that they were looking into the "Soviet Union" 
dite 

Bryer called me in horror when the FEI had ieft, and I had Jane 
Brownlow listen in to mk witness the incredible call. He eaid he waa 
“hot” ani would have to clear out of town and was going to “hide out” w 


4n Philly for a while. I wanaged to convince him that I couldn't 
inagine who had "squealed," and he suggested thet I, too, "lie low.” 
Then he blasted the FSI unvercifully, said he gave a sneech about Far 
tyranny snd snooping #t his Methalist scclal actin group -- ami left 
for Philly. 


This inoredible story by Rockwell dessrves same examination. He tells 
us that Frark Bryer of Army Times approached him, but he desen't tell uw vhy 
Bryer proceeded to act as if he had Rockwell's complete, pre-arranged conspire 
atorial confidence. Then, after Bryer had revealed that the money for the 
new magazine would come from the Soviet Union, Rockwell didn't even bother 
%o inform the FBI about it. Instead, he told Mra. Brownlow. "We figured he 
was perhaps just too drunk to know what he was saying," he writes, Not very 
perspicacious for sumeona who had supposedly absorved the wiesdor af Mein Kampf 
and read the Protocola of Zion arm was now engaged as a secret Nasi ina 
secret one-man wer against the “Jewish conspiracy." 

"But he (Hryer) followed 1% up," writes Rockwell. "Re tcld me that the 
‘interests' were in Texas, and were ready to pay my fere ani expenses to come 
down there am) talk over the deal. I wanted nothing to do with it, of course, 
amd tald Mrs. Brownlow to say nothing mkuxt to anyboly." 

Why did Rockyell tell Mrs. Bromilow to say nothing to anybody about it? 
Why didn't he himself go instantly to the FBI? Waa he hoping to cover w 
Bryer’s bluvier ar cover vp his own blunier? In any case, Mra. Sromlow did 
tell an Army officer friend about the Bryer prqposal. "SoI got a call from 
FBI agents," reletesa Rockvell, “ani tald them the stary when they asked me to. 
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Thefimplicaticon, 16 seems, in that Rockwell wowd not have told them if they 
had not asked him, "They suggested I go aml sao whet it was all ebout . oo « 
So I agreed to investigate the thing.” 

Reckvell's next thought is even more puzzling. We tells vse thet thebe 
was @ moment with his wife, when seeing how she er the children had to live, 
"the temptation to take the deal was almost overparering." Why should this 
have been so? In the first place, he had seid that he "Wwented nothing to do 
with it," implying thet he had had no intentdon of weeting Bryer's contact at 
all witil the FSI had "siyepsted" that he go see what it wes el about. And 
in the secord place, he hadn't oven licen offered any deal as yet, mless 
Bryer's corwersation hed gone mech further then Rockwell revealed. Ae tells 
ws how he could heve assured himrelf 2 hapry and successful cereer, with 
lweury and security if only he hed teen willing to go along with “these people” 
and pretemied not to notice what was going on. But then he ar? his brave 
wife agreed to soom "this pasty deal.” 

Since when do Soviet agents ar Camunists become "these people,” ar a 
sohem to betray mo's comtry "this nasty deal"? A very peculiar point of 
view far sanecne who had secretly dedicated himself to fishting that terrible 
"Jewish conspiracy" Comumism. The implication is that Roolswell ani hia wife 
gave wp a worderful econamic oppertimity so that they could "fight our wy 
through by ourselves." The implication is that you beeone a patriot when you 
@arn down an offer to hecom rich by working for the Comaunists. What Rockwell 
overloads is the minor fact that the Cawmnists only offer such economic 


ppportunities to those already inside the Cammmist conspiracy or those 
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sufficiently sympathetie with Communtst aims to warrant Communist trust. 
The Commmists do not go arouml offering lucrative financial desle to innocent 
Americans on the off chance that they will pretend not to notice what is 
going one The Cammmist conscirecy would tmve never reached its present 
degree of success had it used such wneu’e maans to promote ite interests and 
extend ite control. 

Rockwell then tella ua thet he went dam to Dallas ani met the "contact." 
He was then taken to a millionaire's club ani listened to the propositién. 
"The zillionaire was the last person in the world I would expect to have 
enything to do with Frank Bryer... . He was the soul of conservutisa,"” 
writes Rockwell. Rockwell dogsn't teil us who the miliionaire was, or where 
the milliconaire's club was located, or the date of the meeting. This is 
rather oid, ae wo stall eee later, when Rockwell becomes engaged in trying to 
entrap another conservative milifonaire, tussell MasGuire, in an anti-Semitic 
scheme. 

After the Daliag meeting, Rockwell flew back to Washington. "Then the 
FBI doudle-crossed me--unintentionally, I feel sure now," he writes. what was 
the nature of the "double-croas"? Rockwell explains it as follows: "I had 
tald them (the FBI) that Bryer was with the Army Tims, an outfit which could 
have ruined ms in the service publishing business, ami { did not want him to 
know I had given the stary to the FBI. Uut they interrogated him anyway. » « o” 
Which means, acoarding to Rockwell, that the Army Times would have wanted to 
ruin him far daing his patriotic duty and exposing a Red subversive in their 
arganisation. The oarmal reaction would have been just the opposite. The 
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Army Times would have given Rockwell a medal for exposing a dangerous 
subversive who had infiltrated ita staff. 

But what did Bryer do after he had been interrogated by the FBI? 

Did he suddenly realise that Rockwell wes no longer to be trusted? Did he 
recognize his faux pas in having approached the patriotic Mr. Rockwell in 
the first place? Nc. He telephoned Rockwell with the complete confidence 
that Rockwell was still on his side. Rociniell describes the phone call as 
follows: "Bryer called me in horror when the FBI had left, and I had Jane 
Brownlow listen in te witness the incredible call. He said te waa "hot' and 
would have to clear out of tom anil was going to 'hide out’ up in Philly 
for a while.” 

Now, what is so obvLously wrong with Rockwell's account? In the first 
place, no genuine Commmnist agent, knowing that the PBI was hot on his 
trail, would telephone a fellow conspirator through an cffice switchboard, 
knowing full well that the phone could be tapped, listened in to, or the 
conversation taped. The fact that Rockwell had Jane Brownlos listen in to 
the call snegests, rather, that the call was deliberately plamied so that 
Rockwell cowld emerge from this compromising situation wucathed ani 
unsuspectade 

Whatever the ectual ciremmetances of Rockwell's involvewent with Bryer, 
4t is obvious thet Roekwcll was not the lmocent bystander he would have us 
believe he was. Certainly the sunject of Camunist infiltration of the 


publications which serve our Armed Forces shold he the subject of a Congressionsl 


investigstion. Perhaps only then shall we be able to know what actually 
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transpired between Rockwell, Bryer, the Nallas “contact,” ani the Ned 
financiers 

Tt was scon after the Bryer enisoio that Rockwell sold but his interest 
in U.S. ledy. We relates that his decision to sell out was forced by the 
pressure of a group of ccnspiiting ladies on the ~agaxine, the wiemriter 
of the stock issue, and his creditars. Tt 13 also yuite concseiwmble that 
Rocicwell's saperiars decided that he coli be mora useful to them in a less 
compromised sitywation, and therefore ordered him to sell out. In any case, 
Rockwell's connection wits Ue 3. Eady came to an end in January 1956 wren 


he sold out his interest to one John 3B. Adams of Washington, D. C. 


Chapter Seven 


THE NETWEE 


Immediately after his severance with U. S. lady, Rockwell decided to 
take a two-week rest. His wife Thora had just given birta to their third 
ehild. And so, he used these two weeks to think about the future. Be 
writes: 


Since I had been wable to keep the vehicle I intended to use for 
political reform, I decided to go directly into politics, if I could 
somehow find a way to earmttwo livings at the same time. (p. 191) 


It should be remembered thet Rockwell was required, by his divorce 
agreement, to support his first wife, This financial handicep and his fanily 


responsibilities, however, scarcely stoi in the way of his future career, 
These were his thoughts: 


By this time, I had plenty of opportunity to lock -ver the 
activity of the "right wing’~-the conservatives--and had come to the 
conclusion, in my total ignorance of the real nature of the case, 
thet all they needed to succeed was an arganisational drive to-get 
them "together," with a businesslike plan. (p» 192) 
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It seems rather odd that a commercial artist with a limited experience 
im wagasine publishing would suddenly decide to take it upon himself to 
organise the "right wing" when up to that moment he had had no contact whatever 
with any conservative organizations, knew no conservatives, and had never 
publicly expressed a conservative thoveht, although as publisher of U. 38. lady 
jumtxi he had had a vehicle for a few mok&the at his dieposal in which he 
ould have expreseed himself. Instead, he had chosen Frei leriner as 
Legislative Biitor and had become involved with Frank Bryer. Now, euidenly, 
with no qualifications whatever, he decided to organise the "right wing." 

What did Rockwell's plan consist of? He conceived the idea of a national 
"right wing" newspaper, to be called the Conservative Times, Then he decided 
to organize a right-wing meeting in Washington. He purchased a series of 
radio spots in Febmary 1956 before and after the Fulton lewis show to 
ennounce the meeting of hig group, which he called "The Diehards." The name 
he chose was already bound to enlear him with conservatives. Rockwell 


describes the results es fallass: 


The response seemed tobe gratifying. Hundreds of people called 
and I arranged with one of thea, Sam Jones, the carresponient of Bi21 
Buckley's National Review, to use his lovely old Virginia nansion in 
Melean for our first meeting. 

Of the hundreds who called, only about fifty showed up at the 
reeting, including John Kesper and an Arab friend. 


From time to time somebody in the eulience would ask "What about 
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the Jews !"--and there would be snickers and shifting around of feet, 
like grapmer school kide when somebody mentions the ward "sex." Then 
I would scold the "Dold" character for such a “disgusting display of 
Prejudice," making my rightequs love of the wonderful Jews very clear, 
and even sharing knowing winke with some close frienis at my "clever* 


deception. 


This is a rather queer way to get started in conservative politics. It 
ip difficult to attribute Rockwell's suiden display of political ineptitude 
to ignorance. He had risen to the rank of Commander in the Wavy, had gone to 
college, had won a national poster sward--all of which could not have been 
achieved without better-than-average intelligence. 

New had his wife, Thora, niece of the Iceiandic ambassador ani daughter 
of a promigant Icelandic business and political leader suidenly gone off her 
rocker, too, although she had taken up a little collection during the meeting. 
One asks, how could a young mother of three small children have approved of 
her hasband's new career which showed no prosp§cts of providing her family 
with the food needed to feed it. 

The answers to these questians would become obvious in time. However, 
the key to that first Rockwell meting, of course, was the vresence of Jchn 
Kasper, a professional agent provocateur who hed just begun to obtain national 
notoriety in the press. Obviously, Rockwell hsd already met Kasper prior to 
the meting as well as the other "close frien" with whos he shared his 
"knowing winks." Rockwell describes his frieniship with Kasper es follows: 


I became frienily with this unknown John Kasper, and he often 
stayed et our home in Vienna, Virginia. He ran a tiny right-wing 
bookstore in Georgetam which was frequented by a Bohemian set of 
odd-balls, dopists, posts ani patriots. We confessed to each other 
our dedication to Adolph Hitler, whom we called "The Saint,"~-but he 
had an even greater love, Esra Pound--the famous poet and bramdcaster 
for Mussolini who was locked up as a nut in Saint Elisabeth's. John 
Kasper led a circle of worshipful adrirera who sat at the moter's 
feet there in the ward full of raving madmen. I attemied one of 
these sessions with my wife one Sunday, and it was an wmbelievable 
aSternoon. There was a barefoot lunatic pacing up amd down beside the 
group seated around Pouni, silently giving hell to an invisible 
campenion. . . » Meanwhile the group was at the feet of Ezra, who wore 
shorts, sandals, a loud shirt ami a beard. They incluied a lady dope- 
fiend, an artist, a beatnik who said he was a post, John Kasper's hefty 
blond girlfriend Nora Devereausz, John Kasper, Pound's almost silent 
wife, my wife, ani I, (p. 19h) 


Kasper had come to Washingtan, apparently, for more important reasous 
than simply opening a bookstore and visiting Esra Pound, He had cone there 
to organize the first White Citizens Councils to resiaét the school integration 
order by the Supreme Court. The sguincterea/cemisieed for his activity was 
the Seaboard White Citisens Council, whose most active members were later to 


become the nucleus of Rapkvell’s Nasi operation. 
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By September, 1956, John Kasper was to prove his mettle ag a skilled 
agent provocateur. The town chosen to be the guinea pig cf Kasper's group 
of agitators was Clinton, Tennessee, whtre the local high school was due to 
be integrated. Phe Hew York Times of September 1, 1956, deseribed Kasper's 
activity as follows: 


Kasper arrived in Clinton lest Sumisy andj announced that he was an 
official of the Seaboard White Citizens Camcil. He urged that local 
perents protest the integration at Clinton High Sehool. 

The intograted classes opened Momiay, with twelve Negro pupils 
among some 800 white stwients. Under the exhortations of Kasper, some 
stuients and some adultes picketed the building. 

At first there were no incidents. On Wednesday and Thursday, 
hovever, there were several flare-ups in the comity, involving a 
few interracial fist fights ani milling mobs around the school yard. 
Several arresta were made. 

Wednesday night Kasper addressed som 1,000 persons from the court= 
house steps. It was then he was served with the injunction. Kosper 
continued to address the rally and weed that the school integmticon 
be stopped through local action. This constituted the violation of the 
restreining order. 

Clinton High School is the first state-supparted public school to 


be integrated in Termessee. 


Oe 


The court order did omnrel Kasper to take a mare ap pessive role in 
the Clinton agitation. Sut others, following his directims, whipped up the 
mobe. One agitator, Asa Carter, president of the North Alabama White Citisens 
Counells, was quite effective. That same Times story wrote the following: 


After Mr. Carter’e speech the croal turned into a mob, chanting, 
yelling and shouting es it spilled into the main thoroughfare, blocking 
traffic. 


The situation in Clinton, which tad mde headlines throughout the world, 
deteriorated. Phe NewYork Times of Septerber 3, 1956 characterised Kasper's 


role ar fallowss 


The min pro-segrogationistz speaker rosponsible for stirring local 
feeling during the week wes John Kasper, 26-yaareold native of Camien, 
Ned. 


And on the following day, the Times wrote: 


Segrogationista from outside, led by John Kasper, 26-year-old native 
of Carden, N. Je, stirred community feeling about local school integration 
am touched off crawl demonstrations. 


before 
Whst John Kasper jncbatuam was doing had bsen done/by dozens of similar 


well-trained, professional agitators in other countriese In Russia the same 


technique had been used to create the atmosphere fa anti-Jewish pozroms. 


The Clinton riots, however, which resulted in the calling out of the 
Netionsl Guerd, were instigated aa only the beginning of a long-range program 
planned to vrovoke progressively greater military interventions as time went 
one The next step would te little Rock, and by 1962 the country would be ready 
for the fullescale invasion of Oxford, Mississippi. 

Howver, as a beginning, Clinton was Quite adequate. The New York Times 
of September 8, 1956, deseribed the military intervention in Olinton as 
follows: 


Clinton's strife-torn houre were touched off at 10 P.M. last 
Priday follaiing four days of pro-sepregaticnist activities in which 
outsiders railed arainst racial integration at Clinta'e public 
high school. « « « 

The National Guard entered the town with 633 men with full combat 
equipment, including seven Mj] tanks, three armored personnel carriers 
and a helicopter. 


What of the outeider who had caused all of this? Was the presse very much 
interested in fimling out who he ves and who were behind him? The New York Times 
of September 5, 1956 published this biographical sketch which, as ususl, provoked 


pany questions about Kasper which it never bothared to answers 


Frederick John Kasper, s long, lean man of 26, seemed headed for 
an inconspicuow life among booke before his fight against integration 
led him to jail for contempt of a Federal Court in Tennessee. 


Ertrenist mmxas tendencies that mde him a leader in demonstrations 
for segregation in Clinton, Semn., were not apparent to those who knew 
thig Northernar as a boy in Merchantsville, N. J., ar as a student at 
Colunbia Univers ity. 

During his earlier years in New Jersey, where he was born, he was 
recalled as @ well-mannered, studious, though not extreordinarily talented. 
At Columbia, which he entered after two years at Yankton Callens, 

at Yankton, S. D., the impression he left was that of a fairly good 
student, narticularly interested in philosopliy, MInglish literature and 
Cerman. 

In 1952, when he received his Bachelor of Science degree, he gave 
little imliestion of ideas he hafl advocated in recent months. 

As agunizer of the Seaboard White Citizens Counéil, Kasper hes 
said his grow planned to end integratiomx in Waskington, pet the National 
Association far the Advancement of Colored Pecple on the Attorney General's 
subversive list, and abolish rook-aml-roll mic. 

A pamphlet detatling the convictions of the croup has condemned 
“pink punks" and "freals, golf players, poaile dogs, hot-exyed Socialists, 
Febians, scum, mold on the top af the amlette.” Also cariemed are 
"liars for hire, the press gang, degenerate libersls crying for petrefaction 
of putrefaction." 

Even now, versons in Mechenicsville, a suburb of Camien, are considerably 


up aurcrised at Easper's strong views. Ten persona who knew him when he 
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was an adolescant agreed that he was affable, though not gregarious, with 
no aprarent interest but books. 

After he moved to Washing@mm last fall he opened a book store in the 
Georgetown zection, which has a reputation am an casiw for tolerance and 
intellectualiem. 

But in June of this year, Kasper's rebellion flared. He then farmed 
his organisation affiliated with the Citisens Coumcil in Alabam. 

Mexbers of Easper's group had to be white, 18 ami "believe in the Divinity 
of Jesus Christ." He said his organization was not anti-Semitio, but 
that Jews were not eligible to join. 

Since Easper's mane hag iigured in the newe, h-wever, there have 
been reparts that he was active in movememts before he went to Washington. 

One such report was forwarded jesterday to the Senate Internal 
Security eubcamittee by the Jewish labor Committee, which represents 
about 500,000 Jewish workers in the American Federation of labor and 
Congress of Industrial Organizations. 

The labar group asked Robert Morris, the counsel of the Semte grup, 
to check intormation it had reweived that Kasper had been "active with 
the neoNasi Renaissance party of New York and has also attenied the 
Commnist party's Jeffers School.” 


One would heave expected the New York Times, with its vast resources for 
resegreh, to have followed up these sensational leads regarding Kasper's reported 


Communist connections. However, as expected, there was no follow uw. Wor did 


the Times bother to ask why a Northerner who had been brought up in integrated 


New Jersey and had attended one of ow great liberal universities in New York 
should suddenly have felt so concerned about the impending integration of a 
school in Tennessee, as to organise ami lead a pack of agitators to incite 
riot, which would result in his arrest. Nor did the Times seem to be terribly 
interested in what Kasper had been doing between 1951 and 1956, thet is, after 
hig graduation from Colusbia ami before his moving to Washington. There were 
five important years to account for. 

What do we iknow about these five years? Well, we know thet Kasper 
lived in Oreemsich Village during that pericd, that he had shared a roam 
with Eustace Mullins at 526 Hact 6th Street, am? thst he had run a very small 
boukstore at 169 Bleeker Street, calied the Moke It Hew Sook Shop. Kaaper's 
roommate, Eustece Mullins, who iater becaus paBt of tue Kzra Pound group in 
Washington, had deen au active member of the agenteprovocateur network since, 
at least, 1951. MulLins nad never become a mob ag‘ taicr, probably because 
ke lachud the talent for it, but he praiuced a great deal of agent-provocateur 
literature of the most vile anti-Semitic kimi. His writings could be read 
regularly in Woren's Voice, the house agian of the apent-provocataur network, 
published in Chicago. 

Mullins wea slsu a frequent speaker at meetings of the "right-wing extremist” 
National Ransissance Party, organized by James Madole, which was the nucleus 
of the agent-ppevocateur network in New York, During the 1950's, in fact, 
Mullins was one of the most active members of the network, working closely with 
its other members in New York--James Madole, Frederick Weiss, Matt Koehl, 


Edward Fleckenstein, Keith Thowpzzon, ani West Hooker, 


Tater, in Washington, Mullins became active in the movemsnt to obtain the 
release of Esra Pound from St. Elisabeth's. His involvement with Pound became 
so deep that he later wrote a biography of Pound which was published in 1961 
unier the title, This Difficult Individual. Commenting on Kasper in his bock, 
Mullins wrote: 


A shy, thin, lang-legged fellow, Kasper had turned up ag a visitor 
fran New York City in the autumn of 1990 (sic). Because of his desire 
to get some things in print, Pouml thought him very useful. Kasper later 


went South in search of amusement, and wound up in Clinton, Tennessee. (p. 312) 


Not much of a cogment far someons who knew Kasper intimtely and new 
exactly why Kasper had gone to Clinton. 

As for Kasper's life in Greemvich Village, it was not exactly racially 
pure, ag revealed by a sensational article which appeared in the New York 
Amsterdam News of September 29, 1956, shortly after Kasper had obtained national 
notoriety. Since the Amsterdam News scarcely circulates beyond the Negro 
community, much of the story never reached the national press. We therefare 
reproiuce it in its entirety: 


RACIST EXPOSED 
RACE BAITER JOBN KASPER WAS VILLAGE NEGRO LOVER 
by George Berner 
Dapper John Kasper, the 26-year-cld rabble rouser whose low mouth 
fight against school integration lamied him in jail for contempt of 


Federal Court in Tennessee, did not practice what he preached about racial 


separation when it came to Negro women, an Ametcrdam News stuly showed 
this week. 

In a frantie one-year scpurn in New York's gauly Oreemrich Village, 
the smooth talking Kasper devoted his time almost entirely to Negro 
companions and fell for the charms of the amateur dangers, reporters far 
this newspaper learadd after an exhaustive visit to Kasper's old village 
stamping grounis. 

Choreographer Ned Willians of 22) W. kth St., Kasper's closest chun 
in the artist colony tald the Amsterdam News: 

"we shared the same bed on nuserous occasions in my former stuiio at 
61 Fourth Ave. and often he spent all night sleeping on the floor, with 
Negro girls and boys after one of our exhaustive parties," Williams said. 

It was through Williams that Kasper met his brown-skinned loves. Ris 
primary heart throb was a willowly (sic), soft-spoken school-teacher fram 
Brooklyn who "loved to party" ami danced occasionally with one of Williems 
intermediate classes. 

The Amaterdam News has been in personal contact with this teacher who 
has in her possession a powerful packed photograph of herself ani “asper 
with other amorous interremial couples at the height of a swinging party. 

Despite appeals to her race pride the teacher has refused to release 
the photo for fear of her job ani of "damage that might be done to some 
other peojle." 

Friente feel she my still "feel something far" Kasper, whom she 
desorites as "all mixed up." 
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The fever of this affair, aocording to intimates, reached such a 
height that Kasper, after moving to Washington, flew in the teeth of all he 
was later to whold in Tennessee ard broveht the lady to the Capitol for 
a visit with his idal, emfined ex-Fascist post, Ezra Pound. 

Easper's Negro lady love lived ani worked closely with him in his 
“make-it-new® bookshop at 168 Bleeker St. The shop, which specialised in 
Negro literature, was the scene of many discussions of the race problem. 
In these, said Williams and other frienis, Kasper always took the side of 
the Negro. 

"It's hard to believe," said one of his forver intimate girl friends 
who lives in Harlem. "If he was putting on an act he sure deserves the 
Academy Award. There was never anything to make you suspect that he would 
turn out this way. He must have lost his mind.” She asked that her name 
not be used. 

Rasper's mimi came in for mare discussion by Avant Garde artist Ted 
Joans who lives ani cperates an art stuiio at 108 St. Marks Place in the 
Village. 

"He said he wanted to be remembered in history. Ami although he wea 
a very quiet, gent&amnly type fellow, he often said he would "do anything, 
go to any extreme to gain recognition.” 

"Actually, thovgh," said Joana, "his prejujices were not nev. He 
often mede bitter remarks about Jews. But in the same breath he would down 
"those liverels who put their arms around a Negro in the Village but 


barely spesk uptown.” 
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At a fish fry in Broaklyn Kasper jumped on a table, according to 
Joana, and urged the party goers to join the NAACP. He secured twolve 
Dew membera. fe himself did not join, he is reported to have said, 
"because of the Jews” 

According to Williams, Joans and the girls, Kasper never made any bones 
about his acrogs-the-line love life. “He would kisa the girls anywhere, 
anytime, publicly. He seemed to prefer the darker girls," said Williams, 
"and he was up in Harlem more than I ever ws." 

Kasper is also alleged to be the godfather of a Negro child whose 
parents live on West Sixth St. in Greenwich Village. 


These revelations about Kasper aroused even less susdicion than the repart 
that he had attended the Communist party's Jefferson School. There was no follow 
up undertaken by any of the mss media aganisations to fini out the truth about 
John Kasper. The wass media was content to publicise its surface image of 
Kesper with no concern about uncovering the truth behind the fiction. 

in Washington, Kasper opened his bookstore in partnership with Robert 
Furniss and T. David Horton. The shop was called the Cadmuw Bookstore and located 
at 126 Wisconsin Avenve, N.W. Little is known about Purniss or Horton. Hoveve, 
in Eustace Mullins! biography of Pound there 1s a photographoof Muliins and a 
young lady painter by the name of Sherri Martinelli. Miss Martinelli was 
arrested on July 29, 1955 in Alexandria, Virginia, for passession of marijusna. 
Mullins and T. David Horton were among those who testified in the case. 

This, then, was the group of racial idealists Rookwell and his wife found 
themselves associating with after he left U. S. lady. After the sensational 
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article in the Amsterdam News, which mpt have come to the attention of Kesper's 
frienis, one would have imagined that Rockwell would have questioned Kasper's 
racist sincerity. But the Amsterdam News article might well have never been 
written, for it in no way shoak the confidence which Kasper'a so-called right- 
wing extremist associates had in him-and for obvious reasons. They vere all 
in the sume bost. 

Phe Clintcn events, of course, took place in the fall of 1956, and the 
last we had seen of Rovkwell, he had freed himself of U.S. Lady am! organised 
his first right-wing meting efter his radio announcament in February, 1956. 

On April 18, 19$6 he organised another meeting, this time held at the 
Mayflower Hotel. The meetings which was attenied by about 25 persons, was 
organised by Hockwell's American Confederation of Umservative Organisations, 
an organisation which wxdsted on paper only. At that meeting, Rockwell related 
how re had made the rounds of conservative organisations and personalities in 
an effart to reise money to finance his idea, but wae unsuccessful, He said 
that he had used a list of 500 canservativesorgsnisations published by a 
group in San Fransisco. 

This list~-entitied The First National Directory of Rightist Groups-- 
curiously enough, had been compiied by Willis Carto, the West Coast's most 
active member of the agent-provocateur network. Carto had compiled ani published 
the list in 1955 in callsboration with the New York ripg with wom he was in 
cerrespondence. Hia closest collaborators in Wew York were Frederick Weiss, 
Keith Thompson, West Hooker, and Francis Parker Yoskey, an elusive uystery man 
who wea often traveling abroad. 


In San Francisco, Carto had organised a libertarian-sourding group called 
ldberty & Property. In 1955 he also began publishing a newsletter cslied 
RIGHT.-which, far all practical purposes, was the West Coast house organ of 
the agent-provocateur network. For exampie, in the Decenbar 1955 issus (Nusber 3) 
there appeared an ad for Kesper's Cedmus Bockstare in Washington, D. C. 

RIGHT further announceds "The three men behind the venture, Bob Furniss, Dave 
Horton and John Kasper ask that all patristic groupe with books to sell 
contact them nowe™ 

That seme issue of RIGHE cerried plugs for James Madole's Natioral Ransissance 
Party as well as for ita Chicago counterpart, the Nationslist Conservative Party, 
whose chairman was William B. Wernecke, a mexber of the Chicago-based ring. 

Carto's publication also plugged The Nationalist Party of 22h East 38th 
Street in New York, whkeh had been organized by West Hooker es the nucleus for 
the projected Rockwell operation. Oarto's publication also carried the following 


item: 


From Chicago comes news of the reorganization of the Realpolitical 
Institute. The youthful leadership incluie: Budtace Mullins, Mex Nelsen, 
Edward Fields, Matt Eoshl, Charles Kelley. 


Eustace Mullins we already know of. Matt Koehl was later to became an 
active "Nazi," and Edvard Fields, who later organized the National States Rights 
Party, was to become the most active agent provocateuwt in the South. Obviously, 
the Realpolitical Institute wes composed of a rather elite group of pravocateurs. 


Willis Carto, on the other hand, never behaved too obvilusly as an agent 
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provocateur. For this reason he has been able to cultivate mny good contacts 
among unsuspecting conservatives. He is the only agent provocateur who success- 
fully penetreted the full-time staff of The Jahn Biroh Society during the first 
year of its operation. 4is success, hovever, vas short-lived end he was dismissed 
from his position with the Society when it becems obvious that something was 
wrong with his behavior. 

Carto's most successful operation has been the organization of liberty 
Lobby, an outwardly respectable right-wing group with headquarters in Washington, 
D.C. Liberty Lobby is the one right-wing group organized by a member of the 
agent-provocateur network, which has attracted a large following. 

As fa@r Rockwell, following his meeting at the Mayflower Hotel, he flew 
dom to Birmingham, Alabama, on April 19, 1956, to help in the Alabarm Primary 
campaign of Rear Admiral John Q. Crovmelin. Be had been urged to do 80 hy 
Jobn Kasper. That partioular primry campaign seama to have attracted a numer 
of agents provecateurs to the area. It is conceibable, if not likely, that 
plans for the Clinton operation were mde at that time, since Kasper's closest 
collabarator in the Clinton agitator, Asa Carter, of the North Alabama White 
Citisens Councils, cams from that area. It wes also to Birmingham that Kasper 
went after the Clinton events. 

As for Admiral Cramelin, he appears to be @ atrong sepregationist who 
attracts agents provocateurs the wey honey attracts flies. But it sesma that 
Rockwell, according to testimony he gave later, did not work for the Admiral, 
after all. But neither do we know what he did do while dow there, 

In any case, Rockwell returned to Washington a week later. Then he hald 


another weeting of his American Confederation of Conservative Orgsnisations, on 


April 26, 1956, et the Broyhill Awiitarium in Ariingtm, Virginlae That meeting 
does not seen to have basen any more successfui than the prior ones. Ag 
Rockwell wrete: "Ow meetings were better ani better attended, but there war 
no result et ull ,-encthing accomlished." (p. 197) 

It was following the Broyhill meeting éhat Rockwell went to work briefly 
for National Review on a project to get mss circulation for the pagazine in 
colleges ani miversities. Apparently the job did not lead Rockwell where he 
wanted to go, for he gave it up soon after he immincktx had taken it. 

Despite the seemingly erratic course of Rockwell's political career, his 
wife Thora was ever sympathetic, as evidenoed by these lines ?rom Rockwell's 
autobloggephy: 


During all this time, my worlerful wife and I were enjoying our 
marriage as I am sure few couples experience the institution of mtri- 
mony. She p&tched in loyally on evarything, helped me with meetings, 
collected donationg--even gave little talis. 

e e » Often, even a9 far back as this period in my political career, 
I would tell her that I knew sore day I would have to go to jail, in 
all probability, not for doing wrong, tut far standing against Jewish 
treason. She nsver flinched, and I never doubted for a manent she would 
wait faithfully for any number of yearse (p. 20h) 


During this period Rockwell tells us that he contimed to widen his circle 
of right-wing acqusintances all over the comiry. "I was serving my unavoidable 
apprenticeship for what I am not doing,” he wrote in 1961. 


Then, on July 4, 1956 he held his last Washington neeting at the Mayflower 
Hotel. Re had hoped to attract sove wealthy consarvatives who would provide the 
financing for his idea. Again, however, the seeting was a failure. 

One of the men atteniing the meeting, however, vag Robert B. Snoxien, a 
wealthy conservative from Arkensay. Snowien had heard of Rockwell through 
Congresanan Ralph Gwinn of New York who knew Rockwell. How Congressman Gwinn 
hed cone to lmow Rockwell, as well as several other members of the agent-provocatear 
network is not known. In any case, Snowien was persuaded to attend the July lth 
meeting, ani he did. 

The meeting, according to Rockwell, was a cuuplete failure except for the 
contact he rade with Snaxien. The result of the contact was an offer to wtrk far 
Snawien in “emphis, Tennessee, where Snazien had created a conservative organisation 
called The Campaign fur the Forty-Fight States. 

Rockwell accepted the offer ani mored his family to Memphis where he 
purchased a giant l-foot trailer in which he, Thara and the ghree children 
oould live. Why he bought a trailer instead of renting a house is a bit ofa 
puzzle. Obviously, Rockwell wust have decided in advance that his stay in Memphis 
would be very short ami that ho woud be doing a great deal of moving around in 
the coming months. 

In any casey no sooner did Rockvell start working far Snowden than the 
Fhlations between the two men beceme strained. During this period, Rockwell was 
required by the Naval Reserve to repat for two weeks of sumer duty. This, he 
did. On his return to Memphis, the situation deteriorated. Rockwell is rather 
vague about the whole thing. He writes: 


ie 


When I got back from tre twoeweek cruise, thera was a new 
battle with Snoalen, this time of a serious nature. He later settled 
the mtter out of court, and I agreed not to divulge the details of 
this affair, ami thus cannot do so here. 

After that, things in the office were worse than difficult. . « © 
I tried to tell him I had established good contacts with Russell Maguise 
at Mercury ragesine, and other contacts which could get us good 
publicity, but Snowien scarned these offers. . . « (ps 21h) 


Rockwell doesn't tell us the names of the other "goxi contacta," but who 
can dowt that among them were other agents provocateurs who were working in 
league with Kockwell to antrap Snowden? It should be remembered that at that 
very monant arrangerents were being msde by John kasper and otier provocateure 


it is probable 
to create haboo in Clinton, Zennessee, in September, and/that Rockwell's 


presence in Monphis fitted in with these plans. In any cass, Rookvell quit 
Snowien at about the time the Clinton Biots were due to take place. He hitebed 
wo the hl-foot trailer te e 1949 Cadillae which he had bought and set out in 

the Bireotion of Washington, D. Ge Did Rockweli stop off at Clinton to join his 
friem Kasper? Ge could have, and that would explain why he had found it more 
convenient to buy a trailer instead of rent a house. With the trailer he could 
have easily found a place to park in the vicinity of Clinton, then talen part in 
the Clinton rista--in ich the press reported so nany cutside agitators had 


participsted--and then resumed hig journey to Washington, D. ¢, 


When Rockwell and his family arrived in the Washington area, they campédd 
in a trailer park at Heine's Point. From there Réckwell journeyed to New Yark 


TM. 


alone to see another right-wing millionaire to aid him in the noxt phase of 
his work. The man he went to sce was Russeli Maguire, publisher of American 
Mercury, a reputable anti-Commmist publication which was begiming to 
detertorate. Rockwell had already sald Maguire an article about Icolemi, in 
which he bddasctually advoonted a U.S. evacustion of Iceland--which was 
exactly what the Cameuniats wanted. Rockwell had simly concocted a few anti- 
Cawenist reasons far the evacuation, 211 af which seemad verfectly plausible 
unless you knew the facts about Iceleni's strategie and nuclear value, Meguire 
had been thoroughly taken in, and obviously Rockwell considered him mllible 
enough to go far bigger ami better tricks. And so, Rociwell telephoned Maguire 
and arranged to see hin in hie apartment at the Park lane. It was at this 
nesting that Rockwell nroncsed to do further wark for Maguire. In describing 
the meeting, Rockwell wrotet 


We talked over the "movement", as patriotic la-ders inevitably 
do mpon meeting, and agreed that what wis needed was what he called 


a “hard core.” 


Apparently, Maguire must have liked what HKoekwell proposed, for he hired 
Roskwall to work for tim. ockwell then had e moving company bring the lh-foot 
trailer tos trailer park in Noonachie, New Jersey, just across the river fras 
Manhattan where Thora and the turee ehildren set up house. Rockwell began 
working for Maguire, ani in his description of what he did there virtunlly 


described what hsppens when an agent provocateur infiltrates an organisation he 


intenis to destroy: 


For a while, 1+ seemed too good to be true. . « » But then I 
began to get into the office intrigues going on in every office in the 
world, ani {t was hem to galintain uy position, which had no titles 
Sometires "2.M." as the staff called this tiny multimillionaire, would 
send ne over to pounce on all the mil ot his Mercury office on 56th 
Street, and search through to see if the staff over there, inelulirg his 
own danghter (who wes the boss at Mercury) was filching from or messing 
up the mail accounts. This did not endear me to that staff. Mor did 
I gin any popularity when I discovered left-wing sympathies in sane 
of the editars, and presented the evidence, as wes my duty, to the boas. (p. 217) 


Strange, Rockwell wasn't at all as concerned with the left-sing sympathies 
of Wohn Xasper—evidence of which ied been published~ena ho was with those af 
My. Maguire's staff. An interesting double stamlard, to say the least. 


Rockwell then writes: 


Meanwhile, I was busily searching out and rouming uo the talent 
for Naguire's “hard core." 
tn the procesa, I camezacross a mad named UeWest Hooker. 


When I wet Hocker, once again my life changed permanently, 


Tt is highly wmlikely that Rockweli merely "came serosa a wan raned DeWest 
Hookers” Hooker was not only one of the most important members of the agente 
eroveceteur network, he was the wan who planned Rookwell's Nazi overation in 
advance an’ provided Rockwell wit!: his "stcermtroopers" ie when he required them 


later on. In addition, Hooker had far several years already been working closely 


with John Keeper and Bustace Mullins, long before Rockwell had met them both, 
and, therefore, it 19 probable that Hooker had met Rockwell at about the sane 
time that Rockwell became a member of the provocateur netark, which was either 
shortly before or socn after he left U. S. lady in January, 1956. Hooker had 
been foruirg the so-called Nationalist Party all during 1955, the year Rockwell 
had been budy with U. 8. lady. Willia Carto had reported its formation in 

the Tecember 1955 issue of his publication, RUUid. 

Actually, the New York ring of agents provocateurs had farmed three small 
groups all peopled by the same members, but with slightly different functions. 
The grovns were the National Renaissance Party--a more or leas permanent catch- 
all "party" for the New York provocateurs directed by James Madole ami Frederick 
Weiss; the Nationalist Party, formed Ly West Hooker to serve as a forerunner 
to an actual "American Wasi Party’; end the Nationalist Tcuth League, otherwise 
known as “Hooker's boys," @ training groum for young ageuts provocateurs and 
future storatrooperse None of tosse groups can Le sald vo be bona fide political 
organizations, since they are composed of about a dusen provocateurs who have 
no intention of permitting their tightly closed network become infiltrated with 
outsiders. In additim, since these aamnivations, aal others like them in other 
parts of the country, are merely paper arganizations, tiere is no telling when 
they abruptly cease to exist ar become tranusfa@red Into other new organizations. 
Keeping track of these organizations mana, in reality, slmpiy keuping brack of 
the individuals involved. 

DeWest Mooser, whom Roskwell recogiizes as his “mentar", 18 perhapa one 
of the most interesting of the progocateurs we shall encounter, principally 


because of his background and family connections. Rockwell describes him as 


follows: 


He was a graduate of Cornell, exactly the sam age as myself, save 
ten>erament, same ideas, and infinitely more experienced. He was 
handsome-~30 handsome that he made money as a professianal model, ani 
I still see hin in cigarette ads. Hig rugged aristocratic face was 
framed by perfectly groomed hair, greying at the temples. His build 
wea atheletic end tall, and he walked with a bounce and spring in his 
stepevhich is rarely seen in our best peodle. He was descendant of 
the Hooker who had signed the Declaration of Independence with 
millionaire parents, and a ndllionsire wife. 

But most of all, Socker was a asi. Nota "patrict" or Pright- 
winger” or a “conservative,"-«but a fighting, tough, all out Nasi. He 
had gone into the streets of New York City and rounied up gangs of tough 
kids and potential juvenile delinquents, and converted them to fanatical 
loyalty to the United States, the White Race, and Adolf Hitler. He called 
the gang of little hoais the Nationalist Youth League, ani I wes impressed 
when I saw what leadership ani guts will do to mike decent dedicated 
Amaricans out of little lost baby gangsters. Hooker had those kids 
worshipping him! He was an obvious aristocrat from a mansicn in Greenwich, 
Connecticut, who wore a homberg and a chesterfield with supreme dignity,-— 
end led these little New York gutter kids out of deapondenoy, and in 
picket lines against Jewish Conmunism,--right in ita filthy stronghold, 


New York City. 
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Hooker wes everything Rockwell said he was, ard much more. Hooker had 
first gained notoriety as an anti-Semitic "right-wing extremist" when bh organized 
a Facta Forum group in Larchmont, New York, in the spring of 1953. Facts 
Forum was a conservative educational organization founded in 1951 by H. L. “unt 
of Dallas, Texas. By 1951, Facts Forum had about 125,000 peraons varticipating 
in its varbous -rograms, meny of them organized into local chapters. 

Hooker organized the 4erchmont Facta Forum group with the specifie purpose 
of tainting the apanization with anti-Semitism. Present at its first meeting 
was fellow provocateur Eustace Mullins. At the second meeting could be found 
Keith Thorpson, another member of the New York provocateur ring. And at the 
third meeting, Mullins was actually a speaker, W 

When this state of affairs was brought to the attention of Facts Forum 
in Dallas, the organization immediately disavowed Hooker and the Larchmont 
group, Obviously what Hooker had been doing was exactly what Rockwell was to 
do three years later. It was a pattern not unfamiliar to those who have observed 
the provocateurs at worke 

Of course, it would be interesting to know how Hooker had becore a m§mber 
of the provocateur ring in the first place. All we know, however, is that his 
fellow provocatew's, Eustace Mullins amt Keith Thomson, were quite active in 
the early 50's doing everything in their power to link Sen. Joseph McCarthy 
with anti-Senitism. One newspaper which speoialised in exposing the “right-wing 
extremists" during that period was a weekly called Exnbsé, published by left- 


wing extremist Lyle Stuart. Expose's chief targets were Sen. McCarthy, 


J. B. Matthews, George Sokolsky and Ba@red Kohlberg. Exnose seemed to have a 
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special hatred of Jewish anti-Commmists. At the same time, it printed a 
weekly column by one L. Me Birkhead, president of an outfit called Friends 
of Democracy, whose specialty was reporting on the activities of "right-wing 
extremists." Birkhead often attended meetings of the National Renaksasance 
Party and then wrote about them in his columm. For example, in the February 
1953 issue of Expose Birkhead wrote: 


James Madole, head of the National Renaissance Party, presided at 
this recent Yorkville meeting. His auiience was smaller than the 
other nationalists used to gather, but the same propagenda line was 
followed by Madole. . . « 

Eustace Mulling was introduced by Madole as the great authority 
on the Jewish control of the United States. . . . 

Joseph Rujen, a former street fighter ami bodyguard with Joseph 
MeWilliems and the American Destiny Party also spokes « « « 

Final speaker was C. Daniel Kurtz. He was introduced as leader 


of the Christian Front in Queens. 
Then, in the August, 1953, issue of Expose, Birkhead wrote: 


The Storm Troopers are marching again on the streets of Yorkville. ... 

The present Storm Troopers, however, wear black shirts, not khaki 
colored shirts and instead of the awastika they wear arm banis vith the 
insignia of a flash of lightming in a circle. 

These are similar to the arm bands worn by the Columbians down in 


Georgia, and Gerald L. Ke Smith's Nationalist Christian Crusaderts party 


he 


troopers out in Missouri and in Califarnia. 

The present Storm Troopers in Yorkville are boiyguards for the 
leader and speaker of the Renaissance Party, James H. Madole of Beacon, 
New Yorke 

The Storm Troopers also vatrol the Medole meetings and they sasher 
H. Keith Thompson to ani from the meetings. Thompson has announced his 
carmidacy far Congress in the next election in the same district where 
Joseph MeWilliams ran on the American Destiny Party ticket. 

Thompson promises to see that justice is done for the Arabs in the 
Middle East if he is elected. . » o 

Thaspzon has been the registered agent, in the United States, of 
General Otto Ernest Remer's Socialist Radeh Party. . » o 

Since the Socialist Reich Party was outlawed in Germeny, Thompson 


has organized "the Society for the Preservaticn of Western Culture." 


H. Keith Thomson is the one agent provocateur whose movements from left 
to right to left again hage been well documented. The Anti-Defamation League 
has kept a very careful dossier of Thompson's anti-Semitic agitation. His 
involvement with West Hooker, James Madole, Frederick Weiss, Mystery-agent 
Francis Parker Yockey ami the Nations] Renaissance Party is a matter of recard. 
It was therefore something of a simprise when Thompson swidenly shifted back 
to the radical left again in 1962, after ten years as a "right-wing extremist." 
of the virulent anti-Semitic variety. Prior to 1952, Thojpson had been engaged 
in politics as a radical leftist. In 19h8 he had campaigned for the Wallaces 
Taylor Progressive Party ticket, ard he had also worked in behalf of radical 
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pro-Comunist Vito Mareantonioe, Congressman of New York, in two of the latter's 
campaigns. 

With agents provocateurs shifting fram left to right ani left again, 
deperkiing on where their services are meeded most by the conspiracy, occasionally 
the Canmmist background of one of these agents is exposed, either by accident 
or by an informer. One such exposure occurred in the case of Mam Truhill, a 
member of Madole's rings In such cases where an exposure my enianger the 
entire agent-provocateur operation and give the secret away, a phony story is 
concocted by the network to explain away the “infiltration” of their rarks 

Left-wing 
by a Commnist. /Scandal sheets like Lyle Stuart's Expose serve as a fitting 
outlet for such phony stordes. The Mana Truhill story appeared in the June, 


195i, issue of Expose, es follows: 
COMMUNIST~TRAINED AGENT CALLS FOR McCARTHY SUPPORT 


He goes by the name of Mana Trvhil1 but was once listed in the New 
York Gity telephone book as Emnuel Truhillo. 

His education is limited to grade school ani intensive courses at 
the Communist Party's Jefferson School in New York. 

las year, together with two other Cammnist-trained associates, and 
under the supervision of a Jeffersm School instructor, he planned to 
infiltrate the pro-lani, anti-Semitio Natiomal Renaissance Party in 
Yarkville. 

Six months later, his cell had so successfully infiltrated that 
he had openly proclaimed himself ruler of the party, and was giving 


directions to its leader, hysterical, introverted Jamas Madcles 
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Mgdole had been "captured" through the use of a girl, a member of 
the Truhill clique. It was Medole's first infatuation with a member 
of the opposite sex. 

Although Truhill's Jefferson School connections were discovered, 
he convinced the Party mambers of his sincerity. In his living room 
where a photograph of Stalin ance hung, there now hangs a photograph 
of A&tler. 

This math, Cammmnist-trained Mena Truhill told the National 
Renaissance Party it must intensify its support for Senatar Joseph 
MeCarthy. 

Under his directiong a mass meeting for McCasthy vas called for 
May 2, at the Hans Jaegere Turnhalle at 8th Street and Lexington Avenue. 
eee 

like the 4ntiDefanation League, the Commmists frequently infiltrate 
“goposition" groups, aiding them morally and financially, in order to 


use them far their own purposes. 


This is the network of agenta Roakwell joined when he reached New York-~ 
@ smli exclusive clique incluiing John Kasper, Bustace Mullins, DeWast Hooker, 
He Keith Thamson, James Madole, Willis Carto, Francis Parker Yockey and 
Vrederick Weiss, ell engaged in highly specialised anti-Samitio agitation 
intenied to diseredit the legitimate anti-Commmicts in the United States. It 
4s highly wmlikely that Rockwell would have fo:nd such easy entree into 
their closed cirele unless he was one of them, unier speoial assignment ani 
orders. What was Rockwell's family life like at this paint? He deseribes it 


he 


as follows: 


Meanwhile in our trailer in Moonachie, my wife ami I were very 
happy, considering the restricted livingespace. She was once more 
pregnant, but we had money in the bank ami our fandly grew daily 
nove loving and united. With the vay coming in steadily ani Maguire 
promising me raises for a job I wanted very much to do, the future 
seemed ideal. 

I spent a good deal of time with West at his place in Greemich, 
ami in New York. » . . 


What was Rockwell's real interest in Russell Maguire? Asije from his 
task of helping to wreck American Mercury as a macazine, Rockwell and Hooker 
were anzlows to get Maguire to finance their Nasi party. The reason for this 
was obvious, If the Nagi party were tobe publicized as the natural outgrowth 
of the American right wing, what better way would there be to establish this 
than by getting a rightewing angel to finance the Nazis? Hooker had already 
tried and failed in an elaborate scheme to involve right-wing money under his 
control. That schame'’s failure was recorded in an item which appeared in 
The New York Times of December 8, 1956: 


WEST ROOKSR ENJOINED 
Film-TV fronoter Barred From Dealings in Securities 
A film-television entrepreneur and his two companions accused of 
anti-Semitic activities were enjoined yesterday from dealing in securities 
in New York State. Supreme Court Justice Joseph A. Gavagan granted a 


temporary injunction against West Hooker Film Netewrk, Inc. and Maseer 
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Television Corporation on the motion of the State Attorney General's 
offices. 

Special Deputy Attorney General David Clurven charged that lr. 
Hooker and the two companies had issusd a prospectus misrenresenting 
the amount of money raised and using, without their knowledge, the names 
of General of the Army Douglas MacArthur and other prominent persons. 


Mr, Hooker contenisd that the anti-Seritic charge was Ba swear campagen." 


The new scheme, involving Maguire, was much simler, but nevertheless 


it involved drawing Maguire into the trap. Rockwell describes their progress 
as follows 


Finally, Maguire agreed to a secret meeting between Hooker, 
himself, Fred Wi1118 (Maguire's cbdest und best friemt) and myself 
at Meguire's Park Lane apartment. » « e 

We presented a complete plan far a slow, secret Nezi bulld w wider 
Hooker throughovt the U.S.A., using the personnel ani leaders already 
go woll known to Hocker, a front group with an "almost" Nazi flavor, 
and financing by Maguire. . « « 

Maguire seemed entrapced with everything presented. Hocker wanted 
to give him th§ complete List of ADL and other Jewish agents, ani 
evaluations of all Right Wing leaders, but I suggested holding off until 
we got some kind of commitment. This tactic got results. 

“All righti" said Maguire with the air of a man suddenly decided 
on an immense step. "T'll beck it} . . » I'11 put in a thousand dollars 
for the first yeari" 


How much of Rockwell's account is true, we shall perhaps never imow. 
However, we do know, on Rockwell's own admission, that Maguire never did put 
any money into the projected operation. In fact, it appears that very shortly 
efter thie meeting, Rockwell left Maguire's employ alSogether. 


Despite their failure to obtain right-wing financing, Hockwell and Hooker 
proceeded with tieir plans. Rockwell writes: 


We got a press, a little atore, started the boys frantically 
reading ramalea on vrinting, held meetings, planned financing, 
raised money . . » « (p. 228) 


Where did they get the money to do all this? Weaare never told. Inasmuch 
as Rockwell had lost his job wth Maguire, we womer how he could affad to 
rent a stare, buy a press, hold meetings, etc. Rockwell considered losing 


his job with Maguire a major financial calamity, and he wrote about it thus: 


As I sat in our trailer across from Manhattan and contemlated 
another debacle in my political career, I realized that the chances 
af supporting two families, as I had been doing, while also working 
in politics were less than slim. I would have to find some source of 
business incane immediately. 

At the same time, I had no intention whatsoever of abandokdigg my 
entire purpose in life. I wanted some job by wiich I could make the 
money necessary for the two families by extra exertions, and over short 


bursts of tine, leaving me free to work toward my nolitical coals. 


Any ordinary infividuel would have had to spend months looking for a 
job that paid that much money, required that little work, and left an individual 


with great periois of free time. ut Rockwell found this dream job with 
almost no trouble at all. He writes: 


While in Washington, I had met a Nazi sympathizer siamed Ed 
Strohecker, «ho was in the management enzineering busijiess, and 
he had often invited me to join him. He described 1t as exactly 
the kind of thing I nesded now, 2 business wherein I could earn 
substantial money without getting tied dam to an "cffice", and 
simoort my two families by extra hard work over sharier neriais 
of actual time consumed. 

When Ed heard of my sitvation, he sct in touch with me and 
offered me 2 Job working under hin for a New Tork Mm of Mane z= 


ment Fogineerse I accevted. (>. 239) 


The company Rockwell went to work for was C. A. Cleworth & Associates, 
Ine., whose offices are located in the Empire State Building. Rockwell then 
goes on to relate how good he was at his job, which consisted of selling 
company presidents the idea that their businesses could be imoroved by adopting 
modern nenagement engineering techniques. Rockwell's job was to set the company 
vresident to sign a contract agreeing to have a survey made by the Cleworth 
comany. For each signed contract Rockwell obtained, he received $100 in 


commission. 


Apperently Rockwell did not need any special training or preparation far 


ee, 


his new job, for he plunged into it immediately. This is all very umsual, 
since management engineering and consulting is a highly specialised service 
whicheremires scae experience before one can begin to approach potential 
clients. The Association of Consulting Management Sngineers has tublished a 


book entitled Professional Practices in Vana yemont Consultings Concerning the 
matter of promotional activities the bock states: 


Sn their promotional activities, both the individual consultant 
amd the management consulting firms have an dligation tb adhere to the 
highast ethicel stcndsrds. Managevent consulting by its nature is a 
personal service, which reans thet both clients and the public should 
fedl secure in the kn@icdge that menigercnt consuitants observe high 
standards ot cunduct sivilar to those fulloved by exemplary firms in 
other fields of praft.ssional service. Acts or practices should be aboided 
which are wriignified or unprofessional, or which might discredit or 


do injury to the profession. 


Apparently the Cleworth company ws not terribly concerned about how their 
salecmakesolicit business, for Rockwell describes tis selling technique as 


fallowsi 


My job was to talk into a'fices "cold", as& for the president of the 
firm amd then sell this dignitary on the ides of heving a survey of 
their business done for one hundred dollars. .- - 

Just getting to see the Fresident, who is the only nan mim you are 
silowed to have sign the sale, is usually a matter of caster surategy 


and colloseal impuience. .. «

And when I got in, I was able to SELL! I discovered, as I had in 
door-toedsor selling of vacuum cleaners as a icid, that such selling is 
not #9 mach sonvineing as it is a battle of the WILLS of the oppcsing 
parties. You mst make a convincing "pitch", of course, but even then, 
in the "close", ha wills NOT to buy, and you will thst he WILL buy. 

The sale or loss doperds on which will is stremmgP, not on your arguments. 
In a business lise that, or in door-toedoor wark, you have to be prevared 
to be tovgh, mean, obnoxious, and literally impossible to get rid of 
without the victim auccombing, 90 that he gives up meekly and signs, 


even if just to get rid of yous (p- 2h0) 


Rockweii.'s deseription af his gelling technique provokes a numer of 
questions. What salesman aver walks cold into a firm's office to see a buby 
oompany president witnout first making an appointment? Was Rockwell's domr-to- 
door selling ae a kid surposed to be his prior experience for now anproaching 
company presidents cold and seiling them the services of mmgsment consrltants? 
Who would buy these services from a representative whe was "tSongh, mean and 
obnsxious" ?

With things thus aprarently going well, I devoted every spare 
mimste in the day, all uy weekeenda, ani ry long evenings working cn

T already bed all the facts cf the political situstion I neaded 
to think my wey throug) to an organized pian of aetion. I knew most 
of the people in the "right-wing", or through Hooker, had a complete 
and revealing report of those Idid not knows (pe 22) 


Rockwell further elucidates how conlusive his management engineering 


career was to his political planing: 


My work with the sanagement engineering firm demanied fairly long 
trips all over Pennsylvania and New York State and Wew Jersey -- ami I 
now took along a typewriter. I would stop overnight in State parks 
and camping grounds, set up my jungle hammock, ami then write far into 
the night by lantern. . » « In those rarks and camping grounds, I wrote 
the words end laid out the plans that were toburst farth upon America 


two yoars iater in Arlington, Virginiae . » + (ps 255) 


Then, suddenly, there was a change in Rockwell's fortune, the kimi of 


change which usually preceeda his next movse He wasn't malding so much money 


after all. The Cleworth camany just wasn't getting enccgh follow-up sales 


Ole 


Eoekwell explains his predicament as fallavss 


In twenty asles I nade in the area, the follow-un men, the "surveyors", 
had not been able to get a single "go-ehoed" with the client agresing to 
the expenaive enginesring work, vhich aeapt that toere were not oly no 


cancissiona for ma, but. that I was e heavy expense for the camany. 


in other wards, Rockwell hed been paid two thousand dollars in advances 
by the Cleworth campany for the twenty "dales" which never develovel into 
assignments for the comany, Oe would haw thought that the Cleworth company, 
then ami thera, would have regretfully disoensed with Rockwell's services. 


But noy this is not what haononed at all, as Rockwell welates: 


i wanted to go back to commercial ar% and advertising, but my 

emmloyer feit so strangiy that it wag only a question of the law of 

averages before my sales paid off that he offered me the unheard-of 

indccement in the management engineering business, of a hundred a week 

SALARY, sales or nol He showed me that they got "go-aheads" en one out 

of three saies with even the poorest salesman, and, with the jabs I 

had been able to sell, gust one ef these would pay both the company and 

m2 handasomelye (pe 256} 

What was the clan? Rockwell wes to relocate to Fennsylvania whsre$&é wag thousht 
fea wes more fertile than New York for Rockwell's kind cf sales talent. And so, 
Rockwell, his wife ami fovr children--Thore had just given hirth to # baby girl 
at the Bsckensack Hoenital in New ime Jersey—-hitchad up the fartyefoot 
trailer ani drove to lincoln, Pennsylvania, where the newly enlarged family 


settled dam ina trailer perk. 


Rockwell's sales techiniqus seemed to lose its golden touch in Pennsylvania 


and things went fran bad to worse, so we are told: 


Our financial situation, after moving again, was worse than awful. 
It, was desperate. For the first time, I missed some nayments to my 


first wife, and lived in dread of sheriffs ard alimory jail. (p. 258) 


Of course, it seems incredible that a man would have subjected his fanily 
to so much inconvenience ani wcertzinty for a salary he could have easily 
earved in the New York area had he decided to remain there. Sut apyarently 
Rockwell had no choice in the satter and had te go where he was instructed to 20. 
din any case, things were never as financially desserate as he would have us 
believe, for the family lived comfartably ln the trailer, ate weil and was 
quite content. Thia muoh we can gather from the photographs in Rcekwell'a 
autcbioggraphy taken dwring this period, which show Thora ami the children, 
with smilies on their faces, in excelient spirits. 

What happened acxt,however, was even more incredible than anything that 
had haprened before. It was during the summer of 1957, ani Rockwell writes: 


About this time, West Hooker called wa from New York, said he 
hed been invited to speak at a meeting in Knaxville, Tennessee, and 
amked me ic i would go in his steed. He was definitely going to Italy, 
after having gained Nelson Rockefeller as a "certnar", to set up the 
bottling business there, and did not want to get a movement going without 
millions of dollara, and, since no millionaire would help do ihe job, he 
was aiming to become one in hig own right, ami then start the fight. (p. 2° 
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This is perhaps the most curious passage in “ockvell's autobfography, 
wore for whet ittells us about West Hooker than anything eles. Hooker, after 
havinc tried so hard to get right-wing money for his mtdonslist neo-Basi 
schemes, suidenly finds it much essier--in fact, the course of least resistance-- 
to team up with a liberal internetionalist like Nelson Rockefeller. Why would 
@ new-Nazi hate-monger turn to Nelson Rockefeller far his chances to make a 
million, amd why would Nelson Rockefeller offer this mrvelous opportunity to 
a fascist right-wing extremist? Obviously, there mst have been samething about 
West Hooker which mde Nelson Rockefeller overlock Hooker's racist activities. 
Covld it be that Rockefeller was perfectly aware of Hooker's past activities 
and knew them for what they were? Could it aleo be thet there was a family 
connection somewhere? 

Well, it is a fact that Mrs. John D. Rockefeller III, nee Blanchette Ferry 
Hooker, is West Hocker's fourth cousin, once removed. This would perhaps 
explain why Nelson *‘ockefeller was so readily accessible, while all those right- 
wing millionaires weren't. West Hooker, incidentally, is not the aly radical 
relation Mrs. Rockefeller tas. Her cousin, William Hawkins Ferry, is vice 
president of the Fund for the Republic, an outspoken critic of J. Edgar Hoover, 
@ sponsor of the Triple Revolution, eni a contributor to the vro-Casmmist 
publication, A Minority of One. 

Perhaps Nelson Rockefeller knows that in his heart of hearts West Hooker 
48 as wosh for the Triple Rgvolution as is his sister-in~law's cousin, W. H. Ferry. 
In any case, it has been seven years since Nooker went off to gain his millions 
for his neo-Nezi cause. He has yet to mke his comebsok. 


Also, it is interesting to observe that Rockwell, who was supposedly on 
the verge of starvation because of his unswerving devotion to the cause, found 
nothing to criticize in his mntor's sudden decision to become a business 
partner of a notorious liberal whose name provokes more hostility among genuine 
conservatives than any other so-called liberal. Strange behavior for an 
uncaspromising Nasi who is willing to let his children suffer economic 
deprivation rather than give up his political activities. In any case, Rockwell 
agreed to go to the meeting despite the fact that he wes financially desperate. 
Where did he get the monsy for the trip, we are not told. 


Chapter 


THE KMOXVILIE MEETING 


The meeting in Inarville which West Hocker had asked Rockvell to attend 


was indeed an important gathering of top agents provocateurs. Roclaell 
described it es follows: 


It was at this meeting, in the summer of 1956, (an error, Rookwell 
meant 1957) that I met Wallece Allen, Eaory Burke, and Ed Fields. 
Burke had launched and almost succeeded with the “Columbians” in 
Atlanta right after the war, but had his office infiltrated by agents 
of the Anti-Nasi Leagne, dynamite planted in his garage, and had been 
railroaded to a chain gang! Ed Fields wes a youg chiruprector vhom 
Hooker told me vas 100%. 


Ed Fields--better known se "Dr." Edward R. Fields--was imieed 100%. at 
the tender age of 25, which he was in 1957, he had already proven himself to 
be one of the mare talented and promising of the agents provocateurs. Fields 
had been born in Chisago in 1932. In 1946 his family moved to Atlanta where 
Melds attended the Marist Catholic High School. There he gained a reputation 
as a trouble-maker. Undoubtedly, Fields came under the influence of a ring of 
agents provocateurs while still at eshocl, for in 1949, during his lest year 
there, he tried to influence his fellow stujenta in participating in a typical 
provocateur operation called the "Black Front." Believe it o not, Fields was 


barely 17 at the tim. 


No soansr was Fields out of high school than he formod a new provocateur 
group called the Atlanta Amepican Antd-Cammunist Society and circulated anti- 
Semitic handbills. This wa 1950 and Fields wea oly 18. No doubt this was 
@ veriod of apvrenticeship. In July, 1951, Pielda wrote a letter whieh 
appeared in the July 26, 1961 issue of Woren's Vaice, the Chicago-based 
provocateur howe organ. Obvio: » Fields' talenta were umer the observation 
of his mentcre, who wore on the lookout for future leaders. In 1952, Ficlds' 
eareer advenced one step further when he was put under the wing of J. B. Stoner, 
a acasoned provocateur with a reamd of activity going beck to 19). Stoner 
hed care to Atlanta to atody law at 2 local diploma sill. In 1952 Stoner 
formed a provocateur group called the Christian Anti-Jewish Party, comprising 
four members, one of which was Fields, its Executive Secretary. 

Stomar was not the only mentor Fields had, for provocateur activity in 
Atlanta went back to 196 when Emory Burke achieved notoriety by launching a 
Nesi-type group chilled the "Columbians." The "Colunbians” used the syrbol of 
the thuniarbolt, which was to become the symbol of Fields' National States 
Rights Party. 

In 1953, Fields went to Davenport, Ices, where he attemicd the Palmer 
School of Chiropractory to obtain the "Dr." which now adorns his name, During 
his stay in Iowa, Fields sained a momentary notoriety by posting antiJewish 
signs on store windows on the evening of Febrmry 20, 195k. fhe posters appeared 
on store windows in Rock Island and Moline, Tilinofa, and in Davenport, low. 
The police traced the posters to Fields ani another student by the name of 
Robert Milner, also from Atlanta, who was stwiying at the Palser School. When 
questioned, Fields admitted that he and Milner had received materials for 
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making the postcrs from a group in St. Louis called tho National Citizens 
Protective Association, anothtr small provocateur front. 

On Augret 17, 195), Fields end Stoner enlarged their vrovocateur experience 
by picketing the White House in Weshington in the mame of the Christian Anti- 
Jevish Party. Finally, in 1955, Flelds entcied the front rank of the agents 
profocatours by joining the Realpolttical Institcie, a grow comprised of elite, 
hard-core provocatcura only. The December, 1955, isaue of Willis Carto's 
publication, Right, announced: 


From Chicago comes asws of tho reorganisation of the Realpolitécal 
Institute. The youthful leadership inclute: Eustace Mnilins, Max Nelsen, 
Edvard Fields, Matt Koehl, Charles Kelley. 


During 1956 Fields spent a goud deal of time in Chicago conferring with 
other provocatwurs and making plans for the futura. Ona ouch meting, arranged 
by veteran member af the network Maynard Nelsen, took place on Jamary 1, 1956. 
Other mcetings took place unter the auspices of cnother provocateur frat called 
the Chicago Committee af Northern Friends of the South. 

Flelis algo tock part in organizing the Anerican Constitutional Party of 
Towa in August, 1956. Then, efter the imprisoment of John Kesper during the 
Clinton fracas in Septamber, 1956, Fields formed the "Justice for Kesper 
Committee.t* Thus, by the time the Knoxville msating took place, which 2ockwell 
attended, Fielda not omly had had a arcat deal of provocatewm experience behind 
him, but he was also on the threshhald of launching his most ambitious provocateur 


effort, the National States Rights Party. 


It should be nothd that Nelson Rockefeller's business partner, West Rooker, 
was quite intimately aware of all the doings of the agent-provocateur ring in 
Chicago. In fact, the Febrvary, 1956, issue of Right carried the following 


Item: 


Right uncerstends that a national convention of radical Rightwing-re 
ig to be called in Chicago about July h wer joint sponsorship of West 


Hocker's Nation-list Party ami the Realpoliticsl Institute. 


The seoond name mentioncd by Rockwell, Emory Burke, was also a provocateur 
of considerable past experience. Burke was born in 1915 andi was already active 
as an agent provocateur prior to the war. In the summer of 19h6 he launched 
the first post-war provocateur offensive with a Nasi-like organization which 
he called the "Columbians" based in Atlanta. Collaborating with him ea 
Executive Secretary of the organisation was Homer L. Loomis, Jr., a West~Hocker 
type who came from a wealthy family, had greduated from St. Paul's, an exclusive 
prep school, and attenied Princeton University. 

Burke's career as the first of the post-war fuehrers, however, was cut 
shart by a run-in with the police. On Febramry 21, 197, he was sentenced to 
a three-year term in jail for having usurped police power in oomection with 
the beating of a Negro in Atlanta by meabers of hig group. He started serving 
his sentence in April, 1950, after a series of appeals had been rejected. 

Between the date of the sentencing ani his actual arrival in prison at 
Reidsville, Georgia, Burke continued his provocateur activity. Both Burke and 
Loomis went to work for Gerald L. K. Smith and his Christian Nationalist Crusade. 
Burlse not only appeared before some of Smith's raliies, but articles by him 


appeared in the Noverber 19:8 and September 199 issues of Smith's publication, 
The Cross and the Flag. After Berke's imprisonrent in April, 1950, Smith 
remained in the forefront of Burke's defenlers. Articles defending Burke 
appeared in The Cross and the Flag throughout 1950. Burke's wife, who had 
sent out a printed appeal for financial help, stated: "Mr. Gerald L. K. Smith 
has been mest loyal ani gener@us throughout my husband's ordeal ani his 
arganigation is now semiing me a weekly allowance to provide food and shelter 
for me ani my children." Ina financisl report for the year 1951 issued 

by Smith's Christian Nationalist Crusade, it was reported that $1,122 had 

been given to Nrs. Burke. 

No sooner did Burke leave prison sometime in 1953 than he joined his 
fellow provocateurs in Atlanta. He was reportedly one of the four members of 
Stoner's Christian Anti-Jewish Party. What Burks did from 1953 wtil the 
Knoxville meting in 1957 1s not on recad. However, as an insidermemver of 
the provocateu network, he was undoubtely engeged in work far that aspect 
of the conspiracy. 

The third person mentioned by Rockwell, Wallace Allen, impressed him more 
than any of the others. Describing him, “ockwell wrote: 


Vallace ‘1J.en was an amazing human being. He was cripnied in both legs 
by polio, but had such a super-~hummn will that he threw away iis crutches 
one night in Philadelphia,--vhon soma unspealable louse stole them, 10 
less, Ani foom then on, Allen walked without them, in the moat wmbelievable 
fashion. Hin rin, I discovered, was so keen thet he could perceive what 
you were getting at almost hefore you had *he words out. . » . Wallace 


Allen hag the sharpest mind of any man I ever mt...» 
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The person whose spirit dominated the Knoxville meeting, hovever, wap 
neither Fields, Emory Burke nor Wallece Allen. It was John Easper, who, 
ourlously enough, is not even nentioned in Sockwell's acecunt of the oacasion. 
‘thie is oid, for Kasper wes the ane man in the provocate:r network whom Rookwell 
knev intimately, hawing hed him es a huse guest back in Washington. The 
Principle reason why Knoxville had been chosen as the site for the meeting waa 
because Kasrer's trial was actudulet to take place there at the sare time. 
Kuerer's cot trial, in faot, goened on July 8, 1957 in Encuvilie eri closed 
with his conviction on July 23xd. During the trial, however, tesrer vas free 
on bowl, and after the trisl he remined free peniing his anveal. This ensbled 
him to conspire with hie feliow provocateurs for the Septesber sc.hocl conning, 
whieh Kesper vee planning to rake as violent an the gpening at Clinton. Kasrer 
hed given an idea of wint he hed in store for his next target ina etetement 
h® gave to the nress ard which epveared in the New ‘ork Times on duly 2h; 1957, 


as follows: 


He (Kasper) said he did not plan to oppose school integration in 
Clinton this fall, but would kick off a urotest mavennt in Nashville... 
where mized classes are tc start in the first erade of the public school 
syster in Sentanzer. He added, "That's the nert bi¢ ons.” 


You can be aure that Rockwell md not failed to mention bia friew Kasper 
because of the latter's intervesial past. Neither Vest Hooker's rartzership 
wi h ultra-literal Nelson Rockefeller nor the exposure of John Kaaner'e lurid 
irterraciel pest seared to bother the agents vravecatemas at all. Pielde went 
on to prosote hia "Justiee for Kasper Camittes" despite the fact that the 
New York Tixes hed crinted the foblowing in its edition of July 2h, 1957 
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Easper's Negro classrates at Columbia University, where he vee 
eredumted with a Yachelor of Soience degree in 1951, an& the companions 
& the Decalor Street booksthup that was an interreoial social ani 
intellectual center ae late as 1955, were shocked when Ais virulent appeals 
in the South to race hatred began making headline. these former friends 
venembered him as having been “courtecus," “Likable," "gener@use" 


he for the “next big one® which Kasner ard bis co-coneniratcra hed planned 
for Serterher, it imieed lived wm to all exvectstions when on Septewer 11, 1957, 
headlines reparted the shocking news theta schoa) in Nasheille hed teen bombed. 


The New York Tires atary read ae follovs: 


Nashville, Sept. 10—An explosion early today heavily daraged a 
$500,000 newly integrated school here. The Asttie Gottan grammar sehool 
wes arpty at the tive of the blast. . . . 

Twenty-five or more persons . . . were arrested, seven in connection 
with the sohool boabing. Frederick Jotm Kasper, segregationist leaier, who 
haz advcoated violence in speaking to orows, wes anome those arrested. 

Because of the boxting ami the nhysical clastes around the schoole 
yesterday fear hes gripped this olty. ... 

Rasver, who comes from Jew Jersey, was cookml on churces at vagrancy, 


loitering, disorderly comtu:t emi adfermive cumiuct. 


Xasner ami his ganz of provoeateurs, vell-trained in the art of agitation, 
had ceseentet on Nashville in 1957 Just as they hed descenied m Glintom in 19%. 
The city of fictaln of Kashrille had no trouble in reeogniaing Kaever av the 
meinciple instirator of the wialence. Thay sought a federal injonction agsinst 


the "twanty to twenty-five agitatore” who were trying to block publis school 
integration in the city. The restraining order, which vas iasuad by Feierl 
Juige Willian &. “tier on Septenser 12, 1947, naasl the Loliouing agitstars: 
Jobn Kayser, Fraud Stroud, Jobn F. MeCurrio, #iison Lee bran, dans Jarrell, 
Bumett &e Gary, Vincent Albert Crimacus, Mrs. Kargaret L. Conquest, wre. Mary 
B. Stinson, J. A. Stinson, Jenes Harris and Paul MeConmil and ethors whose 
peewee were now’ known by the petiticners cf the injuxtion. uw many of these 
persons xere sctually suilenyues af kasper e032 hew rcry hig duves, se shall not 
know until « full~sesie investigation of ike ertice agenberrovocsteur network 
is umertsken by a Congressional somittes. 


Rockwell dosen't tell us whether or not io teok part in the planning of 
the Septener viclenoe in Msslwilie. Theoreticsily, he wag still e saiesven 
Lor Gleworth, Har dows be 1411 us when it zas, exuctly, that lie returned to 
Thuve anf the kids iu Fennvylva:ia after tay dnoxvilie merting. Uo als ve imow, 
iw might Lave detcured with anvther group of prcvocetem-y to iiitie Rock, Arkansas, 
which als: fad its Camony disturdurces at abit the same tine 65 bhe disturbances 
in Neshviilee In any cose, after his return to Temwyivania, Reckwell set to 
wurk to prodwe a vaitiepsged offset pucilcation called “Battie Gl." He sent 
the fire oroof sheets of theppublicetion to his friends in Atlenta, Wellace 
Allen ani Brary uurke. ke are not told where Ruckwell got the money or the 
wouipment te do all of this. However, despite his dire financial situation, he 
was able to craduce cony, make photo-offact negatives andpnraluce nroof ahects 
to send to his friends. 

fis friends im Atiante were so impressed with the proof sheets, that Allen 
‘elephared Rockwell anc begred him to com® down to Atlanta. Rockwell writes: 
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There was damai little monsy in Pennsylvania, so I agreed to give 
Atlanta a try--but I did not want to move my family again, especially 
with my boy in eachool. So I went dom there alone for a month or 80, to 
see how it would work out. 


That ws in Novenber, 1957. Rookwell doesn't tell us if he had any 
difficulty tearing himself away from the Cleworth comany to accept Allen's 
offer. In fact there is no further mention of his empdayere who at one time 
had been eo impressed with his salesmenship that they had offered hi» the unbeard 
of inducement of putting him on salary whether he sold anything or not. In 
Atlante, Reokwell hed the kind of suiden burst of finanoial prosperity which 
usumlly serves as a pretext for hia next important move. He writes: 


In Atlanta, I nut in a few hours a day mking phone-cells, selling 
advertising in vericus boarleta for Allen, ami was staggered ty the 
results! The first week, working lees than I ever had before, I earned 
over two hundred daliare! (p. 263) 


This new jo sounde as convincing as the om he hed with Cleworth. Of 
eourse, we sre not told what kind of bocklets Allen wes publishing whieh provided 
gvoh lucrative advertising revenue. But these ere minor deteils with vhich 
Rookvell prefers not to burden his readers. He writes: 


I was staying in Alien'e lovely hass,--ami working el) spare times 
om political plans. After fom weela of this, I flew back to ldncaln 


for Christmam, and happily tald ny wife how things had gone. (p. 263) 


The next nove, of course, wes to pull w stalwe amiddrive the bil-foot 
trailer with wife ant @os children from Pennsylvania to Georgia, which Boclwell 
proceeded todo. They srrived in Atlanta on es cold day in Jamuary ami seitied 
din a local trailer park. 

Wo sooner were they settled in Atlanta, hovever, than things took ea turn 
for the worse. The advertising revenue, which had been so lucrative oly a few 
weeks before, vas now dom to sero. Obviously, it was tins for another change. 
Wow, @ van in Bockwell's predisamwnt would have looked for employment in Atlanta 
where he hsd friends rather then drag his wife ami fowr children around the 
country from one uncertsinty to ancther--and certainly there was nothing mare 
ecenomically uncertein theh the deal which nctivated his next move. 

It seems that while he vee working for Allen, %ookwell had been carreapomii ng 
with a man hamed Willian Stephenson in Bevpart Newe, Virginia. Stephenscn 
waa the publisher and editor of a raciet mgazine called The Virginian. Rockwell 


writes: 


I had written him a letter, he had heard of me, we comared mental 
notes ani iveas, and he seemnd impressed. I sent hina sugcestion fo a 
series of cartoms called "(dd Birds", micing fun of liberals, ani, ina 
sneaky way, Jews, comparing them to birde. Re liked the idea, and we 
agreed to produce them. 

When Stephenson heard of our predicament in Atlanta, he called ant 
gave us Same very worderful choering up. fie eal) yanked me out of deep 
despandenay, as I eaw the truly frightfw conlitions for my dear wife ani 
babies. (p. 263) 
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Tf Bockweli's situntion me truly what he said it was, then the acve he 
wade to alleviate 1t wea vary strange indeed. He writess 


Stephenson invited us to come to Newport News where he had s cress 


ami photo-offset equipment, end work vith him--not on a aalary, bit ona 
abaring basis, ay ve published the birds, ani other mterial. (p. 263) 


Now, no wan in Scoxwell’s position with s vife ani four children to feed, 
Plus the turden of supporting hia first wife ani three children, would have 
dragged a hb-foot trailer frow Georgia to Virginie with no better rrasects than 
those offered by Stephenson. Obviesly, if Rockwell accepted the offer it mst 
have bean for ressons other than those he gave. After the long haul to Newpart 
Neva, Rockvell went to work with Bill Stephenson ani his wife and their partner 
lecy Jeffries. He writes: 


We went ahesd with the publication of th» “dd Birds” in high hopes 
that sales of the portfolio of drawings ard commentaries . . . wold 
bring in the income we so deaperately nesded. .. . Then we waited éor 
results, Thay were niserable, wretched--heart breaking. (p. 273) 


Which spans that they were even in warse shave than when they had arrived 
in Nevpart News. The clue to Rockwell'e motivation in coming to Nevpart Neve, 
however, can bs fous! in the events tint follared. It acom that Stepbenson had 
a financial "angel," an eccentric millionaire from Baltimore by the name of 
Harold Arrowenith Jr. who had been infected by the "Jevish-conspiracy" virus. 
Arrovewith bsd supplied Stevhenson with equipment, a oress ani financial help. 
Sinee the econcaie incentive to move to Newpart News vas noo-wxistant, it becoms 


obvious that Rookwell had come to work for Stephenson not so euch to help tha 


latter, bud to gut to know Harold Arrowswith who could become the "fat cat" 
Rookweil bsd been avelcing far so long. 

The need for finding a "conservative" millionaire to help Zockvell lsunck 
hip Nasi party had alwaya been the most cmmoial ani difficult pert of the 
opération. First, the mumber of “conservative” mildtonsires evallahle and 
willing to finance an anti-Jewish campaign were practially sero, ani the one or 
‘two who could be avduced into such a lumtic achems had to be pretty meurotic, 
unstable ami gullible to begin with. But, apparentily, Arrowamith had all of 
the qualifications. Secani, even the most experienced of agents provocateurs 
would heve found 1t difficwlt to predict the gate of e group coming ont into the 
open at thet tine with ewactiios and an undiluted Nasi program. There had to be 
no doutte in the minis of the pubiic as to ite genuine "right wing" crigin, and 
a “conservative” ailifonsire's backing would provide the mast convincing evidence 
of this. 

fo help him in his plan to lure Arrowsmith away fram Stephenson, Rockwell 
had the assistance of a young man by the name of Bill Anderson who had come all 
the wy from Chicsgo with his wife ant children to wrk far Syephonson for 
about the sam: tcisi of economie insentive which had brought Reckwell mp froa 
AtJante. Rockwell doesn't tell us very much abort Anderson, but it is mre then 
likely that Anderson--if that ie his real nampe-hed bean sent by the network 
im Chicago to help ARoakwall either takes over Stepnenson's operation or capture 
Arrowsmith ali for bimelf. It is not unreasanable to assune that the netwcrk 
had known of Arrowenith's existence for some time um had mapped out an elabarote 
plen vhereby Rockwell gould be able to ensnare him. That would account for 
Anderson's cresence as well as Rockwell's scheming by mail to get himelf into 
Stsphenson's cirole. Once anderson and Rockwell were established within the 


amall Stephenson circle, they could then mroceed to separate Arrowsmith fron 
Stephenson. 

Stephenson, vho more of less suspected that Rockwell was conspiring behind 
his back, was anxious for Arrovemith not to meet Rockwell. And so, when Arrow- 
waith was due to arrive for a visit, Stephenson advised Rockwell that his 
millionaire friend wes very nervome ani touchy ani that it would be better if 
Rockwell eteyed out in the garage while Arrowsmith was rveictstaame if he 
had to come in during that perioi, to we the beck door, Waturally, ®ockwell 
looked for the first opportunity in which to get a glimmse of Arrowsmith. But 


he had to be very careful. Rosiaell describes whst happened es follows: 


Sawaral days lator, after Arrowswith hed been around for at least 
a day, I went into the kitchen, vie the back door, and Arrowsmith ums 
witting ai the xitenen table with Bil, sipping coca. I was intruiuced 
in the briefest possible fashion, ani left. 

A dey o so after that, on a Sunday morning, I was typing on more of 
“Battle Cell” when there was a knock on the trailer dow. I opened it ani 
fond Bi) Anderson and Arrowenithy. . + « 

Bill explained bluntly that Arrovsrith was disgusted with the way 
Stephenson had hardled the mny thousands of dallers he had put into the 
operation, and wae planning to close it up ami sell ths equipment. Bill 
aid ho had preveiled on Arrowsmith to come aml sea me, by convincing 
Arrowsstith thet I bsd the talents ani kmow-how to do somthing worthwhile 
with the escrmous inveetrent already in the venture—cr at least to use 
the printing eqdipasnt which he wes going to sell... © (a+ 275) 


The plen was workdug out wiry well indeed. Arrowsmith wad now anrigus to 
drexp Stevhenson and put bie oreas ant photo-offset oqainment at Rockwell's 
@Asposal if Roskwell could core up witha plan. What special methais of seduction 
Roekwall's omfelerate had used te nPaduce Arrovemith's sulden switch in loyalty, 
we are not told. But the skillfal agent provocateur is never at a lose to find 
the special weak spot in a viotim with as many neuctic desires as Arrowsmith. 

Later that day, after a nasty shadam with Stephenson, Roskweli then 
showed Arrowsmith the "Battle Cali" proof sheeta, ard Avrowsmith became quite 
enthusiastic over Roolwell's whole orogram. Rockwell writes: 


The next day he (Arrownith) came over in hie rented esr ani FEmE drove 
me dam to e deserved Leach, where we parked and discussed thre situation 
for mny hours. He vanted to mow wat I thought should be dane. I told 
him that the anly plees in the world where a strong suveaent could succeed 
wasiin Arlington, Virginia, right across from the Nation's Capitol. In 
every other place the Jews could put so mich pressure ct the authorities 
that any strong enti-Jewish effart would be ruthleesiy and illemlly 
oruaned. But in Washingtan-the shu viace of Amsrica ent the "frec” 
warld-ewntle they could hurt us badly, the usual Jewish inepired gross 
violations of ali justice and rights to allence expoceure of Jewish treason 
would be ico obvivus,aanl thus impossible. Too muny people woul! sea ani 
hear about it, no matter hay they tried to cever it up, use the “silent 
trestweni," and smear us out of existence. (p. 278) 


Apparently, this was whnt Arrovsedth wanted to bear. The idea of establishing 
a center in Washington viere Moekvell could print al) of Arrovsmith's neterials 


exncaing the Jeva vas quite entrancing to the eccentric millionaire. The plan 


was for Rocivell to Launch an all-out untieycwikh cawpeign 4u putiic, while the 
group alse Zloaied Congress with the anti-Jewish dosusents which 4rrovsnith 
bad gathered an @uat abuailance. 

doakweil was also able to extract fron Arrowemith a verbal agreesent to the 
effect that Arravamith would provide hin with a secure home for his family and 
a orinting shop 4n the basewsent, using the equipment then in Stephenson's place. 
Arvowaiith suggasted that the gevup call itself the "Hational Comittee to Fres 
America row Jawist: Dasination,” and Rockwell ugreed to that, Tiguring that it 
would be too dangerous to came out irmediately with the swagtikas. It would 
have to be cone gradually. Reciarell writos: 


ace Arrusamith was ready to go, he couldn't wait. He was actumlly 
fidgetty, like e fat little boy witing far a perede, and insisted thet 
wo start instantly. 

Stephenson had amocnced he was a terrar,of course, amd would vatile 
to the death to hold the equipment, an} told Anderson, whom ha didn't 
realise was invokved with Arrowsmith, that ha would eatotage the press end 
equipasit before 4b would go out. Sut Arrewenita got a jusilee of the 
peece and was taid how to get a writ, etc.--and when Sill heard tile, he 
capitulated. Arruvenith went to get the stuff with a trock, and 4122 
confined his "fiuht to the death” to calling a policemen to have his 
former benefactor throw off the premises! 


‘This, Revkwell had succeeded in getfifng the "fat-cat" which be and Hooker 
had been trying to snsrare for 30 losg. Now “ackwell could get his acd 
apereticn unerwy, provided that Arrowemith could be kept proverly husored for 
&% least the next six mantas.

Chapter 
THE FIRST PICKET 


There was mech to be done before the operation could be launched, and 
there was rot a mement to lcse, Going on no more than a verbal azreerent with 
Arrowsuith, Rockwell dmedtasely drove the khefoot trailer to dagrington. 

Then, Arrewsaith's equipment was placed temparurily in the basement of a frien. 


Describing this period, Rociaetl writes: 


Yeanwhile we looked fa a parmanent place—and I got to ino 
wy new “fat cat." 

Arrowsmith was noctural, I learned--a habit just ths oppowite of 
mines .. © (H)e would insist that I sit up util three, four or five 
every might talcing to nim about the "eakimas"” as he cailed the enemy. 
He also made it impossible for ms to do anything else to earn eny 
noneye-and then weleied on his promises to pay me enovgh to ext while 
I worked for hin. I ted a very bad tooth, and ry face swelled ovt like 
a@ grapefruit~-but I could not afford ea dentist, ard this melti-millicnaire 
made we beg, night after night, sitting in my car outside of his hotel 
in Alexanéria, for she stall monsy he had promised we to get set up. 


Clearly, there 1s nothing a good agent provocatew won't do to see his 
Plan thrgh to the very emi, There would have been no neod for Rockwell to 
have put up with Arrowsmith's eccontrigities, unless Arrowsmith had that sane- 


thing which Rockwell needed very badly in arder for his operation tu be a success. 


The operation had to have a right-wing backer. I could not be carried out 
convincingly in any other way. And so, Rockwell just about catered to Arrowsmith's 


every whim. He writes: 


One night at 5 A.i., in spite of everything, in spite af ay 
impossible financial situation, in spite of my wife aad children, in 
apite of all reason and aanity--in spite of instinct for survival--I 
had had all I could take. i gumped out of the car, ran around to his 
aide, opensd the doar an# told him to get out. 

Be wouldn't do it. He sat there looking as though he were about 
to cry, and pouted. He said I was cutting off my nose to spite ny face, 
and told me there was no point in being stupid .. . « 


I cooled off, somshov, ami we went back to negotiating. 


The trick worked, and from then on things went more smoothly. They foumd a 
suitable house in the Willismsburg section of Arlington. Arrowsmith was to mke 
a down payment of $15,000 on the home and Rogkvell was to wake the mortgage 
payments, The printing equioment was to ie irstalled in the basement. Roovwell 
was apxinis to have this entire arrangerent committed to paper, but Arrowsmith 
was emart enough to avoid making such a comitmnt, Ye merely left a check for 
$15,300 with a friend, which tock care of the house, ard then he left tiwn. 

Rockwell went ahead with hia plans, nevertheless. He sold the trailer, 
moved into the house, and set up the press. By th: time Arrowsmith returned to 
Washington a few weeks later, Rockwell was all prepared to launch the overation 
he, Hooker and the others had been planning. Arrowsmith had originally thought 
in terms of a publibhing venture, that is, printing and distributing documents 
and pamphleta exposing the alleged Jewish control of America. But now Rockwell 


Suggested that it was time for street action, that is, organised picketing in 
front cf the Vihite House with simultaneous picketing in other cities. Atrow~ 
smith thogght this was a womerful idea. “cekwoll suggested that since Pres. 
Eisenkowsr had obviously ‘intervened in Lebanon in behalf? of "Jewish international 
aggreasion,” that that ought ae be the these af che picketing. 43th Rockwell 
ami Arrovamith agreed thet Lisenhwor's anw-Masse- policy was doyivwly 

Jewish inspired. 

Arrowsmith vas all Zor the ides, but wondered, of curse, how Rockwell 
could arrange such a demonstration ali by himelf. Where was he gating to find 
the pickets? Thet was easy, “ockwell told Arrowsmith. fle sinply explained that 
during his nest few years of apprenticeship in "the movement" he hsc mamged to 
establish contacts with other men all over the country who thought as he did 
amd were ready to cooperate in any joint operation of this kimi. Arrowsmith 
bought this explanation. Rociaseli then expiains: 


Eo I told &rrowardth thet, te picket the Whihe House, we would 
pave to semi for my boyse-Hooker's boys--in New York. It would cost, 
altogether--far signs, literature and transportation--ocveraa thousand 
dollars. Arrowsmith said go ahead. » » 

So I arranged with New York for a chartered bus-losd of the boys, 
designed anj silk-sereened kuge oil-cloth signs in flowrescert red end 
Bleck, wrote, dosigned and printed ters of thovsania of to-culor 
leaflets, creparad minnte dizcetion: for the pickets, telesboned oll 
over tha U.S. amt wanaged to ret Yd Pields, in Loviaville srd Wellace 
Aen in Atlanta, to agres to picket aimltenewsLy with us, ani made 
the thonsarl other arrangements necessary 40 such a relatively large- 


Scaled operation.

The preparations for the simultaneous demonstrations were indeed elaborate, 
requiring tne coordinated efforts of members of tne agenteprovocateur network 
in different parts at the country. An excellent inside picture of these pre- 
parations was given in a ietter Rockwell wrote to Waliace Allen abont a week 
vefore the denonstrations. The letier fell into the hends of the police 
several months iater afte® the Atianta Temple bombing. The letter is a good 
exemple af the literary siype of the agent provocateur, with ite dovble ententre 
ard camotitiage. The text, a iarge portion of which follows, avpeared in the 


Atlents Constitution of October 18, 1958: 


Dear Walisee, 

It was wonderful to talk to you on the phmel Made me realize how 
feevle aud uninformed most ut ve 30-ceiled “hard-core” is just by contrast. 
Stil can't stand still long encugh to write a long ami detailed 
Letter, as I'd Like to; Towant tc get some mere raterial off to you right 

away atc some mare inforsation on what’s op. 

So please forgive the lack ef amenitika and proper nerrotives of how 
alitthis happened. Suffice it to say that we sre finally hecinning +o DO 
vhat vs have ali talked about, mostly thanka to ONE "Fat Cet" as Wee 
(Asoker) used to call thereewho is putting hia @§% where his month io. 

Ged Bless him. 

The anclased “hate-mongering” will. give you an idee of whe caliber 
of satectal we ave opeparing to rosel the Jews alive in the fire of truth 
as itwere, is all out on the stickers, which are the ultlnate weapon 
against the Jew, because he can't sce where he's getting hit frow-tne 


technique he hinself has been using to knonk ns all off.

People who won't even publicly admit that there are such thinga as 
Jewa have been sneaking up to get a supply of these “Commumism is Jewish™ 
atickers to put up privately in the right places. 

The big blast is all set for either next Sunday or Saturday, if there 
is local ordinance forbidding picketinga, etc. on Sumey. 

We wil) know tozarrow ani will keep you informed. But we went to have 
it Sumay. If posaible, because the boys are concng conn from New York 
for the work here--no gute is the local citizene--and we want to have 
Saturday to pass ont theveands of hardbilis ani pvt up posters to gort of 
steam things up for the big blow itself. 

Yeu'ii have to find ont if there is an ordinance in Atlanta against 
Sunlay picketing too and, if there isn't, your boye, just as mine, will 
not be free, in all probability, witil Seturday, and you can use that whole 
day to distritnte the “oriming™ we will get dow to you in quentity by 
Thursday or Friddy.

There will be two items of posters: The picket signs themselves, in 
flourescent red and black~ani posters to be stuck wherever you can while 
passing out the handbilis. 

There will also be a sort of informtion sheet to be sure that all 
the d emonstratians are well COGRDINATED and OBVIOUSLY NATIONAL in scope. 
We think the Jews are just a little off balance for once right now--and 
a NATIONAL and EFFECTIVE blast at them right now will, we hope, tip them 
just enough so thet they will come out from behind some of the brotherhood 


a bit, and let Americans see their dirty soul. 


Allen's answer to Rockwell, whkch vas probably written immediately, is 


equalay interesting. The full text, portians of which follow, was printed in 
the Northern Virginia Sun, October 17, 1958: 


Dear Line: 

Congratulations on having obtained arms to fight the enexy. 

- « - Blesa the Revolutionary Iraqi Government who are doing their 
utmost to show they are not communists in face of the barrage of propaganda 
to the contrary an? insults from the U.S. 

I hope you have thought the contents of the literature out to the 
extent you realize thet the Mid-East my come under the heel of the communists. 
By pointing out that although these countries are not now communist, but will 
ve if we don't change our policy toward Israel, the goyim will not think 
we were wrong when and if they fail to the Jews. 

- « ¢ The exact method we will we here is still undecided ami is 
entirely dependent on existing conditians which will be exsained thoroughly. 


e e e The Temple would be wrong since it relates to the religious 


rather than the political. 


¢ « » The piece from the American Hebrew is too subtle for the 


ordinary Goyim mind. Sounds fantastic but trus. 


Allen's letter is revealing in mny wys. For an alleged anti-Casmmist, 
he is unduly happy over the revolution in Iraq which destroyed the snti-Commmist 
government of King Faisal and Premier Nuri as-Said and installed the pro-Commnist 
regime of Abdel Karim Kassim. This is not surprising, however. A stuly of 
agent-provocateur literature reveals that the network has oonstantly favored 
Nesser, Ben Bella, Kassim, ani Cestro, util the "agrarian refarmer” becomes 
too openly Communist even for ths agents provocateurs to back. 

Allen's use of the world "Goyin" is also of great interest. Goyim is the 
Hebrew word for stranger or foreigner. When used in maiern colloquial speech, 
it means "non—~Jew" ani is used in a elightly depggatary monner. The word 
“Qoyis® is used throughout the Protocols of Lénin—formerly the Protocols of 
Zion--to designate the enemy, the bourgeoisie, everyone outside of the mumbers 
of the cmspiracy itself. Ite usage throurphout the Progccols is of particuler 
interest because Lenin himself liked to refer to all those who were not members 
of his conspiracy as "strangers." According to Alexanier Potresov, an early 
collaborator of Lenin, "Lenin knew only two oategories of people and events: his 
own and strangers. Hisomm people were those who were within the sphere of 
influence of his organization; the strangers were those who did not enter his 
sphere and who thus—and because of this fact alons--were considered enexies." 

It is more than revealing, therefore, to finmt that Allen, supposedly anti- 
Bevish end anti-Cammmist, does not only not identify himself with the “goyin®— 
the "nopJews"--but speaks of them with contempt. Alien refers to the piece 
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from the American Hebrew as being "too subtle for the ordinary goyim mind," 

and he advises Rockwell to sake a particular point about the Middle Nastern 
coumtries so that "the goyim will not think we were wrong when ami if they fall 
to the Jews." For someone who is supposed to be one of the “goyim” himolf, 
this is a peculiar paint of view, to say the least. Allen's use of the wordd 
“goyim," in fact, is quite in keeping with Lenin's use of the equivalent as 
described by Potresov. 


At last, the “great event"--as Rockwell calls it--was upon them. On 
Saturday, July 26, 1958, the busload of boys from New York arrived. These vere 
the boys Hooker had recruited for his Nationalist Youth League in 1956. 
Rockwell hadn't seen them since he left New York in the winter of 1957. Apparently, 
none of them had lost their fervor in the interim. NevertheSesa, they were all 
somewhat apprehensive about this risky operatian--which was designed to be the 
most openly anti.Semitie public demonstration since the damfalloff Hitler. 


Rockwell describes the situation with his wual candor: 


We got @ui a large nunber of pamphlets, and prepared to picket the 
neat day, Surmday. It is almost impossible far me to imgine it now, but 
we were all scared to death. My New York boys, tough as tigers, were 
restless and worried, ani their leader, Luke Dommer, proved to be a 
camlete coward. He told them they would all be killed by "three or four 
hunired pigrers", ani got them all determined to quit on mel Theg he 
shoved off for New York on a bus, ard left me with a mutiny. (p. 291) 


But Rookwell ranaged to save the day. He wed his skillful salesmanship 
on the boys and convinced them that the operation had to be suecessfully carried 
oute Reckwell writes: 


When it came time to go, I left me lad to watch my family, and 
held my wife and looked into her eyes a long time. I really didn't know 


if I would ever be back--silly as it sounds today. Our signs, using wards 


like "Kile" and sharing vile pictures of these hookenoses, were something 


never seen in publie before, am we had received plenty of threats ani 


warnings of arrests ani beatings and killings. I was really very ecared-- 


ag scared as I ever was during two wars. 
As vusial, Thora wes brave and inspiring, and I left determined to 
succeed or die that day. 


Roakvell ard his imported crew did pieket the White House thet dey, and 


much to Rwkvell's surprise ani melief thcre were no nishaps. Arrowenith watched 


the proceedings from a safe distance across the street. After it was all over, 


the new Nazis were given a police escart, for their om protectio, back to 
Haine's Point where the boys were staying and the chartered bus was parked. 
One might say that, afficially, Rockweli's new career as "der fuehrer” had 
degm that day, July 27, 1996. 

The picketing in front of the White House didn't get quite the newspaper 
coverage Rockwell hed hoped for. The Washington Post earried the following 
short item about the demonstration in the nezt morning's adition on page 10: 


Anti-Sexites Picket Here 
Eight persons carrying anti-Semitic placards picketed the 
White House for about an hour yesterday. 
Lt. Charlee Murphy of the Third Precinct said the eight picketers 
were the only eign of what had been advertised the jay before as a mass 


demonstration. 


On Saturday groups distributed anti-Jewish literature on F st. now. 
in the Chevy Chase area am in the Williamsburg area of North Arlington, 
calling far mass demonstrations at the Soviet and Israeli embassies as 
well as the White House, 


Kisewhere, the picketers were nct Quite as suscessful ag Kockwell's in 
Washington. In Louisville, Kentucky, two women belonging to Za Fields! 
National States Righta Party wore fined $10 wach for distributing the leaflets 
Rockwell had sent Fields. In Atlanta, the fute of the picketers was msh 
worse, as described sy the following stary which appeared in the Atlanta 
Constitution on Monday, July 28, 1958: 


Anti-Jewish Pickets iiere Are Seised 

Police cut short a denonstration in downtown Atlanta Sunday afternoon 
with the arrest of five pickets who were carrying anti-Jewish signs. 

The five were identified as Billy Roy Branham, 19, of 591 Highland 
Ave., NE; George Michael Bright, 35, of 525 Page Ave., NE; Kenneth Chester 
@riffin, 32, of 580 Fonce de Leon Ave., NE} Luther K. Corley, 35, of 
292) Caburn Rd., WE, ani Phillip Luther Wilson, 22, of 90) Bowen St., Nw. 
They were arrested in front of the Constitution and Journal building. 

After more than seven hours of police interrogation, the five men 
were locked in the city jail on a charge of suspicion of inciting a rict, 
and were to be questioned on Monday. . » « 

Detective Supt. I. G. Cowan said hie department had advance information 
that some type of racial demonstration would be staged during the weekend in 
Atlanta. The five had marched about three minutes when detectives arrived, 


eomfiscated the placards ami took the demonstrators to rolice headquarters.

"Each of the arrested parsons was carrying a sign that was very 
derogatory to the Jewish people and we felt that to allow this to continue 
could te very detrimental to the peace, good order and dignity of the 
city," Sgt. Blackwell ssid. 

The pickets! signs read: "Constitution and Journsl Biastart News, 
Suppress Facts," "Jewish Controlled Prese Lies About Middle East," and 
"Nasser Outlawed the Cammunists and Jailed his Reds, But Your Jewish 
Press Ides that the Arabs are Red.* All of the signs carried a signature 


banner, "Rational Committee to Free America from Jewish Domination.” 


Om the following day, the Atlete police arrested Richard Bowking, 26, 
whose nare had kept coming uf in the investigation of the vickets. The Atlanta 
Gonstitution of July 29, 1958 reported the following about Bowling ami one 
of the pickets, Corley: 


Ufficers said Bowling was arrested in i950 on a larceny charge and 
was sentenced to 12 moths probation. They sf@id he also was arrested in 
1950 on a charge of vicluting the motor vehicle law and was sentenead to 
pay a $25 fine or serve three months. 

(iuther K.) Corley was sentenced in 1952 at Jacksonville, Fla., to 
serve five years on charges of unarmed robbery and in 1918 was santenced 


to 30 days for vagrancy, police said. 


Which is a good imiieation of the moral character of the men in Reckwell's 
circle. The trial of the five picketers took place on Tuesday, July 29, 1958. 
The five were convicted on charges of disarderly conduct and sentenced to serve 
thirty days each in the city prison farm. Their defense attorieys, James R. 
Venable and issley 8. Burdine, immediately filed appeals, amd the five wre 


i2ie 


released on bond supplied by Arrowsmith. It was disclwed at the trial that 
the plans had been msde the previous week Bt meoting of the National States 
Rights Party, presided ever by George Bright as chairmen. 

Rockwell tells us that several days later Wallace Allen flew up to Waskington 


to confer with him and Arruvpmith about the events in Atianta. Rockwell writes: 


Allen told ws they hal discovered a spy in their little group down 
there, a sneaky character nased Ll. E. Rogers. Ye described to Arrowsmith 
and we how this Ropete had ssiaed the confidertial picketing directions 
I ted placed with the signs, when they arrived in Atlanta, ami had scooted 
a’? to his home with them. Allen and the toys had to go get thea back. 
lates, when dobn Ssasper was reluased from the Atlanta Penitentiary, and 
they wanted somebody to gree$ him, tut didn't want the sasarsa and publicity 
atierdaut thereon, they had cagily sent Rogers to do the puplig greeting, 
atid he jd not been able to @t out of 1t. Allesbthenght this was pretty 
funy at the tine. (p. 295) 


Rogera, indeed, was an employe of the FBI who hed infiltrated the National 
States Rights Party. It is unlikely, howver, that Alien, as Sockwell suggests, 
suspected this et the tim, for utherwise Alien would not have sent Rogers 
along with Gearge Bright and Biliy branhan to neet Kasper as he emerged fram the 
Atlania Fenitentiary on friday, Augwt i, 1958 less than a weck arier the 


picketing. Reckwell furtier writes: 


Re (Alien) also tald us tt Rogers was forever suggesting dynamiting 
at the meetings they held in Atlanta. I hswe learned from this. Whenover 
aayboly in our metinga even vaguely suggests bombing or anything the 
least bit illegal, we call the police or the FBI imme@dately. But the boys 


in Atiants, while wanting no pert of auch illewal activity, hesitated to 
judge, comvict amc turn in a suppwed "fallow patriot" on such slim evidenoe. 
Hverybody hates to be a*sqaesler"=-so Kogers got awuy with this provosation-- 
which I have since learmed is ons of the most easiiy recognised marks of 


the Jewish-paid provonater. 


Of sowse, the Atlanta bombing trial had breught out an entirely dirferent 
set of facts, sll of which Rocloreil asuumed his resiere wowld know noting about. 
Actualy, the standarc « cusation all agents pravocateurs make against those who 
infiltrave thuir ranks is that we intiltratara are the pruvouateurs, and not 
the original provocateurs thempeives who are being iariivrated. This accusation 
ie in ttaslf a dead giveaway, for nd&udy knows wore about the technique of 
Provocation than the Cvmmmists themselves, ami when a provocateur accuses his 
enemies at being pPovocatew's, he is using a typical provocateur technique. 
Profocateurs eften enli:t dupes to carry out such of weir dirty work. if they 
restricted their activities to incluie only the faithful and known memoers of 
the network, they would not only be handicapped by an acute shortage of manpower, 
but their reason for being would be partially negated. The object of the agent 
provocateur is to enlist as many dures into his operation as is safely vossible, 
thus giving the qperation greater influence. The danger in enlisting dupes, 
hovever, ic that one of these dupes may turn out to be an FBlagent. It is obvious, 
therefore, that an agent-provocateur operation which opens ite ranks to potential 
FBI agents must exercise great care in planning acts of violence such as bambings 
ani mumders, uniiess dupes involved in the acts are meant to get vaught. It is 


also likely that nany acts o/ violence are carried out by a parallel network 


of trained apccialists--known as Direct Action Committees-.who are given orders 
rca above ard need not have any direot link to the apenteprovocateur operation 
they rey be helming. The blind obediance of the Commumist agent makes this 
possible. This wuld account fer why the FRi has been virtvally unable to pin 
any specific act of viclenoe on Rockwell, FieLis, 4llen, Reaper or any other 
welleknam provocatemr end agitator, even though many acts of violence have taken 
place which seem to be directly connected with their agitation. 

In any ease, it gees without saying that agitation and provocation are not 
only meant to create a climats for the violence which invariably follows, but 
that they have no value unless violence does folloy. Agitation ani provocation 
are mant to prepare a casmonity for violence. If thse agitation and provocation 
are being pramoted on both sides of a conflict, a clash is bound to result. 

Before we proceed into the next mjar event in “ockwell's dgroer, which 
involves the bombing of the Jewish Temple in Atlanta some three cogths after 
the July picketing, we might review Rockwell's activities in the interia. 

During the month of August, 1958, high-school seniersa in Arlington, Virginia, 
were deluged with "hate mail,” which prompted the Northern Virggnie Sun to 
inveatigate the origin of the wailings. An article apreaced in that newspaper 


on Septexber 20, 1958, revealing scme interesting details, as follows; 


During August, many Arlington seniors received three examples of 
the so-called “hate mil." This special report on the meilings by the 
Sun teen editor Anne Bradford is the result of questions many of them 
have asled the Sun... « 

The first of these circulsrs--se1t to 919 Arlington seniors—-1as 


beaded "The Commanist 'Race Equality? Myth Exposed!" The sec-nd pamphlet 


was entitled "Segregation or Death!" by John Kasper, a self-styed rabble 
rouser and titular head of the Seaboard White Citizens Council who vas 
released from prison in August. . » « 

The Publisher, the Seaboard White Citizens Council, is headed by 
Floyd Fleming, recently retired from Naval Air. 

Re is ower of Post Office Box No. 56h, Brookhead Station, Washington, 
D. C., stamped as the Seturn address on the envelopes of the first miling 
which Arlingtm students received from the SWCC. ... 

One Arlingtonian actively working with Mr. Fleming in the organization 
is Eugene Collton, who works for the District's Traffic Bureau. 

The envelopes are addressed by Mr. Fleming's sister, Mra. Randy de 
Ment. . . . Mra. De Ment stated that “an Arlington shhool offieial barrowed 
the student lists from the schools." 

« « « Mrs. De Ment said the presses were in Virginia. At first ahe 
said thege were in Arlington, later denied this ari said she thought they 
were in Alessandria. 

A Worth Arlington resident Lincoln Rockwell, has offset printing 


presses in his basement ami prints similar literature. 


The Seaboard White Citisens Couneil had been formed by Kasper in 1956 just 


at the time when Rockwell had left U. S. ledy ami joined Aasper's circle of 


provocateurs. Obviously, Rockwell was now working closely with this group since 


his return to the Washington area. It ia noteworthy that the group distributed 
Kaspr's hypocrétical pamphlet "Segregation or Death!" after the facts about 


his past were known. The story of Kasper's interracial days was conveniently 


forgotten by his Seaboard followers. The press, however, ina very small way 


eontinued to be curiow about this obvious contradiction ih Kasper's career. 
When Kasper was interviewed by reporters after his release from prison, the 
following was reported in the Atlanta Constitution of August 2, 1958: 


When reporters qusstioned him about instances when he assosiated 
socially with Negroes and danced with Negro girls in New York, Kasper 
said it occurred at a period when he was interested in warning Negroes 


against Jewieh exploitatian. 


One would havs expected Kasper, a graduate of Columbia, to have invented 
a more convincing story than that. 

As for Rockwell, his relationship with Arrowsmith deteriorated to the 
breaking point, as expeoted, and by the end of Sevtenber 4rrowamith was ready 
to take back his equipment from Rockwell as he had from Stephenson some moths 
before. This time Arrowsmith operated with great dispatch. One day, while 
Rockwell was busily printing in his basenent, a man with a é@ruck showed up with 


the nesessary legal papers to pick up Arrowsmith's equipment. Hockwell writes: 


I called the police and they said I had the right to forbid the nan 
to came on my premisee, and this is what I did. But not before I called 
Arrowsmith and tried to find out what it was all about. He pretended not 
to be in and had his mother say he was out of Beltimore. But I heard hin, 
and called back in a few minutes, wing the name of the man with the trusk 
from Baltimore. This time the sneak answered. For an hour and a half (on 
my long-distance bill) he whined at me that it was my duty to turn over 
the equipment and move out of the house. 

« « e I did my best to make him see what a horrible injustice being 


thrown in the streets without a livelihood ms to my wife ani kids. 
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It is very difficult, indeed, to feel sorry for a man who had used every 
bit of ingenuity to get involwed financially with a hopelessly unreliable 
neurotic, in order to we him for a sinister purpae, and nw finds himself 
at his victim's mercy. In all probability, Rookwell expected nothing else 


and merely hoped to hold on to Arrowsmith until the big press exposure was 
ready. 
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Chapter 


THE ATLANTA BOMBING 


Ittoook the bombing of The Temple in Atlanta to bring Rockwell the first 
real naticnal attention he had been able, as yet, to obtain as an anti-Semite. 
The question naturally arises whether it was all carefully planned to work 
out this way. Indeed, all the elements of the plot were in place: a new 
Masi fuehrer in the making, his right-wing financial angel in hand, anti-Jewish 
pickets appearing in several cities simultaneously, and a series of synagogue 
bombings. All, in fact, that was needed far Rockwell's work to be of greater 
use to the conspiracy was widespread publicity ani exposure, and only an act 
of farmidable violence would produce such an exposure. That act, conveniently 
enough, took place in Atlanta, on Sunday, October 12, 1958, at 3:38 a.m. It 


was reported on page one of the next day's Atlanta Constitution as followa: 


JEWISH TEMPLE ON PREACATREE WRECKED BY DYNAMITE BIAST 
$200,000 In Damage Estimated 

A thunderous dynamite explosion blasted a gaping hole in the wall 
of the Atlanta Temple Sumiay, ripping into shambles the interior of the 
three-story Jewish house of worship at 1589 Peachtree St., NE. 

The dynamiters fled in the pre-dawn darimess. Police searched the 
area but did not fin? the wreckage until four hours later. 

The impact shattered valuable stained glass windows, ripped plaster 
off walle, wrecked a church office, heavily damaged an auditorium used for 


religious education and social activities and lattered the sanctuary 
with glass and splinters. 

A bgilding contractor who visited the scene estimated damage at 
$200,000. . . « 

The FBI and OBI entered the case, as police lawnohed one of the most 
intensive investigatims in the city's history. President Eisenhower 
ordered FBI director d. Edgar Hoover to fini the dynamiters. . .. 

Ed McDonald, a service station attendant working across the street 
fron The Temple, said he was unaware of the pFoximity of the blast which 
Police Capt. J. L. Moseley estimated was set off by 0 to 50 sticks of 
dynamite. 

Investigation concentrated on two main objectives: 

1. To locate a tall man with a scar across his face who stopped ata 
Peachtree Road service station at approximately 1 a.m. Sunday ani asked 
the location of The Temple. He was reported driving a 1956 model automobile 
with a South Carolina license plate wired over a Georgia plate. 

2. To identify the occupants of an old model automobile reported seen 
pulling up a driveway beside The Temple about midnight. 

Police rounded up members of suspected race-hating organisations which 
have been under surveillance here. Chief Jenkins named the National States 
Rights Council and the Confederate Undergreaund as chief suspects. 

Police were first notified of an explosion at 3:h3 aeme » s+ 

Gov. Griffin said he will offer the maximum reward permitted under 
Georgia law. 

The incident was the second straight Sunday dynamiting in the South. 


A series of blasts shattered an integrated school at Clinton, Tenn., last 
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Sunday. Atlanta became the fourth Southern city in which Jewish worship 
centers have been dynamited this year. Eerlier blasts were in Miami, 
Jackeonville and Nashville. .. + 

(Detective Capt. R. &. Little Jr.) said that whoever set off the 
blast "certeinly knew how to harvile explosives." . . « 

The last anti-Jewish inciéent reported in Atlanta was on July 27; 
yhen five persone were arrested while picketing the Atlanta Constitution 


and Journal Building and carrying signs with anti-Semitie themes. 


This bombing in Atlanta was indeed similar in many respects to the bombings 
which had taken place in Miami, Jacksonville, Nashville and Clinton, except 
far two big differences. It caved far greater damage, and there was a ready 
group of suspects in the cit which the police lay their hands on-~the five 
picketers arrested in July. The Atlanta Constitution of Ostober 1h, 1958 


reported the story: 


BOMBING WAS PIANNED AT ATIANTA MEETING IN MAY. INFORMANT SAYS MORE 
NAMES GIVEN POLICE BY SUSPECT 

A suspect Momlay night dictated and signet a statement to Samui Atlanta 
police saying the bombing of the Jewish Temple on Peachtree street was 
planned at a meeting of an anti-Semitic organization held in East Atlanta 
last May. 

The inforvant said he attended the meeting at which initial plans for 
the bombing were laid. He said, however, that he objected to the use of 
dynamite and was not invited to participate in later meetings where final 
plans were laid. ... 


In his statement, the suspect said one member of the group who had 
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who had worked as an arohiééct drew plans of the Temple showing exactly 
where the dynamite was to be placed. The dynamite was to have been expxttmt 
procured from Harlan, Ky., he said, and was to have been set off by a 

man brought from Birmingher, Ala... « 

The suspect, who inplicated himself to some degree, said the organisation 
had several members in every Southern city. Ae added that in each borbing 
those who cet off the blast were brought from another city...» 

Half a dozen other persons who were present at the east Atlenta 
meeting where the bonbing was planned were named in the statement, (Sgt.) 
Blackwell said. He added that some of those named are out of the state 
but said efforts are being made to have them arrested. 

Four persons are being questioned by Atlanta police in connection 
with the bombing, Cart. R. E. Little said. 

The four were jailed for suspicion of inumpkekmm vagrancy, Little said. 

Three of those held participated in the picket demonstration in frmt 
of The Constitution-Journal Building, carrying anti-Semitic signs, little 
related. Me identified them as Luther King Corley, 35, of 26 Highland Dr., 
Kenneth Chester Griffin, 32, of 3130 DeKalb Ave., NE, and George Michael 
Bright, 35, of 525 Page Aveme. » « « 

The fourth man held, listed as Robert (Bobby) Bowling, 25, of a 
Peachtree reed address, did not appear in the picket line. However officers 
said they Zound in his Peachtree Road apartment a transcrizt of the 
Municipal Court trial and newspaper clippings of recent bombings. 


The suspect who had tald about the meting in May, when the plans far the 


bombing were laid, was Kermeth C. Griffin. In other words, it would appear 
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that the plans were laid far enough in advance so that Allon and Rockwell cowd 
have indeed planned the sequence of events to lead to an embarrassing ami sensa- 
tional exposure of Arrowsmith and a great deal of publicity for Rockwell. In 
fact, the following day the police arrested Wallace Allen and, lo and behold, 
they found in his possession the "fat cat" letter which Rockwell had written 

him in duly. Had the letter been written as part of the plan? The Washington 
Post story of October 17, 1958, which gave Rockwell his first big press coverage, 


strongly suggests that it was. Here is the story: 


FBI QUIZZES 2 RERE IN BOMBING 
Baltimore Man, Artist Deny Role 
Arlingtonian Admiéé Writing Letter to Suspect 

An Arlington artist and his Baltimore benefactor were linked yesterday 
to a suspect held by Atlanta police in connection with the bombing of a 
Jewish temple there last Sunday. 

The FBI questioned both men yesterday. oth denied they knew anything 
about the $200,000 dynamiting of the temple. 

The artist is George Lincoln Rockwell, 40, of 6512 Williamsburg blwi. 
who turns out anti-Jewish literature in a basement printing plant in his 
hom. 

He acknowledged writing the "mystery letter” fond by police at the 
Atlanta home of Wallace H. Allen, 32, a crippled printing saiesmn who is 
one of five persons held in connection with the bombing. 

Rockwell's benefactor ia Barcld Noel Arrownmith Jr., member of a 
wealthy Baltimore family. Arrowsmith told The Weshington Post that he gave 
$500 to Allen for bail money and legal fee’ after Allen vas arrested by 
Atlanta police last July for participating in an anti-Jewish picketing 


demonstration, 
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Arlington court recards show that Arrowsmith and Rockwell have had 
«& recent disagreenent. 

Arrowsmith is listed in county deed records as the owner of Rockwell's 
home. Tax stamps indicate Arrowsmith paid $15,500 cash down on the house 
ani assumed the remining debt of $kS3? 35236. 

But moge recent records in the covrthuuse show Arrowsmith is suing 
Rockwell for return of the printing apparatus valued at $1632 located 
in the basement of Rockwell's hane. 

In seperate interviews yesterday, Arrowsmith said he has been trying 
to get Rockwell to leave ths house, ami fookwell said he is staying. 

Rockwell said the printing machénery was used to rroduce anti-Jopish 
literature urder the name of a "National Committee to Free America from 
Jewish Daainstion." 

He gave reporters samples of the literature he puts out on his Multilith 
duplicatcr which Arrowsmith is trying to recover. 

Qne piece was a two-color leaflet headlined “integration is Jewish” 
which was distributed Aug. 22 at a meeting of the Defeniers of State 
Sovereignty and Individual Liberties at Fairfax Courthouse. 

Another was a pampblet entitled "Winston Churchill Tells the Truth 
About the Jews." 

Arrowsmith, who was Questioned by FBI agents in Alexandria last night, 
said he had bought the home on Williamsburg blvd. for Rockwell and also 
paid him $150 to arrange @aterials for an anti-Jewish picketing demonstration 
last July 27. 

The picketing came off in Louisville, Atlante and at the White House 


here. Rockwell said he participated in tbe Washington picketing. 
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The "mystery letter" which Atlanta police seised contained this 
sentencer 

"Suffies to say that we are finslly beginning te dc what we have all 
so long talked abort, mostly thanks to one man--the one fat cate-. . . who 
is vvtting $$% where his movth is. God bless him." 

At ancther point, the letter stated: 

"The big blast is all set for cither Sunday or Saturday .. 2” 

Press accounts of the letter fron Atlanta said it came from Arlington. 
Rockwell was first identified as the author yesterday by the Northern 
Virginia Sum. 

Rockwell said the ietter to Allen was an effort to organize the 
picketing and had nothing to do with the bombing. 

The phrase “the big blast" hs said, referred to a concentrated distri- 
bution of anti-Jewish literature ami the pioketing demonstrations, and not 
to any borbing attempt. 

Rockwell also showed a letter which he said was Allen's answer. In 
it, Allen said picketing of the Jewish temple "would be wrong since it 
ralates to the religious rather than the political.“ 

This shows Allen would never think of bonbing a temple, Rockwell said, 
since he even refused to picket it. 

Arrowsmith said he first met “ockwell in Newport News, Val, in the 
offices of The Virginian, an anti-Jewish publication. He said he helped 
support The Virginian by purchasing subscriptions. 

He said he met Allen through Rockwell at the Congressionsl Hotel 
in Washington. 


Arrowsmith said some of the literature proiuced by Rockwell was "very 


inforrative,” and acknowledged that some of the "documents" reproduced 
ty Rockwell were the result of his research. 

Arrowsmith lives with his mother in a stone mansion in Baltimore's 
exclusive Guilford section. He 1s the con of Dr. Barold Noei Arrowsmith Sry, 
who waa esnon o? the Cathedral Church of Incarnation (Episeopal) in 
Baltimore fer 3), yoars before his death in 1955. 

Nira. Arrimewith said her son devotes frll time to studies and research 
of Nardic and Mediterranean racial characteristics to prove his beliéf 
that Nordic stock is superior. 

"Fartunately, he does not have to earn a living,” said Mrs. Arrowsmith. 

As he apveared for questioning by the FBI in Alexandria, Arrowsmith, 
39, said his own attituie on anti-Semitism is "too long and involved to 
tell a press conference." 

"“T'm going to have to ask the Bureau for protection from lynching," 
he added. 

As for the Atlanta borbing, Arrowsmith seid: "I can't imecine muyiomtx 
anything so stupid.” 

After his two-hour session with tae FBI, Arrowsmith was asked if he 
was the "fat cat* referred to by Rockwell in the letter to Allen, 

He conceded it was a "possibility." 

"I Imow he (Rovkwell) has referred to me to others as a fat cat before,” 
said Arrowsmith. "Tt is a most disrespectful tern.” 

Arrowsmith said he set wp Rockwell in the house ir Arlington so he 
could have "documents" circulated easily among in‘luenti2l Government 
officials, 


He said one disegreement he had with Rockwell was over printing rates 


Rockwell eharged as much as retail printers, said Arrowamith. 

At his home whe-e FRI agents questioned him esrlier, Rockwell said 
he also onnosed bowing and violence. 

PT am aginst blasting temmles,” said Rockwell. "I deplore the 
bonbing of religions buildings frome mublic relations standroint.® 

"Tt makes everybody hate you." . » « 

Rockwell, a handsome wan with @ erewcut, conceded that "90 ner cont 
of the anti-—ewish movement. is crackrot in character--frustrated ald ladies, 
quesrs all over the vlace, neople obsessed with an idea like flowridation 
of water." 

Rockwell in the interview said he dees not "act antiewish" but 
"thinks antieJevish." He objects to the term"anti-Semitic" because that 
wonld include Arabs, he said. 

White 

He acknowledced that John Kasper, leader of Serbosri/Citiszens Council, 
hsd contacted him recently, and that he has published literatare cironlated 
by the Seaboard group "because they were broke.” .. . 

Rockwell seid he didn't acree with Kesper's “way of doing things." 

"I am nob pro-sezregation or pro-integration," he said. “I'm for 
revatriation, e should help the Negroes establish an imiustrial nation 
in Africa.” .. 

Rockwell said he first ret Allen in Knoxville a year ago at a session 
of the United White Party which, he eatd, 1s now combined with the National 
States Rights “arty. 

Rockwell called his present operation a "national educational anti-~ 


Jewish center." For a livelihoal, he also prints Christmas cards. 


He said he now has plans for the formation of e new éntiedewish 
grog, tentetively culled the "World TUnien of Free Enterprise Nations] 
Secislists." 

He spoke of Adolph Hitler's valuable contributien to Germany, and 
eaid: 

"The only thing I cemot fird out is if be did ennihilete Jews; ve 


% tate” 


would be agal. 
Me sald the new world organisation would wry to determine "if Jews 

were born that way, in which case they would have to be sterilised or 

somethings or if they learn their characteristics, in whkth case the 


Jewish babive could be taught.” 


The Washinton Post story had been exactly what Rockwell and his co-conspirators 
had hoped to achieve. Now the stege was set for further exploits. National 
attention had been directed to Rockwell ani the public's curiosity was aroused. 
Who would have believed that in 1958 a men would suidenly apnear who was prepared 
to take up wherb Hitler had left off? Rad any movenent dn history died a more 
dishonorable death than Nasism in 1915? 3ut now, as the nress reported, Nasism 
wasn't dead mink after all. It was alive in ther person of George Lincoln 
Rockwell. So alive, that soon the public's attention would be diverted from 
Castro, Khsushchev and Mao Tse-Tung to the nowerful new threat oosed by the new 
fuebrer cf Arlington, Virginia. 

Actually, by creating Rockwell, the conspiracy hoved to achieve the follwving: 
(1) recreate the spectre of a continuing, world-wide Nazi threat with all its 
horrors and sy:itcls; (2) aivert attention away from the very veal Communists to 


a synthetic Hitder; (3) revive memories of Hitler's atrocities ani barbarism, 
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asacciating them with right-wing anti-Commmiam; (1)) frighten the Jews into 
closer asscciation with leftist movements; (5) premare the comtry for a greater 
acceptance of opgn Cormnmiat activity, since cvan "Raz" activity world seem 
even more obnoxiova in commarison; (6) ~revide antd-Awerican vronaganda for 

the Communist cress throughwt the warld; (7) scare off peonle fron joining 
anti-Commnist organizations; (8) incite racial hatred and violence; ani (9) 
pave the way for Cawmmist sneakers on university cawpusas. We shall see, by 
the story which unfolds, how the Coremnists have been abla to achieve all of 


these objectives through Rockwell's activitdes. 


In the meanwhile, on Cotober 17, 1958, five of Rookwell's friends in 
Atlante were indicted by a grand jury on charges of having taken nart jo bombing 
The Texrle. The five inslvded Wallace Allen, Kemeth C. Griffin, George Bright, 
and Robert aml Richalel Bowling. Neither Reokwell nor the "fat eat” wera to 
1958, gave the immreasion that Rooltell ani Arrowsmith were key figures in the 


bombing. The story reed as follows: 


POLICE FIND IDENTITY OF "FAT CAT? 
BOMBING FINANCIER IS NOT GEORGIAN 
The police investigation of a Southern terrorist bowbing ring Friday 
moved closer toward unmasking a financier--knowm as “the fat cnt"-=whose

Rockwell wes identified 2e the author of = letter, seized at the hove 
of Allen, which sontioned "the fat cat” financier and mtlined plane of 
the anti-Semitic grom.

(Capt.) Little ogid the investimtion here reflected two important issues: 

1. The Atianta organisation wes supported financially through sources 
evtaide of Georgia. 

2. Evidence uncovered in the temple bombing tended to link that incident 
with similar blasts set off in Nashville, Tenm.; Clinton, Tenn.; Jacksonville 
ani Mani, Fla.; Birmingham, Ale., amt Gastonia and Charlotte, N.C.

Of course, the FSI found no such pattern of reletionshins. ‘the few 


Arroweriths in these United States co:ldn't begin to aceomt for but a fraction of 


the money which is needed to keep a small army of professional agents provocateure 


working full time as they flit from one em of tne country to the other, picketing, 


agitating, and printing and distributing tome of iiterature exck yeer. Since

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THE ATIANTA BOMBING TRIAL 


The trisl of the accused Temple bombers opened in Atlanta on Moniay, 
Decemter 1, 1955. The siate of Georgia had decided to try George Bright first, 
since, of the five inlicted xen, brigmt affered the proseoution the test chances 
for a comvistion. The triais of the other four were to follow Bright's. 

The State's case against Brigat, elthoug based entirely on oirewetantial 
eviderce, was 2 strong une. Sut vecause the penalty for towbing 2 house of 
worship in Atlanta incluijed death, ths State's case hed to ba particularly good. 
The defense's tenbhenxmnmm strategy bs sersati-mal to say the least. thay had 
desided to prowe thet Bright was the victim of a gigantic Jewish comspiracy to 
frame nim. fhe tenor of the trial and of tie deferma's tacktos could be geuged 
by the account of the trial which appeared in the Atlanta Tonntitution of 
Decerder 3, 19561

Defenses attormy Janes k. Venable wes rebuffed ty Juige Durvoai T. 
Pye when he attempted to have Mrs. Shurgin ani Rebbi Kkuthschild disqealified 
@s witnesses on giocgis that, as practitioners of Judaism, they had taben 
en ost which would disqualify them as witnesses in a court of law. 

Venable cortemied tat an cath known ap "Kol Nidre" whick Jews take 
on You Kippur, invaiidates any other oath they have taken curing the year. 
Quet ing frm what he said wes the onth, Vennble said it contained wording 
which said all abike would be “mude of no effect.” .. . 

Rabbi Rothnalild said he spoke on Judeism at the Paptist clurch an 
the night of Wednesday, Ney 24, at the invitation of *ho church. Whan hs 
completed his presermtsiion, he said, he asked for qurations fre the aufiense. 

The rabbi said Brivht askad hima questim "ahout the number af Jeus 
in the world,” ami when ho answered 13,090,000, “he took exeantion and 
insiated there uero thres rillign acre.”

The incident at the Baptist church imticaied to what extent Bright was 
provocatively preqoupied with the “Jowish oroblew.” As for James R. Venable, 
one of @rizht's tio defewse attommeys, he wag closely aascciatad with the 
agent-provoceteur ring in Atlanta. His referstce to the Kol Hidre orayer was 
meant orimrily te ezbarrass the tyo Jewish witnesses before e jury which wap 
hardly in a position to urterstani the subtleties of Vensble's sttack upon the 
Jewish religion. Bet for Venable tc haw? raised such u tebintesl point regarding 


the wording of an anolent Hebrew prayer, the correot seaming of whioh had nothing 
to do with comiankng perjury in a court of law, is something suspicious in itself. 
From where had Venable gotten his expert informtion on Hebrew prayers? The 
ineident reuinds one of Wallace Allen's letter to Rockwell, in which he referred 
to the "goyisf with unconcealed oonteapt. 

This, however, wae a minor incident in a trial which took on much greater 
eignificancs when the FBI's undercover man took the stand. The Atlanta Constitution 
af Decerber 5, 1958, described that day's happenings in court as follows: 


An umlercover employe for the F8I who ie omer police protection 
said Thursday he joined a states’ rights organization in which Georgs 
(Michael) Bright was active to cet information “about possible violence." 

Testifying on the fourth day of Bright's trial in connsetion wth 
dynamiting of the Jewish Temple hare, the witness, Lesley E. Rogers of 338) 
Piedmont Rd., NE, said he aleo joined the U. 3. Klang, Enighte of the Ku 
fdux Kans, for the sane reason. 

Rogers said the parpose of the states’ rights organization for which 
he served es secretary end treasurer in cooperation with the FBI, was the 
“extermination of the Jews-~the expulsion of Jews from responsible positions 
in the United States goverment." 

Earlier in his testimony, Rogers related that during July, a ran 
identifeéd es Billy Branham--whae the state has said is a “co-conspirata® 
in the Temple bombing~-declared: 

"The next place that ought to be blown up is the new synagogue in 
Northside drive." 

Rogsrs said Bright was present when the statement was mde by Branham. 


In a lengthy appearence on the stand, Rogers told of becoming active 
in the National States Rights ferty, the metings of which were attended at 
various times by Bright, his brother Albert, Branham ani bombing co-<defeniants 
Wallece Allen ani Xenneth Chaster Griffin. 

Regsrding Sranhae's statement thet the Northside drive synagogue “ought 
to be blown wp," Rogera said Brenhem declared the new synagogue shold be 
dynanited “and scattered all over the side of the hill to set a precedent.” 

Rogers added that Griffin told him “a precedent had already been set," 
but did not explain what he meant by it. 

Testimmy about Rogere' msnbership in the Klan came out under crose 
exanination by Vermble. Rogers naid he joind the organisation in September, 
1987, ami served as chaplain and "idleagle" and remined in the orgnization 
until the Temple banbing occurred Oct. 12. 

Rogers, who operates a janitorial services firm, also testified at 
length abort variow meetings of the states' rights argniszation, abovt their 
plans to distribute anti-Semitic literature, their vicketing of The Journel- 
Constitution building end other activities, 

The witness also told of attending a national meting of the States 
Richts Party in Louisville, Ky., where he eaid he becane frightened when 
persons there eaw him taking down automobile tag mmbera; of nesting segrege- 
¢ionist Jobn Kesper here when he wes raadessed fran Atlanta Federal Penitentiary 
and of telkhgg to an official of the party in connection with possibly 
obtaining some dynamite in Enorville, Tem. 


The yal rarely surfeces one of ite undercover msn at e triel for fear of 
Fevealing too wich concerning its undercover activities within the ranks of 


eubvereive organisations. However, the Atianta bosbing had caused sch neticmide 
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indignation that the FBI had no @fter chaice than to put Rogers at the dispaal 
of the State af Georgia. Rogers' testimongy however, ag revealing as it was, 
was still not sufficient to clinch the case against Brigit. The State nraiued 
only one further important witness, Bright's cellmate. ‘The sbary is told in the 
AtJaota Constitution of December 6, 19583 


BRIGHT TOLD OF BOMBING, WITWESS SAYS 

The state rested ite case Friday against Oearge Bright after Bright's 
Garver cell mate testified Bright tald him he ected as a “Lookout” while 
co-defendant Richard Bolling pleced the dymaite charge that blasted the 
Jevieh Teaple here Oct. 12. . . « 

Apong the first witnesses the defense wed were three Ku Klux Llansmen, 
including Ispeariel Wiesrd HL L. diwards, and chairman Arthur Cole of the 
National States Rights Party, in which Bricht wes active. 

The Kiensnen, besides Sdvards, identified themselves as John Felmat 
of 2718 Bankhead Hignmy, a painter who eaid he has been reelected Klan 
tressurcr, and Wesley Morgan of 27 Gould St., SR, who said he is president 
of H. B. Forrest Ho. 1, U. S. Mans, Enights of the Ku Klux Elan. 

Bay They were ued in an attompt to discredit testimony by L. &. Eogers, 
an undercover employe for the FBI, who told of Bright's activities in the 
anti-Senitic organisation...» 

During Cole’s apparame on the stand, Assistant Sol. Gen. Tas Luck Jr. 
questioned him about a letter written by a perty official in which Atim ta 
ws given es a» target of the party's activities because of the death of the 
Columbians povenent here. 

Toe letter, written by Dr. Bi Pields, identified as a Kentuckian and 
endofficial of the National States Rights Party, to Billy Branham—vhor the 


wha the etate has ident{fied aa a"co-conspiretor," pointed out Atlanta was 
the birthplace of the Thunderbolt symbol used by both the party and the 
Colunbions. It also declared: 

"fhis reason alone makes it necescary fa: us tc make a stand in Atlanta.® 

Referring to tha trial of Colwbiane leader Keary Buri here, Dr. Fields 
also decierai in the letter: 

“The first thing the NSRP in Atlanta should do in speeches and literature, 
4s reopen the Emory Burke frameup trial and deaand the impeschsent of (Sol. 
Gen.) Paul Webb and Mayor Rartefield ani all the other aliny politicians who 
aided in the bringing of witnesses against Burke." 

The letter said Fields felt the part should "mke a tresendious fight 
in Atlante.” 

Cole, who said he wes a “figurehead” in leading the perty, seid he 
did not agree with soma of the statements in the letter. . - . 


It 4a not without significance that the trial brought out the connection 
between the old Coluxbians, led by Emory Burke, and the Nationsl States Rights 
Party led by fd Melde, beth frienis of each other, as well as John Zasper, Devest 
Rooker ani Rockwell. The stary contimesi 


The state rested ite case directly after testimony frow Bright's former 
e@oll mate hed directly tied him in with the dynamiting. ... 

The farmer cell mte testified at length about detatis of the bosbing 
which he seid Bright told him while imnrisoned with him in the Fulten County 
jail after bis arrest in comection with the Oct. 12 bombing. 

De Vore, who himself wes being held on larceny after trust charges which 
were dismissed, said Bright told him he vas the “leader” of the basbing grow 
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andi that he drew the plans for it. 

"He told m= that he ws there in that ne drew the plans ami led it... 
Re tald me that he didn't do the actual bombing . . . that he raie as a 
leckont," De Vore rals ted. 

The witness eaid Bright told him thet three getaway cars vere perked 
op Spring street facing Peachtree, ani that avotber was parked on a ramp 
leading into the North Expresaway. fe said Bricht told him tt wes jacked 
up as if it had a flat tire to “keep psople from asking questions." 

De Vore related tint Bright taid him thet priar to the bombing he had 
been picked up fram an all-night drugstore on Ponce de leon Ave., WE, by 
Wsllace Allen, a co<defendant, and others, and carried “out on Spring street." 

After the bambing, De Vare said Bright told him, Bright left eni vent 
back on Ponce de Lean"ari had ae stoak." . . . 

First defense witness was Patralman Paul Green, who maid he eaw Bright 
at the all-night drugstare up until 2 a.m. Oct. 12. dssentially the same 
testimany came from Miss Ann Blackvell, cashier at the stare. She said 
Bright, in company with a woman, left about 2:30 a.m. . . « 

The state extensively croes-exnirs another out-cf-tam defense 
witness, David Beird, 23, of laFollette, Temn., who said he came to Atlanta 
on his wo expense after bearing that Rogers, the undercover FBI employe, 
was to be a part in the trial. 

The defense put Baird up to disprove Rogers! testimony that anti-Javish 
etatemnts he related fron the witness stand came from persons ho mat in 
Tennesese, and not from himself. Both Beird and Cole testified Rogers wae 
voeiferous in his antiJJeviah coments. 

Baird, uglier crose-exzamination, said he could nct recall how he heard 


“about three weeke" ago that Rogers—whose cameotion with the case has been 
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kept secret. by policeeeves to be a witness in the case. 

Also used by the defame was Mrs. Alien Bright, sister-in-law of the 
defendant, who said Bright was at hase until after midnight, Oct. 12, but 
that he left home sometine after midnight. 


The defense had been ablw to account for Bricht'a whereaboute only until 
2:30 a.m. that Sunday morning. Where had he gone to after 2:30 a.m? The 
newspaper accomt gave no isiication that the defense had supplied any satisfactory 
ansver to that question during the trial. Since the Temple bombing asured 
epproxizately an hour later, at 3:38 a.m., it lent a great deal of credence to 
De Vore's story thet Bright had iniead gone from the all-night drogstare to the 
ecene of the bozhing in Wallace Allen's car. Bright's sister-in-law testified 
that Bright had not case hose that nit. 

The jury deliberated for the mxt few days. In the interim, the press 
Freorted thot the State's tro star witnesses, Jimmy Deve De Vare, Bright's cell 
mate, and L. 8. Rogers, the FEI un‘ercover mn, received threate on their lives, 
indicating thet the agenteprovocateur network hoped to disccurage imlividuals fron 
entering the risky bnsinees of trying to expose then. On December 10, 1958, the 
jury reported a deadlock of 9 to 3 in favor of a@mmviction. This fcroed the judge 
Yo declere a mistrial, vhich scant thet Bright would have to be retrial ata 
later date. In the neanwhile, Bright's cosdefendanta were relessed on bond. 

Tho defense, naturally, was jubilant at the outoane. It neant a seccmd chance 
to prepare a mach better case and map out a new strategy of attack. It also meant 
that a brand new group of jurors wozld bo aciectad. 

In the mearshile, no one in the press bothered to raise the questi@a as to 
who Gecrge M. Bright wees. Wae he some kind of barely literate,Southern redneck 
Sanatic? On the contrary, like so sany of the agents provocateurs he was a 
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a university graduate--North Caroline State University to be czact--and originally 
from the North. He was deseribed throvghout the trial as an archiéses, an indus- 
trial engineer, a draftaman, ani a civil mgineer. He had also taken music 
lessons for the last four years. Despite this impressive background, the press 
Never bothered to find out very much about Bright's backgrowsl. What had he taken 
up in college? What did some of his old friends think of him? Did he have the 
game kini of léfdéuing beckgroud as Kasper? How did he besos involved with 

the Atlanta group of provocateurs? Although a great deal of informtion was 
undoubtedly revealed during the trial, the Atlanta Constitution was particularly 
parsimonious in ite supply of details concerning the backgrounds of the deferdants. 
Themmost that was revealed about Wallace Alien, far example, was that he was head 
of a firm called the Wallace Allen Advertising Agency, Inc. Information concerning 
his birthplace, education or past palitiecal activity was nil, except for the 

fact that he had taken part in the planning of the July picketing. 


The second trial opened on January 13, 1959. To mike it less difficult to 
obtain a conviction, the State of Georgia decided that 1t would not seek the 
death penalty. George Bright's new attorney, Rueben Garland, mapped out an even 
more sensational strategy for the defense than was wed at the first trial. 
Garland decided to go on the offensive ani to aecuss the FBI umercover man of 
being the actual bomber, and not his client. The effect of this strategy would 
be to place the FBI man on trial instead of Bright. The Atlanta Constitution of 
January 14, 1959 reported the trial proceedings as fallaws: 


BRIGHT'S COUNSEL ACCUSES FBI'S MAN OF BOMBING 
Defense covnsel for Gearge Bright told a Fulton Superior Court jury 


Tuesday afternoon he intemis to nrove that an FBI undercover man borbed 
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the Atlanta @ewish Temple. 

nm, . . Le E. Rogers . . » is the man who bombed The Temple," shouted 
Attorney Reuben Garland, beating one fist fiercely on the jury box rail. 

"The State's whole case ageinst my innocent client, George Michael 
Bright, was born in the brain and fantasy of Rogers, the informer .. 
Garland declared, shaking his horn-r&mmed spectacles with the other hand. 

Garland said he will link Rogers to the Oct. 6 bchoal bombing at 
Clinton, Tenn., a week before the Jewish Temple explosion here. . » « 

As the retrisl of Bright cpened, the daferiant’s counsel announced 
that Mayor Hartefield, Police Chief Herbert Jenkins, Detective Superintendant 
Glyn Cowan, the entire vice squad of the Atlanta Police Department and 
about a dosen FBI agente have been subpcensed ea witnesses. 

"I'L have them put in jail," Garlsni threatened, "if they fail to 
come to this courte” . . . 

News of the mass serving of subposnaes to city officiala by the 
@efense came when Prosecutor Tom Luck said Oarland was "in the process 
of serving subposnaes that would tie up the entire police force of the 
city of Atlanta.” 


It took very little time before the tga bogged down into a long, dravn-out 
bat:le between the FBI, as represented by its undercover man, Rogers, and the 
agent-provocateur network, a8 represented by Bright and hie very clever attorney. 
The proceedings of Friday, January 16, 1959, were reported in the Atlanta 


Constitution of the next day as fallowa: 


The name of T. V. Williams Jr., som of the resigned state revenue 


commeeioner, wae injected into the George Bright bombing trial Friday 


nights 

Disring cross-examination of L. E. Rogers, a state witness, Williams! 
name was mentioned when the witness was asked when he first made contact 
with Billy Branham, 19-year-ald newoower to Atlanta. 

"T, V. Williams Jr. called me up and said a boy from Kentucky is 
coming down here ari looking for a job," testified Rogers. "I found him 
a job with a sign painter." 

Branham, Rogers testified, was once olected temparary chairmn of 
the gromp which organised the National States Rights Party in Atlanta. 
Rogers said other officers named at a meeting in Branhan's apartment on 
North Highland avenue, NE, wore the deferdant, Bright, security officer; 
Kenneth Chester Griffin, vice bhairman; Rogers, an FBI umercover agant, 
secretary-tressurer, am Wallace H. Allen, local arganiser. « » - 

Williems formerly headed the Geergia Commission on Education ant 
resigned the position wer fire. ... 

The trial was recessed shortly after the defense attorney shook a 
handful of money in the face of a state witness (Jimmy Devore) and 
facetiously complimented him on histéestimony, 

Judge Jeptha Tanksley promptly scolded Attorney Reuben Garland for 
hie gesture and remarks to witngss Jimmy Devore. ... 

In reprimanding Gerlani far the money incident, the jJuige warned 
davghing spectaters he would clear ths packed cartroom if order was not 
restored. Juige Tanksley told the ccurtroun, in the presence of the jurors, 
"Mr. Garlend's carinoct is not supposed to be a shay. . . his actions 
indicate a lack of respect. . « ." 


Earlior Fri@fly night, Judge Tanksley told the jy that defense 
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counsel's accusation that the state's key witness, Rogers, did the 


actual bombing of the Temple, had no basis. 


Who waa Billy Branham, the 19-year~ald boy with good connections, whom 
Rd Pields of the Natieval States Rignts Party hai entrusted with organiaing 
the party's group in Atlanta? The Atlonta Constitution of January 19, 1959, 
identified him ao a "Righteat,” although there was rothing particularly “right 
ving" about him. All that wee knam about hin wes that he had come frow 
Kentucky and was attending & collece in the Northeast. Neverthelees, this 
juvenile delinquent wae brought to Atlanta to testify arairet the FSI. "he 


Constitution story read as follows: 


‘IGHTAST! TO TESTIFY FOR SRIGHT TODAY 
DEFENSE TO PRESS CHARGE STATE WITNESS WAS BOMBER 

The young Atlaatan in whose apartment George Bright and others mot 
to orpanize an Atlanta branch of the National States’ Rights Party will 
ve called back to the witness stand Monday marning when the Jewish Temple 
bombing trial enters ita seventh day in Fulton Spperior Court. 

The defense witness 1g Billy Branham, who at the aga of 19 was elected 
tenporary ohairman of the group which forwad the NSRP here. . « « 

After the Saturday session, Branham asked Judge Tanksley to exouse 
bim as a witness. Branham tald the juige he had semester final exams to 
take this week in college, The juriet told Branham he could not excuse 
him but said, “your testimony will be completed first thing Monday." 

Branham did not tell Juige Terksley whet collece he said he is 
attending, and when questioned by a reparter said, “It's a college in 


the northesst.” 


The defense put Brenham on the stand to develop ita assertion that 
L. &. Rogers, a star witness fav the prosecution, committed the actual 
bombing of the Temmie Last (mt. 12. Branham swore that Rogers once 


painted to a photograph of ths Temple and said, "It ought to be bambed.” 


The big survrise of the trial, however, ves not to come until the next 


day when Bright's alibi for his whereabouts on the morning of October 12 


appeared in court. Apvarently the defense had hac time between trials to 


concoct a fitting alibi to take care of those few hours whioh Bright has been 


waable to account for. Where had hie alibi been hiding all this time? In 


a local mental hospital! The Atlanta Comitution of Jaavary 20, 1959 provided 


the incredibie details: 


A Milledgeville State Hospital inmte--lessliy "insane" but ruled 
a “competent witness"--testified Monday might that George Bright was with 
her at the time a dynamite blast rivped the Jewish Temle. 

The jurors leaned fcrvard in rart attention as she spoke. 

"At 3138 a.m., Oct. 12, 1958, tell the jury where George Bright 
was . . « directed defense attorney Reuben Garland. 

“ , « « I swear George Bright . . . was in my automodile en route 
from a grocery stare to my home." 

The witness was Mra. Marilym Harris Craig, Bricht's alibi for his 
whereabouts during wm early hours Oct. 12... © 

Mra. Crai, an attractive brunetie, told the jury she wes with Bright 
from about 2:15 a.m. Sunday, Oct. 12, when she mat him at a drug store, 
through about 3 p.m. Monday, Oct. 13, when detectives arrested him at 


her hare. 
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Refore permitting Mrs. Craig to testify, Superior Court Judge 
Jepthe Tankeley sent the jury out and asked her questions to decide 
whether she would be competent as a witness. He asked her a few questions, 
then ordered the Jury back in, 

"Gentlemen," Judgo Tanksley tald the jury, "on preliminary cxamination, 
the witness appears to the court to be competent.” 

Mra. Ina S. Council, a licensed practical nurse far 12 vears at the 
Milledcoville hospital, and Or. Joseph Combs, a psychiatrist, accompanied 
Mrs. Craig to Atlanta. 

During the preliminaries to decide whether Mrs. Craig could legally 
qualify as a witness, the nurse tald the court, in the jury's presence, 
that the inrate “knows tha nature cf an oath, knows yes froa no and kn-ws 
tight and urme." Dr. Conds was aot called to the stand. 

Sucaking unhesitantly in a precise ani resonant voice, Mru, Craig 
gave testimony which aprerently impressed the jurorae The lh jurors 
listened to her intently. 

Mrs. Craig—obio with a Bavarian braided hairio and wearing a salmon= 
pink coatsnit--waa subpoenaad by the defense Monday morning from Milledgeville 
State Hospital, where she was comitted Nov. 6, 25 days after the Temple 
was dyramited. 

Mra. Craig, answesing initial questions asked her by Gerlani, said 
that ohe had been married to Peta Craig, was ths mother of two boyr accd 
16 and 10, had been separated from Craig "for som time," and was 
committed to the Milledgeville hospital on a sanity warrant sworn to by 


her huskend. 
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The circumstances swrounding Mrs. Craig's coomltment to the mental 
hdsvitel sre strange imeet. According thethe newspsrer ecc~mnt, she was 
considered only legally "insane," although aprarently she vnsn't insane at 
all. ho was hershushand? Whet reeeons hed he given far cortitting her? 

Did he haws any connection with the ring of -revecataurs? Und she been 
deliberately put eway so that she would be unavetleble es 2 stato'a witness 
at the first trial? Althoush Bright hed heen nicked mm by detectives in her 
apartment, the defense hed heen cereful to forget her exleatence during the 
first triel. What mede them nowao confident. het she wavld testify correctly? 
Hed ehe been rehearsed? If so, with the aporoval of the mental hospital? 


The Atlente Constitution contimieat 


She testified she had knowm the deferdant about tio weeks before 
meeting him about 2 a.m. at the Plasa Pharmcy on Ponce de Lem aveme, 
NE, (The clock in the Tewple ws stopped at 3:38, following the explosion 
there.) She said she had gone to the pharuecy aboct three hours earlier 
to purchase a newspaper. She said Wallace Allen, another defendant in 
the case, introduced her to Bright. 


In other wards, Mrs, Graig hed pune to the drugetore at 11 poem, »pent 
arproxinately three hours purchasing a newapaner and then met George Bright 
at about 2 aam. Oddly enough, she hed vesn introduced to Brirht orly two 
weeks before by Wallace Allen, Bright's fellow 7rovocateur. How long had she 
kmonn Wallace Allen, aml what were the circumtances of her soeting him? 
These questions were never answered in the mess. The newsgamer account 


sontinued: 
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"daarge and I left roughly st 2:15," Mrs. Craig testified. "“he 
omy veason I remexber thet is hw was trying to hurry we wp." 

Reaum far dright's wary, sbe eaii, wen brut they shered a mutuil 
dnterent--wtahing autoliites--ami wanted to cbcerve one scheduled to come 
over Atianta before daw that momings 

"We left in my aatercbile,” she said, ani drove to on allenight 
erccery sture (The feck & Shop} on Peachtwce Liaivasrial Bouisvani to 
purchase sawage, coffee eal syrup, arrving at the sicew sbout 3 a.m.

Gurland aviedt her when she ani Bright first leurned the Temple had 
been handed. 

tea. Craig said the first ranet cans to them on television in a 


pormm preached by Lr. Foy O. KeClain, pester of the First Enptist Church. 


She remembered that the sermon concerned "what a regrettable thing the 
Temple bombing was.” 

After the sermon, they went to the Brosdview Plesa, then to nick up 
Bright's car at the Plesa Pharracy, she said, returning to her hom about 
9 peme Sunday, Oct. 12. They stayed in her home she said, until a detective, 
Sgt. Jimmy Helms, came to the hawe about 3 p.m. Monday to question Bright. 

Mrs. Craig testified that after bright heard of the Temple bombing 
he made a number of telephone calls. "One of the first places George 
celled was the police station,” she said. 

Bright's parents, Mr. and Mrs. Albert G. Bright Sr., of Rochester, 

N. Y., sat quietly, almost expressionless, at their son's side during the 
hour and 15 minutes Mrs. Craig spoke for the defense. 

Juige Tankeley recessed the tréal at 10:01 p.m. wmtil 9:30 a.m. 
Tusedey, after verdel exchanges between the prosecutifm ami Mrs. Craig. 

Unijer crose-ezamination she said that she and Bright had "kissed" 
and "held hands.” Mrs. Craig said she was "provoked" at Prosecutor luck's 


questions, 


Although we imagine that the prosecutor had a lot of questions to ask of 
Mrs. Craig, the Atlanta Constitution had reported almomt nothing of the state's 
cross-examin: tion. Was the "liberal" Constitution trying to be fair to the 
“pacist" George Bright and his lady friend? Nowhere in the Constitution do we 
find any genuine curiosity or desire to get to the bottom of vhat happened on 
Oct. 12. Contradictary testimony, suspect witnesses, an outrageous defense 
attornsy, a sharp battle of wite between the FBI and a smll, well-oiled grow 
of "raciste"~--all of this, ami the Atlanta Constitution finds no rom in its 


pages todoa real reporting job, especially when the need for one is so great. 

The testimony of Mrs. Craig by no means brought the trial to an ent. 
There was still a long ways to go. The proceedings of the following day were 
reported in the Atlenta Constitution of January 21, 1959: 


Mayor Hartsfield and Police Chief Jenkins will be cslled to testify 
Wednesday in the George Bright trial, the defense said Tuesday... . 

Bright's counsel, Reuben Garland, said the defense will lead off 
Wednesday with the mayor and police chief, then cell 10 more witnesses. . . . 

Nine witnesses testified fa the deferse. They were Eldon L. Hivards, 
imperial wisard of the U.S. Knights of the Ku Klux Man, Ino.; M. Wesley 
Morgan, past exalted cyclops (president) of a klavern; J. T. Hopking, a 
service station atteniant; Matt Koehl, organiser of the National States! 
Rights Party; Leonard Williams, a grooery etare manager; Paul Green, a 
policeman; Hugh Casey, business associate of Rogers; Louis Glover and 
J. De Holloman, Negro employes of Rogers. 

During cross-examination of the KKK officials, the prosecution failed 
in its attempt to have the organization's membership records brought to 
the trdal. 

The imperial wizard and the ex-exlted cyclops teatified that Rogers, 
the FBI undercover man on whose testimony the state has largely based its 
case against Bright, was a "former brother . . . banished from the KKK for 
betraying the oath... ani conivct unbeccming a klensemn." They seid 
Rogers was a former KKK chaplain. 

The defense put Glover and Rollormn on the stand in an atienpt to show 
that Rogers' car was in the metropolitan area the day of the bombing. They 


maid they drove Rogers’ 1948 Dodge car the afternoon of the blast. 
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On cross-examination, Prosecutor Luck drew testimony from both men 
that Garland had showed them photographs of Rogers’ automobile ontside the 
courtroom. Garland then insisted on being sworn as a witness. Luck swore 
him in. Garlant declsred he had done nothing improper in showing the 
witnesses the pictures. 

Hopkins, 23-year-old Standard 011 Co. filling station atteniant, told 
the jury that before the explosion a "yellow-skinned Negro with a deep scar 
on his face" stopped at the station to ask the lovaticn of the Temple. 
Hopkins testified he did not know that the service station was diagonally 
across Peachtree road fran The Termls. 

Koehl swore that Rogers onca told him "of a scar-faced Negro who was 
particularly handy with explosives." 

Casey, testifying that he eavesdropped on three telephone calls mde 
by Rogers, admitted unier cross-examination that he had withheld sane 
information from FBI agents investigating the cage. He quoted the contents 
of each conversation: 

1. "It's a smooth job. Be quiet. I'll see you later.” 

2. "I believe it will go to fifty thousand, don't you” 

3. "I think it's as high as it will go. Let's shoot." 

Through stiff cross-exanimstion, Prosecutor Lusk forced Casey to 
admit that he did not tell the FBI what he heard although FBI agenta 
asked him about it. 

Casey said he eaveedropred on the conversations by means of an 
extensim phone. He said the first oall was made the afternoon of the 
bombing. Casey said Rogers tald him he had "an important call" to make, 


ami he listened in secretly. 


The calls, Casey said, were made froma janitorial service firm in 
which he and Rogers are associated. 

Casey, wearing dark-green glasses ami a suave three-button sult, emiled 
constantly as he recited the conversations for Garland. But during the 
cross-examination, Caney ohanged to nervous hend-wringing. 

"Didn't you say you wanted to go to see Garland before seeing the 
FBI?" the prosecutor demanied. 

"Yes, I wanted sn attarney with mo," Casey answered. 

Casey stuttered far an ansver as Prosecutor Luok asleed: 

"Why did yo need a lawyer just to tell the FBI the truth?" 

Casey finally answered that he needed a lawyer's advice on just how 
wueh he should tell the FBI. He said Garland told him to tell the Far 
enything he knew. 

But he didn't talk about the eavesdropping then, he said, because 
of this reason: 

"They (the FBI) didn't pin me down." 

Casey remembered, when Garland questioned him, that Rogers was driving 
his 1948 Dodge on the Sunday of the bombing. The defense kas spent much 
time talking about his car in the trial and has attempted to place it at 
the scene of the explosion. The state contenia the oar wes disassembled 
at that time. 

Prosecutor Luck asked Casey whioh of Rogers' two cars--his old Dadge 
ar new Ford--was driven to the Marietta office of the janitorial service on 
the days preceding the Sunday the Temple ves bombed, 

Casey said he wasn't sure. Then luck asked him if Rogers went to 
Marietta on Tussday and Wednesday of the week preceding. "Yes," said Casey. 
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Inck asked if he were certain. "Yes," he answered again. 

Then, in a lowi voice, Prosecutor Luck asked: 

"Don't you know that Rogers was in Tennessee on those days?" 

“No, sir," Casey replied. 

Rogers ani defense witnesses from Tennessee have swarn to Rogers! 
presence at laFollette, Temn., during the first part of the week before 
the Temple bombing. 

The state claimed two more loopholes from orces-examination of two 
earlier defense witnesses Tuesday, contending the witnesses contradicted 
sone details of testimony by which Bright is attempting to set up an alibi 
for the nigit when fhe Temple wee dynamitad. 

Mrs. Marilyn Herris Craig, who was brought fras Milledgeville State 
Hospital Monday to testify in Bright's behalf, said she and Bright were 
at the Plasa Pharmacy on Ponce de Leon avenue, about 2:15 a.m. on Oct. 12 
ani while there Bright intraiwed her to Paul Green, a city policenan, and 
asked Green if he could leave hisar there while they drove to her home 
in his automobile. 

Green testified that he saw Bright but he (Bright) did not introduce 
his wonan caapanion and did not ask about the car. 

Mrs. Craig aleo testified she drove with Bright to the Perk & Shop, 
an allenight grocery stare on Peachtree Industrial Boulevard, and parked 
on the north side of the building because there were gasoline puspe in 
fronte 

Leonard Willians, night manager of the store, testified there are no 


gasoline pumps near the store. 


It is interesting to note to what lengths the defense had baen willing to 


go to frame the FBI wiercover nan. What is impartant to understand is that the 
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the defense could have never concocted such a frame up without the conspiratorial 
connivance of other menbers of the provocateur network, namely 5iliy Brenham and 
Matt Koehl. Koehl, of course, was one of the most experienced of the young 
frovocateurs, a member of the elite Realpolitical Institute with co-conspirators 
Wi Fields and Eustace Mullina. 

It is also interesting to note the interlocking activities of the provocateur 
network with the Ku Klux Kean, which came out very cléarly during the trial. 
Provocateurs apparently have little difficulty shuttling back ani forth between 
their own groups and the KKK. The top "leadership" of all these groups seem 
to get along very well. 

Of course, Rogers was the unsung hero of the trial. By having undertaken 
a dangerous and difficult job, which rewarded him with little money and no 
medals, he was now the subject of harrassment, intimidation an¢ scxzlumy. it 
ie hardly to be expected that the jury or the citisens of Atlanta understood 
how important his undercover work had been,

There were stili two more days of the trial to go. ‘he next day's/proceedings 


were reported in the Atlanta Constitution of January 22, 1959: 


QUIZZING OF MAYOR STIRS CLASH 

The presence of Mayor Hartsfield, called as a defense witnesssin 
the Temple borbing trial of Gecwge Bright, touched off a new courtroom 
incident Wainesdey between the yresiding juige and defense attarany. 

Jydge Jepthe Tanksley ordered the jiy from the courtroom after 
Defense Attorney Reuben Garlend challenged the veracity of the mayor. 
Garland disoteyed repsated ardera to be seated, ai Juige Tanksley directed 
the sheriff to seat him forcibly. . . « 

Gerland has maintained throughout the trial that Bright's arrest 


and titel resnlted from a conspiracy involving Mayor Hartefield, Tha 
Atianta Constitution, the Atlanta Police Department, the FEI am the 
solicitor general's office. ... 

The defense nut 20 other persons on the stemi before the triel vas 
recessed at 7:25 p.m. until 9130 a.m. Thursday. 

The first character witness whom Garland put on the stand, Jams Granlin, 
an executive of Roberts & Co. Associates, for whom Bright once worked ag a 
draftsman, testified uniter crosa-examination that Bright had been discharged 
for "inefficiency." 

Gramlin and other character witnesses fran that company said the 
reputation of Bright, so fer as they personally knew, was "soot." But 
they all said they did not know him well, thet their associations with him 
were confined to irreguler orofessional or business cmtactse 

Another witness, Ralph Errolle, refwed to say Bricht's reputation was 
oot ani Garland cried: "I've been entrapved by the witness." 

Errolle said he had known Bright “on and off for about four years" end 
hds conduct was “good” in a mesic class taught by Errolle. 

Jim C. Crarford, sn advertising salesman, testified he sang with 
Bright in a chorws aml mew his reputation as "gor." 

Taivdd Devare, younger brother of Jimny Devore, a state's witness, 
testified the character cf his brother "is bad" and said he wouldn't believe 
him unmier oath. Thesstate put the alder Uevore on the sien earlicr to 


give testimony that Bright confessed The Temple bombing in a oell. 


The next, and final, day's proceedings were reported in the Atlanta 


Constitution of Jamery 23, 1959 as fallows: 


FBI AGENT TAKES STAND TO CLEAR UNDERCOVER MAN 

An FBI agent tock the stam for the prosecution Thursday to clear 
the nome of L. E. Rogers, the state's star witness in the Jewish Temle 
bombing trial of George Bright. ... 

From the trial's outset 11 days ago, Rogers has been the subject of 
repeated assaults by the defense. Bright's counsel, Reuben Garlami, charged 
Rowers bonbed tho Temple. 

(FBI Special Agent Henry) King followed five charecter witnesses who 
testified in Rogers' behalf. The prosecution opened rebuttal with the 
character witnesses after the defense rested following a 15-minute unsworn 
statement by the 35-year-old George Bright. . . « 

Garlani, subpoenaming new witnesses for the defense rebuttal, said 
facetiously after his resticulating courtroom tirade the trial "could lest 
‘441 Christe." 

King said Rogers volunteered to get information far the FBI, But 
Rokors was investigated, King seid, by the Weshington office of the FBI 
which authorized the Avlanta regiorml FBI office to "maintain regular contacts 
with him and meke assignments to him." 

King said Rogers was regularly paid by the U. 3. government for his 
umercover services. 

*It 1s not umsual for a citisen of this country to come to the FAI 
with informtion,” King said, " . . + but it ts umsusl for a perso to be 
in Rogers! position to furnish information on a continuing basis.” 

Eing said thet in addition to doing umjercover work on bovbings in 
Atlanta, Clinton, Temm., and other Southern cities, Rogers aleo joined, 
and became a chaplain in, the Ku Klux Elen to seek out inforretion about 


that organisation. 


In reference to the KKK investigation--which was not explained--King 
pointed out that the FBI is charged with responsibility for keeping check 
ain ali organizations in addition to watching for 123 types of violations. ... 

After King was put up by the prosecution, Garlaml conducted lengthy 
cross-examination of the FBI agent and many of his questions were pepeatedly 
ruled out by Judge Tanksley. Garlend asked King if he were "hiding under 
that cloak," then shouted in the jury's presence that the FBI agent was 
“under suspicion in this case." 

The judge said such statements by Garland were "highly improper." .. « 

Robert Pierce and Paul Mitchell, Negro mchanics, ewore that Rogers! 
1948 Dodge car was disasserbeled on cement blocks in the garage on Oct. 12, 
the day of’ the bombing. . . . Their testimony was used in an attempt to 
offset defense contentions that Rogers' car was seen near the Temple 
by a taxi driver a short while before the explosion. 

The defense rested Thureday after defendant Bright declared, ina 
15-minute speech to the jury, that he was innocent of the iwo-count grand 
jury indictment charging him with dynamiting &@he house of warship. ... 

During his first trial Bright nade a 64-hour statement, mostly about 


historigal heroes and segregation. 


The foliowing day's newspapers reparted the jury'y verdict: Bright was 
acquitted. But his defense lawyer, Reuben Garland, was sent straight to jail 
by Judge Tanksley for 0 days for contempt af court. Being as clever as he was, 
Garland only nanaged to serve 5 out of the 0 days, being released on appeal. 

A higher court later ruled in hisffavor. 
So emied one of the most important am least publicized trials in modern 


America. 


But what had the trial really revealed? It had revealed that the provocateur 
netwark was no courtroom pushover; that it had excellent legal breina at its 
disposal, as well as enough fusie to buy whatever their legal defense required; 
that the FBI was up against highly profeesionsl agents who knew every trick in 
the book and took advantage of every FBI weakness to counterattack unmercifully. 
One thing was also obvious: these "racists" were no disorganized mob of fanatic 
rednecks. They wers highly trained agitatare ani akilled vrovocateurs, adept 
at all the conspiratorial techniqwa usually aasocoistéd with the Canmmnist 
conspiracy. In addition, they were sustained by co-conspirators strategically 
placed in different parte of the country. One merely has to examine the 
Provocsteur putlications to ses how harmoniously the omspirators echoed the 
name linet that the bombing vas the result of a Jewish conspiracy, Ihe Thunerbobt, 
the official organ of the National States Rights Party, led the pack. Its 
iseve of Janwry 1959, Number 7, said: 


Every crooked trick in the book waa pulled in Atlanta, Ga., in an 
effort to frame five Segregationiits, ami smear the National States 
Rights Party. The press moved heaven ani earth, trying to build up 
public pressures ageinst the five innocent Atlantans. For days they 
screamed for a ‘conviction', to make an ‘exemple’ of someone. Dvring 
the first two daya of the trial, Drew Pearson ran 4 series of articles 


on the WARP, in an attempt to smear us and influence the Atlanta jury. 


That same issue oarried an article entitled "Gearge Bright on Trial" by 
Matt Koehl, in which the Jews were actually acouwsed of bonbing their am terple. 
Koehl wrote: 


On Octoder 12, 1958 the Jewa bombed one of their synagogues in 
Atlanta. This was a cue to sch-sisters of the press ani clergy. 
Immediately gallons of crocatile tears gushed farth. Self-consciously 
those fakira weed the American piblic to join them at the Wailing Wall. 

After they head bombed their temple, the Jews needed some scapegoats 
to tlame, Who would serve their purpose better than those who opposed 
Bheir efforts to bring integration to Atlanta? A list of names wes handed 
over to the police by the ADL. Un that list was the name of George 
Michael Bright. ... 


Koehl doesn't tell his readers that the Atlanta police had their om list 
of namsa as a result of the July picketing and were ouite awere of Bright's 
activities without the help of the ADL. The artiole oontin:vea: 


Bright had stepped out momentarily, when police reided his hom. 

Not waiting until he returned, they seised his brother, Albert, as hostage. 
Hours later, when finally informed of his brother's seizure, Bright called 
police, and told them that he wanted to speak with them immediately to 

clear up the misumerstanting. A short time later two detectives apreared. 
Bright courteously told them that he'd be happy to ansver any questions 

they cared to ask. Re wes abruptly informed that they were not interested 

in what he hed to says; what he would say hed already been decided! Handcuffs 


were then snapped on his wrists, and he wes led away. . . . 


Koehl's account of what had taien plece vas quite different from the account 
given by Bright's lady fréand from the mental hospital. But nrovocatew writers 


have no concern whatever for facta. Thefrwritines are merely tools of deception. 
Koehl continues: 


Seldom since the Jews crucified Christ has the iasue between Good 
and Evil heen gore profound. On one side in that Atlanta courtroom stoal 
everything that is clean, honest, upright, and noble. On the other side 
was represented that which is filthy, cowardly, low and comiving. 

Frow one door George Bright was led in. He walked with a steady step, 
holding his head erect, looking at his persecutora with a clear eye...» 

From the other doar came the head prosecutor, Faul Webb (of dubious 
ethnic background), his vieage twisted with hate. He was followed by 
his junior partner, Thomas Luok, a glib opportunist who had just been 
hobkmobbing with Jewish friends and admireresin the corridor... .» 


Such was the tenor of Koehl's erticle in The thunderbolt. In San Francisco, 
Right, the publication asscciated with Willis Carto, did its share. In its 
January 1959 issue it published the following: 


The facts of the mistrial of George Bright, aseset farth briefly in 
the article by Dr. Fields in this issue, raises numrous questions. 

For instance, the Atlanta police sndj the FBI must answer why, instved 
of searching for the scar-faced Negro who has been described by tao ge 
station atteniants, they have wasted their time and thousamis of dollara in 
harassing ard intimidating sincere Amrican patriots who obviously have 
not the slightest thing whatever to do with ddim bombing. 

The FBI met also answer why it has paid good money from White, Christien 
taxpayers to a repulsive sturblebum named L. E. Rogers who is also a paid 
agent for the Anti-Defaemati:n League gestapo--and 1t must tell how much 
4% coaid him. » . » 

The Atlanta police and the FBI mst answer why they have not investigsted 


the part that this Rogers cheracter--who has bragged about his connections 
with umlerwarld Naegroes--my have played in the bombing. In view of the 
heavy profits that hsve already accumlated to the latest Jewish find- 
raising drive from this bombing. . - it 1s only reasonable to look for 
the criminsls from among those who profited from the crime, as well as 
the human derelicts lie Rogers whom they hire to do thelr dirty work. 

The Atlanta police must answer why they railroaded Bright's star 
witness to the insane asylum so that she could not testify in hia dehalf, 
ani why they employed third-degree torture methais on aomea of the luckless 
defendants. 

Ralph McGill of the Atlanta Journal anf Constitution must explain 
why he has subjected ths five yovths to a vindictive, savage persecution 


probably without precedent in American journalism. .. » 


The writer in Right apparently hadn't read the Atjanta Constitution during 
the trial period. MoOill had cmspicuously wkitten nothing about the trial, 
and his newspaper's coverage of the trisl was uninspired to say the least ani 
quite parsimonious in its details about the accused. 

Aa for the supposed railrosding of Bright's girlfriem? to the insane 
asylus, she hed testified under osth that she had been casitted on a sanity 
warrant signed by her om husband. Most likely the provocateurs thensevlee 
had been instruzental in getting her locked up ami were accusing the Atlants 
police in their ususl manner of blaming othere for what they themselves had 
done. If one actwally took the provocatew literature at its ward, one would 
have had to believe that the Jewe had hired an FBI undercover employe to bomb 
their arn temple in order to raise funds ani thet they had decided to frane 


innocent George Bright with the oritme. The Atlanta polioe, working in cahoots 


with the Jewish fund raiecrs and tie FBI, then proceeded to railroad Csorge 
Bright's lady friend to a mental hoapitsl to prevent her from testifying in 
Bright's defense. In other words, the FBI and the Atlanta police were willing 
to camit every possible violation of a citisen's rights as well as to participate 
in the criminal bombing of a temple in order to help the Jew'sh cammnity 
raise money! 

That same issue of Right published an argicle by "Dr." Edward R. Fields 


entitled “Trial Facts Prove Frame-Up." Here is a sample of Fields! nroset 


The communist Conapiracy indicted George Bright for the dynamiting 
of a synagogue. ... 

The Jewish moeterminds of the trial were deperding upon perjury to 
emvict Bright. « « « 

Bright's star witness, however, was not available. This was the 
girl with whom Bright had spent the entire evening. The police, after 
discovering that Bright's alibi was water-tight, arrested the innocent 
girl, hed her declared insane and locked her up in the mental ward of 
Grady Hoapital so that Bright could not call on her in his defense. 

The most camvincing evidence during the trial showed that the 
dynamiting of the synagogue was Planned and executed by the other lying 
witness for the prosecution named L. E. Rogers, who is a paid agent for 
the ADL and FBI, and who was branied by Bright as a "paid informer, a 
rat and a pirp" during the trial. ... 


In New York, the provocesteur ring did its sare. The National Renaissance 
Bulletin, orgen of Madole's Rational Renaissance Party, published an article 
by Madole entitled "The Untold Facts Behind The Synagogue Bombings" in its 
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issue of September-Octeber 1958. The artiole echoed the same provocateur 
line: that the Jews had bombed their ovn temple to spur their fund-raising 
campaign. 

And in Chicago, Women's Volee, the provocatear house organ edited by lyrl 
ClarisiVan Ryning, published an "Urgent Bles for Justice" signed by James R. 
Venable, Bright's lawyer, in tte issue of October-November 1958. 

The final courtroom victary, of course, was celebrated in the provocateur 
publications. George Bright himself wrote a personal message which vas 
published in the Febriary 1959 issue of The Thunjerbelt. It reads 


Dear Fellow Members ani Frienie: 

After nearly 100 days in prison, and being completely innocent of 
the phony charges, I again breath a free and exonerated man. There was 
never far a nement any doubt in my wind that justice would trimmph. I 
feel that my trials will serve to awaken all Americans to tho Bact that 
our eneny is vicious and desperate! 

The mere fact that my case united every Nationalist group behind our 
defense, ia roof that we stand together in orisis. ... 

I remain heré in Atlanta, and will continues to work and build the 
ranke of the National Statee Rights Party! ... 


A victory article by Hd Fields appeared in the March 1959 issue of Right. 
It read: 


Arerican nstionalism won its first major victory in yeera on 
January 23, 1959, when George Bright's jury found him innocant of the 


charge of dynamiting a synagogu®, . . 


The most amaping revelation of these two trials was the pert played 
by the anceerespected FBI in using a tharcughly disreputable character, 
one L. Ee Rogera, to frame five natimaliats whose only "“crine” was 
that they actively fought conmunism amd read patriotic literature! 

+ « ¢ On Jamary 16 I was ready to take the stand to testify in 
behelf of Bright and the NSRP. While staming in the corridor, craxed 
with spectatars, waiting my call to take the stand, an FBI mn ceme out 
of the courtroom with Ll. E. Rogers. Ao Rogers paseed in front of me he 
suidenly jumped in the air, grabbed his leg and shouted that I hed ikioked 
him] The FAI man immediately grabbed we ant said I was urier arrest, 

The cred in the hall began to protest. Then the bailiff in the courtroom 
called, "Will Dr. Fields tale the stani7™ I jerked myself away from the 
FRI san ani went into the courtroom and testified.

Fisids' attack on the FBI was nothing new. The very first issue of 
The Tinmder'bolt, published in Juns 1958, carried an ettack on the TSI, The 
second iseue of Phe Thimderdalt (Jwy 1958) "exposed" the FBI, end all the 
sobdseqwwnt issues reparting on the Bright trial were dripping with hatred 6ar 
the FBI. Then, the MerobApril 1959 issue of The Thunderbolt carried the 
following item:

Atlanta.-- L. E. Rogers, the ADL-FHI pisp who testified against George 
Bright in the temple bombing case, haa been reported missing here. A 
vast canhunt has been quic&hy unier way during the last two veelm to 
daiecover his vbarenbouts. 

Neither Rogers nav his baly 
have been faim. Rumore that he had bewn geen earlier proved to be false.

Obviously, the provocateur netwark had made good its vengeance. This, 
of course, was meant to discourage any further infiltration bythe FBI of 
provocateur rene. In the meamhile, attacdke om the FBI continued unebatedly 
4n The Thunderbolt, The Mey 1959 issue carried an artiole by J. B. Stoner 
entitled "Tips on Haw to Handle Red Secret Police.“ In it Stoner wrote: 


FBI agents are the Jew-otmtrolled shook troops of integration. 
Those criminale are working to destroy our White Race. Any person who 
gives infarmtion to the FBI ia guiaty of giving aid and comfort to 
the enemies af the United States. Don't be a Traitor. 


The Febriary 1960 issue of The Thunderbolt carried an article entitled 
"J. Edger Roover's Red Backgroumi," and ite April 1960 issue reprinted a letter 
on Hoover which Fields had sent to the Louisville Courier. The letter, which 
conourred with the newspaper's criticism of the FBI, vas printed in ite letters 
to the editor section and read as follows! 


I heartily approve of your editorial Decenber 23 on J. Bigar Hoover 
of the F.B.I. It seems that Hoover maintains a permanent publicity 


department in order to build himself up versomlly. .. .

I feel it is about tima Hoover be retired and the job given to 
someone with less egd.

Fields’ line on the FBI was, not surprisingly, identical to that of the 
Cormunists who have been clamaring for Hoover's head far years, It would not 
be too difficult to conaluie that The Thumierbolt, supposedly the anti~theais 
of The Worker, is merely another example of the “dialectic” in action. 

At present The Thumderde&t is the most active end virulent purveyor én 
Averios of the "comnmism is Jewish" theme, reminiscent of similar publications 
which propegated the same idea in Bussia pricr to ami after the Bolshevik 
takeover in 1917. This ia hardly a case of histary repeating itself accidentally. 
On the contrary, it is the deliberate utilization off American soil of an ald 
trick which has worked in every other coumtry taken over by the Commmiste 
where anti-Semitism could be wed effectivaly. 


Chapter 


ROCKWELL BECOMES A FUEHRSR 


The Atlanta bombing trial did not involve Rockwell directly. fe had 
not been asked to testify either by the defense or the prosecution, despite 
his important "fat @at" letter which had received a good deal of speculative 
attentio in the press and had catapulted him into the headlines, The 


response of his Arlington neighbors, however, wes a little less than sympathetic. 
Rockwell writes: 


My home became the target for unbelievable abusel Cherry bombs were 
thrown from speeding cars, my kids were stoned, our phone rang constantly, 
ard some of the calls had ny wife in tears with the viciousness of their 
threats and abuse. . . . My boy in school was insulted and hated. (p. 302) 


One could hardly sympathise with Rockwell's so-cslled "plight" after he 
had told an interviewer from the Northern Virginia Sun (October 17, 1958) that 
he intended to create an international moverent called the “World Union of 
Free Enterprise National Socialists," the synbol of which was to be a swastila 
on a circle of white set in a field of red. Who could imgine a sane ran 
risking his future and the health and welfare of his family for auch a package 


of political garbage as Free Enterprise National Socialism, whatever that wes 
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di 


supposed to mean? 


The day befare, the same newspaper had writtens 


e « ¢ Rockwell and his wife were fearful that someone mipht "plant 
dynamite in our basement, ani then the sheriff cr police would rush in 
and arrest us." He chakged that this was done te Bmory Burke, ex-leader 
of the Colurbians, a Nazi-type outfit active in Atlents 2 decade ago, and 
a friend af Reakwell's. 


By November, 1958, the public's intereat in Rockwell had begun to be 
aroused and the Frovidence Sunday Journal of November 9, 1958 carried the 
following interview with ex-Brown student Rockwell. We quote the more salient 
portions of this article, which carried the general line which Rockwell was 


to repeat in many future interviews: 


In 1936 a talented teenager became editor of the Central High School 
student paper, later went to Bram to stuiy philosophy and then in 
patriotic fervor left college to enlist in the war against Hitler. . « o 

Hig career seems to be a serics of estrangerents from his om 
family and from his associates, » » « 

One day recently ho spoke for hocrs as his for children ages 7, hj, 
3 ané 1 played about him, shepherded ty bis seconl wife, Thera. . « « 

in 1950... he» . . went to San Diego. 

This was the "awakening." 

He says he was first introduced to the "Jewish meaace” by a San 
Diegan waman whose name he says he cannot now remember. He began reading 
Jewish literature and became convinced, umler her tutelage, that Commnien 
was a Jewish plot to dominate the warld, and that pais Nordic races 


were fit torule. .. + 


Today Lincoln Rockwell repeats time after time a plaintive questioning 
of his new ideology ani even his om psychological atate. 

"T balieve what I'm telling you with all my heart. It's an 
obligation. I'd giva anything to be released from it, if it's wrong. 
T could be wrong. I could be crazy. “ut nobody has been able to show 


me, yot. Until that timetat's my duty todo this.” 


We don't imagine that Rookwell's dilemma broke many hearte. Nevertheasss, 
the interviewer seemed to answer some of tha questions the gullible public 
had been asking. It never occurred to the reparter, however, to ask Rockwell 
or his wife how they had come to the conclusion that Cammmnism was , Jewish 
plot when there were so many Commnists in Iceland ami no Jews there. 

Regarding his transformation into an active Nasi, Rockwell told the 
reporter the following, which was printed in the Providence Evening Bulletin 
of November 10, 1958: 


Rockwell says: "My political mentor was West Hooke." 

Weat Hooker, a former model am actor, started an "all Christian" 
television network in 1952 and engaged in anti-Semitic activities... » 
Hooker also aganized ciubs in Yorkvilie, New York, of juvenile ani 
young adult gangs who were used to heckie ani preak up meetings. 

Rockwell says he is using the same youth technique as Hooker. « « + 

“Once we're respectable, I've been promised support, reai support, 
from the oiggest corporations in Amerioa, the kind who advertise in 
Fortune. I know, because I've seen the color of their money. Wo, not 


in ny movenent. In West Hooker's." 


Of course, Rockwell hadn't bothared to tell the reporter that Hooker 
had been enjoined from dealing in securities because he had used the names of 
prominent coneédrvetives without their knowledge or pernission. Nor did he 
tell the reporter of his great financial "successes" with Rubert Snowden, 
Russell Maguire or the neurctic Arrowsmith. 

These interviews and the rest of the prbiicity he was getting did not 
perticularly endear Rockwell witk his nelghbors. And so he knew that if he 
was to pursue bis new Vazi “destiny” with ut himirance, he would have to Be 


free of the cares concerning the safety of his farily. He writes: 


My wife's family in Iceland are very well-to-do. Mr. Hallgrimmson, 
her father, 4s the chief omer and directar of Shell 011, one of the 
biggest corporations in the Nation. They were eager for her to cone up 
there, where she could be comfortable, economically secure ard safe. . . «6 

Ny loyal wife did not want to go. Her folks came over here from 
Iceland to help persuade her ani see what could be done. My own heart 
was breaking at the thought of being alone in all that danger and mess, 
without the sweetest and dearest hunan being I had ever now, am ny 
preoious kids, Sut, I realized that she simply FAD to go, and I had to 


stay ami fight. 


Obviously, Rockwell's "destiny" wes of such a compeiling and world-shattering 
nature that nothing, not even the love of wife and family, could stami in its 
way. Nevertheless, the thought of being separated from Thora was slightly less 


than unbearable. But Thora was just the right kind of wife a new, up-alrl-coming 


Fuehrer needed. Rockwell writes: 


I realised that can happen in a year's separation even to people as 
much in love as we were, and warned my wife that she might get too 
confortable and safe up there, and might not want to come back. But she 
seemed to have the faith of an angel, and I had almost to fight with her 
to get her to agree to go. Over am over shk scolded me for mentioning 
the possibility she would grow away from me up there, and insisted that 
nothing on earth could ever spoil our rerriage, no matter how long I had 
to fight. Even when I told her I felt sure I would go to prison, she 
would not lose her faith. So I made arrangements for my family to go up 
to Icelami. (p. 30h) 


And so Thara ami the children went to Iceland. Rockwell drove them to 
Iddewild airport in New Yark to see them off. This was sometime in November. 


Rockwell, waxing dramatic over this event, then writes: 


Then I drove away into the lonely, emty battle. 

I had no money, no job, no possibility of getting a job, my house 
was to be seized in the courts, ani I faced the most gigantic and vindictive 
puwer on earth. I expected to spend most of the yesr in jail, after the 
Atlanta bonbing, ami most of my "friends" (the "die harda") had deserted. 


I truly felt alone. 


The inmression Rockwell wants to give is that he began his Nazi movement 


alone, frin sero. Actually, the entire network of agents provocateurs stood 
ready to assist him when needed. While his frienis ém Atlante were busy at the 


trial, Rockwell remained in Arlington. He writes: 


ST ei 1 


I spent Thanksgiving end Christmas alone . . . . As the utdlity 
companies grew discouraged with not being paid, the phone and lights 
were cut off. Iwas in cowt day after day without an attorney fighting 


desperately to keep the "home" Arrowsmith had "guaranteed" us. 


Buty as usual, whenever Rookwell is at sero level money somehow from soma 


unnamed source manages to flow tn his direction. He explains it thus: 


In spite of my notoriety and the fear inspired by muy my name, 
I was able to get some odd jobs here and there. Little by little, I 
paid enough on the bills to get the lights on, and even my phone back. 
I boned up on the law fiercely, until one day able to face Arrowsmith's 
highly paid attorney before the Circuit Court Juige--and win an agreement 


to settle. 


Of course, we are not told whet kind of odd jobs come Rockwell's way or 
who gave them to him, The important thing to ncte, howuwer, is that he was 
financially free to plan the @iunching & his Nazi movement. Not only did he 
not have to worry about money, but he was now ideologically and psychologically 
prepared for the next step. He explains this inner developnent in an interesting 


paragraph in his book: 


Behind me I had almost fivs years of rough, tough apprenticeship, 
duets which I hed made my mistakes and learned my lessons. I would not 
make them again. Iwas approaching that state of technical virtuosity 
in the art of manipulating people and events which is the markoof the 


professional revolutionary. 


watTe hie iy | 


This is the most revealing passage in Rockwell's book which, of course, 
was not mant to revcul the wrong things. But, naturally, Bockwell did not 
expect anyone to take his book seriously. It was to be part of the whole 
costume act. But no one can write an autobiography of several hundred vages, 
no wetter how filled with falsifications amd phony leads, without revealing 
more then one intends to reveal. Now the phrase "professional revolutionary” 
ia a dead giveaway. Its only meaning in today's aga of revolution ia that 
which Lenin gave it in his famous bock What Is To Be Yone? In that book, 
written in 1902, Lenin argued strongly fa@r the creation of a secret organisation 
of professional revolutionaries. To this day, the only "revolution" for which 
men have been and are still being trained to become "professional" agitators 
and provocateurs is the Comaunist revolution. In fact, the "professional 
revolutionary” is the trained Communist agitator or provocateur. Professionalism 
in revolutionary activity was the very concept on which Lenin based his 
orgentzation of the Holshevik compiracy. He knew that a revolution could not 
be successfully carried out by part-timers. It required full-time devotion 
to the soecalled art and craft of revolution. 

"A workereagitator who is at all talented and "promising' mt not be left 
to wark eleven hours a day in a factory," Lenin wrote in 1902. "We mst 
arrange that he be maintained by the Party, that he my go underground in 
good time, that he chhnge the place of his activity, otherwise he will not 
enlarge his experience, he will not widen his outlook, art will not be able to 
hald ovt for at least a few years in the fight against the gendarmes."” In 
other wards, Lenin wes saying, he should be put on thb Party payroll so that 
revolutionary octivity alone becomes the revoluticnary's profession. But, as 


Lenin knew, "it takes years to train oneself to be a professional revolutionary." 
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the full meaning of his 
Rockwell describes dkeamarexssexe® self-training as follows: 

I had progressed from the desire and ability to nenipulate paints, 
paper and words to achieve a desired result to a minimum professional 
ability in the highest form of art-.nolitiss, In all other arts, one 
manipulates a limited number of materials ani ideas to achieve a very 
lindited aim, In politics alone does the art encompass the whole earth 
am 311 that is in it. In tho battle of real politics (—not the disgusting 
sham of “politics” of "Democrats ani Republicans" which are nothing more 
than struggles to snozzle the next hoy from a place at the slop-trough)-- 
in constructive ami therefore revolutioary politics, one's cunves is 
humnity itself, one’s paints are ihe whole rango of ideas, wards, 
graphic arts, bluff, ami every tiniest facet af human exietence--while 
one's brushes are not only vocal chords and pemphiets ard TV and ail 
the rest af the media of public expressien--but one's fists, one's very 
life itself}... 

Unlike the millions of my fellow "right-wingers" I had become a 
hardened and determined revolutiomry, destined #ither to achieve the aims 
of which they only talked, a die. 


Lenin would have been ppauwi of Bockwell's development. However, in order 
to be a successful Fuehrer, one had to have followers, ami, as expected, Rockwell 


did not have to work very hard to find them. He writes: 


With all this in mind, I went to the post office one morning, and 
found a big carton waiting for me. Itwas from James K. Warrer, one of 


our first supporters. Inside I found, carefully and lovingly folded, a 


ee I 


hvee Nazi flag, eighteen feet long. It wea one of the strokes of destiny 


I have come to expects 


One must take Rockwell's allusion to "strokes of destiny” with a large 
grain of salt. Any professional revolutionary who relied on strokes of destiny 
to get somewhere would not get very fsr. In fact, the professional revolutionary, 
by definition, would te the last person to rely on "strokes of destiny” for 
his snccese. The sender of the flag, James K. Warncr, was a new recruit to 
the provocateur network and had undoubtedly been instructed to send the flag 
to the new Fuehrer, whe then proceeded to tuild en altar in his home with it. 


Rockwell writes: 


There was no doubt in my mind. I went home and hung the beautiful 
banner completely across the living-room wall. In the center I mounted a 
plaque of Adolf Ritler. Then I placed a small bock-cese unier it, and 


set three candles to burning in front, to make a holy altar to Adolf Hitler. 


But one Nazi flag does riot rake ammovement. Rockwell still needed a few 


warn bodies, and,aa exectcd,another "stroke of destiny” provided thems 


There was a knock on the door one evening as I sat, lonely and 
worlering, by the fire, I opened it and four a man named Eugene Collton 
standing there with two other men I had never seen before. Gene was a 
teinty-seven-yeer-old right-winger I had met only recently. He introduced 
one of the men, @ bluff and very husky construction-worker-type--as "J.V." 
Morgan, and the other as louis Yalacki--e deceptively good-lhtking little 


muy who was almost "pretty"--but who was tough as nails unerneath 


Eugene Collton, of course, was ae of Floyd Pieming's associates in 
Kasper's Seabasrd White Citisens Council. Ie had been identified as such in 
the Northern Virginia 8un of October 20, 1958. It is of course interesting 
that Rockwell's first "followers" should have come to him from Kasver's little 
ring of rrovocatew's who had started out being merely opposed to integration 
and ended wp espousing Nasiam in toto, as if this were some sort of n-tural 
sequence. That the South's intricate social cvstoms had nothing whatever to 
éo with an alien European doctrine of National Sooialisam was, avrarently, of 
no relevance. 

It 1s also interesting that Messrs. Collton and Fleming, who were 
apparently so fanatic in their racism that they could join Rockwell's Wasis, 
found no reason to repuiiate John Kasper, whose Greenwich Village mest had 
been thoroughly exposed in the Negro press. Wot only did they conveniently 
“owerlook" Kasper's leitwing background, but they also continued to distribute 
his hypocritical vamphliet "Segregation ar Deathi". 


Rockwell further writes: 


Coliton was not too surprised by my big Nasi banner and the candles-- 
but the other two staggered back in disbelief and harrar. ‘hey had not 
been reepsred for anything like THIS! 


The result was that Reckwell explained to the wen the significance of this 


nov provocstive tactic: 


They began to come to little gatherings every evening, and I slowly 
educated the two asw men to the avpalling facta of our historicsl situstion, 


using always the earthy terms they understood, 


dS. 


After the men had been tBaroughly oriented, Rockwell then outlined his 
program whereby he would "provoke" himseif into national notoriety. This, 
of course, could oniy be dame with the consaious or uncamsciows cooperation 


of the mas media iiself. Ne writes: 


(T)he way todo it was to open the doors and big windows to the 
heavily traveled boulevard ao that the public could see our Nazi flag 
ami altar, our candles, red searchlights, ete. I even got an infrared 
Light fa the banner itself, for the psychological effect of the HEAT 
it threw ont, in addition to the eerie red-ligit it cast. We have mde 
it safe now, of course, but at that time, such coniuct seemed mad and 


avieidal. 


Infeed, 1% did, and far that reason Mr. Coliton decided to sit it out on 
the sideifnes and watch Rockwell and his tow "followers" pave the way. 


Rockwell describes the rest of tie frauii 


We got ourselves brown shirts, arm bards and leather belts. J. V. 
brought his rifles and revolvere and holsters. Consciovsly ami purposely 
we swaggered aroun the house in the most dramatic and provocstive possible 
fashion, knowing that this would be too mch for the Jews to stomach. (p. 311) 


Thus, the siage wea set to launch the new Nazi movement, this time using 
the actval symbols of Nazism rather tsan wetered down versions of the real thing 
which the provocateurs had used in the past. Considering that the Anerican public 
had besn so thoroughly cavitioned by every possible means to despise Masism 
ard its symbols, it required considerable daring to launch openly and flagrantly 


what to all outward appearances seemed to be a gencine Nasi movement. That it 
was hardly genuine is easily croven by Rockwell's ready admission that it all 
consisted of vagyacting, dramatic staging and deliberate provonation. Yet, the 


publio, viewing the surface effects only, reacted as exnected. Rockwell writes: 


At first it was just kids who came to stave ant hoet and throw 
rocks. Sut we were not discouraged, and knew that soona’ or later, the 
Jews would be unable to ignore this challenge. 

One night a big and expensive car stopped ont front and looked at 
our dramatic display of banners end searchlights and storm-troops. We 
could see somebody making notes inside. A few ngghts later, ve found out 
whom it had probably been, when Drew Pearson let go at us with @ smashing 
national breadside abont the dreadfulness of it all--Nazis only a few 


wainutes from the Lincoln Memorial, etc., etcelt! 


If one were to ask in all calm objectivity who 1t wes who initiated 
Rockwell's netionel vress build-up, one would have te answer: Drew Pearson. 
Pearson, who jes a mationally syrdicated columnist, was a mes media all by 
hinself, jtecided to rive Rockwell and his new Nazi moverent, the boost it needed. 
The colwm, devoted entirely to Rockwell, appeared in the netion's newapapers 


on February 17, 1959 ani read as follows: 


Us S. HATE MONCERS LINKED WITH NASSEH 
Washington, Feb. 16--Uust across the Potomsec River from the nation's 
capital, in fact only a sénne’s throw from the Lincoln Memorial where the 


(reat Enancipator is shown in thoughtful meditation, are the headquarters 


of one of the most virulent and vitriolic hate-nests in the USA.

It has had contact with thoge investigated in connection with the 
bonbing of the Atianta synagogue, drawa money from Arab sources, and even 
semds word af its activities to Col. Abdel Nasser of Egypt. 

On Fed. 6, a registered letter was mailed from Gemmge Lincoln Rockwell, 
the Arlington, Va., hate-monger, who is circulating thousands of copies 
of petitions calling for the impeachment of Governor Almond. Simultaneously, 
Rockwell's picture appeared on the front page of Nesser's newspaper El 
Aharan, though in denial of reports that Nasser had anything to do with 
the American hete-negt. 

The group, which recently hss assumed the osre of "The Virginia 
Committee to Impeach Governor Almoni," givea its neiling headquarters aa 
P. Oe Box 1352 in Arlington. 

The box was rented on February 3 by Floyd Fleming, grizzled old hate 
agitator amt sidekick of rabble rouser John Kasper. The Geaboor Whthe 
Citizens Councd] wes built arovnd them. Two of Fleming's henchmen, Eugene 
Collton and f. Cary Mansel, also signed the rental papers far the box. 

The grovp operates largely from Rockwell's home at 6512 Williemsburg 
Boulevard. Rockwell is the son of the prewer radio comedian and rocking 
chair philosopher, “Cad Doc" Rockwell, whose squeaky voice was once 
familiar to millions of listeners. 

The younger Rockwell, whose philosophy has taken a bizarre twist from 
hhe horse sense preached by his famous father, stayed as a house guest last 
May in the home of Mrs. Helen Lane, member of the Arlington Schoal Board. 
His baggave incluied a printing press on which he printed hate propagenda 
in Mra. Jene's basement. 


Rockwell's letters to Wallace Allen, a crippled printing aalesman, 


Oe 


were picked up by Atdanta Police diming thoir investigation of the 
Sytagogue bombing. 

Rockwell erded some lcstters to Allen with the Nasi phrase "Sieg Heil.” 

Ons of his letters referred cryptioally to a "big blast," but Rockwell 
insisted % the FBI that he meant a planned picketing end knew nothing 
of the subsequent bombing. 

One letter also spoke of a "fatcat financier" who turned out to be 
Rarold Noel Arrovamith, Jr., son of the late canon of saitina’s's 
Episcopal Cathedral. Arrowsmith took oaferse xt the “fatcat” reference, 
apoerently thinking Rockwell was ridiculing his physical viumpinses. 

Rockveli alec toid associates that Arrowanith ted érertechd »khk in 
the "Arab Secret Service." 

it appears to be true that Arrowsmith was in touch with jalem Hader, 
who runs what ho calls the Arab-Avian Institute. 

Much -f the hate-nest across tte Potome wes financed by the wealthy 
preacher's son from Saltimore, Arrowsmith, until he sroke with Rockwell. 
Fe wade his first payment on Rookwell's heedquarters ani is reported to 
have poured about 820,000 into the operation, plus abort $6,000 for the 
Rockwell printing press. 

Lately, Rockwall tae been supplying literature to James Madole who 
was cited in 195), by the House Un-American Activities Committees as the 
would-be Pughrer of the Nasi-style National Renaissance Party, which 


attempts to maintain a uniforted “elite guard" in the Hitler tradition. 


Anyone reading Pearscn's colwm on Koclaeil would have hed to cancaluie 


that what he was reparting at the time was not news. The Arrowsmith-"fat-cat”

Letter episode had gotten quite sufficieat coverage, as well as Rockwell's 
dinks to the men indicted in Atlania. Nox was Rockwell's connection with 
Kasper’s Seaboard White Citizens Council "news," although Pearson conspicuously 
omitted any mention of Kasper's leftwing, pro-Negro past. The rest of the 
solumn, devoted to Rockwell's "connections" with Nasser, which anoented to 
nothing more than a fan letter he had written, anid his activities with "The 
Virginia Committee to Impeach Governor Almond," is hardly the kind of material 
worthy of the space of a ravionliy symiicated colum. In essence, it was 
nothing but pure ani unaduliwrated free publicity fox George Lincoln Reckwell, 
an atteupt to magnify, all eut of proportionswith the reality, the significance 
of Rockvuli's “activities.” 

ivis, a couse, additiowliy interesting that Pearson had slanted his 
Colum tv have @ particularly unsettling effect upon Jewish readers. By tying 
in Kockwell with the synagogue bembing, Abdel Nasser, ami Nazism, Pearson was 
creating @ versonality af international significance, enmeshed in a web of 
international intrigue. But what was the reality? Rockwell had not been 
invelved in the donmbing, his connection with Nasser was simply a letter, and 
his Nazism consisted of a i’ew stage prope and store-bought costumes. Hardly 
enough to frighten five million Anerican Jews intv nanic. Yet, the Pearson 
colwm uas meant to do just that. 

Now the Jewish ocummity had been content to ignore Rockwell until then. 
However, they hadn't counted on Drew Pearson~-whom Senater McCarthy had once 
described aa the ‘Voice of International Conmunign".~ giving Rockwell the kind 
of national send-off fa which any celeority would have gladly paid through 


the nae. Pearson's colwmn, reaching 45,000,090 reajers thrcugh approximately 


dels 


600 newspapere nll over the lnited States, would have cost e commercial 
advertiser millions of dallers. This one colum certainly was enourh to put 
the name uf Roclwell ‘nto the mimis of millions of Americans. Am? so, the 
big bluff in Arlington had been mignified and reinforced by the big bluff of 
a Pezrson colum. In the public's view, if Pearson wrote about it, then it 
must be important. Squally, in the minis of many nenBtre of the Jewish 
comunity, if Pearson devoted a whale colum to Rockwell, then he must be far 
real. 

As everyone knows, there are literally hundreds of crackpots in the United 
States espousing ell kinds of ridiculous causes. No ons expects a nationelly 
aymiicated columnist to devote his time publicising them, His popularity as 
a columist, wold not last very long, for the very simple reason that people 
ere essentially repelled by the senseless ari the insane. Danperovs crackpots 
are uswlly not svev; berrless crackocts are i omved. 

Now Rockwell, for a number of months, had been snewing forth tha most 
cracknot+sh ard chsacene volitical parbace irmeasimable. His ideas were of the 
kind vsvally found expressed on nublic-washroom walls, which are smart of the 
bulletin bosrds fcr craclmots. Yet, in e few morthe time, this "orackpot" 
would achieve #. kind national fame usvally associated with imlividuals of great 
telent or achievement. The costly and conplicated machinery whereby an iniividual 
achieves national fame in our society is not oven to any Tom, Vick and Harry 
who merely vants to vet hig name in the neper. Least of 211 is it open to 
obvious crackpots who heve nothing Whatever to offer the nublic and are a source 
of annoyance. It is therefare something of an wivsval vhenanenon when one 


avecifie eracknot does achievs national fame. 


The sceret of Rockvell's srecess was thet Pearson--and others aft him-- 
did not teke Rockwell as e ereckmot, bub as a serfoun potential danger. But 
anyone knowing the truth of the bluff Rockyell was prernetrating would have known 
that he am! his “ncvemint' represented no real danger at all aud tat, at beat, 
he was ac more Yen 6 local public nuisances 

Did Drew Poarwon know that Rockwell wis a blutr’? The fact that Pearson 
went to the trcuble to smo nets oth of a story tes wus old news, adding a 
few flinsy details to enhance the timelines: of the eclumy, 13 an indication 
that, he knew tht there wae very littae srbetence behimd Rockwell's clever 
masqueraige Sertainly any estute observer would hive detected something phony 
in Roclwell'e caricetre of Newiem ami sought to fird out hat the veal purpose 
of his perfervanee tas, With the Legendary connecticns Nrew "earsen te supposed 
to heve, 4% would wre been ro tronble at all for him te find out vhat Rockwell 
was really ur to. There ware enomgh mmople in Vashingten «ho had worked with

Pearson's next reference to Rockwell waa made about a month leter, in his 


column of March 19, 1959, In {t Pearson wrote: 


Passera by the home of lincoln Rockwell in Arlineton, Va., were 
surprised to ase through en open door a huge Nazi swestike with candles 
burning below it as if before an altar. ‘his just arress the Potomac 
@fmmtthe nation's cepital ani only 15 years after American boys were 
killed defeating Nazism. ‘(Rockwell has been trying to impeach Gove 
Lindsay Almoni of Birginta.) 


Of course, by simply raising the spectre of the swastika, without 
expressing curiosity as to what Rockwell's showmanship was all about, Pearson 
was merely adding mare to the public's growing consciousness of a new Nazi 
menace on the horizon. By interjecting the solemn memory of American boys 
dying to defeat Nazism, Pearson was also able to give Rockwell's cheap stage- 
setting an aura of seriousness. If Rockwell's bluff was succeeding, it was 
because Pearson was helping it to succeed. He was setting the pattern in 
which the public's attituie was to be molded. 

The best overall description of Rockwell's activities during this periai, 
however, appeared in the April 1959 issue of the Anti-Defaration League Bulletin. 
The article, entitled,"Fiasco For A Fuehrer" was written by Zanier Hollander, 


city editor of the Northern Virginia Sun, and it read as follows: 


A passerby saw it first. He couldn't believe his eyes. But through 
the rain and the shadows of a mid-March night, he could see it clearly 
in the bright red beam of a floodlight. A swastika! It hung in the 
living room of a neat brick house fully visible through the open wimdows 
and front door. There was no mistaking the huge Nazi battle flag--the 
black hackenkreus in the circle of white on a crimson field. Set into 
the center of the swastikk was a bronze bas-relief of Hitler. Beneath 
it burned three cragdles--a veritable shrine to Nazism right in the middle 
of quiet Williamsburg Boulevard in Arlington County, Va., suburb of the 
Wation's capital. 

As a passergy stopped to stare, a tall, muscular man in a trenchcoat 
came tothe door, sdluted Nazi style and yelled: "Sieg Heil!" 


The passerby ran to phone the police. 


The police came to take a lock and, as the weather cleared, people 
strolled, passed, or drove by 6512 Wilijamsburg Boulevard to observe the 
latest shenanigans of one of its less popular citizens, Lincoln Rockwell, 
anti-Semitic pamphletepr, now newly established as the "fuehrer" of an 
avowedly Nazi organization. 

Rockwell had gained notoriety as an organizer of anti-&ewish picketing 
at the White House last July, ami subsequently as the associate of wealthy 
Harold Arrowsmith of Baltimore in disseminating anti-Semitic tracts under 
the imprint of the "National Committee to Free America from Jewish 
Domination." Arrowsmith had provided him with the house on Williamsburg 
Boulevard. 

But after his brief moments of public attention resulting from the 
White House picketing and the hate literature that had been mentioned in 
connection with the Atlanta synagogue bombings, Rockwell found himself 
sinking into oblivion. He tried to attract attention by promising to 
solve the race croblem by "repatriating" all Negroes to Africa. Then he 
printed a petition to impeach Gov. J. Lindsey Almond for saying that 
Virginia's "massive resistance" program could no longer halt desegregation 
in the schools of the State. Nobody paid much mind, 

Then came the new phase. Instead of scettering his literature 
broadly, he decided the greenest fields were just outside his doorstep. 
The floodlighted swastika-banner was his first lure. A few days later he 
hung a glowing swastile against his slate-black roof. 

When the shocked and curious lingered, Rockwell and his wiformed 


"troopers"=-eabont a dozen all told-~appeared. They wore Naziestyle brown 
shirts, swastika armbands and had holstered revolvers at their telts. 


—— 


The revolvers were perfectly legal as long as the boys were inside the 
house grounise 

The curious came to see--mainly teenagers, exactly as Rockwell had 
planned. He invited them in, harried out mckets of anti-Jewish tracts, 
carried on disarming "man-to-man" question and answer sessions. More 
came, attracted by the starm-troop regalia, the guns, the dramtic 
brutality of the perfarmance put on by Rockwell and convany. Rockwell 
was pleased with himself. 

“When I was inthe advertising game," he said, "we used to use nude 
women. Now I use the Hackenkreug and storm troopers. You use what brings 
them in.” 

The town authorities conceded he was "bringing them in" all right--~ 
gs many as a humred a day-~-and they worried about the effect on their 
teen-agers. 

After one visit, a youngster reported: "He's very subtle, He creates 
a relaxed atmasphere. He says, 'Now let's discuss things man-to-man, 
c@amly. You tell me what's on your mind. I'11 tell you what's on mine.! 
Some of them were really eating it up. 

"I could see it coming,” said the youth. "And suidenly he pulled it 
out like a knife." 

What Rockwell "culled out like a knife," in talkeafter talk, was his 
fanatic, all-pervasive theme that all of history and current events could 
only be unlerstood in terms of the existence of a gigantic Jewish conspiracy. 

A Jewish boy, persuaded to come alohg by his companions, said he 
was "scared and shalen" by the exverience. 

One teen-ager left the house wearing a swastika armband, “for a joke," 


he told investigators.

There were rumors of "anti-Jew" clubs in the high schools and some 
Jewish stwients received telephone threats. ne of the callers was 
identified; he was “invited outside" by a Jewish classmate; that ended 
his interest in the Rockwell movement, 

Many teen-agers were seen to devart the howe laughing, hurling the 
Nazi tracts into Rockwell's lawn or ripping them methodically to bits 
before his eyes. Some gathered outside, hooting and jeering when Rockwell 
or a "trooper" appeared. Eggs splattered against the house. Rocks were 
thrown at windows and the garbage was tinved over several times. 

Parents ami teachers became alarmed over the widening disturbance. 
The auth rities--school, governm:ntal, and police--kept watch and tried 
to restrict the spread. But, principally they worried wht effect, in 
su, fastetali&igg Reckwell was having on the yoa:ng people. Was he 
deceiving and winning any? 

Some stixienta brourht their doubts to school. Washinston-les High 
School history instructor, Dean Brundage, told in an article in the 
Northern Virginia Sun how his class had discussed Rockwell, dismissed him 
as a misguided fanatic, yet acknowledged that as long as he technically 
stayed within the laws, he should not be vrosecuted. It would rake him 
a wartyre 

In a radio speech, Arlington Commonwealth Attorney William J. Hassan 
pointed out that if Rockwell produced disturbances or emlangered public 
safety, he could ami would be charged under statutes governing disorderly 
conduct ar public nuisances 

Seizing on the speech as an avenue to publicity, Rockwell sued Hassan 
for $1. "I don't care aba:t what he said," he chuckled, "but maybe Ican 


get a courtroam of neonle to listen to me this way." 
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Meanwhile, Arlington police, detectives am other investisatars 
kept a regular vigil over the scene. "Our main job at this point,” Asst. 
Chief Raymond S. Cole said, "was to keep the kids moving, not to let them 
gang uo and get into trouble with Rockwell's gun-boys." 

Washington area newspapers umerstood that one of Rockwell's 
objectives was to attract attention and publicity. They played down the 
events on Williamsburg Boulevard. Rockwell, angry over the publicity 
denied him, telephoned newspaper editars to complain of being quarantined 
and to demand coverage. 

Perhaps the newspaper "dim-ovt" itself added to the vroblen. 
Outraged citizens who were informed of Rockwell's bid for youth support 
and resulting disturbances feared the authorities were either unaware of 
the threat or were doing little about it. 

The Jewish community was esneciallg perturbed. To acduaint his 
Arlington-Fairfax Jewish-Center congregg&4iton with the facts, Rabbi Noah 
Golinkin had the members meet after Friday night services with local 
Jewish community relaticns workers. 

"Our big job," an ADL spokesman said later "was to make sure that 
nobody flew off the handle. The authorities had the situation umer 
control." 

Even as the congrepation met, the situation hed changed markedly. 
As dusk fell, more than a hundred teen-agers, most of them from Washington- 
lee High School were parading on the boulevard in front of the Rockwell 
hone. The crowd grew and rocks began to fly. The youthful mob chanted 
slogans, "Get Out, Rockwell," "Nazis, Go Home." The police, unwilling to 


use force on the schoolboys, radioed to volice headquarters for instructions. 


. 


Police Capt. Cole arrived to find the house blacked out, the swastika 
banner hiddam, the door barricaded. The teen-agers were apparently pre- 
paring to rush the house, where Rockwell am his armed half-dozen 
“troovers" waited. 

Mr. Hassan, Capt. Cole and oftber officers entered the house. "I saw 
one young punk in the candlelight with his hand ona .l5 automatic," Mr. 
Hassan recalled. "Get your hands off your guns and get those lights on 
or soneone will get hurt ina hurry," a police official said. Someone 
struck a light switch. 

Rockwell deranded protection. He wanted a fulletime police euard 
maintainéddat his door. The Arlington officials turned himdown. He 
would get the same protection as any other citizen. But the police didn't 
plan to shoot any teenagers to save him if he continued to provoke them 
by the Nazi displays. 

"He was plenty scared," a police witness said. "He knew those teen- 
agers would core in ami get him if he didn't agree to stop. And he knew 
most of the kids weren't Jewish." 

The curtains were drawn, the dogs closed. The next day callers at 
the door were not invited in; they were told to send a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope if they wanted the Nazi literature. . . « 

Rockwell has had other re¢ent reverses. A rifle vanished, and he 
purged his rane of one follower. Another erstwhile "trooper" decided 
Rockwell stood for a great deal more than the "anti-Communism" that had 
attracted him to the "fuehrer." He resigned. 

The defection, ami the disappearance of still ancther weapon from the 


Rockwell armary, spurred a new "loyalty" investigation in mid-April. 


Rockwell maintains he is not discouraged. He and his dwindling band-- 
now about five-=spend hwurs devising schemes for the advancement of Nazism. 
fOw- year far the White House is 1972," Rockwell says. "We can't make 
it now, of course, but in '6l we'll be on the ballot ami in '68 we'll be 


close. In '72, we'll win." 


The article by Mr. Hollander was by far the most informative piece written 
about Rockwell during that period, but it still failed to ask the most obvious 
questions which would have occurred to any rational hvman being observing the 
scene: what was amman like Rockwell doing, with his background, behaving like 
a lunatic, deliberately provoking attack? Did he really believe in all that 
nonsense he was preaching? Ami if he didn't, what was the ulterior motive 
behind it all? Where was every indication that Rockwell was behaving in a 
most calculated and deliberate manner, that his performance had been fully 
planned and organized in advane, and tat he was m@t alert amd shrewi in 
dealing with the students who visited him. Most of the teen-agers saw through 
the phoniness of it all without any troble. Yet none of the adults, varticularly 
the authorities, showed any interest in finding out what was really behind 
the new "fuehrer." They betrayed either an appalling lack of curiosity or a 
dismal ignorance of elementary human psychology. 

Whet is even more surprising is that the Anti-Defamation League, which had 
been keeping a close watch .n Rockwell since the "fatcat"” letter exnosure, took 
the Arlington "fushrer" at face value from the very beginning and showed no 
interest in getting to the bottom of his obviously phony behavior. But, in 
this respect, they were treating Rockwell exactly as they had treated his 
predecessors. They simply catalogued his anti-Seritic statements and actilons, 


without concerning themselves about ulterior motives, thus giving the public 
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the impression that Rockwell was as potentially dangerous as he apreared. 

To the citizens of Arlington, however, Rockwell was less a potential 
danger than a very wesent nuisance. Ani so, on April 21, 1959, Rockwell's 
Arlington vaweville came to an abrupt halt when the police raided the house 
on Williamsburg bivd. and served Rockwell with a court summons. The iashington 


Post of April 22, 1959 described the scene as follows: 


Arlington County pokice lest hight raided the home of George 
Lincoln Rockwell, self-styled crinter of anti-Jewish literatere, after 
an Arlington grand jury returned a rresentrent charging him with 
maintaining a public nuisance there. 

The two-count misdemeanor complaint charged Rockwell, hl, with 
actions indicating he advocated the Nazi policies of Adolf Hitler. 

The 13 raiders, led by Commonwealth Attorney William J. Hassan, 
said they were seeking additional evidence to sunnort the complaints. 
Rockwell was ordered to appear in Arlington County Circuit Court at 
10 a.m. Friday to answer then. 

Police Capt. Haymond Cole said more summonses will be issued. 

Sheriff Carl Taylor, who served the cout summons, said Rockwell 
eccedted it with a murmured, "Thank you, sir," then invited the raiders 
inside his red brick bungalow at 6512 Williamsburg blvd. They were 
armed with a search warrant. 

The raiders--Hassan and his devtty, Taylor and two deputies and 
eight Arlington police--spent neanly three hcurs cataloguing am identifying 
Rockweil's possessions. 

Then they carted out several cartons of literature, eight swastika 


armbands, two pistols and a rifle, a device that shoots streams of tear 
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gas, a bronze plaque of Adolf Hitler and a 5 by 1l-foot swastika that 
had hung in the living room. 

Also seized were a target bow and arrow, a hunting knife, two pistol 
belts, a tape recarding described as Gerran martial music ard? Nasi rallies 
and two books: "Hitler's Secret Conversations" and "The House That Hitler 
Built." 

Among other things, they left undisturbed Rockwell's orinting press, 
an 85-pound barbell, two Bibles, a covy of Hitler's "Mein Kampf," and a 
half-eaten birthday cake with pink frosting with which Rockwell had 
celebrated Hitler's 70th birthday on Monday. 

While the raid was in progress, four "troopers"==-Rockwell's followers-- 
knocked on the bungalow's door. Each raised his arm in the Nazi salute 
and said, "Sieg Heil," vefare entering. 

Rockwell made use of the occasion to announce his camlidacy for the 
Virginia State Senate this fall. 

"I have done no more than anyeody would do who was ruhning a 
Republican or Democratic headquarters," he said, "Because a lot of people 
think we are Commnists and throw rocks, that does not make me a criminal." 

Juige McCarthy issued the court swmons and search warrant immediately 
after the grand jury conmlained that Rockwell permitted continuance of a 
"public and common nuisance" at his home between March 15 and Avril 21 by: 

Producing and distributing "un-American hate literature, designed to 
incite riots, cause consternation and alarm amd create a breach of the 
peace." 

Carrying firearms on his person at his home, displaying them ina 
"threatentdg manner" and permitting his "followers, aides aor associates 


todo the same." 
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Displaying in his front yard a "foreign, alien-tyve swastikbs 

Displaying himself and vermitting his "aides" to show themselves in 
“storm trooper" uniforms with swastika armbands, thereby indicating that 
he advocates the vrinciples and policies af Adolf Hitler and the Third 
Reich of Germany." 

Stopping and "illegally" searching vehicles traveling on Williamsburg 
blvd. and impeding the flow of traffic on public streets in such a way 
as to cause "serious traffic hazards." 

Encoureging and permitting congregation of minor children and 
adults in front of his house . . . "to the consternation and alarm of 
all the citizens of the community." 

Creating amd permitting to continue a condition "which greatly 
endangers the health, safety amd well-being of all the citizens of this 
commmnity." 

The action was presented in court by Hassan, who called six residents 
of the area in which Rockwell lives and three Arlington policemen as 


witnesses before the gram jury. 


Although Rockwell was farced tempa@rarily to give up his provocative show, 


he still did everything in his power to gain as much publicity and public 


exposure as possible. For emample, two days after the raid, he apneared before 


a social psychology class at George Washington University during which he 


expounded his philosophy. The Washington Post of Avril 2, 1959 described the 


occasion as follows: 


Psychology professor Curtis &. Tuthill said Rockwell was invited 


to speak before the class because his Nazi ami anti-Semitic views were 
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characteristic of ma@ements studied by the class. 

The course, which deals with the paychology of social mevements, has 
inclujed investigations of suwh diverse figures and programs as Moral 
Re-Armament, Father Devine, Billy Graham, the Townsend "ham and ege"” clan 


ami the United World Federalists, Tuthill said. 


Rockwell also managed to file libel suits against Drew Pearson and the 
B'nai B'rith, therety dbtaining additional publicity. Of course, the court 
found both suits inadequate. 

In the meanmhile, the community of Arlington's case against Rockwell 
became bogzed dam in legal technicalities. It was not, however, without its 
own interesting sidelights, as revealed by this fascinating story which 
appeared in the Washington Post on June 6, 1959: 


A red-bearded George Washington University sophomore "infiltrated" 
the Arlington Nazi headquarters of George Lincoln Rockwell to write a 
term patar on "deviant subgroups." 

The disclosure was made yesterday by Rockwell . . . in Circuit 
Court. «  « 

Rockwell charged that the student, Henry C. Burchard, 19, 521 N. 
Lincoln Street, Arlington, "Cane to my headquarters purporting to be one 
of my people. He actvally was a spy writing a term paper. He has no 
character." 

At his home, Burchard, a sociology major, said yesterday: 

"I was doing a term paper on deviant sub-groups. One evening I 
drove by Rockwell's house and saw his Nazi flag spotlighted through the 


window. I said to myself, "Here's a deviant. '" 


Burchard, who no longer has his red beard, said he first went into 
Rockwell's house early in March and attended meetings for two months. 

He said a crowd had congregated outside and that he went to the door, 
shook hands with Rockwell, and faked his anti-Jewish sentiments. His 
beazr'd and friendliness impressed Rockwell, he said. 

"Rockwell's group is not going anywhere,” Burchard said. "fhe men, 
who numbered between | and 15 when I was at meetings, sat arownd and told 
anti-Jewish and anti-Negro jokes. They tried to act tough. 

"In fact our party names had to be tough. They're supposed to be 
associated with our real names. So I suggested that I be called Trooper 
Birch. But that wasn't tough enough. Rockwell said I was to be called 
Troover Gak." 

Burchard said Rockwell once questioned him about his activities after 
accusing him of being a spy. He said a red spotlight was played on his 
face during the avestioning. 

"At the initiatian ceremony my cheek was nicked with a razar," the 
stixient related. "When I could squeeze a drop of blood, I put it on the 
Nazi flag. That was another test of being tough." 

« + « He also said that Rockwell had someone stay with him every 
night as a body puard. 

"I stayed three nights. It wasn't so much that he thought he needed 
vrotection, but that he didn't want to be alone." 

Burchard said he finally got out of the organization because "it was 
close to exams. I had to write my term paper, and I was getting tired 


of the whole thing.”

The Northern Virginia Sun of June §, 1959 provided additional details 


about Burchard's adventure: 


Burchard, a Washington-lee graduate, submitted the paper to his 
sociology professor in lieu of the book reparts other students did, 

"As a valid sociological study, it was unsuccessful, I'm afraid," 
Burchard said. "But I got B-Plus for effort." 

In it he recounts how the "Commander" photographed him from the 
front and side "in case I turned out to be a spy--but with an ompty 
camera." 

In that and subsequent meetings, Burchard feigned agreement with 
expressions of hatred of the Jews uttered by Rockwell and his handful of 
"troopers" most of whom wore swastika-armbands and carried guns, 

« + « "Ke were supposed to be tough. We were storm troopers you 
know . « « stouthearted Nazis and so ony ready to give our lives in the 
event of a Jewish invasion." 

Burehard's observation sessions with the Nasi Rockwell's outfit had 
their ups ani downs, he said. "As long as there were neovle shouting 
outside @r coming to the door far propaganda, everybody was happy.” 

“When things died down, the boys would stretch and yawn and go home. 
Sometimes when it got dull, Rockwell would ‘hear something’ and we'd 
all rush out and hunt around the haxse. We never caught anyone," Burchard 


said. 


It is interesting that a 19-year-old student could see through the 


phoniness of Rockwell's so-called movement but that neither Drew Pearson nor 


the Anti-Defaration League, bot!: of whom had considerably more infor-ation 
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at their disposal than the stwient, lacked the curiosity to follow through 
on the student's observations and seek mare deenly into the motives behind 
the Arlington fuehrer's activities. Is it possible that toth Pearson and the 
ADL were mare interested in creating the image of a real live Nazi menace 
than in exposing a very obvious phony? 

By the middle of June, the Arlington show was all over for Rockwell. 
The neriod of occunancy of Arrowsmith's house had come to an end, thus leaving 
Reekwell without a base of operations. He describes his predicament as 


follows: 


I was still facing the criminal charges inecourt; we had no money; 
all the printing and other equiprent was gone, and now no place to go, 
either. 2... 

Morgan and Yalacki and a nonemember Cary Hansel were my only 
faithful Belvers in those impossible days, as I had toborrow a truck 
and move out. We were unable to find any place to move into except a 
tiny shack far out in the backewoods of Fairfax County, so we took 
that. « « « 

I spent the months of June am July out there alone, broke, seeing 
no human beings soretines for three or four days, and roasting alive 
in the heat. (p. 325) 


Although Rockwell had had no visible source of income for over six months, 
he had beon able to stage his two-monthelong spectacle in Arlingto without any 
apparent lack of the financial wherewithal. He wes well fed during the verid, 
was able to print and distribute thousands of pieces of literature, peid his 


utility bills ani other exnenses, made a birthday party for Hitler, collected 
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an arsenal, etc., all without money. It would have teken at least a few 

thousand dollars to sustain the momentum of Rockwell's oneration during that 
pericd--from January to June 1959. And certainly the euccess of those activities, 
judged by the amount of attentian he had gotten, couid not have been noa sible 

had Rockwell been -reoccunied with the ordslem of finding enough money to 

keep him in business. 

The achilles heel of any such highly risky political operation is its 
financial pipeline. Professional revolutionaries are ona vayroll of some sort, 
and the easiest way to find out the true nature of an operator's work is to 
establish the identity of his paymaster. So far, no one had bothered to ask 
the crucial question af where Rockwell had been getting his money. Since 
Arrowsmith had long left the picture there was even greater reason to be curious 
about Aockweli's finances. Qut neither Drew ‘earson nar the ADL were territly 
int-rested in that mumane subject. 

There was another reaben why the question of Rockwell's funds was of creat 
imortance. If all the cracknots in America didn't have to worry about earning 
@ living and could simmly devote all their tire am energies to exnouiding and 
nroparating their crackpot ideas, the United States would easily become a 
medhouse. But reality being wakt it is, there are very few crackots wealthy 
enough to be able to indulge their eccentricities on a fullésime basis. 

However, what was especially veculiar about Rockweli's crackpottery was the 

fact that it even took priority over his family life, the welfare of his children, 
and his relationship wifh his wife. When one werstands to what extent Rockwell 
needed the love and sprroval of his wife, one begins to see his activities in 


a different light. 
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THORA 


After Rockwell had moved to his shack in the back-woods of Fairfax 
County, he was able to give more thought to his relationship with his wife. 


He writes: 


Now ny letters from my wife began to be less frequent, and 
less filled with the fanatical devotion I loved in her so mech. I 
needed all the sustaining love I could get, and kept heckling her 
for more wail. Finally, I wrote a relatively smrp letter asking why 
she couldn't write mcre often. 

I got back a negnetic tape, but couldn't play it because there was 
no electricity. So I lugred the tape recorder to a nearby church which 
was emty, sneaked into the basement, plugged in the machine, and 
listened to the recording of my wife's voice. what I heard chilled my 
blood. 

For the first tire in our lives, she sounied really distant end 


even a little nasty. (p. 326) 


For a ran like Rockwell, this was not easy to take. Then, Rockwell relat«s, 
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Thora began to complain to him that her parents were begring her to diworce 


him. 


Apparently they hed been horrified by the stories about Rockwell in the 


newspapers. Having a vociferous Nazi agitator as a son-in-law was not exactly 


something to ke nroul of. They refised to allow Thora to rejoin Rockwell unless 


he gave up all political activity amd settled down to a normal life. 


At this point Rookwel. wrote to Thara offering to give uo politics, and 


to live in Iceland where he could make a good living. This, however, was not 


what 


Thora wanted. She preferred to return to the United States after Rockwell 


had made adequate vrenarations. In the meanwhile, Thora's Cather, who was 


oresident of the Shell S12 Comvoany in iceland, decided to nay his son-in-law 


a visit, to see what vreparations Rockwell had made for the return of Thara 


and the children. The visit took place, but Mr. Hsllerinen was unimressed. 


Rockwell exolsins: 


The only course scemed to be to tell him to go tack to Icelani 
and ask my wife to wait until I had things under bet'er control. And 
this is what I did. 

Then, while he was on his way back to New York and Ic land, I began 
to realize how dangerous such a course would be far our rerraige, amd 
calied my wife long-distance to Iccland. I asked her if she loved me 
ami wanted to come home--and she answered with ovrning passion, "Yes! 
Yest Yesi" She said she would take a olane by the 2Lst of October, and 
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I callansed sxhuusted and ha-~y heyond words. 


Rockwell's happiness, however, was shortiived. ilis wife had follmed the 


nhone conversati-n with a letter saying that she would be coming to the United 


States alone rerely to look over the sitwetion amd that she would stay at the 
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hone of her cousin--the wife of the First Secretary af the Icelamiic Lmtassy-- 
durine the visit. This was a devastating and humiliating blow to Rockwell. 


He writes: 


I decided to do the only thing left: go at once to my wife, no 
matter what. 

Recklessly, crazily, I sold everything I had, for nothing--rsised 
all the money I could everywhere, and mace all arrangerents to go to 
Iceland to keen my family topether. I had to battle to cet a visa at 
the Icelandic Embassy, because of the influence of ry wife's father, 
ani the knowledge of all concerned of the nersonal cirourstences of my 
request to go to Iceland. Yut I did it all, somehow, arranged to have 
my art, »hotography and other srofessional things shipped to Iceland 


to make a living, and iet everything drop where it was in the U. 5. 


In other words, Rockwell had decided to give un his career as a 
nrofessional revolutionary, in order to be Bkle to live with his family once 


more. He whites: 


Phere was no doubt whateoever in my mind that the deen, abiding 
love between my wife and I, coupled with my utter determination to do 
anything necessary to keep our family together would soon melt the ice 
which was carsing the impagse, ami we would be once again the hanry 
parents ami lovers we vere so long and hapvily--even in the harsh 


circumstances we had faced. 


And soy on Senterwer 20, 1959, barely two days after the Arlington court 


had dismissed the charges amjirst him, Rockwell bade farewell to his three 


faith?ui “followers"--Floyd Fleming, J. V. Morgan and Louis Yalacki--prornéising 
them that he would return in due course to reswre the great struggle, Then he 
took off for Icelard, hardly nrepsred “ar what was to ercet him. Rockwell 


writes: 


I had cabled ny wife of the time of my arrival, and looked for her 
at the gray and depressing little airnort in Reykjavik. There was no one 
there. I got a ride with a U. S. Army major who was there to meet his 
wife, and drove over to the address of the apartment I tad never seen 
where I knew my wife and children lived. I was laden with baggage ani a 
steameshavel toy and a huge doll as 1 strugpled up the stairs ard knocked 
on that ragic doori Inside I could hear the little voices of my chilcren-- 
voices I had asked to hear for one years Then the door opened and there 
stoa) my wife halding little ivelyn Bentina in her arms. She was wearing 
torreador pants, and aprarently had no idea I would show un--why, I still 
don't know. She stepoed back in horror as I steod there, ready to crush 


her to wieces, amt said, "WHAT: YOU! WHAT ARE YM POING UREN 


Rockwell was at first too stunned to move or say anything. This was not 
the atreeting he had exyec:ed from his beloved Thora. When he tried to kiss her, 
she renciled him in anger. What did he vean by coming here, she asked him 
severai times. Then she ortered Rockwell out of the house. When he refused to 
g0 she got her lawyers am the palice to force him out. 

Apparently something had taken nlace to produvs this su@den and drastic 
changk in Thora. However, Rockwell was not quite able to firure it out. The 
next few days were agony, we are tald. He wandersd about the streets aimlessly 


in a state of shock amd drank whiskey. He writes: 


Mae 


In the daytime, she let te come back to see my children, end they 
remembered and loved m, and broke my heart with endearvents. Hicky, the 
eldest,avparently urderstool, ami told his mother he didn't want us 
“to divorce.” My wife talked calmly and icily to me, ami stayed as far 
as nonsitle from me, even trying to sit in the front seat of a taxi once 


to avoid riding with ms and our little daughter Jeannie. 


Despite this humilicting treatment, the fuehrer decided to do everything 
in his nower to keep his family together. He avplied for and got a tentative 
okay on a focd job at the U. S. airbase at Keflavik, thirty miles from Reykjavik. 
When he tcld Thora about the job, she replied, "7'm not sure it willbe any 
usee" In fact, she wasn't sure she woule remain married to the frehrer no 
matter what he did. 

Now it seems that in Iceland it is weey easy to pet a divorce. One 
merely has to go to the local sreacher (who 1s also some dart of goverment 
official) ami announce that one intemis to emi the marréfge. Automtically, 
then, the varty is rranted a severation fa@ one year am’ then a divorce. 


Rockwell déseribes how the process of his own divorce got started: 


Sy beloved wife took me, as though we were ona "date", to the 
same preacher who varried us, and asked far the rechinery to be started 
uv. I believed it was supposed to be a "reconciliation" hesring--as it 
was advertised, ami begred, vleaded, cajaled ami argued. I got down on 
my knews before my wife and tmmlored her to save ow family--but this 
only sade her angry ani she got dawn on hers and said, "See, I can ret 


on my knees, tool" 


After a bit mare of this farcial "reconciliation" hesring, the 


eive 


nreacher sent me down to the local city hall to sign sore kind of paper 


the lawyers said I had to sign, and that was If 


By now Kockwell was in @ state of misery he could only describe as being 
"an emotional heil." 49 had no desire to stay a sorent longer in Iceland. And 
80, after borrowing the fare fron Thora's father, arranved ta leave that 


evening, Then a very strange thing hampened. He writes: 


As 1 waited for the plane to leave Orn, my wife's ex-hustand's 
brother, who had been syrmathetic and helpful, drove uo in his little car. 
1 saw ny wife teside him. He got out and told me to cet in. 

She had cons to say goodbye! She was vouring tears. I1 took her in 
my arms and sobled wicontrollably. Sodid she. I begged her to tell me 
WiYe-but ali she would say was that she wished it cauld be otervise more 
then I did? 

In more sane moments I might have raused to emsider the radness of 
it ail, but I can barely remenber those territle minutese I couldn't 
stand it any more and jumped out of the car, beyond control entirely. 
They drove away into the tlackneas af the Icelandic nicht, and I stood 
therb with the icy wind freezing the tesra nouring dow my face and 


drinring onto the black runway. (p. 339) 


‘shat had Thora meant when she had told Rockwell that she wished it could 
be otherwise more than he did? It was a very strange confession, indced. 

When Rockwell returned to his friends in Arlington, they were of course 
suprised to see him so soone He had only been gone a week. He stayed at 
Yalacki's house, recovering from the severe emotional crisis he had suffered 


in Ice@ind. Then, as the days wont ty and vain wore off, he bepan to see Thore’s 


actions in an entirely different light. lie writes: 


Had I managed to fight my way back to a united family un there, 
after the brutal end heartbreaking battle I had exverienced, the warm 
love of my wife ar] children mipht have overcome ry sense of duty to 
the Cause. I might have postooned for too long the all-out battle we 
have foueht and won here .. + « 

Irretional om not, I heve now come to the conclusion that wy beloved 
wife acted only her cart in a drama neither of us understocd--which is 
the only explanation for the crazy gooébye at the airport. She booted me 
brutally back into the fight I told her,alriost the first day I ret hers 
was the whole purnose of my life. In hurting me more terribly than I 
believed possible for a human being to be hurt and survive, she gave me 
the one last weapon I needed to fight ant HOLD my victory--ami she forced 


me out into the battle. 


In other words, if we are to believe Rockwell, it wes Thora who was even 
more dedicaged to the "cause" than Rockwell himself. Which means, perhaps, that 
it was Thora who oririnally recruited Rockwell into the aonaratus when she 
hooked him in Icelami. Certuinly, she had aporoved of am enconrsged his 
development into a "professional revolutionary." She had worked with him on 
Ue Se Lady, then, with the greatest of case, made the transition with him to 
"right-wing extremist," associating with swh unsavory racists as John Kasrer, 
West Hooker, Wallace Allen and the others.e And when he had gone out to vicket 
the white House with anti-Semitic placards, she was "brave am inspiring." 

1t is therefore not entirely beyond the realm of possibility what Thora 


Rockwell was not chly the key rotivating force behind ner husbard's newly 
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chosen career ag a "professionel revolutionary," but that, on orders from 
above, nrocceded to divorce him s0 that he would have no choice but to pursue 
the highly nrovocative line of activity for which he had been groomed by the 
conspiracy. At the airzort, be had begyed her to tell him why they had to be 
diverced, but, as Rockwell tells us, "all she would say was thet she wished 
it could be othe wise more than I did}"” Considering the power of the forces 
which ccntroiled their lives, it obviously could not have been othe wise. 


Rockwell writes: 


As 1 becan to recover from my spiritual collanse, I found myself 
steeled and hardened and almost semnambulistic in my attitude. Anf for 
the first tize in my life--I just didn't care wmt haprened. I became 


virtuslly a tool of the giant Forces which i realised had shared my life. 


Ry now, Rockwell realized that he was too deeply involved to get out. 
ven thouch he had lost the one value he thought he had pained by betraying 
every other value, there was no turning back from the neth into which he hed 
been led. He had no choice now but to serve his humorless mstevs. i" course, 


he tad Thora to thank for all of this. He writes: 


One of the herrifying things which haprencd to me in Tcelam, was 
my wife's answer when I asked her what I had done to violste our rerriage 
vows, aml if she didn't feel hound by her vows and oaths, am! the "Love 
forever and ever and aver” in her letters, etc. She replied caldly that 
these were "just vords", and "“werybdady breaks them." 

It was a crvel and trutal lesson, but one I needed desnerately. It 
is true. If such an unparalleled huran being as my wife, s\ch a loyal, 


faithful, long-suffering, gocd, kimi ami noble verson could cast aside 
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the most sacred vows and a family of six neople after reaching a certain 
point of suffering, then indeed, ail vows ARE just wardse » - 
Now an implacalbhe destiny had graduated me from the hardest sbkhool 


in the world and my diploma was inscribed in deep scars on my hearte « « « 


What Rockwelt had learned was that to a "nrofessional revolutiomry” there 
wag no loyalty higher than that coved to the revolution itself. Ne‘ther wife, 
nor family, nor country could ever core before the revolution, even jf one had 
become a revolutionery merely to please one's wife. And, of course, there vere 
always one's fellow revolutionaries to see that one made the right choice. 

And if one's wife were a devoted and wunshakeable revolutiouary, then so much 
the tetter. But the reveclutien herdcly devenced on verguasion alone to keen its 
children in line. ne obsyed because ore knew thet the revolution could always 
destroy you if it wanted to. And so, if one had no choice, was it not the 


betier part of wisdom to make the best of it? 
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THE SWASTIKA EPIDEMIC 


With the events of Iceland several weeks behimi him, Rockwell was now 
ready to resume his newly chosen career as {wehrer. Psychologically, he was 


in good form. He writes: 


My wife had given me the most priceless armor available--fearlessness. 
I began slowly to realize what she had done for me. Even unccnscimaly, 


this wmderful woman hed given me what I needed at the right tine. (n. 3h1) 


The arenterrovocatewr network was also ready to supply him with the 
necessary matMower ami financial aid to see to it that the dperation was a 
success. James K. Warner, the young man who had sent Rockwell the Nazi flag 
some months before, had been discharged from the Air Force and had joined 
Rockwell's crew in Washington. At the same time, two brothers from baltimore, 
Bernard and George Harriss "had becore interested in the cause," as Rockweil 
writes, and had gotten in touch with him. They even invited Rockwell un to their 
kome for Thenksriving Day dinner. Thus, with Yalacki, Morgan, the larriss 
brothers, Warner ard himself, Rockwell had the nucleus of his American Nazi Party 


all set for the next stage of his operation. 


ein 


In the meanwhile, Floyd Fleming went about seeking a new headauarters for 
the Party in Arlington. Warner ani Rockwell, far the time being, rented a 
small cabin some forty miles south of Washington. There they planned the next 
big operation--the rasd distribution of anti-Semitic and racist handbills on 


the streets of Washington during the week before Christras, Rockwell writes: 


Thus it was an army of three Nazis who descended on Washington in 
the week before Christmase. « . « \ve stood forth alone on the street 
corners with our redeemblagoned handbills, waving the sheets so ali covld 
see the huge letters: "White Man} Are ¥ou Going To Be Run Out @f Your 


Nation's Capital Without A Fight!" 


Then, on Decenber 26, 1959, the world's newspapers reparted the shocking 
story that a synagogue in Cologne, Germany, had been smeared with swastiles. 


The stor, on page one of The New York Times, veported the incident as foliows: 


VANDALS D&SECRATE SYNAGUGHE OPENED BY ADENAULR IN COLOGNE 

Cologne, Germany, Vec. 25--A synagogue that Chancellor Konrzd Adenauer 
helved to dedicate last September was smeared with swastikas and anti-Semitic 
slogans early Christmas morning. The action cast a nall over Cologne's 


holiday celebrations. » « e 


The Cologne incident was only the beginning of a much larger operation. By 


the first week in January, not only had similar incidents occurred in many 


different varts of West Germsny--much to the consternation of the Sonn Government-- 


but anti-Semitic daveings and acts of vamlalism were revorted in Lomion, Vienna, 


Yaris, Oslo, Glasgow, Athens, Melbourne, Rome, New York and dozens cf other cities. 


In a matter of days the newsvaners were filled with stories about a new Nazi 
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"resurgence." During that neriad one read such headlines as:

By the third week in January, a world-wide, welleorchestieted newspaper 
campaign against the West German Government was in higi gear. Vimo magazine of 
January 25, 1960, published an article entitled "The Haunted Past" which was 
abort: the alleged high percentage of Nazis in the Bon Government, and 
The New York Times of January 2, 1960 printed an article with whe following 
headline: NAZIS IN HIGH OFFICE AT ISSVE IN GERMANY; DEMANDS RISE FOR ACTION 
BY BONN AFTER ANTI-SEMITIC OUTSREAK, There was no telling how far the camoaign 
would go. 


Tren, almost as suddenly as it had begun, the newspaper campaign against 


elfe 


West Germany came to a halt. The reason for this was quite simple. The Bonn 
Government had begun to uncover the Communist hand behind the entire rash of 
anti-Semitic incidents, and the newspapers, for some unimcym reason relectant 
to investigate what the Communists were uv to, simmly let the matter drop. 

In the meanwhile, the public had been left with the indelible immression 
that the Bonn Government was full of Nazis, and that there existed a vast Nazi 
underground throughout the world. Drew Pearson, of course, was there on the 
spot. On January 8, 1960 his entire colurm was once more devoted to Rockwell 
and the Nazi underground. The column, as published in the New York Mirror, 


read as follows: 


ANTI-SEMITISM TRACED TO NAZIS 

Washington, Jen. 7--The so-called “fuehrer" of the American Nazi 
Party confirms the statement of the Israeli newspaper, Davar, that the 
yresent rash of European anti-Semitism results from underrroum Nazi 
organization. 

George lincoln Rockwell, who has flaunted the swastika from his 
home across the Potomac in Arlington, Va., is authority for this state- 
ment. Rockwell has sued me for $500,000 ard has distributed leaflets 
around my house damning me as his enemy. 

In the course of defending the suit I took Rockwell's denosition 
and elicited from him under oath, some amazingly frank statements. With 
the rash of swastikas appearing on synagogues in Germany, “nelard, Scotland, 
and New York, I questioned Rockwell again. Again he was frank. 

"Your time will come," he told me. “Nothing will save you from the 
gas chamber. Hovever, J will tell you the truth. Regarding the present 


wave of anti-Semitism in Europe, there are 20,000 ex-SS men running 


ene 


around in Europe and once you pet it in your heart, you don't lose it. 

"We have orgahizations and publications all over Eurove. The best 
is in Sweden where a Nazi magazine, 'Nordic Kamp,' is published. Letters 
to the editor are published umier 'Heil Hitler.’ There are organizations 
in London, Canada, Australia, Norway, end on the continent. In London 
the magazine is called 'Combat,' ani there's snother publication in 
Norway, but it isn't very big. The biggest, toughest, uniformed 
organization is in Austria. In another month we will publish a magazine, 
"The International Nazi." 

When I asked the reason for the sudden outbreak of swastikas in 
Germany, Rockwell replied: "It's pent-up resentment against the fact that 
they're not vermitted to organize. The Nazi party is banned in Germany. 
These people can't be heard. They can't hire a hall. So they demonstrate 
as best they can. 

“Here in this country I have the right to pass ont literature. If 
anyone tries to stop me the police protect me. I was in the Navy once. 
When neonle commiain to the Navy about me, the Navy says 'That's OK, he 
hes a right to belong toa political party.' This is imoossible in 
Germany." 

Unwittingly dockwell seemed to be giving the best reasons in the 
world for the American anti-Kazi system of free speech. Bearing out the 
effectiveness of that system, Rockwell's neighbors in Virginia gave him 
such a cold showlder that he seems not unhappy to move away. 

His old headquarters on Williamsburg Boulevard in Arlington, he said, 
had been taken over by an agent for Russell Maguire, publisher of 


American Mercurys » + « 
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"Maguire hired me to forma Nazi partys" Rockwell said. "But I 
got too hot for him. He now controls the printing presses and the hate 
literature." 

Rockwell is the son of the prewar radio comedian and rocking=chair 
philosopher, "Cld Doc't Rockwell, whose homespun philosophy was familiar 
to miliions--a philosonhy far different from that of the young man who 
has read "Mein Kampf" 12 times, ovenly displayed the swastika in front of 
his home, has been pouring out hate literature from the banks of the 


Potomac, amd is titular leader of the "American Nazi Party." 


Pearson, of course, had just given Rockwell, his "enemy," another million 
dollars worth of free publicity. The phony masquerade known as the "American 
Nazi Party" couldn't have been given a better send off. Please note that 
Pearson showed a surprising lack of cvriosity in Hockwell's finances or his 
associates. In fact, the only things he wrote about were those which would 
reinforce the myth thet a real, live Nazi movement existed. But that wasn't 
all Pearson would have to say about the swastika epidemic. It seems that 
The Worker. of Jamary 10, 1960, which contained its first party-line article 
on the davbings, stressed another angle. They were interested in the Nazis in 
the Bonn Government and the sinister connection between American canitalists 
and German capitalists. Their lead article, which had the screaming headline: 


SWASTIKA PIAGUE AIERTS WORLD TO NAZI WAR PERIL, said the follavine: 


+ + » Konopoly interests in our country, and other Western countries, 
were responsible! They propelled our Government into a policy of reviving 
German militarism via NA'TO, sanctioning the rebirth of Nazism, giving 


Krupp and other West German capitalists the green light. 


Avparently Drew Pearson was also given a green light, for ina natter of 
days he was in the favefront of the jovrnalists hammering away at the Nazi 
complexion of the Bonn Goverment. His column of January 13, 1960, which 
appeared in the Washington Post, followed the Communist party-line with amazing 


accuracy. It road as follows: 


NAZISM REVIVAL IAJD PARTLY TO J.S, 

Shortly after the war, some of the hiehest officials in the 
\hited States Government began encouraging the reinstatement of 
Nazis in nositions of nower and influence. So did certain American 
businessmen who helped finance Germany before the war and wanted 
to build it up again. They rushed in to enlist Nazi businessren 
who could help their investments and even begin discouraging the 
trial of Nazi war criminals resnonshble for the slave camps and the 
murder of some 6 million Jews. 

In view of this exammle, set by highly vlaced Americans, you 
can't blame German Beachers for failing to teach the horrible history 
of Hitler. Youcan't entirely blame some Uerman youth today for 
flaunting the swastika. 

The full story of how American officials and American businessmen 
reinstated the Nazis hes nevir been put together. Looking over my back 


columns, however, I find it told in installments, beginning just a few 
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months after the war ended. Put together, the installments make a damning 


picture of American guilt. ... 


Three days later, on Janvary 16, 1960, Pearson followed up his first party-lbne 
colwm with another, assertedly giving more details on how American officials 
and businessmen had curréed favor with the Nazis after the war, "thereby 
helping sow the seeds of what is hanpening tatay." What about the Communists? 
Did Pearson know of the connection between the Commmists and the Nazis? 
Of course, he did, for he had written about it in his own colwin sometime in 
March 1954. Bat in that column he had drawn attention to the Communist-Nazi 
"wxlerground network" not for the purposes of exposing it, but merely as a means 


of discrediting Sen. Joseph McCarthy. Pearson had written: 


The evidence is conclusive that the (Communist-Nazi) network has 
used none other than Sen. Joe McCarthy as a propaganda mouthpiece. ‘hen 
McCarthy charged the U. S. Army with torturing German war criminals ... 
Senate investigators traced the charges to Dr. Ruiolph Aschenauer an 
ex-Nasi working with the Communists. 

Aschenauer had three known agents in this country -- Frederick Weiss, 
H. Keith Thompson, and Ulick Varange -- who also represented the Socialist 
Réich Party . . . such a flagrant oro-Nazi party that it wes outlawed by 
the West German government. 

Weiss masterminds the National Renaissance Party, a group of fanatical 
anti-Semites with headquarters in Yorkville, New York City . . . The FBI 
is most interested however in Varange, a mystery man who also goes by the 
games of Francis Yockey and Frank Healy. He is known éo be the authar of 
a book on Fascist strategy, urging anti-American but not anti-Soviet 


activity. 
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It is obvious, therefore, that Pearson not only knew of the existence of 
the Conmmunist-Nazi network, but he also knew who were its principle menbers. 
Yet, when it came to an epidemic of anti-Semitic acts obviously inspired by the 
very same network of which Pearson had full knowledge, he could only nlace the 
blame on American businessmen and officials who hadn't the remotest connection 
with the provocateurs and professional revolutionzries responsible for the 
ects of vandalism. 

As for the McCarthy episode, the figure of Rudolph Aschenauer--the defense 
attorney for the Nazis--had been invoked years later only as a means of 
discrediting the Senator after he had become the Senate's leading anti-Communist. 
The entire controversy concerning the dubious methods whereby U. S. Army 
prosecutors had extracted "confessions" from S.S. prisoners involved in the 
Malmedy massacre had been kicked up by an investigation of the trials by a 
Justice Review Board. At stake was the entire revutati-n of American justice 
abroad and the concept of a fair trial, to which even the defeated eneny had 
been entitled. Literal publications in the United States, such as Christian 
Centmry and the Progressive werk highly critical of the U. S. Army in this case, 
and McCarthy's role during the Senate Armed Services Committee's hearings was 
that of a Senator who took his job seriously. McCarthy, however, had not been 
criticized by the Pearsons at that time, because the ppekbion he had taken was 
considered "liberal." After the Senator had turned his attention to the internal 
Communist menace, his newlyffound enemies decided to use any weapon they could 
possibly get hold of against him. They knew that McCarthy had received 
unsolicited information from Ruwiolph Aschenaver in much the same manner that 


Senators receivedinformation from any number of publicists and lobbyists on 
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on behalf of any number of causes. 
Thus, Jack Anderson, a staff-reporter for Drew Pearson, had maliciously 


written the following in his book McCarthy: The Man, The Senator, The "Ism," 


which was published in the fall of 1952: 


Where had McCarthy turned up histevidence" against the American 
prosecutors? « »« « 

The answer came out one day when McCarthy carelessly mislaid a brown 
manila envelope in a Congressional hearing room. It bore the tséurn 
address of Ruiblf Agchenauer, of Frankfurt, Germany. A check was made 
with Army intelligence officers, who reported that Aschenauer was a member 
of a Communist svyy-ring. He funneled the trumped-up charges to McCarthy, 
then planted the charges hn the German press between Senator McCarthy's 
quotation marks. Jogegave Agchenauer's Communist fictions the ring of 


truth. . . . (p. 162) 


The significance of that paragraph was not in what Pearson's helpmate 
had said about McCarthy, which was Anderson's own biased version of what had 
taken place, but in the fact that Anderson had gone to such great lengths to 
"get"! McCarthy, that he had been willing to publicize the fact that Aschensuer, 
the defender of Nazis at Nuremberg ari the publisher of a neo-Nazi periodical, 
was actually a Communist. Naturally, Anderson was not at all interested in 
finding out why a Communist agent, disguised as a Nazi, would be deferding 
Nazi war criminals. He was only interested in discrediting McCarthy. That this 
was the only reason why Aschenauer's Covmunist background was ever rade public 
is proven by the fact that nowhere else, except in relation to this McCarthy 


story, has Aschenauer's true ideological complexion ever been revealed. Now 


cele 


why was this important? It was important because Aschenauer's chief agents 

in the United States--Frederick C. Weiss, H. Keith Thompson and Francis 

Parker Yockey=-were all important figures in the agent-provocateur network, 
posing as "right-wing extremists." In other wards, if Aschenaver were a 
Communist, then it was mare than likely that Weiss, Thompson and Yockey were 
also Communists, not to mention their agitator colleagues such as Kasver, Madole, 
Rockwell, Fields, Hooker ari others. 

To show how closely allied were the Gernan neo-Nazis &0 their counterparts 
in the United States, Arnold Forster ami Benjamin Epstein of the Anti-Vefaration 
League had devoted a major portion of their book, Crosscurrents, published in 
1956, to demonstrating how the two groups were closely linked. In the United 
States, there was Frederick Weiss, H. Keith Thompson, Edward Fleckenstein and 
James Madole of the National Renaissance Party, and in Germany there was Dr. 
Rudolph Aschenauer, Heinrich Malz, Heinz Peter and Werner Naumann of the German 
Reiche Party. Nowhere in Crosscurrents, however, was 1t ever mentioned that 
Aschenauer had belonged to a Communist spy-ring, although the ADL book had been 
published four years after the Anderson book. 

As for the Communist involvement in the epidemic of anti-Semitic daubings 
between December 25, 1959 and Janvary 28, 1960, the White Paper published by 
the Bonn Government and rétleased to the press on February 17, 1960, contained 
some interesting information. It revealed that the two young men, Paul Schonen, 
25, and Arnold Strunk, 23, who admitted daubing the Cologne synagogue, were 
members of the German Reichs Party, the small, neo-Nazi party led by Werner 
Naumann, one of Ashhenauer's frienis and a former employee fifi Goebbels’ 


Propaganda Ministry. The ADL had documented the link between the German Reichs 


Party and Frederick Weiss, head of the provocateur ring in New York. Weiss, 
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in fact, had supplied his German contacts with a great deal of anti-Semitic 
literature. 


The White Paper further described the two young men as follows: 


Schonen holds the opinion that democracy is not the most suitable 
form of government for a people, and that a "moderate dictatorship" is 
preferable. This political attitwie is at present best represented by 
the Deutsche Reichspartei. For this reason, after attending an organized 
meeting of the DRP in April 1958, he became a member of that narty. 

Strunk became interested very early in anti-Semitic writings. He 
believes that the Jews, although they should not be exterminated -- as 
umer the Nazi regime --, should be expelled from the country. .. « 
Through conversations with Schonen he was imluced, in May or June 1958, 
8lso to join the PRP, because the ideology o° that narty "most closely 
correspomed" to his opinions. 

Together with Schonen, Strunk adorned his room with Nazi enblems, 
DRPF posters, pictures of Hitler and Horst Wessel, and a cupboard vainted 
black, white and red. This setting, as well as a rather extensive library 
of vro-Nazi books caused DRP members to call his room "The Brown House." 
+ « e Schonen and Strunk took an active part in the activities of the 
party ami were considered as holding radical views. They regularly read 


the party's periodical "Der Reichsruf." 


Erich Schmidt, editor of Der Reichsruf, was another of Frederick Weiss's 
contacts in Gerrany. The White Paper further revealed that Schonen and Strunk 
had been responsible for other smearing jobs priar to the Colome incident. 


The Colopne daubing had actually been planned three months before Christmas, 


thus providing sufficient time for others elsewhere to coordinate their 
am anti-Semitic activities. The White Paper also revealed that both Schonen 
and Strunk were sympathetic to the East German Communist regime and had a 


record of visitas to East Germany. The White Paper stated: 


According to their testimony, the two offenders flew to Berlin on 
a pleasure trip in July 1955. On this trip they also visited the Eastern 
Sector of Berlin without making any contacts with official Soviet Zone 
agencies. With a girl who had been taken into his parents’ home and was 
known to the Schonen family from their evacuation during the war, Schonen 
again entered the Sovicteoccupied Bone to attend the leipzig Fair. 
Allepedly he wanted to revisit the scene of his evscuation and enable his 
comanion, who had "deserted" to the Federal Republic in 1957, to visit 
her mother who was living in the Soviet Zone. He used his father’s car 
for this journey. 

Their stay in the Soviet-occupied Zone lasted about 12 days. During 
that time Schonen came into contact with his companion's brother who, 
after several years in the USA and Canada, was now branch manager of a 
State Trading Organization shop. Moreover, on the street he msde the 
acquaintance of a teacher who is a member of the SED [East German Communist 
Party/ » amd became friendly with him. Through the latter he got to know 
another teacher who gives Gerran language lessons to members of the Red 
Army. With the two teachers Schonen went to a Soviet Russian military 
canteen to buy a Russian bearskin hat. Here he got into a conversation 
with officers of the Red Army. While ina restaurant in the Sovidt-occupied 
Zone he acquired an SED badge froma member of the SED. He subseauently 


wore this badge on a number of occasions in the Federal Republic. He used 


ae Sys 


this rethad to express his recognition of the Soviet-Zone regime as an 
independent state. 

Schonen went to the Leipzig Autumn Fair in 1959 with another girl 
of his acquaintance, again entering the Soviet-occupied Zone in his 
father's car, this time with Strunk. This girl had likewise "deserted" 
to the Federal Repuklic. Her relatives still live in the Soviet-occupied 
Zone. During this visit Schonen, together with Strunk, again contacted 
the two teachers. Together they visited the same Soviet Russian cantéen 
and allegedly had ro contact with the State Security Service or police 


agencies of the Soviet-occupied Zones 


In other words, the two swastika daubers, both members of the German 
Reichs Party, had made a trip to East Germany only weeks before they smeared 


the Cologne synagogue. 
The White Paper revealed that other Communists participated in anti-Semitic 


incidents: 


In the night of 18 to 19 January 1960, swastikas, SS runic signs and 
the slogan "Out with the Jews" were painted up in lehrte. Of the three 
offenders apprehended the same night, all of whom had previous convictions, 
two, the 3heyear-old Kurt Blank ami the 27-yeareold Wolfgagg Hulitschke, 
were members of the forbidden Free (Communist) German Youth (FDJ) and had 
perticivated in the communist World Youth Festival in 1951 in Berlin. «+e « 
The iffitistor of the act, the 33-year-old Kurt Thomas, was sentenced to 
6 months' imprisonment, while 3lank was sentenced to 7 months' imprisonment 
and 2 weeks' detention and Hulitschke to 5 months' imprisonment, 


The 27-year-old former "culture functionary" of the FDJ, Gerhard 
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Neumann, also a former member of the Soviet Zone "People's Police", 
declared in a tavern in Ahlen, in North Rhine-Westphalia, on 19 January 
1960, that all Jews ourht to be hanged or burnt. Althouch he fled from 
the Soviet Zone, Neumann admits that he is a supporter of the tyne of 


government preveiling in the so-called "German Democratic Republice” 


The West German Government's revort told of another Communist-inspired 


daubing: 


A swastike was painted on a building in fannenbronn, near St. Georgen 
(Black Forest), about the end of Janvary 1960 by offenders of whom two 
had stayed at a communist Free German Youth Camp in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany during the past year. When their houses were searched, copies 
of the Soviet Zone newspaper "Neues Deutschland" were found; the edition 
of 5 January 1960 contained a caricature showing the Federal Government 


with swastikas. 


The White Paper then dezlt extensively with the Communist backgroumd of 


the anti-Semitic incidents: 


The question of whether individual offenders, or grouns of them, 
were directed by cormunist elements can only be considered against the 
backproum of the communist defamation camvaien that has been directed 
against the Federal Republic for years. .. « 

As early as 19 January 1955, Albert Norden, a member of the Politbureau 
of the SED, acting in the name of the Soviet Zone "Committee for German 
Unity", issued a "Black Book on the Paris Agreements", in which it was 


asserted that in the Federal Republic the "reactionary, fascist racial 
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theory is once more in full bloom." ... 

In Sertember, 1958, the self-same "Committee for German Unity" alleged 
in its "Documentation of National Distress in the Federal Republic" that 
"terror and racial hatred and symptoms of moral decay" held sway in 
Western Germanys « « « 

The inflammatory Communist campaign emanating fram the Soviet Zone 
is not the only factor that must be considered. At the beginning of 1959 
the Central Committee of the SED declared that statements and publications 
concerning increasing anti«Seritic currents in the Federal Republic were 
varticularly effective and appropriate in diminishing the esteem in which 
the Federal Hepwblic is held by its Western allies ami also by neutral 


powers, On 23 January 1959, at_a special meeting of members of the Central 
Committee of the SED presided over by Walter Ulbricht, it was resolved to 


organize Nazi excesses in a number of towns of the Tederal Republic and 
the defilement of Jewish places of worship with Nazi symbols to be carried 


out by "action commandos."" (Author's emphasis) 


Although this was the most explosive and important revelation made in the 
entire White Paper, the Bonn Government, probebly for reasons of security, did 


not disclose its source of information. The White Paver continued: 


Experience has shown that the Scviet~Zone regime is in the habit of 
putting such decisions into effect after adequate preparations have been 
made. Even though it has not been possible so far to vrcve that any of 
the arrested offenders were carrying out orders forming part of the vlans 
of such an "action commando’, nevertheless there are weighty indications 


of Eastern influence having been exerted. It is now already vossible to 
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bring proof that the Commnists have wscrupulously exploited the wave 
of Nazi and anti-Semitic daubing activity for the above-described 
agitation campaign of the Soviet Zone. - . « 

Finally, leading SED functionaries responsible for the work against 
the Federal Republic expressed their satisfaction about the anti-Semitic 
incidents, stating that they were apt to suwoport the Camunist's allegations 
concerning the Fascism and anti-Semitism prevailing in the Federal Republic. 
It was said that the SED planned to continue exoloiting these incidents 
for its defamation campaign against the Federal Republic at home and abroad, 
and anticipated that it would have a disintegrating effect on the Western 
system of alliances. {his information finds corroboration in a report 
in the Italian newspaper "Caniido" of 31 January 1960. According to this 
report a Jewish businessman received a letter in German containing the 
insulting statement "Out with the Jews". The offender has admitted being 
a registered member of the Italian Communist Party with the Party Number 


200 295. 
In conclusion, the White Paper stated: 


iver since 1955 the Communists, as part of this campaign, have been 
voicing the accusation that the fascist racial theory is once more 
flourishing in the Federal Republic. . . - After the first anti-Semitic 
incident at Christnas 1959, the Communist propaganda was stenped up and 
even went so far as to declare that the anti-Semitic activities were 
inspired ty members of the Federal Government itself. This declaration is 
ali the more outrageous as the Communists, apart from using it for 


propagamia purposes, also exerted an active influence on them. This becomes 
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more clearly aposrent in West Berlin, where in spite of the anti-Nazi 
attituwle of the population known the world over, the strikingly high 
number of 123 incidents occurred, where members of the FDJ were caught 
sticking up swastika posters aml agents of the Soviet Zone State Security 
Service were discovered in radical right-wing organizations. The response 
which the Cologne incident ami those that followed in its wake found 
abroad is interpreted with satisfaction by ast Berlin Communists as a 
success of their efforts to discredit the Federal Republic as an alleged 
hotbed of racial hatred in the eyes of the world, The Federal Government, 
on its nart, has disclosed the true nature of the incidents in this 


white Papers 


Concerning the role played by American vrovocateurs in Germany, the 


white Paper revealed this interesting bit of information: 


The action of the North-American citizen John Mercurio also falls 
into this category. In Ottingen, together with his German secretary, he 
prepared about 300 pamphlets. He dispatched these varmhlets by vost and 


tried by this means to instigate provocative, anti=Semitic acts. 


Who was John Mercurio? He was no less than a close associate of Frederick 
John Kasper, ani, in fact, had been jailed in Nashville in Sentenber 1957 
while helping Kasoéerstir up violence in that city. Mercurio not only knew 
Kasper, but he was also an associate of Floyd Fleming, Rockwell, Ed Fields, 
Bill Hendrix, and the others in the agent-provocuteur netwerk. Mercurio, an 
elusive figure who has posed as an itinerant preacher, is said to have later 
supplied Rockwell with an offset printing press ani an automobile. Where did 


the itinerant preacher get the money to travel to Germany and hire a secretary, 
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as well as to supply Rockwell with a printing press? Perhaps some day we 
shall have the answer. 

What was the reaction of the American press to the sensational disclosures 
of the White Paper? The New York Times most obviously went out of its way to 
minimize the role played by the Communists. Its story, appearing on page 9 on 


February 18, 1960, read as follows: 


WIDESPREAD SIAS IS DENIED BY BONN 
IT FINDS NO EVIBENCH LARGE PARTS OF POPUIATION HAVE ANTI-SuMITIC FEELINGS 
By Sidney Gruson 

Bonn, Gerimany, Feb. 17--The West German Government issued a White 
Paper today that asserted "there is no evidence that large narts of the 
pomilation harbor anti-Semitic feelings." 

This was a najor conclusion of an investigation comucted by the 
Ministry of the Interior on the year-end outbreak of anti-Semitic vandalism 
in West Germany. The White Paver prepared by the Ministry willbe vresented 
to Parliament tomorrows 

The reaction to the outbreak showed that the "overwhelming mjority 
of the German people conderm anti-Semitism and are ready to take defensive 


action," the White Paper said. .. « 


The only paragraphs of the fimes article which drew attention to the 


Communist involvement ead as follows: 


The White Paper said no evidence had been uncovered to show that the 
outbreak in West Germany was organized or centrally directed. However, 
both the Communists and the extreme Right-wing German Reichs varty were 


implicated. 


The ideology of the Gerran Reichs party probably contributed to some 
of the acts, the repaft said, ami the ouestion of Communist direction "can 
only be appropriately handled against the background of the Communist 
defamation campaign against the Federal Republic." 

M\mce the incidents began, the Commmnists exerted "active influence" 


for the purnose of prenapania exnloitation, the White Paner said. 


Why did the Times deliberately underplay the involvement of the Communists 
in the fantastic epidemic of anti-Semitic acts which had swept the Western 
world? Why did it omit the White Paner's reference to the special meeting 
of the Central Committee of the East German Communist Party on January 23, 1959, 
presided over by Walter Ulbricht, during which it had been decided to organize 
Nagi excesses in West Gerrany? Why did the Times show no inclination whatever 
to even raise the question of why the Communists would resort to such tactics 
in their campaign agairst West Germany? It is hard not to believe that somebody 
on the New York Times knew what he was doing. 

Of course, not all journalists were taken in by the frawl. Roscoe Drurmond 
had written in his column of Janwry 10, 1960, which had apneared in the 


Washington Post, the following: 


Only the Comnunists stand to gain by these anti-Semitic actions. 
There would be no reason to be surprised to fini them abetting this anti- 
Senitism at every opportunity. What the Communists want is to discredit 
the Vest Serman government as a means of breaking up the NATO Alliance 


and of weakening our common stand in behalf of West Berlin. 


Mr. Drummond's point of view, expressed a month before the issuance of 


the White Paper, however, was clearly a minority one. The mjority "Establishnent" 


point of view, however, was best exemplified by a statement made by John J« 
McCloy, the Rockefeller banker, who in 196 would serve on the Warren Commission 
to prove that there were no Communists involved in the assassination of Pres. 
Kennedy. Mr. McCloy's statement concerning the swastkka daubins appeared 

in The New York Times of February 2, 1960, six days after the issuance of 


the White Paner: 


RED HATE ROLE DOUBTED 

MeCLOY LAYS ANTI-SEMITISM WAVE TO CERMAN IMODLI™S 

Princeton, Be de, Feb. 23 (A?)e-John J. McCloy, former United 
States High Cormissioner in Germany, said today he doubted that the 
recent anti-Semitic outbursts there were Communist-inspired. 

"I think the anti-Semitism was the act of irresnonsible hocdlums 
which touched off the rroblem all over the world," he said in a lecture 
at Princeton University. 

Mr. McCloy is chairman of the board of the Chase Manhattan Bank. 

"Certainly remnants of the old Nazi attitule prevail toajay in 
German," he said. "But I really think the responsible opinion in Germany 


is ashamed of that period and is humiliated by it." 


Thus spake Mr. McCloy, who undoubtedly knew mich better. 

What had been the contribution of the domestic agents vrovocateurs to 
the overall anti-Semitic canmaipn? Aside from flooding the Washington area 
with anti-Semitic handbills, Rockwell didn't seem to contribute much edie. 
He vas, of course, bugy planning the next phase of his operation, which involved 
setting up a headquarters for ‘he American Nazi Party. On Jamary 1?, 1960 


the Northern Virginia Sun revorted that the Nazi party had inde«d bought a house 
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in Arlington. The Washington Post of ganury 13, 1960 revealed some of 


the details:

Semitic camaign, In New York, three merbors of Badole's National Renaissance 


‘arty were arrested. The New York Times of January 27) 1960 carricd the 


story as follows: 
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Three young men were arrested last night and held in $15,000 bail 
each after they had allegedly strutted through Union Square Park giving 
the Nazi salute ami shouting "Neil Hitlert" 

The police said that one of the trio carried an envelope full of 
anti-Semitio leaflets and other "hate" litereture. They were accused of 
causing a cra to collect. 

The arrests were rede almost an how after a rally in the park 
conluctcd by the Comittee to Stop the Revival of Nazism and Anti-Semitism. .. . 

Twenty-five hundred persons attended the rally itself, which was 
held without an incident. 

Rabbi Harcld Marateck of 1070 Nelson Avenue, the Bronx, told the police 
that he was speaking to three or four other men--al! former innetes of 
Nazi concentration camps--after the rally when the trio approached, extended 
their arms in the Nazi salute am? shouted "Heil Hitler!" 

The rabbi said he pointed out to the youths that this was a democracy, 
ami one replied, "This is a republic, and as far as the Constitution is 
concerned, I'11 shove it dam your throate” 

Thés youth was identified as Hugh Bruce, 17 years old, of 2117 Troy 
Avenue, Brooklyn. The police said he was carrying a nembership card in 
the National Renaissance Party, an organization described by a detective 
as "neo-Fescist." 

The others arrested were Gilbert Demillo, 20, of 101 State Street,

The National Renaissance Party, of course, was herdly a political party. 
It was, for all practical purposes, the cover name for the New York eroun of 
agents provocateurs. Almost all of the better kn«m provocateurs-.John Kasper, 
Eustace Mullins, H. Keith Thonmson, Matt Koehl-~had "belonred” to it at one 
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time ar another, and it meintained the most direct link between the vrovocsteurs 
in the United States ami those in Germany and other countrios. 

Although its titular "leajer" was James Madole, its real tehini-theescenes 
director was Frederick Charles Weiss, a Cerman alien, resident in the United 
States since 1930, who published and distributed anti-Semitic literatnre 
through a front orpanizati.n called the LeBlanc Publishing Coe Weiss's circle 
incluted He Keith Thompson, West Hooker, Ydward Fleckenstein, <ustace Mullins, 
Matt Koehl, Ed Fields, We Weary MacFarland, Jr., Mrs. lyrl Clark Van Hyning, 
Willis A. Carto, Francis Parker Yockey, aid others. In Germany one of Wéiss's 
distributors was one Johann Strunk, described in Crosscurrents as "a school- 
teacher in Dusseldorf, (who) uses his syere time cumposing anti-Semitic room 
end pamphlets, or traveling through the industrial Ruhr distributing his 
om and similar comrositions, and raking specches.” Was Johann Strunk, Welss's 
distributor, related to the Arnold Strunk who admitted daubing the Cologne 
synagogue? We do not know, Weiss's chief contact in Germany, however, vas 
Dr. !tulolf Aschenaver, the Communist agent. But his links to "right-wing 
extremists" was on a world-wide scale, inclwiing those in the Malmoe organization, 
sanetimes known as the Northern League. 

An interesting article, linking the Malmoe orgsnization to the world-wide 
anti-Semitic outbresk, apreared in the Washineton Post of January 16, 1960. 


Written by Paul Ghali, it reported the following: 


Bern, Switzerlani--The recent appearance of Nazi swastikas ami 
anti-Semitic slogans in synagogues and Jewish monuments and shops in 
Western Europe is a concerted action initiated by a proun of former 
Ss officers, German ani non-—German, with headquarters in Malmoe, Sweden.

This is the opinion, based on docwents st hand, of varticwarly 
well infarmed Swiss observers who have been closely watching these 
anti-Semitic demonstrations since they started a month ago with the

The Swiss say the Malnoe organisation was established for years 
ago urder the name of "European Social Movement" by fow men, all noted 
Nazis: the Swede, Dr. ter Engiahls the German, Karl-Heins Priester; 
the Frenchmen, Maurice Bardeshe, ard an italian, Prof. Massi. En@ahl's 
right-hend man, and the real organizer of the anti-Jewish demonstrations 
is Swedish born Oreve Nardborg. . . « 

During 1959, the Maimce Fascist organisation has been active in 
concentrating and co-ordinating the work done by the innumerable Fascist 
proms of the warld.

last July, representatives of all Fascist organisations met in 
Teutoberg in eastern Prussia to cormemorate the batile during which the 
Gerven Teutonic knights defeated the Slavs. The decision to test the 
world's public opinion by threatening the Jews was probably taken during 


this internstional conference of Fascist leaders—or eo it is believed here.

It is obvicus, therefore, that the world-wide network of agents provocateurs 
works smoothly ard with great co-ordination, amd thet its agents have no trouble 
moving around the globe to confer with one another in different countries. 

They certainly do not seem to be inhibited by any Jack of funds. What is oven 
more obvious is that despite the fact that the Communist hand was clearly

With the purchase of a house for the Amcrican Nagi Party in Arlington, 
the conspiracy had obviously decided that Hockwell was worth the investment. 
There would be no more scrounging aro for "Fat Cats." The fattest cat of 
them all had decided that Rockwell was the ren for the job. But from now on, 
Nockwell would have to show, at every step of the way, that he was worthy of 
the conspiracy's maney and co\fidencee For a nrofessional revolutiovary, 
one might say, it wes a steo é the ladder of success. 

Everything Rockwell had done up to now was merely preparation for what 
was to come. The swastika epideric, the Pearson colwme, the ADL articles had 
prepared the public's mind to accept the notion that a reAdl-live Nazi menace, 
which until now had been lurking umerizwunt, existed. Now it was time for 
that menace to come to the surface in all its horror. 

But before the coveration could be launched, Rockwell was plagued with 
a number of personal problems. First, on January 15, 1960, the U. S. Navy 
announced that it was instituting nroceedings to oust Rockwell ?rom his 
commission in the Neval Reserve because of his activities. This was samewhat 
of a blow to Rockwell, for he had taken preat pride in his Naval corrdssion. 
But now Bhat he had to choose between being a Naval Cormander em} a nrofessional 
reveluticnary, he chose the latter.

Of course, Rockwell had no intention of piving tp his cereer as a vrofessional 


revolutionary merely to suport his children. whet the Jwige did not unlerstand,

henever, wad that Nockvell world ret all the weney he necded ty s*r-ly 
devoting himself to the "uwnnonuler cause” which waa suonasedly the reason 
for his impoverashment. Of course, it ig not known how the consoiracy dee tes 
on what salaries to vay its full-time operators, But cviovsly, the nrovess'onal 
revolutionary must get as much as henneeds in crder to be able to pursue his 
vrofessional chores without worrying about his financial obligations. And 
there is no doubt that Rockwell was being well taken care of, desnite the fact 
that he rad no visible incomeewhatever ami oved his father-in-law the plane

We termed the attitude 
of the anthortties “admirable” in the face of what he described as 


"intense oressures" to :ct asa inst “free sneech." 


In other words, the ACLU was kecening a sharp eye on the situation in 
washington, sensitive to uny vousible curtailment the authorities micht have 
been nlanning to imeose on Rockweil's activities. Sinee Rockwell nad rece no 
secret of his aim to “orovoke"” rather then inform, more than the syimrle issz 
of "free speech" was invoived. Hut the ACL was so carried away in its defen c 
of Rockwell, that it lest all sense of promortion, us witness the following 
story as told by two JIA dispatches. The first disnatch reported that Rockweil's 
“deputy corrunder" had gotven into a scuifle with a Jew, The dispetch reed 


as follows:

The following week's carnival, taking nlace on bester Sunday, was more 


heated. The JTA Bulletin of April 19, 1960 described it as follows:

washin;ton, April 18. (JTA)--U'nited States nurk volice tolay revorted 
they vere forced to dism rse a neo-Nazi rally to avert what apneared an 
imminent violent clash betaeen Lincoln Rockweil's followers ami a crow) 
that becave enraved when Ropkwell voiced extreme antisemitism. 

Police aaid that about 180 nersons were nrasent, at the omeneair rally 
of the "Averican Nagi Party." Mest of the crewd annesred to te tonrists, 
miniy stufents, who were nassers-by in the area. Imlividvals armed 
themselves with sticks. It wos the hottest flare-un yet immited ty the 
neo-Nazi eroun which ‘aranrves against the Jews on weekends near the 
leading art callery am museum 

Rockwell's Jew-taiting, wnder a banner proclaiming Nazism, caused 
listeners to surze forvard, hocting and threatoring the agitator. His 
voice was drowned out by the tumbt. A riot secned in the imediate offine, 
causinre vark rolice to go into action. Trey ordered Xockwell to turn off 


his lowlespeaker system ani leave the area. They also disnersed the crow. 


Desnite these Pirst vrovocative railiies, Rockwell wasn't getting, half the 
publicity he expectede And so, Drew Pearson oblised with another natio aliy 
syrdicsted column about the Nazi terror on the fotome, Here is the column, as 


orint’d in the New York Mirror, Avril 21, i960: 


WATS POULS Tis SPIRIT GF LASTER 

Washington, Avril 20--It was one of those sundays when Soring pauses 
briefly in bashin«ton before giving way to Summer. The cherry blossona 
were out. Yightesceing buscs were narked around the nlazas. The Ablls 
of the Capitol echoed with the voices of children on “aster vacation. 

Lou Gordon, the Detroit TV commentator, had brourht his three 
young dauehters to see washincton for the first tire. Coming out of the 
Smithsonian Institute to the sunstine of Constitution Avenue they beard 
a voice blare ovr the louisneaker: 

‘Hitler was right at.iut the Jevs. The State Department has been 
unable to produce any evidence proving that Hitier was wrong abort the 
Jews." 

It was the voice of Georfe Lincain Kockwell, self-st:led fuehrer 
of the American Nazi Party. Though his headquarters are in Virginia, he 
invades the nati m's canital every Sunday to speak at Constitution am 
Ninth Street. fis voice, carried by loudspeaker, verreatcd the otherwise 
peaceful sabbath. 

Lou Gordon's daughters were barn after !litler's nersecvtion of the 
Jews. And as the world remenicered the resurrection of a Jew who died for 
mankind, they got their frst taste of hatred--in the cavital of the 
free world.

ry. Pearson, areay, libertarian that he js, was as much concerrtied over 
the sacredness of Rockwell's free speech as the ACIN, although he did commlein 
about the lowisneaker. Please note, once more, that Pearson did not raise 
any questions about Rockwell's financing, his connections with the international 
network, the possibility that he might te a foreign agent, his Icelandic wife, 
or his rast with U.S. lady. Mr. Pearson, who js noted for vetting the 
“inside done" on everyone, somehow never managed to even scratch the surface 
when it came to Rockwell. 

This was all the more peculiar, for the court action initiated against 
Rockwell by his first wife had caused to be revealed rany interesting financial 
details about the fuehwer. For example, the Northern Virginia Sun_ of April 21, 
1960 revealed that Rockwell's income for 1959 had been $1,190, of which $900 
was supposed to have been paid to the court for the support of his children 
by his first marriave, This left Rockwell with all of #290 to snerd on himself 
durince that entire year. Where hed he gotten the money to Live on and carry 
on his extensive vrintings and distribution of anti-Semitic literature? we 
are never orovided with an answer. Nor are there any reconis availsblee The 
American Nazi Party did net have a bank account and it had, accarding to 
Rockwell, orly ten dues raying members, which was hardly enough te account for 
the money svent on behalf of the "rarty.” 

But none of this was of any interest to Mr. Pearson, who kept on seliing 


the same masquerade over and over asain. Iniced, Rockwell couidn't have had a

Rockwell seid he snsnt a few days in New York a week apo visiting 
James Msdole, the head of Yorkville's nro-lascist, anti-Jewish National 
Renaissance Party, ami atterding one of his msetings here. 


"Many of his followers are also my followers,” said Nockwell. . . 6 


That was sovewhat of an umerstatement, since they were all vrembers of 


the same network of agents mrovocateurs, shuttling back and forth between 


washington and New York to vicket, distribute leafleta ard vartake in other 


activities. One young menber of Madole's gang, whom “ockwell had potten to

The Marine's oresence caused quite a stir, as witness the following story which

‘ne would have thoreht thet the Justice Denurtment would have investimted 
Rockwell simply to see if he was tied in with this internatimal network of 
fascists and receiving foreign funds, but it took the Patsalas incident to 
foree the Justice Jepertmont to think about investipating the American Nazi 
Partye 

In the meanwhile, Rockwell had decided to insort himacif in national 
politics in a manner to do the rreatédt dumare to the conservative campe. 

He came out with a oublic endorsement of Vice President Nixon for the vresi- 
dency. This evoked tho following story which avnearted inthe JIA Bulletin 
of June 7, 1960: 


Vice President Richard N. Nixon renuiiated today supnort ofered 
him in his vresidential carmaien by George “incoln Rockwell leader af 
the Arerican Nazi Party. 

Hertert G. Kiein, special assistant to the Vice President said Mr. 
Nixon's views on Nazism were in the same category as his reactien to 
Comm:niste » « « He recalied Mr. Nixon's visit to the wersaw Ghetto last 


year and said the Vice President was very moved by the experience. 


Of course, the damage had already teen dome, ard ne amount of ~rotest from 
Mr. Nixon covld erase the fact that Rockweli and his rarty of ten had endorsed 
him. It tetnot difvficnit to see why the constirators are so plotinvly confident 


that they can dechive an entire nation. When one agent rrovocateur, dressed un 


Like a Nazi, can eltcit that kind of a serious com-unique from the Vice President 
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of the United States, then one can believe how it is nossible for the conspirators 
to stage some of their more snectacular frauds. 

Finally, on June 7, President Eisenhover, after a long talk with leaders 
of the Jewish War Veterans, asked Attorney General Rogers to look into the 
neo-Nazi activities in the Washington, D. C., area, 

A good description of the tumult being caused in Washington by Rockwell's 
rallies was printed in the June 9, 1960 issue of American Hxaminer. It read 


as follows: 


« e e Members of Conaress said privately that "free speech" 
advocates “lean over backwards" to shield the Nazise » . « 

Communist dinlomata have been attending and nhotogravhing the 
Nasi rallies. They relish the chance to obtain anti-American vropaganda 
material in the reart of Washington. « . « 

The Ue Se Department of Interior, with public funis, contributed 
@ rectangular enclosure to facilitate erection of the Nazi speaker's 
platform. » « + 

The demonstrations are held, with increasing frequency and attendance, 
in the museum area orgwied with tourists. Nearby is the National Archives 
Building where the Declaration of Indepenjence, Constitution and Bil) of 
Rights are enshrined. A few hundred yards away is the United States 
Derartvent OF Justice. .. . 

The dignified wife of a member of the Italian delegation to the U.N. 
strolled with her children fran the Art Gallery. She stormed in her 
trackse Arms were raised in the Nasi sslute. There were shouts of 
"Seig Heil!" Louisneakera blered the Nazi "Horst Wessel" sones. Jews 


were threatened.

How the Feeral authorities could nermit a "crackpot" whose political 
ideas are usually fourm scribbled on the walls of public toilets to set up 
@ louwi speaker in the Mall, amidst throngs of tourists, sothat he covld 
desecrate everyBhing that is sacred to the American patriotic tradition, is 
something of a mystery. It is hardly a coincidence that such a display 
greatly pleased the Communist diplomats in Washington who came by to take 
pictures to semi back to Moscow. 

In the meanwhile, with Rockwell's planned rally in New York causing 
considerable controversy in that city, Drew Pearson continued to do his bit 
in building un the Nazi menace. He came forth with another column, showing 
the great cawmmion of ideas which existed between Nasser andi the Arlington 
fuehrer, Since Nasser was Israel's number-one enempy this was bod to provoke 
even greater anxlety among the large Jewish cormmnity in New York. Mr. Pearson's 


column, anpearing in the New York Mirror of June 9, 1960, read as follows: 


Gamal Abdel Nasser, the 1ord of the Nile, has confided his views 
af Amsrica's shortcomings in a letter to the self-styled American 
fuehper, I4ncoln Rockwell, who has teen striving to four a Nazi party 
in the nation's capital. 

The Egyptian dictator praised Rockwell for his anti-Jewish sesvanesta 
campaign, then lashed into America's "subservient" ani "inconsistent" 
policies. 

Since Nasser recently cafmlained to Sen-te Foreign Relations 
Chairman William Fulbright about his press coverage in America, this 
column will publish his views as written to Rockwell. 

Nasser began by thanking Rockwell for a pamvhlet "containing 


inforration about the sart of resistance you are conducting against 
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destructive Zionist activity. 

"I hove," Nasser contimed, "your effarts will help the delivering 
of buranity fram Zionist agaression. It secme a mtter of regret that 
despite all this coliaboration and almost all attemts at neace, a boly 
of coliticians and stetesnen still oursue a line of vrovagania and 
fabrication, subject to almost every whim or capriee. In this sense 
they farward the work of destruction. 

"I have finally established belief that national awareness throughout 
the world in addition to devotion to the cause of liberty ani veace will 
exnose such sinieter policies and avaid the world a third disaster. A 
day will come when wear-mangers ani sham paliticiens will be called to 
account for their crines.” 

Nasper signed the letter “beat regarde" and "yours sincerely.” 


Pearson didn't say how he had gotten hald of the letter. “e can oly 
assupe that Rockwell would heve been only tochhanny to furnish his favorite 
colummist with a cony of the letter, knowing that he would make goal use of it. 

Then, quite unexpectedly, a moat extraordinary thing banpened, of which 
few even know about teajay. The tom Afent crovocateur in the 'nited States--the 
head of the network--was cantured by the FHI. The fantastic story of his 


capture ia the subject of the next chapter.

WCKEY IS CAPTURED 


Contrary to what "any people beligve, the international consniracy to 
bury the United States is not infallible. It makes many mistakes, andi it is 
also subject to the lsw of accident. It was therefore a fantastic stroke of 
luck when one of the masterminis of the world-wide agent-provocateur network 
inadvertantly fell into the handa of the FBI, with the goodsomnhhim, 
Ordinarily, such an event would have made headlines all over the nation. But 
in this day and age of a manipulsted nress and a well-coneealed conspiracy, 
such did not occur. While Rockwell was mining notoriety all over the country, 
the canture of the ven who was orobably his bess was scareedy made kn~m beyond 
the city limits of San Franoisco. The San Franoisco Chronicle of Thursday, 
June 9, 1960 revarted the stary as follows: 


MYSTERY MAN SEIZED WITH 3 PASSPORTS 
A l?-year-old ran of many names was held here yesterday ina naseport 
fraul case that apnarently baffled even the FEI ani the State Devartment. 
Pure chance brought his arrest. @is suitcase had gme astray and 
airline employees seeking to identify it found it contained three different 
passports--all with the same photograph. 


He was booked ag Francis Parker Yockey, a cun laude lew graduate of 


ere 


Notre Dame, and held here while Federal officials sought to have an 
exceptionally high bail of #50,000 set. "There are lota of unanswered 
questions, and we want to be sure he'll be around to answer them,” one 
official said. 

He had already mde one violent attemmt to escape when first being 
questioned at the hane of an unidentified friend in Oakland, FBI agents 
reported. 

The case of the straying suitcase began on Sunday when Yockey 
arrived in Oaklared to visit his fricni--unnamed because FBI agente believe 
he was not involved in any frau. 

Yockey discovered one bag was missing from his Luggage, and telephoned 
the airline. Airline employees in Fart Worth, Tess, meanwhile, had 
found the miasing bag and ovened it to identify it. 

Thside were three passports. One, issued to Edward Max Price in 
Salinas in 195) had been altered later to read "duard Max Briceran," 

FSI agents and Stete Department officials said. They refused to reveal 
the names on the other two passports; but all three bare Yockey's om 
photograph, they said. 

The airline notified the FHI, which sent avents to return the bag to 
Yockey on Momiay at the Saldand address of his friend. Yockey tried to 
flee, FBI agent idward Cunningham said at yesterday's bail hearing before 
U. Se Covmissioner Joseph Karesh. 

FBI agent Robert Leonard tried to restrain Yookey, Cumninghem said, 
but Yockey eluded him--and slamad & do@ violently on Leonsrd’s restraining 
hand, gashing it so badly rany stiches were required to close the cut. 
Yoekey fled fran the house, but agents recaptured him in the street outside. 


Held on a temporary charge of failing to have registered for the 
draft, Yockey was transferred to cvatoly in san Franciaco yesterday an 
a vassport frau? charge filed by State Deportment agents. 

FBI agents ssid Yockey claims to be a writer, but won't cive any 
address. When agents first sought to question him Monday, they said, he 
gave his name as Richard Hatch. 

Yockey interrupted yesterday's bail hearing time--once to shout 
that FRI testimony was a lie, and again to insist that "I know my righte” 
becavse he was a eradyate of Notre Dame law School in 1941. The Foal 
later confirma this. 

Commissioner Keresh said he would cémtinue the bail hesring at 10 a. m 
taisy. At ane voint in yesterday's oroceedings he made it clear he was 
as puzzled as anyone else by the unusual case. 

"I don't know what you my have in your mims," he cautioned the 
government agents, "but to justify this kind of bail, you'ye going to 
bave to make a case--cn the record." 

Assietant ‘J. S. Attorney Willian |’. Clancy Jr. had explained that he 
high bail wes necessary "because of the wiusual circumstances of this case." 
(Ais office later told reparters that the staff had been instructed "by 
Washington" not to discuss the case further.) 

State Department officials here said that the passport bearing the 
nave "Briceman" showed ite holder had tmmweled extensively in Ensland, 
Germany and Belgivwe. 

At the time of his arrest, Yockey had $2300 in cash in his pockets 
and was also carrying vress credentiels from a German macesine, they said-- 


credentials bearing hig om picture but still ancther alias.

Richard Auerbach, special agent in charge of the FBI here, said 
last nipht: 
"You think it's a uystifying case? Well, we just wish we knew more 
about it, too." 
cane to be exvectad that the FAI would have a difficult tine wraveling 
the/e-nspiracy's best kent secret, if imleed the secret cold be wrethled at 
all. But the incrimimting evidence fount in Yockey's suitcase provided 
excellent clues. The 5an Francisco Chronicle of the fallowing day, June 10, 
1960, vrovided ammm more interesting details: 


INSANITY PIEA IN PASSPORT CASE HINTED 

Francis Parker Yockey, the nan of maty nanes held here on Federal 
charse@s, may have teen operating an ilieral passport factory, 8 Federal 
proseci:tor said yesterday. 

Yoekey's om attarney, Carl Hoppe, insisted at first thet the 
only problem was that his client was insane--but he later withdrew the 
sugrestion pending furthe$ private émnversations. 

Assistant U. Se Attorney Willian P. Clancy Jr. told newsmen yesterday 
thet Yockey had used at least 15 aliases during “what apnesrs to be a 
syétematic ani well-planned operation in passporte; the purpose of which 
we do not know." . . . Yockey, 7, was identified by fingernrints on his 
service recad. 

State Devartment officials here said yesterday that Yockey had been 
a War Denartment emmloyee in Europes in 1916, and other sources renorted 
he was active at that time in the Nurenberg war crimes trials in Gerneny 
but fired. 


A friend ani former classmite of Yockey told The Chronicle last night 


thet Yoekey had been Ba pro-Nazi" while attending Oeorgetam University, 
Washington, D. C., in 1937-38. 

Georgetom University confirmed that Yockey had attenied its School 
of Foreign Service ag a member of the class of 1939 tut had withirawn 
before commleting the course, His hometown at that time wes listed as 
Rowena, Ill, 

He was known to have cractioced law in Illinois et one tire and to have 
served ag an agaistent district attcrnay in Detroit. 

Yockey, glowering and silent, appeared before J. S. Commissioner Josevh 
Karesh at 10:30 a.m. yesterday, ostensibly to vlead for e reduction in 
the $50,000 bail dovanded by the Government. 

With him was Attorney Roppe--a specialist in patent and copyright iaw. 

"I'd like to have Hr. Yockey ommine! by a psychiatrist to determine 
whether he is sane," Hoppe told Cormissionar Raresh. 

Yoekey erupted in a sibilant, resounding whisper: "That's a dirty trick!" 

Then he spoke clearly: "I'm sorry--I'd like to dismiss the attorney. 
This comes as a comlete surprise to mee” 

Karesh alloved a 20-minute recess so Hoppe could confer further with 
his clicnt. As Yockey ani the attansy left for their coference, Yockey 
again muttered: "It's a dirty trick," asd spat on the flocr. 

_ Attorney J. W. thrlich, vresent with Hoppe ani Hopre's associate Victor 
Ice, told ravaorters "I talked to Mr. Yockey at Mr. Hopre's request, but 
T'm not associated with the defense." 

After the private conference between Yockey and his attorneys Hoppe 
and Viotes Tobe, Hoppe asked Karesh to contime the hearing--ostensibly 
called to determine whether $50,000 bail was tco high=-to 10:30 a.m. today.

"I'm now pressing my motion to reduce bail, and I'm not now urcssing 


sy motion for an examination by an alienist," Hoppe explained. "I want to 


confer further with Mr. Yockey." 
Karesh asked Yockey if he agreed that Hoppe should contime to revresent 


him, and Yocksy nodded. Karesh thereupon contimed the hearing until 


this norning. 


While the legal technicalities of Yoclsey's detention were being am 
argued aover in court, the San Francisco press was beginning to shaw great 
interest in the curious background of Francis Parker Yookey. The Jan Francisco 


Shronicle of Saturday, June 11, 1960 reparted the following: 


PASSPORT FRAUD MYSTERY UNFOLDSs FASCIST LINKS 
A long background involving activity with extreme right-wing political 
gro:pa in the United States and Surone began to emerge yesterday in the 
case of the mysterious Francis “arker Yockey. 

He appeared briefly before United States Comessioner Josenh Karesh 
at 10:30 ame amd had his hearing set over until 10:30 aeme Monday. 

Yockey's service recard shows he was born in 1917 in Michiesn. He 
ereduated cum lawie fran Notre Came and attended a number of U.S. univer- 
sities. Re was honorably discharged from the Army in 193 with a medical 
disability. The discharge carried the notation "dementia praecox, paranoid 
type.” 

Stanley Jacobs of the Anti-Defanation league here said their files 
showed Yockey had appeared with Gerald L. K. Smith, head of the Christian 
National Party, in St. Louis in 1950. 

He said he is the author &f "Immerium," a book oublished in Lonion 
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which Yockey describéd as "a master thesis of Fascist strategy based am 
three principles: anti-Americanism, a neutral Germany, avoidance of anti- 
Ressian activity." 

Columnist Drew Pearson wrote of him in 1954. He identified him as 
one of three known J. S. agents for Rujolph Aschenauer, a neo-Nazi of 
Frankfurt, Germany. He seid Yockey wrote umer the name of Ulick Varange. 

Yockey is known to have used the aliases of Francis Dwmey, Frens 
Yockey, Franz Dowmey, Frank Healy ani Frank Domey. 

U. 3. Assistant Attorney We P. Clancy Jr. said he could te charged 
with making false statements to obtein a vassport ami with assault on a 
Federal officer. 

Yockey was arrested by apents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Monday at the hane of Alex Scharf, former directar of education for the 
Terple Beth Abraham in Oaklari. 

Scharf was not available to explain why Yockey should be in his hare. 
His guest was picked up after his lurgage had gone astray aml would up in 
an airport in Fort Worth, Texas. 

EBmnloyees opened the lugaage and found three passports--cne American, 
ome Canadian ard one British--seven birth certificates and a set of Gerran 
press credentials. 

When arrested Yockey tried to escape. He slamre? a door or the hand 
of FBI agent Robert Leonard. It required 20 stitches to sew uo the wound. 

eles then he has been held in Lieu of #50,000 bail while authcrities 
attemmted to discover the nattern of his life and the reason he ws carrying 
$2300 in cash and $850 in traveler's checks with hime 

"We are interested in where he gets his money," Clancy said. "We know 
he has teen associated with som anti-Semitic mroms and that he is engaped 
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in a systematic and well-planned operation in passports.” 

In his appearance before Kareeh, Yockey was stiff and ancry. 

"This is practically assault and battery," he told Karesh. He braced 
hinself and folded his hands as the Com&issioner talked with his lewyer, 
Car’ Hoppe, about a contimmnce venling the arrival of his sister. 

She is Mrs. William De Coyne, wife of a Navy commarter of Bethesda, “d. 

Roope said he needed time to discuss the entire situation with ltrs. 
Coyne and he asked if she could visit Yockey, 47, in jail tolay. 

"You want an order for Saturday for yorr boy” asked Karesh. 

"I teg your pardon,” Yockey snapped. "I'm no bay.” 

"Young man, theh?’ purred Karesh. 

"Mo, no young ran either," said Yockey. 

"Then, defendant,” said Karesh. "I think we can agree on that. 


I see you Monday.” 


The plot had injeed thickened. What was Yockey, author of a master thesis 
on Fascist world etrategy, doing at the hase of a Jewish educator in Gklani. 
This sust have indeed ouszled the ADL. And where had the Jewish educator dis- 
apneared to? In addition, why would the author of a raster thesis on Fascism 
be an azent for Rudalvb Aschenaver, memter of a Communist spy ring in Gerrany? 
It was all very mystifying, and there were very few nemle indeed who could 
put the olecea tog ther to rake any sensé. 

One man, however, seemed to know more abo:t Yockey than any other. His 
mame was Drew Pearson, and on June 13, 1960, with the echoes of Hockwell's 
lauispeakers etill ringing in his ears, he wrote the following column which 


apneared in the Washin:ton Post: 


EX-NAZI SEMZED 

A mystery man suspected of being implicated in the bombing of 
Awerican synagogues has just been picked up in San Francisco. He was 
arrested through the pure happenstance that hia suitcase got lost, 
ended up in Ft. Worth, Texas, where airline officials opened it for 
purposes of identification and found three nassparts, seven birth 
certificates, $2300 in cash and $850 in traveler's checka. They called 
the FaI. 

The man in question is Francis Yockey, ard when San Francisco 
autherities checked their records they found a clinping from this column, 
March 31, 1954, describing Yockey's background. 

Fe has two aliases, Ulick Varange and Frank Healy, and according 
to earlier publication in this colum, was the agent of Dr. Rwholch 
Aschenaver, a Cerran ex-Kasi who was reported in 195) to be working with 
Capmunists; slso was mailing speech material to Sen. Joe McCarthy fran 
Frankfurt, Germany. 

In Yockey's suitcase were found one Pritish passport umier the nano 
of tduuviziinxsitniwemsn Michsel Joseph Taylar, one U. S. passport wider 
the name of Edward Mex Briceran, ami another U. S. passvort wider the name 
of Edward Mex Price. In his suitcase was also a list of 15 sersons, sore 
of them deceased. 

When arrested, he tried to break away fromtths FBI, and slammed the 
door so hard on the hand of a German thet 20 stitches were taken in his ham. 
Yockey 1s being held for raking false statements ard sssauiting a Federal 
officer. 

Yoekey was born in Michigan in August, 1917, graduated cum lauwie 
from Notre Dame in l9bl, attenied Georgetown |iniversity in Washineton, D.C., 
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and the University of Arizona, served briefly in 1915 with the War 
Crimes Commission at Neurenberg. Sle was discharged fm cro-Nasi sentiments. 
This colum reparted in March, 195, thatYockey was involved ina 
new alliance between unrepentant Nazis and Cormunists in a worldwide 
underrround network. 
"The evidence is conclusive that the network has used none other 
than 3en. Joe McCarthy as a pronagania mouthpiece. when McCarthy charped 
the U. Se Arny with torturing German war criminals . . . Senate investim- 
tors traced the charges to Dr. Rudolph Aschenauer, an ex-Nazi working 
with the Comounists. 
"Aschenaver had three known agents in this comtry--Frederick Weiss, 
H. Keith Thompson, and Jlick Varange--who also represented the Socialist 
Reich Party . . . such a flagrant pro-Nazi party that it was outlawed by 
the West German government » « e 
"Weiss masterminds the National Renaissance Party, a provn of fanetical 
antieSemited with headquarters in Yorkvilis, New York City . . . The BI 
is most interested, however, in Varange, a mystery man who also goes by 
tre nanes of Francis Yockey ani Frank Realy. He is known to be the author 
of a book on Fascist strategy, urging anti-Amrican but not anti-Soviet 
activity.” 


The above was writien in March, 195k. 


Thus spake Urew Pearson who had been writing about the Communist-Nazi 
network since at least 195k when he attempted to we the informtion about 
Aschenavef and hia agents to discredit Sen. McCarthy. This time he wrote about 
Yoeksy to mske sure, perhaps, that the public did not mistake this "ex-Nazi" 


for a Cormemnist. It is interesting that *earsen couid find no Communists around 


when writing about the swastika epidemic only a few short months back. It 
is also interesting that Pearson failed to show any connection between his 
friend Rockwell and the captured Yockey. Rockwell was a member of Yockey's 
network and only s few daya before had visited New York to confer with Jamea 
Madale, leader of the National Renaissance Party, which even Pearson mew was 
a front for the wniercover activities of Frederick Weiss, HN. Keith Thomson 
and Francis Yockey. Pearson had obviously not lost his ability to nut two and 
two together, There are some people who seem to specialize in seeing to it 
that tc ani two are never nut tomether. Of course, Pearson hadn't, bothered 
to mention that Yockey had been cantured at the home of a Jewish educator. 
After ell, things were hard enouph to explain. 

Each additional day of Yocksy's detention managed to bring more and mare 
interesting facts to light. The San Pranoisco Chronicle of Tuesday, June Uy, 
1960 renorted as followa: 


BAIL PLEA DELAYED 
PASSPORT SUSPECT CALLED ‘TOP FASCIST® 

Franeis Parker Yockey, mysterious callectar of smaious passports, 
was described here yesterday as a "significant Fascist with internstional 
connections." 

Yockey, 43, held under @50,000 bail for passpart fraud, was so 
classified by Stanley Jacobs, regionel director of the Anti-Defamtion Langue. 

He was one of the several unofficial observers yesterday st Yockey's 
stormy hearing before li. S. Commissioner Joseph Kareshe 

Jacobs said Yockey is considered "as important a world figure in 
fascism as we now know." 


Assistant . S. Attorney William P. Clancy Jr. said the Yockey case

Hopog, a patent attorney, said he wished to withdraw in favor of 
a lawyer with criminal experience. 

Present during yesterday's hearing was Kmmet F. Hagerty, who may 
revresent Yockey during future hearings. « « « 

Yockey complained during yesterday's proceedings that he had been 
refused permission to see his two sistera, Alice Spurlock, hospital X-ray 
technician in Gilroy, and Mrs. William Coyne of Bethoeda, Md. 

The Commissioner recessed court for LO rdm:tes to allow Yockey to 
confer with his sisters in the Marshal's office. 

Yockey was asked during the recess whether he had traveled extensively 
in Russia in 1957, and the questioning revarter was dismissed with the 
order: "Get out of here, you filthy swine." 


Nad the author of a master thesis on Fascist world strategy spent a great

A bold jailbreak plot engineered by Francis P. Yockey, the nasspart 
mystery mn, was revealed yesterday, along with alleged threaks of suicide. 

Yockey, a l3-year-old ox-lawyer from Detroit, had appeared before 
Ue Se Commissioner Joseph Karesh to plead for a reduction in his $50,000 
bail on a pessport-fraud charge. 

Toward the eni of that proceeding, which was intersession, Assistant 
U. Se Attornsy William P. Clancy Jr. mentioned, with dramatic casuslness, 
the ourported escangs plot ami the suicide threats. 

Arguing afAinst bail reduction, he said: "There's an extreme risk of 
flight . . » @ grave risk of injury to himself ani others." 

The escape plan, Clancy said, was relz:ed to him by the FBI. It 
went, he said, like thie: 

Yoekey on Monday approached two other Federal prisoners being held at the 
county jail. He offered to vost $1000 bail for one who is awaiting sentence. 

This man would then get a car and gums. When the Federai prisoners 
were marched into the U.S. Marshal's van in Dumbar alley behind the Hall 
of Justice, the second accomplice would start a brawl. 

The ran with the guns would then move in, slip a qun to Yockey, and 
all three would escape in the car parked nearby. 

The plan went awry, Claencey said, when the bail posting fell through 
amd one of the prisoners tinped off the FBI. 

Yockey spoke up: "Not a ward of truth in that." 


Karesh turned to Ermet Fe Hagerty, who revlaced Carl Hoope as Yockey's 


attorney, "If such a thing is true, I'm sure you'll agree the hail set 
is not excessive." 

"T apree,"” said Hagerty, "if it's true." 

"We've good reason to believe so," said Clancey. 

Hagerty said it micht prove otherwise if the other prisoners were 
produced for akzxasumssmmxime cross-questioning, ami Clancey said he 
might disclose their identity today. 

dail superintemient Prank Smith later disclosed the other two nrisoners 
were “hilip Galati, 21, of Srooklyn, awaiting sentence on ea check charse 
ard held in lieu of $1000 bail, an? Jack Fambrough, 27, of 619 39th street, 
Makiand, who has pleaded guilty to the $59hh robtery of an Sakland Army 
Terminal "X service station where he worked. 

Fantrough was to have been sentenced by Judge Sweigert yesterday but 
the case was postponed until today. 

Midway in the bail diseussion the case abruptly moved into Federal 
Juira William T. Sweigert's court where Clancey requested a vaychiatric 
examination for Yockey, saying he was “unable to comprehend the situation" 
am thus could not assist in his defense. 

Yockey, familier with Nazi amd Fascist elements in this country and 
Eurove, stood before the court with arms folded across his chest, while 
Hagerty objected to a mental examination. 

"This man hes an intellect equal of any in this courtroom, with all 
deference to Your Honor," Hagerty said. "He is a member of the bar in 
Illinois and Michigan, a graduate of Notre Dame, Ceorgetewm, Michigan, an 
author of books; was a Deputy District Attorney of Detroit and a prosecutor 
at the Wuernberg trials. That doesn't mean he is incommetent to assist 


in his defense."

Clancey countered: "He was discharged from the aryy in 193 as a 
dementia preecox--oaranoid tyoe, am his comiuct befare the ‘i. S. Commissioner 
has been bisarre.!' 

He then related reperts that Yockey had tyrice threatened suicide--onca 
in the Dakland jail after hig arrest ami again in the jail her’. Yocekey 
promtly denied that, then tossed ina little sensation of hig om. He 
said that Alex Scharf, in whose Oakland apartment he was arrested and who 
has since disavneered, had been taken into custaly by the FEI.

Why was Yockey so desperate about getting out of the clutches of the Federal 
authorities? Obviously, the evidence found in his suttease was far more incrimi- 
nating than the FBI ned been willing to reveal to the nress, svidence which not 
only indicated that Yockey was a top Soviet agent in charge of creating a world 
Fascist moverent, but alsolinvalved in espionace. An agent like Yockmy, with 
so many identities ani so many passporte, which facilitated the cpyossing of rany 
frontiers, obviovwsly traveled 6 goal deal between test and West. If he was 
Moswas's chief coordinator in charge of world enti-Semitism ani the Canmniste 
controlied world Fascist movement, then obviously he knew all of the too members 
of the network in the many different cowntriese In fact, he knew too much, and 
if he co:ldn't escape, he would probably have to commit suicide. Unfortunately 


for Yockey, there could be no other choice. 


In the meanwhile, the san Francisco Chronicle of Thursday, Jume 16, 1960 


reported the courtroon develorments as follows:

Judge Sweigert said he would receive the nsychfatrie reports on 
July 11 and a motion to reduce Yeckey's $50,000 bail was withdraum untdal 
that date. o ss 

Ue. Se Commissioner Josenh Karesh, before whom Yockey has appeared in 
several stormy hearings, was called yesterday by Assistant J. S. Attorney 
William P. Clanoey Jr. 

Karesh testified that ho had closely comerved Yookey and described 
his actions as “the most umsual of any accused person who has ever 
appeared before me." 

With parwission of the court, Yockey undertook to cross examine 
Karesh. He accused the Commissioner of being orejudiced because he had 
read Yockey was “anti-Jewish.” 

Judge Sweigert halted Yockey in mnid-sentence. "That will be enough 
of that," he snapned. 

Two FAL agents Edward M. Cunningham and keith G. Teeter, submitted 
affidavits that Yockey had received a psychiatric discharre from the Army 
in 1943. 2 « » 

Another affidavit said Yockey tald two unnamed cell mates in the Cognty 
Jail he intended to commit suicide by sharpening a camb into a lethal weapon 


Tuesday it wes revealed in a heering before Karesh that Yockey had

allegedly attempted to engineer a daring escape from the County jail. 
"me of the orisonera whom he solicited to aid in the petavay plan, 
transmitted the informstion to the FEI. 

Yoekey, in a vassionate statement to the court, charged that the 
Government was depriving him of his defense by subjecting him to nsychiatric 
examination. He said that use of his Army medical recard violated his 
rights. 


Wekey's defeat in court meant that he would have to rermmin in Federal 
hands until at least July 11 before he conid be released on bail-ewhich was 
much too long for a nan who knew as much as he did and was never meant to be 
cauyht. The longer ha repainsd in custody, the deeper would go the inquiry 
into his activities, ani the more information would be leaked tothe vublice 
There was, of course, oniy one way to put an abrupt end to the inquiry, and 
that was for Ycckey to kill himself, which is exactly what he did. The 


San Francisco Chronicle of Jaturday, June 18, 1960 reported the story as fallows: 


MYSTERY MAN YOCKEY KILLS SELF IN S. FP. JAIL CELL 

NeoeNagi Francia ". Yockey took a leaf from the notebook of !krnann 
Goering, Hitler's air marshal, aml voisoned himself in jail yesterday. 

He left behind him a furious set of Federal officials ari a note 
defying enyone to find ovt who sunvlied him with the cyanide he used to 
erd his life. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation, the Stete Department and the 
United States Attormsy's office were left haiding a top-secret file on 
Yockey and no Yockey to nrosecute. 


The file arrived last Wednesday. @ne official said it was "Loaded 


with dynamite." 

Yockey, 43, was arrested June 6 for investiration of passport fraud. 
FGI agents caught vp with him when he checked on a suitcase that had pone 
astray during a plane flirht. 

The suitcase contained three false passvarts, German cress credentials 
and seven birth certificates. 

Agente four! him in the apartrent of Alex Scharf, 1,65 Bellevue avenue, 
Taklan3, Scharf, a former teacher at the Temple Beth Abraham school, 
immediately disarmesred. 

Ne has been subnpoensed by the Federal Grand Jury but so far has net 
turned up. 

A wsrrant for arrest of Scharf was issued late yesteriay afternoon. 
Beil was set at $5000. 

The mysteriow asnect a? the case was compounded by Yockey's behavior 
and by the insistence of authorities that he be held in the surprisingly 
hiph bail of $50,000. 

Yoekey began talking af suicide the day he was arrested. He made one 
elaborate escave atterot. In his court appearance his grandiose manner and 
contempt for rroceedings Led to an order for a psychiatric exsmination. 

The U. S. Assistant Attorney Wiiliam P. Clancey would say of Yockey 
only that he seemed to be dealing in passports and that current information 
showed him to have traveled extensively in Europe, 

> Stanley Jacebs of the Anti-Defamation Leanue was more snecific. He 
gaid Yockey wes associated with the top figures in extreme risht-wing ami 
anti-Semitic movemntse 

Yoekey is known to have been closely cormected with the resurcent 


Nagi moverent in Hest Cermany. 


Somehow he obteined the poison crystals he vsed Thursday night. 

Just as Goering, the Ho. 2 Nazi, did at Nuernberg hours before he was to 
ve hanged in 195. Yookey used potassium cyanide. 

No one knows how he got it. He played checkers with his fellow inmte, 
Adam Nieran, a maomaker of 1703 Arcadia street, until lights were turned 
out in their Comty Jail cell at 9 poem. 

Nieman, then held on charres of grand theft which were dismissed yester- 
day, said Yookey gave signs of what was in his mimi during the evenings 

"We teld me he was the Noe 1 leader of sore sort of organization,” 
Nieman saide “He said he had tmowledge of veovle he loved and he thought 
he'd be farced to reveal it." 

"The night before he discussed killing himself with heavy weights on 
his throate ‘The last remark he mde to me was, ‘You'll sleep all night, 
of course.’ 

"After lichts were out he kept looking over the ledge of the tunk 
at mee I got quite concerned but finally I fell asleep." 

Apparently that was what Yockey had been waiting for. He took his 
caystle. His poly was found at 7:25 a.m., rigid on the bed, hands falded 
across his chest. He still had his boots on. 

Tucked into the folds of a blanket he used for 2 nillow was the 
fgllowing note: 

"I shail write no mosszges which I know will never te delivered--omly 
this, which will be: 

"You will never discover who helped me, for he is tote t'ovnd in your 
om mititudinous ranka, at least outwardly.” 


dail Swerintemient Frank Smith at first reportéd Yockey had died of 


ele 


natural causes. Closer exanination showed the inside of his mouth and 
throat were seared es one night exnect from swaliowing cyanide. 

The newa brovght Sheriff Matt Carverry bustling to the jail: 

"We heard he was planning suicide or escape last Tuaaday," he said. 
“we moved him from an upper tier to cell 20 on the ground floor where he 
could be watched constentiy by the guard on duty. 

"I'm satisfied thet sufficient vrecautions were taken." 

Sheriff Carberry's satisfaction was not shared by Ciancey, James B. 
Cavanaugh, special ayent fa the security division of the State Uenartrent, 
or a handful of agents of the FBI who had been working en the casee 

Grim-faced, they ell showed up et the gail ani tried to fim ort how 
their man had cheated justice amd deprived then of possible infornatione 

The investigation itself was taken un by the Homicide Burcsau of the 
Police Devartment, and by Carberry. 

In Yockey's personal effects left with the ggiler « second note was 
found. It was addressed to Keith G. Teeter, amdFbl agent. I4 read: 

"My dear Mr. Teeter: 

"I ask you as u fevor, in the name of humanity, which ve share, to 
netify sy sister of this, or her husband: Lieutenant Cormender or “rs. 
Wiiliam D. Coyne, Bethesda, lide 

"T thank youe 

Francis Yockeye" 

Mrs. Coyne viewed the body in the Coroner's office with Enret F. Hagerty, 
Yockey's attorney. 

Yockey's epitanh was vrovided by an acquaintance amd admirer, Willis 


Carto, secretary of the Congress of Freedom here and foumier of the 3an 


five 


Francisco Conservative Republican Headquarters set up during the 00> 
convention here in 1956. Carto visited Yeckey in jail June 10. 

"Although I do not agree with ali his idoas, I feel he vas an authentiey 
erective genius. I feel thet those imividials who are resronsible for 
driving him to his death shovld feel a reat sense of mult. 

"fhe world has lost a great man whose ideas will ce remembered until 


western Civilization is exterrrinated,"” Carto said. 


Needless to say, the death of Yockey deprived the Government of its vorize 
catch. it would be a long time befare the Government was tx'ovided with an ther 
such piece of luck which resulted from the accidental logs of Yockey's suitcase. 
The suicide of Yockey, the moder of ice Harvey Oswald, the escane ard subsequent 
suicide of Dr. Salen are all of a pettern symptomtic of the vast conspiracy 
our law enforcement agencies are 30 inadequately prepared to deal with. A 
rise as valuable as Yockey deserved a 2li-howr, special rear to see to it that 
he did not, commit suicide. 

But there was little voint in crying over spilied milke The auestion naw 
was who had given Yockey the cyenide? It is interesting that the one verson, 
of the arent-rrovocatew network, whe had visited Yockey while he was in jail 
was Willis Carto, the publisher of Right. what had Carto and Yorkey discussed 
during thet visit? Did Certo see Yockey more than once? who had given Certo 
permission to visit the vrize orisoner, aml under whet cireimstences wos that 
nermission given? These are all questions to which we shell urdoubtedly never 
get answerse 

Then there was Yockey's sister, Mrse Wilijam De Coyne of Bethesda, Maryland. 
She was interviewed by the ress shortly after Yockey's deathe The San Francisco 


Chronicle's version, published June 18, 1960, read as follows: 
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SISTER CALS SUICIDE TRAGIC; PHILOSOPHER, NOT PRO-NAZI, SHE SAYS 

The suicide of Francis Parker Yockey, mystery "an with many passporta, 
was descrited as “a tragedy’ vesterday ty one of his sisters. 

"Al1] thet talent, ali that briiliance is now fone," sinhed Mrs. 
William °. Coyne, of Bethesda, “ie, wife of a li, S. Navy corrander. 

Ms. Coyne, a handsome blonde with vale bluse eyes, said Yockey snent 
his adult life scrutinizing the world from the exalted station of a true 
philesooher.s 

"No," she seid, “he wasn't anti-Semitic, he wasn't anti-Zionist. 

Mo, he wasn't pro-Vazi. He never idolized Hitler. In fact he thought 
Hitler made one mistake after another.” 

Likewise, Mra. Coyne said, Yockey was neither nro-Russian nor anti-= 
Russiene 

"He merely felt that Russia tad a role to vlay in world histary," she seid. 

¥rs. Coyne vrowly recited the titles of six books written oy Yockey, 
ell of which were privately published in London and one of which has een 
called "a bluenrint of Fascist stratery." 

"No vublisher in the United Stetes would touch them," she said. 

Mrse Coyne, interviewed in the office of Attorney Exr-et Hagerty, said 
she had been close to her *wrother when they grew up in Chicago but that 
in the last 10 years she had scldom hear? from hin. 

"He would telephone me once in a while hut never say where he was. I 
think. it waslbecause he was in some kind of trouble with the F5I," she said. 

Hrse Coyne said she received a telephone call from Yockey early last 
week informing her that "I'm in the Oakland jail.” 


The sister immediately flew here from “Maryland to help him 


euve 


She said she talked to hin in jail about the United States nussport he 
obtained in Salinas in 1954 under the name af Haward “fax Price. 

(This same nessport was found among Yockey's belongings, bearing Yockey's 
photogmoh, with the name changed to ldward Max Briceran.) 

"Ye co.ddn't have changod that name on the nasgport. That requires 
special technique," she said. 

Yoekey tald her, she said, that ha still carried the passynart because 
the Stete Department hed turned him dam seven times when he apolied for 
& new vesspsrt. 

Why did Yockey also carry Canadian ami Sritish nassports with his 
nhetcerath but different names? 

“Maybe he thourht three vassocrta were bettcr than one?” Mrs. Coyne 
revlied. 

The sister said she hed no idea how Yockey had earned his Living in 
recent vears or where he had been living. 

"Ny sister and I gave him sone money to have a book published, but 
that was quite a few years ago," she said. 

Finally, Mrs. Cuyne was asked why she thought Yockey committed suicide. 
a) “Yas it been established that it was a suicide?" she renlied. 

Reitinded that Yockey nemed a suicide note befare he died, she added; 

"Mh, that's right. He did. *robatly he felt he wasn't scing to have 
a fair trial" 

She hesitated a moment arid added: 

Yeredicated upon what havrened, he was commletely Justified in feeling 


that way.”

three months ago, worked until last month 1n Los Angeles, and then left for 
New York. 
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The Chronicle learned that Slomovich's name anneared on the nassenrer 
list cf the Atlantic, an Anerican Gxpart Lines ship, wich sailed from 
New York last Thursday bound for Haifa, Israel. 

Although Scharf's name did not appear on the cassenrer list, Feleral 
authorities said it is nossible he rey have used an asernad name since he 
is not a citazen of the United States. . . 

Meanwhile, it was learnai that Yockey asked a fellow-vrisoner two 
days before he committed suicide in the County jail here where he could 
cbtain "som poisons” . . » 

Authorities are puzzled as to where Yockwy obtained the deadly pois 
ard how it reached his cell. 

At the same time, the coroner's office announced that a toxolocist's 
report shows that Yockey took one-fifth of a gram of potassium cyanide, 
which is double the lethal dose for 4 man of his size. 

Yockey left a note defying anyone to discover how he obtained the poison. 
eee 

Yrs. Ezra Cohen-Sitt of 115 Beulah street, a friend of Scharf, said 
yesterday she wanted to carrect an imoression piven in an interview with 
The Chronicle Sumisy that Scharf had at one time asked her to verry him 

"He did not," she said. "I did not intend to be quoted on any matter 
redated to Mr, Scharf." 


The search for Scharf continued. ‘he authorities learnail that Scharf had 
been a frequent visitor to Reno, Nevada, shere he had a lady friend, an ex-black- 
jack dealer at the Cal-lieva Club. In fact, he had been expected at the woman's 
homa on the same dsy as Yockey's suicide, but didn’t show up. The authorities 
had hoped to catch him there. 
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The lady friend, 4idepards Bohlen King, hed arrived in the United States 
from her native Germany in 1956. She said she had met Scharf on Jamary 1, 1959. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of June 23, 1960 reported the interview with tirs. 


King as follows: 


"We were intraluced,"” sho said. “We did not meet at the tables." 

It igs know, however, that Scharf had something more than a casual 
interest in gambling. 

Mrs. King said she wmierstood that Scharf had been in the United 
Stetes eight or ten years ami had known Yoekey for at least a year. 

"I have no idea where they met or anyt>ing about that,” she said. 
"But when he did speak of Yockey it wis with adwiration. He ereatly admired 
Yorkey's intelligence and mentioned a few times that he had seen r heard 
fran him." 

Mrs. King, who nlans to remerry her divarced husbari next month, said 
Scharf had no close fricmis, so far as she knew. 

She said she could not imagins what Yockey--the known neo-Fascist and 
close associate of anti-Semites alt over the world--could have had in common 


with Scharf, the 3l-year-old Hebrew school teacher and -rincipal. 


Finally, it was established by the authorities that Scharf had mown Yockey 
by three different nares. This wes made clear by an article in the San Francisco 
Chronicle of June 2h, 1960; 


SCHARF KNEW 3 YOCKEY NAMES 
The missing Hebrew teacher Alex B. Scharf imew nco-Fascist Francis P. 


Yoekey by at least three different names. 
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This was indicated yesterday when U. S. Postal Inspector Jams Ve. Pe 
Commy identified Scharf's signature on a passport annlicatilon found among 
Yockey's velongings. 

The application for an Irish passport was made out on June 26, 1959 in 
the name af one Michael Joseph Taylor. 

Scharf signed the umuved anplication for the Iréah passport as a guerantor 
or feferonce and listed his address as 2401 Sacramento street. 

When FBI agents arrested Yockey at Scharf's Oskland apartment on Jue 6, 
Scharf indicated he knew the internationsl mystery man as Richard Hatch. 

"But if he knew him as Hetch,” asked Assistant J. S. Attorney William 
P. Clancey, "what was Scharf doing sigming his name on the Irish vassport 
avvlication for Michael Josenh Taylor” 

Finally, Scharf is known to have referred to the j3-year-ald right 
wing anti-Semite by his real name--Yockey. 

This was establishad by Aildegerde Bohlen King, 5 former girl friend 
of Scharf's and ea forrer Reno blackjack dealer. 

“He greatly admired Yockey's intelligence and rekbioned a few times that 
he had seen ar heard from him,” “rs. King mid. ... 

Scharf, 31, disappeared immediately following Yockey's srrest at his 
apartment and he is now the target of an international raniunt. 

A subpoena has been issued calling him befare the Federal grand jury 
here and there is a warrant for his arrest 2s a material witness in the 


Yockey passport frawi inquiry. 


The shocker, however, which wis to leave no further doubt as to who both 


Yockey and Scharf were working for, was the story which avpesred in the 
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San Francisco Chronicle of July 27, 1960, a full month after the last Yockey~ 


Scharf article in June. It reed: 


YOCKEY'S FLEEING PAL TRACED TO CORBA 

Alex B. Seharf, the missing friend of the late neo-Fascist Francis 
P. Yockey, has been traced to Cuba. 

This wes disclosed yesterday by Assistant United States Attorney Willian 
P. Clancey Jr., who said "a reliable source" placed Scharf in Cusa last month. 

Scharf is wanted as a raterial witness in the investigation of Yockey's 
forged rassports and he is also wanted for questioning by Immigration and 
Naturalization. 

Scharf is not in custody in Cuba and his whereabonts there are not mow. 

Clancey, nevertheless, expressed the hope that State Department officials 
will be able to find Scharf and ask him about Yockey's activities. . . « 

Haukoguesmnitsokucnkaiiosk Cuba, it turned ovt yesterday, was the 
apparent em=rgency headquarters for Yockey, also. 

This was revealed by a Comty Jail vrisoner who said Yorkey asked him to 
convey a message to a full-figdged Cuban girl, a Havana journalist nared "Cina." 

"If you get this to Havana,” the m-isoner quoted Yockey as teliing hin, 
"Cina will see to it that you are taken care of financially." 

Yeckey handed the inforrant a piece of newavaper bearing a Havana 
address and the cryptic message: "See that Alfred gets this.” ... 

The prisoner, whese identity was not disclosed, said he was separated 
from Yockey almost immediately after the note was handed to him. 

While Yockey remained in jail behind the Hall of Justice, the prisoner 
was sent to County Jail No. 2 at San Bruno to serve a theft sentence. 


He immediately asked for nermission to tell what he knew about Yockey, 


he said. But by the time amyone listbned to his story in detail, Yockey 
had swallowed cyanide just like his idol, Hermann Goering. 

The story went like this: 

The informant said he wandered into the cocktail lounge of the Flamingo 
Hotel in Miami Beach last February. 

There he fell into conversation with Yockey (lnown to him then only 
as "Bleir"), Cina and Sranuel Diaz, a LO-year-old stocky Cuban with a heavy 
mustache who said he was a correspoment for a Havana meazine. 

Yockey talked about literature, books and San Francisco, the inforrent 
said. 

Two nights later, the informant said he returned to the Flamingo, 

He found Yockey olaying Strauss waltzea on the piano. Cina and Dias 
invited hin to visit them in Cuba, he said. 

Yockey, he adied, reparted he waa in Cuba, too, living there and 
sowing anti-American propecanda. 

The next meeting came after the infarrmant was arrested here. 

Yockey came uw) to him in the exercise yard of county jail, he said. 

“He vatted me on the back and said, ‘Remember me?" the informant 
revarted. 

"I didn't immediately. But then he reminded me of the meeting in 
Miami Beach." 

The gpir talked for wo hours. 

The infarmant said he spoke about suicide--a subject Yockey discussed 
with virtually everybody following his arrest in Jaklani on June 6. 

He was picked up then by FBI agents who wanted to know why three 
passports hed turned up in a suitcase he had left at Fort Worth. 


“Phe passnart charge is a minor thing in my case," the informant 


Sawew. 


quoted Yockey as saying. "I am the top Fascist in the world. There is 
nobody bigeer then me." 

Since Yockey's suicide, the informant has repeated the story to U.S. 
Imei gration and Naturalization agents ani P. Clancey Jr. 

Re also tald Deputy Sherriff John Mariani ani Captain Charles 
Cunningham at County Jail Noe 2 in San Bruno before Yockey's suicide that 
he had some infornation. 

The ififormant's first meeting with Federal authorities did not take 


place until five days after Yockey's death. 


It is obvious from the above story that Yockey, the world's top Fascist, 
was also a top Commmist agent and that Scharf was arobably his KGB liaison 
in San Frencisco, that is, a member of the Soviet Secret Police. It is hardly 
likely that Scharf would have fled to Castro's Cuba if he had been anything else. 

But ebviously, the conspiracy c:uld not let the Yockey-Scharf watter lie 
as it was. If Scharf rerained in hiding in Cuba, then it would be @lear to 
the FBI that Scharf was a Soviet agent. But if he came back, pleaded imocense 
ari was cleared of any complicity with Yocksy, than some of the damage dons by 
Yoekey's capture could be undone. 

And eo, it veshieetne that Scharf wowd return to San Francisco, but only 
after he had studied the cress clinoings which had been sent to him, and could 
concoct a plausible story. Then he telephoned the San Francisco Chronicle 
from Havana and offered to tell them his story exclusively if they peid his 
way back to California. The Chronicle agreed and sent ona of their reporters to 
Miami to meet Scharf as he returned to the United States. The Chronicle printed 


the story of that return in its edition of August 20, 1960: 


Miami, Flee, Auge 19~-lMystery man Alexander B. Scharf arrived here 
tonight from Havana ani told The Chronicle he fled fhe Hay Area two months 
ago after the arrest of his pel, neo-Nazi Francis P. Yockey, "because I 
fesred revenge." 

Scharf said he would now fly back to San Francisco and appear befcre 
the grand jury there to ansyer questicna about the Yockey case. . » . 

Scharf said tonight he met Yockey, who was using the name of Michael 
Taylor, in Reno in the spring of 1959. 

"He was very friendly and invited me far a cup of coffee," Scharf 
said. "I did not know this men was a criminal at all." 

"Yockey spoke warmly of the Jewish people and said he wag interested 
in talking to mea because I was a atident of the Bible.” 

Scharf said Yockey lent him $30 at the Reno gambling taiies "and I 
felt mildly indebted to him. He told me he was a lawyer ani a forrer 
district attorney." 

"Only in Havana did I learn that Yockey had anything to do with 
Nazism," Scharf said. 

Yoekey wired him from “sshinrtan, D. C. late in April, Scharf said, 
and asked if he could visit a few days in Oakland, 

"I don't know what he had uo his sleeve,” said Scharf. "He offered 
to finance ve in a business—~—he algo offered to loan me $200 to pay some 
dedts." 

When FBI agente came to the apartment, Scharf said, Yorkey was out. 
But he telephoned a few mononta leter and asked if everything was all 
right. "I said yes, to coma on up. I helped them catch him." 

“In his switcase was a tlack mask--just like the movies. In my mind 


he vas either a Chicago gangster or a Ruasian spy, or both. I was scared 
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for my life. I feared his frienis would try to take revenge, so I ran." 
Scharf said he left his possessiana and car ami took a bus to Los 
Angeles andj caught a plana for Hnvana, where he had visited in 1956 and 
again 1n 19%. 
He said he gained help of friends in Havans "until they found out 


who I was a couple of weeks ago." 


Of covrse, Cuta was the last piace a person would have -one to to seek 
safety from the avengers of a possible Russian spy. in fact, the traffic was 
entirely in the other direction. Refugees were fleeing Cuba by the thousdadtd 
in search of safety from Commmnist terror. If Scharf had been so efraid of 
Yookey"s avencers, why didn't he ask the FBI for protection? 

When Scharf got to Sen Francisco, he embellished his impossible stary. 

He once more told how he had fled to Havana out of fear. He said that he hoped 
to find shelter there, a job ami forret all that had haprened. 

"But Tecouldn't even escape there," he told the Chronicle. "You can't 
run away from anything~-ani so I decided to cone back, for the first time in 
my life to stom running, ami ease the minds of thuse who hat faith in me." 

The stary sounded like something out of a tenth-rate drama, but Scharf 
was counting on his ability to win the sympathy of the authorities. After all, 
he was just a poor, harrassed former inmate of a concentration cam, running 
avay from fear--to Cuba, which was about the last place a formr inmate of a 
concentration camp would go to for safety and peace of rind. Nad Scharf actually 
been in a concentration camp? The only proof he offered was his tatoo, which 


could have easily been put @m as camouflepe. 
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Seerf's incredible story av-eared in the San Frane1sco Chronicle of 
Aucust 2? and 23, 1969. tHe described how he had met Yockey--a poised, agressive 
and charming ran-et the dice table in eno. Scharf, a lonely Yebrew teacher, 
occasionally went to Reno to gamble. It was an escape, he tells us. One 
night in Anril 1959, while he was standing at a dice tsble in the Nevada Club 
he became avare that a man was watching hime His luck had been very bad that 
evening, but the stranzer smiled at him and offered him a cun of coffee. He 
told Schar? thet he was playing badly and had better quit. Schurf agreed with 
the stranger ami accented his offer for coffee. 

"“T was’ interested," Seharf told the Chronéfle. "He seemed to know what 
he was tal-ing about. So we vent ont to a coffee shop and he told me his 
system for gambling. It was sismle. He said you divided your money into 30 
mitse When you won or lost five units, vou stoned far the day." 

Trot wasn't much of = system, bet Scharf was imnressed by it. Seharf 
then relates that Yockey introduced himecif as Hike Taylor, saying thet he wos 
a vriter, and a former lawyer and denuty district attorney from Detroit. He 
was Living in Reno. 

Bofore they rarted that night, Yockey loaned Scharf #30, and Scharf gave 
Yoekey his name and address. During the next few months Soherf and Yockcy-—— 
sumncsedly knam only by the name of "Taylor’=-mat from ti.e to time for lunch 
in San Francisco. According to Scharf, "Taylor" tad mwed from -eno to San 
Franciscoe 

"He Liked me and vanted my friendship as I wanted his," Scharf told the 
Chronicle. “He would call me wn on the *elevhone and say, ‘Ni bastard,' in 
that way Americans have of being friendly. He sncke warmly of the Jewish peo: lee 
Ye ssid ke admired them. Ami he spoke in a dpBogatory vanner abort the Germans. 


Ne aaid they never contd have won the ier, because they heted each ether. He 


said the Jews would heln each other, ami he seemed to admir» this." 

Scherf tald the Chronicle that Yockwy and he never discussed politics, only 
history, rambling and the 21d Testament. (A likely combination!) Scharf had 
told Yockey that he had been in concentration camps during the ser, but Yockvy 
did not coment or seem surprised. Then Scharf tald the Chronicle this amazing 
niece of information: 

"He (lockey) told me once thot he had been in Cuva--it was during the 
Spring of this year--and that he had almost gotten a very high vosition in the 
Castro government. I did not like this, because I krew this man Castro was 
wro-Commnist, but I am nct a political nan, and I did not ory further into his 
affairs." 

The Chronicle did not delve more deeply into this immrovable stcry. In the 
first place when had Scharf seen Yockey last to know that Yockey had been to 
Cubs? Second, how could he vossibly not become susnicizus of soveons who had 
almost gotten a very high vosition in the Castro governsmbt? Si:mly because 
Scharf was "not a political man" was no reason for him not to have had the 
Norral suspicion and curiosity anyone would have of a "friemi" with such intinete 
connections with the Castro government. 

Scharf then insisted that his selection of Savana as a refuge was pure 
coincidences 

"When the FBI talxed to me about Yockey," Scharf tald the Chronicle, "they said 
wm he was a bank robber. when I saw the passporta I was afraid that Yockey 
might be a Communist spy of sere kim. I've had cnough of terror am tlood in 
my life and I »anicked ani ran." 

Seharf's vtehavior was somewhat strange for a ran who knew that Yockey had 
been to Cuba and had almost gotten a very high nosition in the vro-Communist 


Castro rovernment. If Scharf had susnected that Yockey sxaeht be a Commmist soy, 


how could he exvect to find safety in Communist-controlied Buba, where he knew 
that Yickey had friends in high positions? Certainly, Cuba would have been the 
last place to go--unless Scharf had been something else, like Yockey’s KGB 
liaison, and than it would nave been the most logical place to head to. The 
fact that Scharf later came out of Cuba safely, without any difficulty, aurvesta 
that Scharf was not only an agent of some importance, but that he right rade 
been even more important than Yorkey. For, had he been blamed for Yockey'a 
capture by his superiors, he might have been disyraced and liquidated. jut no, 
he went swiftly ami directly to Cuba where he knew he would te saf'e--not fran 
Yockey's friends, but from the FEI, 

In addition, where had Scharf gotten the money to make this costly trip 
from San Francisco to Havena? If safety had been the only wtive of his flizht, 
why didn't he go north to Vancouver, Canada, or South to Tijuana, Hexico? oth 
places were fer more acc@ssible than Havana. wut Scharf exnlaina that he had 
been to Cuba several times befcre amd knew that they needed Hebrew teacherse 
But did they? Half the Jewish population had already left the island by mid-1960. 

Of course, the question which entered the public's mini was why would 
Yockey, a top Comuunist-Nazi agent, waste his tive befriending a rather insignifi-e 
cant Hetrew teacher bike Alex Scharf. The answer Scharf pave was that Yockey 
had intended to we him as a front. ina stury which appeared in the San Franciseg 
Chronicle, August 23, 1960, Scarf told revorters: 

“J can see now how he wented to use mee Tit at the time I thsurht he liked 
me-n-1 didn't realize I was only camouflage for him." 

Concerning Yockey's anclication for an Irish nassport, S-harf told the 
Chronicle: 

"The only thing he ever asked me to do snecifically wasto sien his aprlicition 


for an Irish vassnort, which I did. I had met him as “ike Taylor at the dice 
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tables in the Nevade Clib in Reno. He was a friendly fellow, hc loaned ne 
money am we got along wolle" 

YT corse, it never dawned on Scharf to ask why an American citizen should 
want an Irish passport. He knew that Yockey was e lawyer ari had werked as a 
deovty district atturney in Detroit. Didn't he sunect that "Mike Taylor was 
enraced in sow cart of iliogal activitios? 

"I veremer thet he wanted to set me up in business,” Scherf told renorters. 
"I'm an ehsator, not a businessran, inzt he vanted to nut uw the money arm Let 
me rome store onaa partnership srrangenent. 4 respectable business address 
would teve teen a foolproof front for him. That's all I offered him, I know 
Nnoweerespectahility and carouflage.e No ona would ever think of looking far a 
fascist in the company of a teacher of Hebrew--evon I didn't think that any 
Americar could te a fascist." 

Fou nsive could one de? Scharf's German eirifricnd in Reno, Hiljegards 
Bchlen-King, had told renorters that Scharf had spcken to her atout Yockey as 
Yoekey and therefore knew him unter that pane. In addition, if’ Scher? were a 
fiebrew teacher as veil as a former inmaste of a concentration canp, he vould have 
known that indeed America was fuii of all kimis of fascists and anti-3erites. 
The San “ranciscogpaners had carvied their share of news aba:t the swastika 
evivemic, synagogue bombings and anti-Senitic agitation. A Hebrew teachers on 
the wailing list of ary mormber of Jecish orrenizations end vublications, would 
have boen fully aware 2f these things. Unless Scharf was so tusy “escatine” to 
Reno thet he had no ti-e for anything but, the dice tables. 

It 4s also unlikely that Yockey would have entangled himself financially 
with somecne totally irnocesto@f what he wes doing, an enemy, no less, who micht 
turn on him if his real anti-Serttic background bec@ve known. In scbher words, 
in order for Yockey's plan to have been able to succeed, Scharf would have hed 
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to be in on it. Certainly, Yockey would hve never asked Scharf--a. perfect 
stronper~=to sim his application for an Irish casspart unless he was absolutely 
sure he couw trust Scharf. After all, Scharf could have essily became suspicious 
and gone to the FBI, esnecially after he head become aware of Yockey's doings 

in Cubs. 

Which means, quite simply, that if Yockey had intenfed to use Scharf, the 
innocent Hebrew teacher, as a front, he could have only done so with Scharf'ts 
knowledge, approval and comeration. Wo coispirator as skilled, orofessional 
and isportant es Yockey would havw risked tcaming up with someone who could have 
exposed hime And therefore he must have had cormlete confidence in Scharf. 
After ail, the application for Yockey's Irish oassport had been signed by Scharf 
a year tefore Yocksy was captured vy the FEI. In that year's time Scharf telis 
us he hadn't the faintest suspicion who his friend realiy was. It was only 
when the PBI gnened Yockey's suitease that Scharf woke up--so we are told. 

Scharf al®o telle us that from tim to time he received caswal vost cards 
from Yockey--from New York, New Orleans and Washin-ton. Didn't he ever wonder 
how Yockey managed to support himstlf and travel so extensively aroun! the country? 
Scherf then telis us that eariy in June Yockey sent him a tclegram asking that 
Scharf put him up for a comle of deys. Did Scharf answor the telecram? ‘e are 
not taude Where did the telerram come froa? We are also not told. 

vhen Yockey got to San Francisco he told Scharf that he had lost his 
valuable suitcase in transit and that the airline would call him ebout it at 
Scharf's address. He told Scharf thatthe suitcase would be delivered umer the 
name of Richard Hatch. 

"I didn't dike tris," Scharf told the Chronicle, "but I didn't nry." 

In other wards, Scharf had wiliinply signed Yockey’s false application for 


an Irish vassnort, knew that Yockey had been to Cube and had bren offered a top 


joe in Castro's government, imew that Yockey travel:d umder the assumed nane 
of Richard Hatch, yet found none of this suspicious enough to warrant asking a 
few elewentary questions about his f#iend's activities or caliing the FBI. 

Why had Yockey used the nama Richazw Hatch? Obviously to escave the sur- 
veiliance of the FiI. Yockey had been evading the FI for years, and he had 
devised the most elaborate reans of escaping their detection by the use wf 
many false identities. fis trail was easily broken up by a minis constant 
switching of identities. Wherever the FHI searched chey came to a dead end. 

It was a freak accident, hovever, which onabled the FBI to fim Yockey's trail. 

Yockey had banght his last airline ticked umier the name of Richard [latch 
and hed expected to disapp-ar in the apartment of an inconspicuous Hebrew 
teacher in Sskland. But the freak acclient of a lost suitcase spoiled everything. 
Thousands of pieces of lugvage are checked in at airline counters ail over the 
country. A destination tag with the flight munber is attached toeach piece 
of luggage. The chance that tho tag will be accidentaily rinped of f is very 
remote indeed. We can easily picture "Riclherd lateh" checking in his lugsage, 
having done so many tines before on many other trios, using many different names, 
perhaps smiling to himself as the clegkktaged the suitcase which was crammed 
with top-secret, incriminating evidence, msing that it could get lest but somehow 
never did. It didn't seem likely that of all the suitcases traveling sround the 
United States, this coe, this important one, would be that «ne out of thousands 
that would pet lost. Yet it did, suggesting that history is not always on their 
gide. 

fre Hatch's stray suitcase was opened in Fte Worth by airline emmloyces 
who found the three passports, seven birth certificats ami other varavhernalia 


befitting a secret acent. They called the I'BI. Inthe meanwhile, Mr. Hatch 


ewe 


had told the airline about his missing suitcase ani hed given Scharf's address-- 
465 Pellevue avenue, Oaklani--as the olace for its delivery when found. The 
FRI, of -ourse, decided to male the delivery itself. Yockey hed gotien wn early 


and was out when they came, but Scharf was there. He knew abot the suitcase. 


"He told me he was very worried abort the lost suitcase because it contained 
a pin worth 85000," Scharf told the Chronicle. "It was a common rin, a straight 
pin, the head was painted by an Arsentimian artiste The artist had «sed a 
hair fron his wrist as a brush. There were only three such naintines in the 
worud and cne of them was a oortrait of Peron, the dictatcr." 

Scharf saw an FSI agent take a small jewelry bor from the suitcase ani 
assimead that it contained the pin. He also saw the false vcassgports ani credentials 
as well as a lack resk. There was also the $2300 in cash. 

The FBI agents decided to wait for Yockey to return to the apartment and 
instructed Scharf to answer the telephone if Yockey called. Yoekey finally did 
call. He pretemied to be Rabbi Harald Schul eis, Scharf's employer. At this 
point Scherf had to do sone fast thinking. If he vlayed along with the Rabbi 
Schulveis game aml the FBI found out about it, then Scharf's comlicity with 
Yorkey would be nroven beyond a shadow of a doubt. He therefore out »§ a show 
of irritation and said to Yockey, "Come off it, I kn:w you are not Schulweis-- 
what do you want™ “Has my lugeage arrived?” Yockey asked. "Yes," Scharf 
answered. ‘hen Yockey asked, “Is it okay for me to come on in? Scharf answered, 
"Yes." 

Scharf tells us thet bad he been working with Yockey he would have 
Ooviously answered "no." But would he? And would Yockey have nretenied to be 
Rabbi Schulweis unless Scharf had been working in cahoots with him? Would he 
have asked Scharf if' it were okay for hin to caze on in unless Scharf knew 
what the FEI ws hot on his trail? viously, Scharf and Yockey had warked out 
the Schulweis guise together, not dreaming thet the FLI would be in the same 


room vith Scharf when Yckey celled. They nrobably figured that, at best, the 
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FBI would send a man to wetch the building fron the outside. 

Therefore, Scharf really hed no choice but todo what he did. Had he 
made any obvious attempt to warn Yockey of the FBI trap, then he would have 
had to explain what he--a Ilebrew teacher ami farmer inmete of Auscinite--wes 
doing collaborating with a tan whom the ABL hsd identified as the leading 
figure in the intermtional Nazi umiergrouni. It would have exrosed the entire 
Comunist-cotrolled anti-Semitic movement. 

Thug, it was far mare important to show no working connection between 
Yockey and Scharf than to save Yockey from Bhe hands of the FBI. The FeI had 
found the evidence in Yockey'’s suitcase; no zreater damage could have actually 
been done to the cause had Yockey himself beon captured. Therefore, Scharf 
had done whst any ood apont in his position would have done, feigned comicte 
ara utter innocence. And it worked. Yocekey wag taken into custody, but Scharf, 
unsusvected, was free and got aumy. 

Why did Scharf risk coming back? (Obviously, the risk was not very great. 
More important, however, it was necessary to continue the game of innocence. 

If Scharf remained in Cuba, the FAI would draw the cevious conclusion. bt if 
he returned and faced the Orand Jury, chances were very good that he would be 
cleared of amy comlicity with Yockey. "How could I come back if I had anything 
to conceal?" Scharf had told the cress. 

But Scharf had a preat deal to hide, as was revealed by the federal Grani 
Jury's questioning. The San Francisco Chronicle of August 25, 1960 reported 


the scene as follows: 


Alex B. Scharf, 31, a native of Gerrany, went tefore the Federal 


Grand Jury here yesterday and emerged marly four hiurs later as Benjamin 


Junger, 36, native of Caechoslovakiae . « « 

Scherf said he was born in Czechoslovakia and out in a Nazi concentra- 
tion cam as a boy. He was liberated by Americans, then began a restless 
search for a place to settle. His varehbs kad been killed by the Nazis 
and his family scattered. 

Ye went from Austria to Germany, to England, and back to Germany. 

In the late 'hOs he came to the United States udder his true name of 
Jungsr. 

A diamoné-cutter, he heard that opportunities were pood in Brazil 
and went there only to discover that Czechs were not welcome. He went 
on to Parapuaye 

By becoming Alexander Scharf, born in Munich, he was able to stay in 
Parapuay and establish citizenship. 

After two years, however, a desire to complete his educatim brought 
him tack to the United States. 

He entered this country the secoml time as a Para~uayan citizen, 
Scharf, native of Germany. 

Scharf aaid he met Yoekey at a Reno dice table as "Mike Taylor," ani 
after a casual friendship of a year knew nothing about his true idantify 
or activities. 

"Ttm hancy all this can be straightened out now," said Scharf-Juneer. 

Attorney Josenh Hertog accompanied Scrarf to the Grand Jury and said 
he hones to obtain "an adjustment of Scharf's status" from the immigration 
service. 

Hertog said he will confer with immigration officials about Scharf 
Junger before the Grand Jury resumes its questioning of the man next 
Wednesdays

And that's how the Scharf story ended. There was no further Grand Jury 
investigation, om Junger, alias Scharf, simoly disapneared from the naves of 
the san Francisco Chronicle. What of Scharf's fantastic story? Was it to be 
believed? Wags he even a Jew? Apvarently the authorities were not interested 
in prying too deenly into a story with so many contradictions. They seemed to 
fall ‘or it hook, line ami sinker. Yet, an analysis of the Scharf-Juicer story 
left a great weny puzzling questioms unanswered. 

What susrantee was there that Fenjamin Jimger wasn't just another false 
identity in order to be able to enter the United States as a disvlaced versm? 
What oroof was there that he was even Jewish? A tat.0ed numberrwasn't nroof 
of anything, esnecially if the intent wes to deceive, 

Scharf told the Crard Jury that he came to the United States in the late 
‘hOs, then went to Urasil because he had heard that opportunities were good 
ther, only to discover when he rot there that Csechs were not welcore in Brazil. 
This is an odd stary indeed. How did he manage to get a visa to Brazil in the 
first place if Czechs weren't welcone there? Certainly the visa would not have 
been granted if he were nmwelcome. But perhaps Scharf had intended to enter 
Brazil illegally in the first place and didn't even bother to epply for a visa. 

He then relates that he went on to Paraguay where he changed his identity 
to Alexarier ‘charf, native of Germany. He had suvvosediy cone to Paraguay 
because there they atlegedly had a different attitule toward Czechs. Yet, it 
was in Paraguay that Junger chanrad his identity to that of Gervan-born Alexemicr 
Scharf. Why didn't he change it in ‘razil and rerain there? 

He fvrther relates thet he remained in Parapuay only two years, yet 
established Paraguayan citizenshio in that brief veriod of time. Is this true, 


or did Scharf get his German-'arnreayan identity in much the same way Yockey 


had acquired 30 many of his cther identities--by getting hold of the nassnorts 
of deceased iniividua.s supplied to him by other members of the nvtwork. 

Scherf relates that he returned to the \nited States as Scharf in order to 
comriete his education. What education did he ne:d? Ha was sumnceedly a diamond- 
cuttere ‘ihen had he decided to give up diamond-cutting to become an "educator"? 

The San Francisco Chronicle of June i9, 1960 had said thet Scharf had 
studied at Colurbia University and at the Jewish Teachers Institute in Hew York 
and then "returnal” to Pararuay as a teacher. Scharf had also admitted visiting 
Cuba in 1956 ara 1998 Then in 1959 he settled in San Francisco. Anrarcntly 
Scharf had made more than one trip ‘etween the United States and Sovth America. 
Where dik he get the money to take these costly trins? 4s a refugee, he 
couldn't very well have had too much money. Yet according to the oress reports, 
Scharf had traveled in Czechoelovakia, Austria, Gerrany, England, the United 
States, trazil, Paraguay, Arrentina, Cuba ami tack to the ‘mited States. For 
a verson of his wide travel exverience ani atility to change identities at 
wili and deceive the authorities of a half dozen nations, Scharf was unusvwily 
naive when it came to such "strangers" as Yockey. This is the way it wocld 
seem if Yockey, imiced, was a stranver. In ary case, 3charf, the Hebrew teacher, 
Grooved Srom view quite suddenly after his Grand Jury annearance and nothing has 
been reported atout him in te vress since. A peculiar ending to an wmfinished 


story.

YOOKEY AND IMPERIUM 


The capture of Yockey and his subsequent suicide was bouni to nave its 
effects on the agent-provocatew network. The first article about Yockey 
appeared in the July, 1960, issue of Right, the puclication of Willis Carto, 
who had visited Yockey in jail. It read &s follows: 


ADL CLOSES ITS FILE ON YOCKEY 
Creative Genius Driven to Suicide 

Frustrated and driven to despair, hounded and persecuted like a 
wild beast, deserted and ignored by the easy-xiving cowards from whom he 
had fought so hard -- a great creative genius committed suicide in 
the San Francisco County Jail on Thursday night, @ume 16. 

The man was Francia Parker Yockey. sorn in a e@id-Western Catholic 
family in Chicago in 1917, Yockey displayed astoumiing gifts dmfly in 
life and his wondering parents determined to give him the best education 
they could. He attemied American colleges, gradueting cum lnwe from 
Kervard in 1941. 

He was a talented planist. He was a gifted writer. But most of all, 
Yockey was a philosopher. 

A.thougk strengiy anti-war, Yockey joined the army» He never went 
overseas and was given an honorable (medical) discharge in 193. In 


191 he went to work as assistant county attorney in Detroit. He soon 


applied for a position with the "war crimes" tribunal and easily landed 

a job. But it was to. moh fer his sense of justice. He became aacrseated 
with the crooked and illegal procedures being follewed and, in an angry 
exchange with Justice Jackson, amit. 

‘This was the turning point in his life, for Jackson immediately 
reported Yockey'a attitude to his superiors. «. + « 

Now Yockey travelled in Surope. At first he tried to work with 
various iuropsan natiomlist groups which advocated Eurorean unification. 
But he was resented for his superiar intellect. At last he decided to 
put his thoughts down on paper, convinced that only his dynamic philosophy 
of Cultural Vitealism could save the White Race. So he went to Brittes 
Bay, Ireland in 1948. Isolated, he wrote Imperium, using the pen name 
of Ulick Varange. . . « 


Ancther tribute to Yockey was published sy his New York friends, H. Keith 
Thompson and Frederick C. F. Weise. Weiss ar Thompson decided to reprint an 
article which Yockey had written amveral years before entitled "The World In 
Flamest" The Introduction to the article, signed by Weiss and Thompson and 
dated Februsry 1, 1961, is perhaps as interesting as the article itself. It 


read as follows: 


« « e We venture to beliwwe that Yockey died happy and contented. 
For he knuw that the crack which he had forged in om prison wall could 
never be sealed up again, that it was bound to get wider ami wider 
until eventually the entire wall would collapse and we would escape from 


tho dark cavern into the light af truth.

A wan of brilliant legal mind and training, Yockey was ever alert 
to injustices and ridgculous twistings of legal principles for politiadl 
enis. He opposed "victars' justice” at Nuremberg, just as he opposed 
the ruthless persecution of minority political opinion--Right and Left--by 
ths Bonn ard Washington regimes. A wan who decried the dangerous Smith 
Act found himself naturally opposed to the senazeless exclusion from the 
United Nations of the People's Republic of China, representing one-fifth 
of rankind. 

An undeveloped element in Yockey's evalustion is an analysis of the 
significance of China's competition with Russia, This challenge, spurred 
om by the biological pressure of some $80,000,009 Chinese smi the rapid 
strides mede by Pegplea' Chins in science and technology, is rapidly 
acquiring direction and form. Within two years at the latest, China will 
have commenced the systematic manufacture of themmo-nuclear weapona. 
Patticularly, it will have samll a$omic bombs capable of being launched 
from basooka-tyoe mechanisms, suitable far vse in juncle and "brueh-fire" 
ware. At this point, for every Caucasian on the Eurasian Céntinent-- 
inclwiing the Russiana--the question will be how to insvrs for the 
Levcciermi the greatest pussible role in the final state of enfaredd 
"untification" of all the peoples of the carth. Where jin America we are 
nov taught to view this unification in terms of "Melting Pot" ideals, the 
Russians--@8 well as the British, the Germans and other Western European 
Kations--have different ideas about their future. Yockey knew this, ani 
he recognised that the "Anschluss" of Russia with Europe, and particularly 
vith Germny, was ohly a matter of a few years hence. 


In memory of this great political theorist smi activist, whom we are

The article was 
published by Weisa's own front operation, LeBlanc Publisiecs, Box 195, 215 
East 86th Street, New Yek 28, N. Y. It was distributed inte: mtionslly by 
Polain Publications, P. J. 3ox 85, Parkesburg, tenne., aioiner mysterious front 
operated by one Frederick a. Polzin. valgin, a long-time collaboratar of the 
Weiss network, was, accordiag to the Nation) Renaissance Zarty Bulletin of 
December 1953, branch leader of the National Renaiswance Party in Pennsylvania, 
e@long with one Edward R. Barron. In March 1959, Polsin was Liste? as Secretary 
of The Truth Secksr Company, Ine., pvblishers af The Teuth Seeker, an old 
freethought publication, shich ted bean transformed, sozewhere along the way, 
into a soecalled “journal for Reasoners and Racists.''

It is a pity that Yockey met such an end. He was intended for better 


things. 


What is Yockey's book allaazbont? In order to unerstand its trues 
meesage, one mst understand that Yooksy, as a member of the International 
Despotic Canspiracy, was performing a very specific function ad “top fascist." 
The Conspirecy uses the dialeotic as a gcide to both Commmist ani anti-

They decided thet in order 
for the synthesis to be “inevitable,” it was necessary for the conspirators to 
be the leaders of both the thesis ani the anti-thesis. In audy thet my could 
could they be sure thet the synthesis would come out the way they predicted it. 
Thus, Commmism es well as anti-Camimisn hed to be controlled by thes. In 
order to control Cammmism they used Marx's Des Kapital as an ideological guide. 
In order to control anti-Commnism they ‘sed Hitler's Mein Kampf in Germany 
am are now using Yockey's Imperium in the post World War II period. 


Willis Carto repeats this idea in so many words in his Introduction to the 
Truth Seeker edition of Imperium. He states: 


What is the significance of Imperium? Simly this. That now, for 
the first tims, those soldiers who enlist in the service of the West 
have a profourmi theory to inspire and guide them. .. - 

In one respect, Inperiun is akin to Das Kapital, for Karl Marx 
gave to the conspiratorial @ulture Distarter the necessary ideological 
mask to hide its mission of ruthless, total destruction. He provided 
an ugly am invalid theary of mn, closked in putrefying equality, 
mewling hypocrisy, the disease of unmtiscriminating altruism ani the 
"science" of economics. By sc doing, he thrilled the ratiomlists with 
a totally specious verity, something their stunted, guilty sould 
desperately needed after they killed God. 

Francis Parker Yockey haa done the same thing for thove who are 
constructivesmimied and who have the intellectual ami moral courage to 


face reality ani seek and speak truth. 


The Commmist brand of anti-Cammunism can usually be identified by the 
following hallmarks: it is racist, anti-Sembiic and anti-capitalist. It 
usually adds up to some form of National Socialism, whioh is merely a variation 
of Marxism. Yet, the Commnists have successfully pawned off this fraui on 
many people who are convinced that Nazism is aotually anti-socialist. Yockey's 
braml of anti-Commmnism is no different. For all practical purposes, it is a 
post-war sdaptation of Hitlerigm. In it the Jews are characterized as the 
parasitic "culture distorters,” and the political philoapphy of our Founding 


Fathers is diswissed as "rationalistic nansense.” Yockey's work is pseuio~ 
Spenglerian, heavily larded with the same kind of pagan mysticism which characterized 
Nazism, It is, in essence, the philospphy of a primitive ani despotic 

collectivist who hates everything Ameriean civilization stanis for. Yockey's 
message for the anti-Ccamunists, in fact, is that they must have their om 

despotic revolution. He writes: 


I set forth here then the twe great action-tasks of the Imer 
Imperative of the West: 

First, the liquidation of the tyranny of 19th century ideas. 
This means the casplete cleansing of the Western soul from every 
form of Materialism, from Rationalism, Equality, social chaos, 
Communism, Bolshevism, liberalism, Leftism of every variety, money- 
worship, democracy, finance-capitalism, the domination of Trade, 
nationalism, parlianentarism, fewinism, race-steriljty, weak idesis 
of "happiness" and the like, of every form of class war. Replacing 
these ideals ia the strong and manly idea of the Age of Atsolute 
Politics: Authority, Discipline, Faith, Responsibility, Duty, Ethical 
Socialism, Fertility, Order, State, Hierarchy--the creation of the 
Empire of the West. 

Second, the solution of the immediate Iife-preblem of the West 
by conquest on the eastern plains for the further existence and 
fulfi2imnt of the world-mission of the Western Civilization. (p.617) 


One would hardly expect a genuine loveroof individual freedom to fell 


for Yockey's phony brand of anti-Communism. Yet, Yockey's philosophy is being 


pushed today by a well-financed group of provocateurs who are not only dis- 
tributing Imveriwe as widely as possible among anti-Commnists but are also 
publishing a monthly mgazine devoted to expounding Yockey's philosophy called 
Western Destiny. This magazine, which first appeared in June 1964, is the 
newest and most respectable looking of the provocateur publications to appear 
on the scene. Again, it pushes the basic tenets of Communist anti-Comunism 
racism, anti-Semitism and statism--but in a mamer to appeal to the intellect. 


It leaves the more virulent line of racism and anti-Semitism to The Thunderbolt. 


Chapter 


ROCKWELL COMES TO NEW YORK 


The capture of Yockey apparently did not interfere with Rackwell's 
plane,aslthough it most certainly sent its reverbarations throughout the 
network. It is said that Yockey's friemis in New York were visited by agents 
of the FBI. In general, the Yookey atcry had been largely confinad to the 
San Fransisco press, with very little of it reaching cutside newspapers. The 
Drew Pearson colum of June 13, 1960 vas the only stary about Yockey vhich 
had wide circulation outside the Bay Area, It is strange indeed that Pearson 
never bothered to follow up on his first Yoolkey story, narticularly since 
all of the spectacular revalotians came ovt after the suicide. One would have 
expected Pearson, with his intense interest in Roclasell's career, to have 
lookei wore deeply into the Yockey story to see if there was a Rockwell-Yockey 
tink. But he didn't. 

The only newspaper this writer four which drew attention to a possible 
camection betwean Yockesy ani Ronkwell was the Financial Post of Toronto of 
July 16, 1960. It stated the following: 


The FBI, which keeps @ close eye on Rockwell's activities, has 
not yet acknowledged any link betareen the American Nasi Party ani 
wystery men Francia P. Yockey, a Naxi sympathiser who committal suicide 
ipa recently in a Sen Francisco jail. .. « 


One would have expected Drev Pearson to come to the aid of the FBI, but 
he never did. Meanwhile, back in Washington, Rockweil way carrying on as if 
nothing at all had happened, which was probably the only and best thing he 
could do. Rad he, by his actions, imiicated in any way that he was linked with 
Tockey, the FBI would have been able to put two ani two together. Ari so, 
on June 16, 1960, the day America's top agent provocateur comuitted suicide, 
Rockwell embarked on what would be his greatest triumph wer the American 
People. It all began when New York City's Commissioner of Parks, Newbold 
Morris, announced that the Amsrican Nasi Party would be issued a permit to hold 
a kth of July relly in Uaion Square. 

That was enough to touch off a starm af protest and isiignation in 
America's largest city. This is ezactly what Rockwell wented. Taking advantage 
of the exotimmally provocative situztion, Rockvell let the newspaver reporters 
interview him. One such interview appeared in the Jounai-American of June 17, 


1960; The reporter wrote as followas 


e « » Rockwell, who speaks with a rapid, almost unintelligible 
delivery, outdistanced the reporter. He had mentioned three nares. 
The reporter asked him about them 

"David Ryan, Gilbert De Mello, Hugh Bruce .. . three of ny 
suppartera . . . arrested in Union Square . . . I'm holding this rally 
to avenge them.’ 

ee » How mary do you think will attend your rally, Mr. Rcekwell? 

"After the badilam that's been going on in the United States the rally 
should be solid.”

It seems incredible that this mcronic déival waa pubiished in a mjor 
Bewspaper and read by hundreds of thousards. It was a good illustration of 
an agent pr-vocatew at his provocative best. One wight recali the plaintive 


cry Rockwell uttered at one time to the Providence reporter: "I belisve what 
I'm telling you with all my heart. It's an oblipation. T'd give anything to 
be released from it, if 4t's wrong. I could be wrong. I could be crasy. 

But nobody has been zble to show me, yet. Until that time 1t’s my duty todo 
this.” 

At this point, ono would heve expected the govermmant psychiatrists, who 
show so much intorest in right-wing extremists, to step in. 8nt, immo of 
course, goverment prychictxists arc only reserved for the roal enemiea of 
the Conspirscy—~car people who vant te renes? the income tax ar eet us out of 
the United Natiuns—--but not for shose who oreach agas marder and rece hatred. 

Of course, the Commmist vaper, The Worker, hac somethiug to say about 
Rockvell. The inmending vi.elt of this agent provocsteur created Just the kind 
of situation they thrive in. Tho following is frm sts issue of June 19, 19601 


The main New York organisations of victims of Hitler's corcentration 
carne callet on Mayor Wagner last week to prevent the granting of a 
permit by the Perk Dept. for a Wazi demonstration in Union Square, July . 

They also urged that a patriotic opon-air rally be hold July h in 
New York to makte the 15th year of the smeshing of Nazism and the freeing 
of Bitler's victizs from the death camps. 

These actians were taken Jume 8 at a meeting of the League of Ghetto 
Fighters, Concentration Camp Victims end Partisans. . . « 

The meeting elected a committee of 25 who will seek to enlist other 
Jewish sm! non-Jewish organizations in the proposed activities. 

Present at the meetings were representatives of the Jewish Bund, 
Jewish Socialist Alliance, Workman's Circle, Jewish National Werkers 


Alliance, Leagues of Nasi Victins amt Invalids, the Socialist Party, etc. 


One cannot help hsving a feeling of revulsion tovard the monstrous 
hypocrisy ani evil of the Commmists who first--dialcotically--create ¥ Hitler, 
then teke up the barmmer of his victire, than create another ersatz Aitler, 
tc open old wounds, am strike 1m new terror in the hearta cf thoroughly 
confused men. The incredible kinis of evil the Comaunists will caonmit te 
edvance their cause defies bumn understanding antl imgination. Some day, 
when the majority of man have wnce nary cose to their senses, 2t my be 
possible to fathom the pathological riddle of such evil. 

By the 20th of June, protests hed momted to a creseemio and a suit 
was filed in the State Supreme Comt to prevent the city from giving the pernit 
to Rockwell, The suit was filet by an ad hea group called The Public Awareness 
Comittee. 


On June 21, the city autharitics cam to a decision awl 1% was mported 
in the New York World Telegram: 


Denouncing Nazi leader George Lincoln Rockwell as a “half-penny 
Hitler" who wants to incite « riot, Mayor Robert F. Wagner this afternoon 
denied a vermit for the American Nasi Party relly July lth in Unicn Square. 

The Mayor said he had nformation from "qualified sources" thst 
Rockwell intenda to incite riot... . 

Emanuel Redfield, representing the New York Civil Idberties tinion, 
was granted perisission to appear as a friasd of the court in tehalf of 
the American Nazi Party. Mr. Redfield said his eroup would take the 
position that there should ue "freedom of speech wit>sut discriminatime"” 


It was to be expected that the liberal Civil Liberties Union would take 
up the battles of the unier-privileged Mr. Rockwell in New York as they had done 


eve 


in Washirzton, 9. C. After ell, it was Ieperative shat a ian of Ne. Reckwell's 
talents have the right to create havoc in tha middle of a large clty. Wasn't 
thet one of his inalienable risbts? 

Of course, ons could hardly be opposed to Rockweli's freedom of speech, 
even as an agent provocateur, but did the citisens of New York have to put 
up with this degenurate in one of their mein public squares, when a smell ares 
noar the city dwzmp could have been appropriately roped off for him ard his 
five follwers? Clearly, it wean't a question of freedum of speech at all, 
for nobvoty had suggested olastoring an adhesive tape over Mr. Rockwell's month. 
It was simply a question of whether the cltisens of New York had the right 
to protect themselves from that kind of filth and srovocation. Certainly, no 
one with a lavyer's education could hava possibly conaidered Rockwell as a 
serious political thinker. 

But, as wea shall discover, Rockwell's"freedom of speech" became the 
concern of soma of the most unexpected people. 

On June 22, 1960 Rockwell finally made the headlines. Here ere a few 
sentences fras the New York Post of that day, with the banner hesding: 


CROWD ATTAGKE WAZT LEANER PERE; MAYOR BARS PERMIT FOR JULY 4 RALLY 

A near-riot broke out in the Sumreme Court carridor today as an anery 
throng attacked the lnader of the Amsricon Yagi Parte. 

George VAnesin Roclemil hed to ba drayzed away fraa 150 lunging, 


screaming spectatora by police ami court attendants. ... 


Another coup for the conspiracy. What jdy to be a member of a conspiracy 
thet is able to manipulate people so well. 
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The New York Timen, of course, covered tha star on 4.48 front pege and 


added these det231s which ovickencd ths hearts of all lcvere of free spvachs 


o + e The New York Civil Liberties Union, however, weed thet a 
pereit be issued on the groum that denial of such permissicn would 
violete constitutional rights ef frce speech and assexbly. 

« « » A similar position was taken ty the Emergercy Civil Wberties 
Committee, ao? which Clark Poreren is execctive directar. Mr. Poreran 


gaid he had neti.fied Meyor Wagrar to this affect. 


It is interesting to note that both civil liberties organisations came 
to Roskwell's rescue, The first organization has long been 4 champion of the 
Constitutional rights of Commmists to subvert this countyy. Th3 second 
is itself listed on the Attornsy General's list as a subversive organisations 
The Guide to Subvervive Organizations, published by the Governnent Printing 


Cffice, states the following om pace 69: 


The Ewereency Civil Liberties Cormlttso is an organization with 
headquarters in New York, whose avowed purgaic iu to abolish the Howe 
Com ttee on Un-Arertcar Activities ami discredit the FBI. 

+. « The Zmargency Civil Ttherttes Comittee, established in 1951, 
although resresent'ing itsel? as a no-Commimist prom, actually operates 


ee a front for the Commnist Party. 


Curious indeed that a front for the Cammmfst Party should fight for 
Rockwellts right to incite riot ami propagate anti-Semitism, Not so curious, 
however, when cne umerstamis Mr. Rociovell.'s cannection with the Communist 


conspirecy. It should be noted, moreover, that The Worker came oct editarially 
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against pamivting Kockwell to apeak du Unica Square. ‘This, howeves, did not 
Stop tuair iawyers from pleading Rockweli's vese in the courts. in the span 
whide, Conmunist organizers hed formed a Committee to Stop the Revival of 
Jeasion and AntieSsxitisn end Wu~atened to picket C’iy Hail deminiing that 
Rockwell's nemtit be denial. The Committee, howsver, was a little lete, far 
the Mayor lead slvcedy made his decision before the picketing was announced. 
But this vouration le a typical example of Communist action. First, get a 
group of Pive Commnaists tu dress up ani act like Wasis, smi then organize 
everytoaly else into a Committee against a Nesi revivol. A perfect exercise 
in the manipulation of people. 

Most euiertaining of ali, acweve’, were the oditorial cauments which the 
Mayor's forthright stand eldcited from sone of the nation's newspapers. 
it should ve borne in wind that it was not Hockwell's Zreedom of speech which 
wes being contested, but his right to incite riot in the heart of & great city. 

The Hew Yark Post, a left-wing newepsper with a large Jewish readership, 
edited by a former member of the Young Conmnist Leagnua, commented as follows: 


Mayor Wagner's decision to silence Rockwell was regretteblee 


the New York Tines was even sore dismayed by this shocking denisi of a 


citizen's basie rights: 


But Rockwell ig not going to shake the founiaiions of this Republic. 
if he wre left quietly to sovuak his piece, however revalting and abominable 
it is, he would create no impact. It is only wien he w his henchnen are 
throttled, or physically attacked ss one of them finally was jn Washingt, 
that they achieve the attention they crave, am) we begin to chip away at 
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the structure af the free ami iiberal society in whieh ali of w 
believe -- ali bus the Rockveils, the extremists of Right and Left. 

We regret that the Fayor hay punicked before a miserable and 
conwemptible hate-monger. 


Tt 1s hard to take the Times sericusly when it sugresta that if Rockwell 
“were left quietly to speak bis pleee . . . he would create no impact.” 
Rockwell had hardly hidden hie purpose. His intention was to create the xamm 
sawe kinds of disturbances he had created in Washineton. 

The Poster Herald, too, covldn't bear So see Fr. Rockwell deprived of 
his richt to provoke mob viclenss, Ita editrieliet wrote the following on 
Tome 27, 1960: 


We cannot but agree with the New York Times! conclusion that the 
Mayor “hag panicked before a misératle and contemtibie hate monger." 


All Americans rere a little leas free for what Mr. Wagner has dons, 


Less free of what, one might ack? The freedom to cut snother's throat? 
Not to be left ont of this fine asserbiage cf Literals for Koclaeli, the 
Ampricans for Damccratio Action also rogistered their faith in freedom by 
protesting the Hayor's decision. The follcwing eloquent testimony appeared 
in The Few York Moses of June 26, 1960: 


The Greencich Yillere Chapter of Americans far Democratic Action 
exiticized Mayor Wagner yesterday for refising to lsnve a svesking serait 


to George Lincoln Rockwell, leader of the Arerican Nazi Party. 
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In other words, Rockvell's entire support was coming fror tho left, 
frea “Liicral" to crypte-Comamistesources. This ts quite uxerstandable 
if one wvierstanda the dialectic. It shold te noted. that not one serious, 
legitimate anti—Commnist organ’zation shaved the slightest ayapethy for 
Rockweilte desire to incite riot. It is also interesting tu note thet overy- 
time the liberale wenidion Rockwell's name, it is elweys falowd ty the phrese 
"“ugagter of the Averioan Wasi Parvy." It is nover stated enywhere that thes 
sopcelled "party" has no bank secount end only ten dues paying membera. 
Perhaps they thought 1% wight spoll the image. 

Of course, most af the editorial corment vhroughout uhe country approved 
the Maya's action, whieh gives rise to the vbyervation tus% most of the people 
in guis counwy are quite rational despite the concerted effort mick is being 
nade to nisinform, confuse, betrey aml frustrate them. Aii the seme, the

Buttenveiser, wife of Benjamin Buttenweiser of Kuhn, Loeb, is xhm one 
ef the gore iateresting of Rockwell's deienierse She is the gsnsrovs lady who 
not only contributed to the defense of Alver Hiss but also put w $30,000 of 
the tail money for Ur. Sebert Sodlen, the convicted Sortet arent whe escaved out 
ef this camtry am! letar commtted svicite in ruch the same ramer as Yockey. 
Jt ds hard to imagine a mace uns2vory auertet than Mra, Buttenveiser, Or. Soblen, 
Rockwell and Yockey. Yet, esch, in tho ares of his activity, represerts a 
gocd cross-section of the total conspiracy which has as ita poe] the destruction 
of America. 

Kearehite, back in Washington, the 4dwinistration wus amtinuing its 
feeble action. According to the Jevish Telegraphic Agency Bulletin of 
Sune 25, 1.960: 


The Justice Dept. its reportedly continuing its inquiry inte the 
activities of George Lincoln Rockwell and his American Wasi Party, but 
Mr. Yeagley noted that before the Department could take action, “there 
nust be specific evidence to establish a vialation of a specific 


Federal statute." 


In Kew York, hovousr, the arthoritiers were a little less tolerant of 
Amerioata most penvlar erort rroPocateur. A warrent for Rorkwell's arrest 


was igcvad by the “Anes Couty Sumreme Court on charger of disorderly conduct 


em) inciting to riot ons compleint sicned by e member of the Jewish War 
Veterars. Theresfter Rockwell could not enter tho Keer York area withont 
risking arrest. 


Tn widttlon, the Arerican Nezi Party was restrained by Court order fram 
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engaging in "subversive political activities” in New York State. 

But in Washington, no action was taken at all, despite an appeal from the 
Rabbinical Counoil of America to Attornay General William P. Rogers, to put 
the Amsrican Nasi Party om the subversive list. At the same tims Secretary 
of the Interior Seaton informad the Anti-Defamation League of his persansl 
concern over the contimuing Nasi activity in the srea umier his jurisdictia 
ani the fact that he had received mumesrous complaints from throughout the 
Ration. 

Pinally, the Miseabover Administration decided to take ection, tut only 
after a serious riot had taken place. Here is what happened accarding to the 
JTA Bulletin of July 5, 1960: 


The U. S. Governsent tojay forbade George Lincaln Rockwell, leader 
of the Amerioan Nasi Party, to hold any more rallies on the Mall. 

The arder veo issusd by Elmo Bemett, administrative assistant to 
Secretary of the Interior Fred A. Seat. It followed a bloody melee 
on the Mall yesterday, when Rockwell ani 12 of his cohorts were arrested, 
some were beaten, while 5 anti-Nazi hecklers were also taken into police 
custodye 

« « © Rookwell was tald that he could use one of two other locations 
in this city to exercise "free speech.” He chose the nearest site, 
Judiciary Square, a relatively isolated eres seven blocks away from the 


Mall. 


The arrests enabled the public to identify the wembers of Rockvell's group. 
They incluied George L. Harras, 31, ami Bernard C. flarras, 30, the two brothers 
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from Baltimore; Bernard F. David, 193 Herman N. Forbes, 5; David Honaker, 315 
Paul ¥. Oammpr, 21, younger brother of Luke Dosmer, who hed brought Hooker's 
boys from New York far Rockwell's first White House picket on July 27, 19583 
Roger C. Foss, 32, a Soviet agent whose liaison with the Soviet Secret Police 
(KCB) was through a member of the Soviet embassy in Washington; Richard R. 

Braun, 25; David Burrows, 23, otharwise known as Dan Burros, a member of Madole's 
gang in Rew York; Japes K. Warner, 21, @ yogmg, budding agent provocateur 

from Pennsylvanias Lee T. Lord, 193 and J. V. K. Morgan, 35, Rookwell's 

"deputy comandier.” 

In New York, havever, the aftermth of Rockwell's visit produced the kisi 
of July ith demonstrations against the dead horse of Neziem which the Commmista 
love. More than 1,000 New Yorkers atteried an Iniependence Day celebratim 
in Union Squsre where Rockwell was supposed to have quietly said his piece. 

According to the press, the police were out in strength to prevent eny 
attacks that might have been made by local adherants of Rockwell,all three of 
them. 

Also, in other cememoies in the city, civic speakers made bitter attacks 
on the Aasrican Nasi Party (membership: 10) just about forgetting that there 
were such people in the world like Fidel Castro, Nikita Khrushchev ami Mao Tse 
Tung. Obviously, that's what Rockwell had been invented for. And that is hav 
the Commnists control the meses. 

The arrests qm July lth did not deter Rookwell and his men from causing 
another ruckus on the streets of Washington on July 2l), 1960, resulting in 
their being dragged to jail once more on charges of disarderly comiuct. The 
Washington Post of July 25, 1960, described the incident as fallows: 
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Park Police Lt. Walter W. Lange said the troopers stood in rank 
behind Rockwell es he addréased a crowd of sbout 150 veraons for some 
LO minutes. At a signal fram Rockwell, Lange asid, the troovers moved 
cut into the crowd in emall sqedés ani “provoked fighting and general 


disorder.” 


For eight of the téroopers" ~- Bernerd C. Harriss (ar Harras), Daniel 
0. Honaker, Paul F. Dommer, Roger C. Foss, Richard R. frau, Dan Burros, Janes 
K. Warner ani J. V. Kenneth Norgen -- this was their secand arrest. The 
othere arrested were: John Patler, the Hocker boy who was finally "discharged" 
from the Marines; Dawson H. Grant, 30; Larry C. Denny, 23; Sam Crutchfield, 26; 
Albin A. Wiengen, 3; George E. Clark, 25; Louis B. Yalacki, 27; and Eugene 
B. Gollton, 28, the last two, Rockweli's old standbys. 

When Reckwell apreared in Court, it didn't take very long for the Juige 
to decide that a psychiatric examination of the fushrer wes in order. Was 
Rockwell in his right mind? This was the question which was to be answered in 
the following weeks. 
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ROCKWELL AND THE PSYCHIATRISTS 


Up to July 1960, there had been a tenlency on the part of the public 
to consider Rockwell as some sort of crackpot. Bis actions and statements 
certainly were not those of a natn] human being. They could only be corstrued 
as the nevrotio ravings af sompone who had gone off on the deep emi. Yet, 
there was method to R-ckwell's madness, Gach bid for national attention, each 
provocation was well-plenned emj well-coordinated. Which would lead one to 
conelude that if the contents and substance a? Rockwoll'a overt activities 
were crackpotish, the usthod whereby he got the notoriety he wanted was not. 

A good inside picture of how Rockwell waa comlucting himself during this 
period was ziven by a series of articles which appeared in the Washington 
Daily News in August 1960. The articles were written by two reporters, one of 
whom “infiltrated” the Amsrican Mazi Party. It is obvious that Rockwell knew 
that he was being "infiltrated" ard that he was quite content to expose himelf 
to the peporter as long as it resulted in additional publicity ami notariety. 
The first article of the series appeared on Augwst 15, 1960 and resd as follows: 


*Aftor a weeting an the Mall on June 19, I went up to Rockwell and 
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told him: 'It took a lot of nerve to say what you did.' Rockwell replied: 

"You've got a lot of muscle. We need gays who can help us--physically 

or financially. Come sver to headquarters and we'll talk about it.'" 
That is ho a Washington Daily News reporter, working under cover, 

joined the almost non-existent legion of George Lincoln Rockwell. 
Rockwell, now awaiting trial in Municipal Court on peace disturbing 

charges, is founder and proprietor of the "American Netional Socialist 

Party", or mare briefly, the "American Nazis." 


lately he has becane something of a public, albeit repellent figure 
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“Tench” picked up the phane. 

“You won't get McGinley," Rockwell said. “He's in the hospital.” 

"Tench" called anyway and, oddly enon, got him. 

McGinley said he'd semi the sheets--when ha zot the money. 

Rockwell looked glum. His elder statesmen clumped arouni with their 
gma. A younger, gumless member sat dam beside the hefty girls on the 
sofa, hugging one and mussing the other's hair. The girls sat stolidly, 
seemingly impervious to passion or its imitation. 

"You don't lock dignified, Robert," Bockwell said. Rabert vith his 
eres aroumt the girl, paid him no mini. "I'm going to hit the sack,” 
Rockwell said. “I'm beat.” That vas the last we saw of our leader that 


dey. He got sleepy and, as he said, he hit the sack. 


The questions which most naturally come to mind are: what wes a prow man, 
‘an ex-comander in the Navy with a university education, the former publisher 
of a respectable mignsina, married to a girl from a distinguished Icelamiic 
family, father of four lovely children, doing with a gang of moronic juvenile 
delinquents and acting as if he were in a kindergarten? Where was he getting 
the money to indulges suoh lunacy, seven days a week? There seered to be no 
visible source of incoms. Most people would love to give up their gobs and 
devote their full tine to their pet hobbies, but they don't do so because they 
know that they have to eat and pay their bills, and there are few generous soule 
eroum willing to pick up the tab far someone else's irrational behavior. In 
the case of Rockwell, however, the public was expected to believe that there 
were enough people in the United States who loved %ockwell so that they were 
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willing to support the antics of this fuehrer ani his crew to the tune of 
keeping them in business indefinitely. In the ten years of Rockwell's full-time 
earser as a Nasi, he ies never wanted for a square meal; he has never lacked 

the means to get around the country by auto or eirplahng he has bought paper, 
printed literature amd sent it out by the thousands using a tremendous emomt of 
postage. Yet there has never been any attemt to find out what keers this 
well-olled machine going. 

Anyons who haa ever had experience with crganisationsl work knows how 
difficult it is to raise financial supcort for even the most respectable and 
effective anti-Cammnist organizations. Yet, a lunatic movement, based on a 
totally discredited and abharred racist vhilosophy barrousd fron a former 
enery responsible for the deaths cf thovsanis af young American men manages to 
keep going indefinitely. If Rockwell's support during these ten years has co-e 
from persons within the United States, it should not be difficult to find out 
who these supvortera are. If the money has cone fran abroad, then the Attorney 
General, under the foreign agents registration act, should investigate. But 
8 far, in ten years, there has been no investigation. Who, imieed, is protecting 
Rockwell, and why? How is it that he has enjoyed such imsunity over the years? 

The secon article wes written by the reporter who hes “infiltrated” Rockwell's 
gang and was present at the July 3rd rally on the Mall. This reporter subsequently 
was alsc a witness at Rockweli's trial. He wrote: 


I was on the side of Rockwell's speaking platform, between Rockwell 
and his audience, ome of the thin lines he calls his "Circle of Defense." 
There ware about 20 of us, four or five in civilian clothes, the rest 
in the usual wrinkled khakie. 

Rockwell mounted the platform and began to rant. 


"Fellow Americans .. ." 
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“In reference to your spying on the party, you are hereby no 
longer a menber of the American Masi Party. You hve for the last three 
weeks been ander investigation by the party, and your appearence in 
Court has given us the final nroof of you treschery." It wes signed 
"Sieg Heil. James K. Warner, Lt. WOFERS." 

"WUPENS" 4a a bark without a bite. It stands with megalomanize 
exaggeration for "World Union of Free Knterprise National Socialists"-- 
the name by which the Arlington sisfits would like to be knom. 


It is easy enough to uerstand the perplexity of those who were at @ 
loes to explain whet Rockwell was up to. The idea that he could be a Communist 
agent provocateur hadn't occurred to anyons (excppt a few astute anti-Commmists) 
because they, as yet, had no idea that such creatures existed. It is obvious, 
therefare, that in order to explain the Rockwell phenomenon, a nusber of 
superficial theories ebout him were drommed up. But before going into tiat, 
1st us review Rockyell's encounter with ths psychiatrists. 

First, it should be wierstoal that it wes not the Federal Goverument which 
was interested inRRockwe)l paychiatrically--as it had been in Gen. Walker—but 
the District of Columbis municipality. It seemed to Municipal Court Juige 
Neilson that Rockwall had been tehavigg somewhat abnormally ami that his caspetence 
to stand trial wes at questicn. The question of sanity had been raised by the 
Resistant Corporation Counsel who had studied Reckwell@s literature ani activities. 
amutescbinyebe Therefore, uvhon Rockwell appeared in Municipal Cort on July 6, 
Judge Neilson erdered his to find .a psychiatrist, submit himself to an examination, 
ard inform tne court of che restlis. In othor words, Rockwell had te go out and 


get a psychiatrist himself. 


According to Rockwell, he spent the next two weeks looking for a psychiatrist 


to ezanins him, but every psychiatrist he approached refused to have anything 
to do with him. Thus, when he retwaaki to court on Jnly 20, Rockwell himself 
requested tho Judge to order saneone to examine him. The Juige consequently 
ordered Rockwell to mke himself available to the D. C. General Hospital far 

an examination on an outnatient basis. The D. C. General Hospital, however, 

having no facilities for condicting psychiatric examinations on an outpatient 
basis, refused to examine Rockwell. The Juige was then forced to rescini the 
order. 

It looked aa if Rockwell was not going to get his examination, until two 
St. Elizabeth psychiatrists, after being prevailed upon by the Assistant Corp- 
oration Counse2, agrwod to examine Rockwell without charge as private docturs-- 
not as staff members of the hospital. 

The point worth emhasising is that Rockwell had a wery difficult tine 
trying to fini a psychiatrist to examine him. On the otner hand, in the case of 
Gen. Edwin Walker, govorupent psychiatrists from Baltimore, Mcmphis and else- 
where eorlin't wait to volunteer their opinicns and servicas, tzipping over 
each other tyying to get there first. In other words, when it came to a mn 
like Gag. Walker, who had in no way exhibited irrational behavior, there wore 


more than enough paychiatrists available. But when it came to an agent provocateur, 


advocating mass cateraination and carrying om like a moron right under the nose 
of the Feteral Governnent, there was no great urge on the nart of the psychiatric 


comomity or the Federal authorities to take the case on. 
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do thetr part in creating his phony press irage. It was also important to 
demonstrate that the left hami knew what the right hand was doing. It couldn't 
be otharwise. That, of course, does not mean that all Communists know that 
Rockveli is an agent provocateur, for the Cammunist Party itself is largely 

a front group with all kinds of infantile, dim-witted utopian saps ami guilibles 
within its ranks. But some memtere of the left-side of the party know of the 
existence of their eo-called "right-wing" agents provocateurs because they not 
only created them but also because it is their job to help them do what they 
have ceen created to do. Natumally, Mra.Lockwood's article was not wasted 

in The Warwer, which reaches only a few thousand readers, but if was milished 
in the Toronto Star Weekly, one of Cacddé'a slick, masse circulation, Sumiay 
suppiements. Also, Mr. Lockwood didn't give the isepression that he waa 
affiliated with the Communist Party, but 1t takes little imagination to judge 
which side of the fence he is on by his performance. One need do no nore than 
cowware that performance with that of the reoarters from the li,shington Dally 
Fews, who gave a true picture of the reality of Rockvell's phony, contrived 


little mvenent.

ROCKWELL'S SOVIET AGENT 


Now we come to an eviscle which is even sore fantantic than anything 
Yelated until now. It begins with a stary which appeared in the veshington 
Post of August 12, 1960, a atory which should have mde hendlines across the 
nation bet never did, Tio FBI hed acewmulated evidence rroving that one of 
Rockwail's goeealled troopers was an actusl Soviet agent. what is even more 
interesting is how this stury was subsequently squslvhed.

Another interesting item the press feiled to pick up was tke fact that 
Rockwall actually hed a Jewish member in his Perty. This member participated 
in picketing a theatre in doliywood, California, in which Sarmy Lavis, Jr. was 
apnearing. Tbe New York Lally News of Octover 27, 1960 reported the incident 
as follower

Is 4% not interesting har 80 tiny a group could aperate in so mnhy parte 


of the country, attracting attention and giving the impression that its operetion 


was fer more extensive than it actually was. Obdvimwly, the "Nazis” had hoped 


to give Mr. Davie the impression that he waa be:lng nicketed by "right-wing 
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extremists." But what would Mr. Davis have thought had he knom that he was 
actually being picketed by left-wing agents provocateurs, one of whom happened 
to be sewieh? 

We know that Leonard Holetein was Jewish because Rockwell, admittad it 
himself in an interview which was published in The Realist in June, 1961. 


That interview went as follows;

for his railies and pickets; paid out the many leyai fves and fines connected

The third threat arising from the mysterious hanging death Saturday 
of San Diego S,ate stixient Newton ©. Armstrong, Jr., was reported to 
police last night. 

The latest threat--an anonymous telephone call with the warning 
"You're next"--was received by John Low, 22, a SDS senior and vice 
president of the conservative Stuients for Freedom campus orsanization. 

A similar call was made to another stuient Wednesday night and the 
first threat occurred when a hangran's noose was placed Monday in the 
auto of Alvert Halterman, 19, of 406 Tyrone St., El Cajon, also a stent. 

Police sent two officers to Lowe's home, 758 Solita Ave., to 
investigate the youth's renart that the anonynous caller refused to 
identify himself after uttering the threat. 

The same wards were spoken Wednesday nicht ty a man who called Charles 
Borrack, 2, of 2169 W. Califoria St., a preduate stixtent at the collese. 


Barrack was the stisient whom Armstrong had been named to replace as editor

of "Evolve," a conservative campus publication. .. . 

Barrack said he was dozing in the living room of his residente Wednosday 
night when the rgrone rang. 

He said the caller, who had a deep rale voice, snoke matter of 
factly and made no effort to disguise his voice. 

"I was rretty shocked," Barrack told a reporter later. “It really 
threw me, I could hardly sleep all nicht." ... 

Asked whether he thought sone carpus radicals mivht be seeking to 
intimidate the conservative orpanisation, he said, "They are dosing a good 


joo of ite-not on the members, but on the carents of menbers." 


This was not the last of the threatening rhone caila. The San Diego Union 
reparhed the following on the very next day, April 7, 1962: 


4th SDS Student Receives Threat 

Ancther SDS stuwlent tcld police he was threatened yesterday--the 
fourth such threat since a conservative campus political leader was 
founi hanged early Saturday. 

The latest victim, Gary Riges, 2h, caid he was phoned while at 
work as desk clerk at Rancho Presidio Motel in Mission Valley at 8:55 
aeme and told: 

"I sugsest you stop the meeting at 7 o'clock on Califomfia Street 
on Sumay hefare soreone gets hurt including yourself."

Ancther clerk at the hovel, Ken Krouse, later told police Riges 


had received a second cail at 10 aan.

This time the caller said, "Rembuber Sunday -- don't forggt Surdey," 


Kronse said. 


Having succeeded in committing murer and snreading intimidation among the 
students, the criminals' next action was to slander the victins. umors that 
both Newton Armstrong Sr. and Jr. were hanosex:als began to emanate fras 
"literal" sources, in typical Commmist fashion, on the San tego carmus. The 
Kay 1962 issue of Evolve, the conservative stwient vaper, reported the situation 


as follows: 


ee © ce « © The tacktcs employed by certain "liberal" elementa an 

camus, as seen in their actions during the Arsstrong tragedy, does 

give cause for concern. It is understamiable that in the heat of 
political disagreement individuals will allow their emotions to move

This is esneétally 
trve since not only the goad name of Armstrong but also his son's are 
now being smeared with thie charge. 

The stuient-president of the American Civil Liberties inion has 
said that there are indications that young Armstrong was a hanosexval. 

It is hard to umlerstand how those who sneni so much time making 
preachment about "civil literties" and "civil rights" are cavalke of 
such hideeus slamer. It would be interesting to know why they are 
apparently 30 obsessed with such sexual aberrations as homoseruslity. 


But these sre questions which only psychiatrists can answer. 


Of course, slamisrous and mlicious defaration of character is stamard 
Commmist procedure, varticularly when the victim has been liquidated or has 
teen earmarked for lihuidation. That kind of carmaign of defamation is so much 
a cart and rarcel of Communist behavior that it is difficult to understand 
haw anyone can de fooled ty it. But the Carminists have never warely been 
content to murder and defame pecole. They usually then accuse the victims of 
having oarnetrated the very crivea they themselves are guilty of. Thus it is 
not at ell unchsracteristic thet Newton Armstrong Sr. should have received the 
following letter on May 28, 1962. The letter, renroduced in full in Evolve, 
was tyvewritten on the stationery of the Office of the Communist Party of the 


TeSeAe, Los Angeles 
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Does this Letter not rerini the reader of Matt Koehl's article in the 
Janvary 1959 issue of The Thunierbolt in which he wrote: "On SctoLer 12, 1958 
the Jews bombed one of their synagogues in Atlanta.” The sare technique of 
accusing the victim of inflicting the criminal deem unon himself is a tynical 
Communist technique and is used by both the open Communists ani their lightly 
disguised agents provocateurs. It should be noted that the postal authorities 
did not think it approoriate to investigate the origin of this vicious letter 
because the letter hed not vialated any nostal repulations arainst "extortion, 
tlackrail, or intimidation"! 

‘fhe question, of course, is who did curder Newton Armstrong Jr.? Was he 
murdered by the sgents provocateurs & by the Camunists on campus? A thorough 
investigation of both crouva would have easily teen possible. But, as usually 
hapnens when a mxder is committed involving provable Commmist com licity, 
th: tan Diego Police Denartment, aided and abetted by their colleagues in Los 
Angeles, decided that no murder had been comitted at all. It was "suicide." 
Thus, flying in the face of all the evidence to the contrary, Rey Pinker, in 
charge of the Los Ancreles Police crime laboratary, issued the following 


unbelievable statement, as reported in the San Piero Union of Anril ly, 19627 


"ALL availatle scientific evidence indicates the deceased cane 
to his death as the reselt of hanging ty his own hanis. There {s nothing 


to indicate the involvements of any other vérsonaor persons." 


Then, just to add the right npsycholorical touch, so that the public would 


vet the hint ever so gently, Pinker added eratuitously: 


“There was nothing avverent to suggest that this could be an 
exverivental self-hanging for some deviate sex pratification, as osecasionsily 


occurse® 
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1s it not tragic for America, that a young, dedicated patriot, victimized 
by the most vicicows criminal conspiracy in history, should suffer after his 
death not only the viciows slanders of his murderers, but also the suviaée slanders 
of a ac-called @aweenforcesent officer. “Lither Hr. Sinker was wilfully tlind 
to the facts, or so immorant in his job that he was rerely wasting the tax- 
vayers' money. 

The refusal of the authorties to investimate the case rerely meant that 
the murder would have to te investigated iniepemiently. Also, because 
Newton Armstrong Sr. waa a menber of The Jchn Hirch Society, it meant thet the 
Society would do what it could to nublicize the murder in San Diego. In the 
John Birch Society Bulletin of May, 1962, Kr. Robert tielch wrote the follaring: 


& the two center pares of this bulletin wo have renraduced the 
news report of the death of Newton Armstrong, Jr., as it apoeared in 
the San Diego Union -- an excellent raver <= the day after the young 
man's body was found, hung fron a rafter in his parents’ bedroom in 
thir hove in a suburd of San Diego. 

We \new of this tragedy, of course, when ovr last bulletin went 
to oress on Tueslay, Anril 3. we refrained from aaying anythingabout 
it, to avoid any nouzibvle interference with the wheels of justice. Since 
then the croasfire and confusion of statements and “investigations” by 
various auth.rities have gradually sutsided. Amd one conclision stanis 
out: That same of these authorities, at least, are honing interest in 
the case will also gradually subside ard disacpear, so that they can 
“sweep it under the rug” as an unsolved wystery and foret it. 


The father of this very atle, noouler, and ratrictic yougg ran is 


avVie 


convinced that his son was muvered because of the fathas's activities 
as an avowed and dedicated member of The John Birch Society, and young 
Newton's own leadership in conservative groups and causes at San Diego 
State College. Our om study of a considerable mass of revorts about 
the case, combined with some knowledge of the political atmosphere in and 
around San Diego--which is as sinister as anywhere in the United States-- 
simly confirms the father's belief. Under all of the khown circumstances, 
both "suicide" and "accident" become incredible to the point of absurdity. 
Mr. Newton Armstrong, Sr. advised us at once, and has since recon= 
firmed, that repardless of the feelings of himself and the boy's mcther, 
am) regardless of any qvestions of "good Baste" that might be involved, 
he would like to see gs give this murder any and all publicity which mkeht 
help to wake wo other retriots as to what 1s already starting to hapnen 
in this country; and use the tragic event in any other honorable way 
that will help the anti-Communist cause. For he feels sure that this is 
what young Newton himself would have wanted. We agree. F r while this 
is the first murder for political reasons we know about, of which a member 
of the JBS family has been the victim, there have already been entirely 
too many "fatal accidents and suicides" ha pening to such other anti- 
Comaunists as Manning Johnson and Povl Bang-Jensen. And we do know of 
other actions being taken and pressure being brouhgt, against aml even 
prospective members of the Society -- enough to make it clear, as we 
indicated above, th»t we may only be two or three years off in this country 
from what is already happening in France, where many vatriotic citizens 


like yourselves are simply disappearing into concentration camns. We are 
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thegefore taking two present steps which we believe would be in accordance 
withthe wishes of Newton Armstreng, Jre as well as of his parents. 

As We should like to have our members write their local newspapers, 
asking why this case has not been given the publicity and attention which 
would certainly be normal and expected for an unsolved murder with such 
overtones of national significance and interest. Do not try to go into 
details or analysis or argument. Just state enough of the bare facts, ae 
taken from the first article in The San Diego Union, ami akit why there is 
this anvarent conspiracy af silence in the national vress over the whole 
affair. 

B. We are hereby setting up the Newton Armstrong Memorial Fund. 
Money received for this fund, while subject te the disnosition of t he 
Society, will be carried in a seoarate bank accuunt, 3m used for certain 
special purposes. These purposes will include, am consist vrirprily of, 
the emloyment of attorneys, investigators, and such other exnerts and 
specialists as circumstances may reouvire, for a continuing effort to protect

The letter-writing camaign of The John Birch Sochéty began to have its 
effects. But the liberal vress was hardly moved. Its attituie toward the 
"right-wing extremists” was exemplified best by an article in the New York Times 


of July 15, 1962 
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It was to be expected that Rockwell would also join the left-wing chorus 
in its smearn camaign against Nevton Armstrong, Jc. who had done quite an 
effective job exposing Rockwell as a Red agent provocateur. Rockwell's magazine, 
The Stormtrooper, official publication of the American Nazi Party, had the 
follaring to say about the Newton Armstrong case in its issue of Janvary~Febru- 


ary, 19633 


RIGHT WING SMEAR EXPOSED 

San Diego, Calif.--Newton Armstrong was a San Diego U. stiwient, 
who published a conservatively billed "volve", and who opposed Cmir, 
Rockwell's invitation to speak on the campus. About awweek after 
Cmir. Hockwell spoke and had left town, Armstrong was foung hanged. 

Armstrong's death was ruled a suicide, but rany "rightewing" 
journals bannered the whole affair as a super "mystery". Some, among 
them Billy James Hargis, even went so far as to insinuate that the 
American Nazi Party had some connection with his death. 

Cmdr. Rockwell recently rvturned to San Diego and investigated the 
whole mess. Ie came up with sone startling discoveries. Among them: 
that Armstrong's greatest goal in life was to be accepted in the U. S. 
Naval Academy--and that he had been flatly refused by his congressran 
just a few hours before he took his life . . . Plus the amazer that 
Armstrong, a supposed conservative, had lacnched an organization cailed 
"Model United Nations Society” . . . And that his closest "chum" was a 


linp wrist Negro. Emi of Armstrong affair. 


Who in San Diego gave the fuehrer this "information" we have no way of 


knowing. However, it is interesting that Rockwell virtually reveated the sare 
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leftewing smears that had teen circulated on campus. First he established scme 
sort of motive for suicide, then he intimated that Armstrong hadn't even been 
a conservative, ani then suggested that he was also a homosexual. 

Several years have gone by since Newton Armstrong, Jr. was mrdered. His 
murderers have never been identified. The private investigation initiated 
by Newton Armstrong, Sr. was discontinued after one of the investigators, the 
famous Matt Cvetic, was found dead in his car on July 26, 1962. The Los Angeles 


Times of July 27, 1962 reported the death as follows: 


Matt Cvetic, whase counterspy exvloits were made famous by 
magazineg radio and film versions of "I Was a Commmist for the FBI," 
died Thursday of an apparent heart attack. 

The 53-year-old lecturer and author was found slumped ever the 
wheel of his car outside the Devartment of Motor Vehicles, 803 N Cole 
Ave., Hollywood, by examiner Charles laeger, who was about to five him 
a driving test. 

Artificial respiration at the scene failed to revive Cvetic and 


he was pronounced dead at Hollywood Receiving Hospitale 


Cvetic's body was shipp d the next day for burial in his native Pennsylvania. 
No autopsy had been verformed. The "apparent" heart attack need not have been 
a heart attack at all, since we know that Communist agents have developed means 
of liquidating their onponents by such devices as cyanide suray guns, which 
leave no trace. Was Matt Cvetic the victim of such an attack? We shell never 


know. 
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AGENTS PROVOCATEURS AT WORK 


Rockwell left San Diego soon after the fracae on March 8th. By March 
10th, he was already in Houston, Texase A record of that visit can be found 
in the Jewish Herald-Voice of Houston of March 15, 1962, which st~ted that 
Rockwell, on arrival in Houston, told reporters that he had cane to Houston 
to see "Rightist leaders." His contact in Houston, one Charles Ray, was 
supposed to have arranged for sone interviews with the local radio and TV 
stations. Dvring his cress interview, Xockwell pointed out that his organiza- 
tion wes not antisSemitic or "anti-Jew" as he termed it. Ae said there were 
really four kinds of Jews: racial Jews; the religi-us Jew; the national Jew-- 
Israeli; and the Communist Jew. ‘hat is interesting about this categorization 
of Jews is that it originates with Karl Marx. Dagovert Runes, in his Introduction 


to Karl Marx's anti-Semitic book, A World Without Jews, wrote the following: 


The cunning distinction made by Soviet leaders and their fellow 
travelers between Zionism ani Jwiaism is similar to the old Marxist 
differentiation between the Capitalist Jew and the Sabbath Jew, the 
Hitler abstraction of International Jew or Cosmopolitan Jew and 


Commonplace Jew. (p. x) 
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So we find that “‘ockwell is in the same Marxist tradition as the Soviet 
leaders on the subject of Jews. But then it is only natural that he would 
justify his anti-Semttism in Marxist terms, since he, as a Naticnal S.cialist, 
is also a Marxist. It should be noted at this point that Karl Marx was, for 
all practical purposes, the father of modern anti-Semitism, since it was he 
who identified Judaism with capitalism, just as today the agents provocatevrs 
and their dupes identify Communism with Juwaism. It shovld also be noted that 
in Soviet ussia today, the mary Jews who have been executed for so-called 
economic o*fenses are always exhibited by the Soviet press in a way as to make 
it clear to the gullible that capitalism is Jewish. 

Rockwell's stay in Houston lasted two days. By March 12, 1962 he was in 
Jacksonville,Florida, looking up the local vrovocateurs. At about this time, 
Rockwell received an invitation to sveak at New York's lIimter College. 


The New York Times of March 13, 1962 reported the event as follows: 


George Lincoln Rockwell, leader of the American Nazi party, and 
Gus Hall, general secretary of the Communist varty in the United States, 
have been invited to speak at Hunter College in the Bronx next month 
by é campus political verty. 

Harlan P. Kleiman, one of the founders of the Competency Party, 
said he was "quite sure" there was no sympathy on campus for the views 
of either man. He said that the two controversial sveakers had been 
invited to exolain what they believed and why they believed what they 
did so that students would have an understanding of their vositions 
rather than an emotional response. 


Mr. Kleiman, who is alsn president of the stwient government, said 
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that the narty had been formed to arouse political awareness among 
stuients. 

Mr. Rockwell is scheduled to speak on April 11 ami Mr. Hall on 
April 25. 


The strategy was obvious. If you wanted to get Gus Ha21 on the camus, 
you invited “ockwell first. This was the strategy used at San Viego and so 
well identified by Newton Armstrong, Jr. when he wrote in his artiole that 
*ockwell had been invited "To act as a forerunner for socialist ami cownmist 
speakers on college campuses. The argiment given would be that if a Nazi 
were permitted to speak, then why not a Commnist?” 

Also, please note the interesting juxtaposition of Sus Hall and Rockwell 
as extreme ovvosites, as thesis and antithesis, when in reality they were both 
partners in the sams Marxist conspiracy to destroy America. An added touch 
of irony, of course, was that Herlan P2 Mleinan, the stwient who had invited 
Rockwell to speak at Hunter, was himself Jewish. This fact caused a good deal 
of protest ard anger on the nart of the Jewish community, but the stident, 
obviously dedicated to a cause stronger than his relgkilous background, stuck 
to his position. 

Following his visit to Jacksonville, we then find Rockwell, ten days later, 
visiting Boston. The Jewish Advocate of March ?9, 1962 carried the following 


story about that visit: 


« « » In advaice of his Boston trip, “ockwell directed the 


following note to his Boston railing list. 


Nive 


"I will be in Boston about three days starting thureday, March 22, 
1962. ‘here will probably be a svdeech in Harvard Square after we have 
checked the laws, probable onnositicn, etc. There will also be an 
organizational meeting to set up the Boston headquarters as we have set 
up in Chicago, Los Angeles, ami New York. 

"You may call Hancock 6-3576 in Boston and ask for Nathan Ginzburg 
(coie name) in order to get further information and arrange to attend 
the meeting which will probably be on Saturday or Sunday. Sieg Heilt" 

The number Hancock 63576 is attributed by telenhone corpany 
officials to the Broadway Costume Comany, 116 Broadway. This company 
is operated by Speros A. lagoulis who lives at 2l; Church Street. Llegoulis 
is ‘mown to be one of Rockwell's chief backers in this area. 

Rockwell's visit to the Forum Publishing Comany, 32h Newbury Street, 
trought him in contact with sdward Kirby Meador, 77, whose firm was 
known formerly as the Meador Publishing Company. Meador, nominee for 
vice vresident of the United States in 1956 on the Greenback Party ticket, 
has published Peter L. Xavier's "Rise, America" which rraised Adolph Hitier. .. . 

The purpose of his visit with Meador, known to the trade as a "vanity 


oublishr", was to discuss publication of Rockwell's rambling manuscript. 


From Boston, “ockwell returned to Washington where on April h, 1962 he 
appeared at the Senate Hearing where Gen. Mdwin Walker was testifying about the 
muzzling of the military. Rockwell's vresence, of course, made the newsvapers. 


The New York *imes of April 5, 1962 renorted the story as follows: 


The only minor disturbance came when the Capitol Police removed 


George Lincoln “ockwell, head of the American Nazi Party, for refusing 
to take off a lapel swastika, emblem of his organization. 

Capitol Police Lieut. Lewis f. Disney said that Mr. Rockwell and 
two of his swastikaswearing colleagues were expelled from the hearing 
room and the Senate Office Building on the ba&as of regulations iaid 
dom by the Senate Rules Committee. These forbid the wearing of 


political armbanis or other political insienia. 


Of course, the incident was small enough in itself, tut sufficient to 
smear Gen. Walker with the Nazi brush ani distract the public from the serious 
and purpose 
content/of the hesming. 
A week later, Rockwell was scheduled to spcak at Hunter College in New 


York. The New York Times of Aoril 12, 1962 reported the event as follows: 


Four hundred students of Hunter College in the Bronx listened 
yesterday with what their dean cailed "perfect parliamentary decorun' 
to an exposition of American Nazism by a standein for its foumler, 
George Lincoln Rockwell. 

Hundreds of mounted and foot policemen and detectives «guarded the 
college's carpus in the Bedford Park area between Paul and Goulden Avenves 
to protect three aids of Rockwell from survivors of Nazi death camps and 


other pickets. Mr. Mockwell, who faces arrest for disorderly conduct

This was indeed a busy time for the agents provocateurs. All throurhout 
the month of March, the Virginia legislature had been carrying on a great 
debate as to whether it should revoke the charter of the American Nazi Party. 
Finally, the legislature voted to revoke the charter. While this lepal tattle 
was going cn, Rockwell was making his West Coast tour, leaving “he legal 
yatters in the capable hands of Karl Allen, his Harvard bookkeevers In the 
meagwhile, in Chicago, Rockwell's men were having troubles of their am, as 
witness the following story which avreared in the Chicago Tribune of April 3, 
1962: 


Two members of the American Nazi varty ami a 16 year old youth 
were arrested yesterday in the party's headquarters, 212); N. Damen av., 
efter one of them was seen carrying a loaded army .h5 caliber autmomatic 
vistol. 

Seized were Malcolm Lambert, 30, of 1920 Howe st.; Wayne Mueller, 18, 
of 212) N. Danen av., and Arthur Brill, 16, of 1355 N. Homan ave They 
were sonested in the Vinland Book Store, headquarters for the varty in 
Chicago. 

According to Patrolman Dominic Gagliano of the Shekespeare avenve 
district, Mueller and Brill were dressed in nazi uniforms and were wearing 
swastike arm bands. Mueller carried the pistol in a black holster. ‘he 
gun bore the inscription, "Proverty of the U.S. Army.” 

The arrest of the three followed a complaint from the Illinois Bell 
Telechone company that one of its employes had gone to the store to install 
an extension telephone, and was met at the door by Mueller, who was wearing 
the gun. The telephone nan, Robert Leahy, 2), left and notified his 


superiorse 


Lambert said he ordered the telephone, but failed to tell Mueller 
of his volans. 

Mueller told police that the sun was given to him by Lambert, but 
Lambert refused to say where he got it. The provost narshal's office 
in Chicago is attempting to learn if the pistol was stolen from the 
army 

lambert, who described himself as "captain" and head of the varty in 
Chicago, identified Brill as a "trooper" who is interested in the party 
and is studying its prineiples. He said Brill would not be elivible 
for membership until he is 18 years old. 

Mueller was charged with disorderly cawuct, aggtavated assault, 
amd carrying a concealed weapon. larbert was charged with contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor. Brill, a stwient at Logan Continvation 
school, was turned over to juvenile authorities. 

The youth's mother, Mrs. Eugene Brill, also signed comlaints against 
Mueiler and Iambert charging them with contributing to the delinquency 
of her sone She told police that she has been trying to get her son away 
from the influence of the two men. 

All three are to appear today in North Side boys court. 

The three ami two other members of the party were arrested last 
Thursday for distributing nazi literature outside a downtomm theater. 


They are to anpear on that charge Thursday in Boys court. 


It is interesting to note that the Communist Worker of April 15, 1962 
reprinted virtually verbatim the Chicago Tribune story. Why? Could it be that 


they were concerned about the Army pistol and the provost marshal's investigation? 
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This was also the first time that a parent of a "trooper" had come forward 
and charged the Nazis with contributing to the delinquency of a minor. 
Obviously, Brill had not been recruited fr:m a Communist family. As for Lambert 
and Mueller, both men had accormanied Rockwell to the platform at the Black 
Muslim rally in February, bedecked in their storm trooper outfits. 

Another interesting incident concerning the Nazis in Chicago was reported 


in the Chicago Tribune of Avril 18, 1962: 


"Go @p to East Berlin with your Nazism," Judge Danial J. Ryan told 
a Milwaukee man in Jury court yesterday. 

The judge's remarks were directed at Frank Mgpers, 1822 N. 2th st., 
Milwaukee, who said he was threatened with a gun by Herman H. Wornsey, 
29, of 135% Argyle st., outside the book store at 212) N. Daren av. on 
Feb. 2h. The judge dismissed Neyers' charge of ageravated assault 
against Hornsey on the ground of insufficient evidence. During questioning 
of Yornsey's attorney, William Richards, Meyers admitted he had attended 
meetings of the Chicago Nazi party. 

‘he judge continued until May 15 trial of two men, one of whom wore 
a Nazi storm trcoper's uniform and threatened a phone cowpany repairman 


in the book store April 2. 


The atove incident had occurred a day tefore “ockwell's arrival in 
Chicago for the Black Muslim meeting. As for Frank Meyers, we shall find him 
becoming Managing Editor of Western Destiny in June 196. Western Destiny is 
the magazine devoted to vropagating Yockey's antieArerican vhilosophy. 


The Chicago Nazis again faced the juige on May 15, 1962. The Chicago 
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Tribune of May 16, 1962 reported the event as follows: 


Three nembers of the American Nazi varty arrested while picketing 
the State-Lske theater (on March 22) were charred yesteriay with 
narading in a public way without a vermit am distribrvting hardbills 
larger than the size nermitted by the city. 

They are ugene Malcolm Lamrert, 30, of 1920 N. Howe st., leader 
of the Chicago chapter of the narty; Wiliiam Mueller, 18, of 212l N. 
Daren av.; and Clifford Uthene, 25, of 15 N. Laramie av. . » « 

Juige Daniel J. Ryan in Jury court set June 12 for hearing m 
the charges. He also continued until June 19 hearing on charges 


against Lambert and Mueller. .. « 


The Fuehrer, ever concerned about the welfare of his troopers, aame to 
Chicago and attended the trial. The Chicago Tribune of June 21), 1962 reported 


the scene as follows: 


COURT MAKES NAZI SHUT CFF HIS RECORDER 

George lincoln “ockwell, head of the American Nazi party, was 
ordered ty Jucge Daniel J. Ryan in Criminal court yesterday to cease 
oerating a concealed tape recorder in the courtroem. 

Rockwell was attending the trial of two varty members, Malcolm 
lambert . . « and Wayne Mueller . . . on charges of disorlerly comiuct, 
criminal defaration, and varading without a vermit, prowing out of their 
picketing of a Loop movie on Kaxmhx2x May (Harch) 22. 

The “200 cond of a third defendant, Clifford H. Uthene, 25, . . « 


was forfeited when he failed to appear. . « « 
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The judge found the three Nazis guilty. lambert and Uthene, according 
to the Chicago Tribune of June 28, 192, were both sentenced to a year in jail 
and fined $700 each. Wayne Mueller was sentenced to four months in jail 
and fined $300. Naturally, they appealed ani ere released on $2,500 bond each. 
The Nazis in Los Angeles were equally busy, as indicated by this story 


which arveared in the Los Angeles Herald Examiner of April 21, 1962: 


Four men who identified themselves as American Nazi Party members 
complained to Hollywood police early today that they were victims of 
malicious mischief in the hands of three Canadian soldiers. 

lecnard Holstein, 21, a truckiriver of 760 N. rairie Avenue, 
Hawthorne, spokesran for the quartet, said the incident occurred at 
Yucea Street and ul Centro Avenve. 

Folstein said that he and his colleagues were returnéng to shick their 
car after a stroll along Holiywood Blvd. when the alleged assailants 
smashed car lights, broke the windshield ani kicked dents in the fenders. 

Kenneth B. Rauen, 20, of 236 tl. Avenue 50, wemloyed, said one 
of the men pushed him am broke his glasses but he declined to nress 
chargese 

ALL four men were in Nazi party uniforms comnlete with swastika banis 
on their ame arms. The other two were identified as Aruce Haserot, 21, 
of 10245 &. Flora Ditve, Whittier, and Edwin J. laFay, 21, of 163)1 S. 


Pion «r Blvd, Norwalk. The latter two also are unemloyed. 


Holstein, of course, was Rockwell's Jewish Nazi. Kenneth 8. haven, 
acempdling to Yockwell in The Stormtrooper of February, 1962, was actualiy an 
ex-Commnist who had “defecsed" and become a Nazi, How genuine was his socalled 


defection is a moot question. 
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Of course, it is quite possible that the murierer or mmdercrs or Newton 
Samstrong, Jr. Pye ae these four agents Provocateurs. fut as far as we 
know, no investigation of them ever took place. 

May was another busy month for the agents provocatew's. As pointed out 
previously, all of the serious incidents of violence in the Sovth have been 
inevitably linked to the network of agents provocateurse Therefore, it will 
ke mite easy to understam the folloving story about Rockwell's agents which 


appeared in the New York Post of May lh, 1962: 


Nazi "hate literature" including three buldging manila vartfolics 
marked "Jew" and "Negro’ and "U'.8. Government and World Communist" has 
been found by volice in 2 hore of a Miami man who faces trial on 
charges of blowing up the home of a newsvaper editor. 

A letter to the accused van, Donald Branch, 25, has also been 
found with the salutation "Seig Heil" and signature of Karl R. Allen, 
Lieutenant, American Nazi Party. 

Branch, a meter reader in the Miami Water Department, is charged 
with tho February 18 bombing of the home of Miami Herald editor Don 
Shoemaker. ‘wo other suspects, Michacl Hahey, 37, and Gearge Victor, 50, 
face lesser charges of transporting exnlosives. . «. . 

Branch's identification with the American Nazi Party was contained 
in a letter addressed to him and dated October 21, 1961. 

Its letterhead bare the swastika of the party, with the address 
928 N.« Randolph Street, Arlington, Va. 

"T am enclosing with this letter one of the most immnrtant vublications 
yet issued by the varty," it said. 

The "most important publication” was found among the papers in Branch's 


voluminous filese 
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Allen seid he met with Branch on an islend off Mckithur Cassoway, 
"because Branch was a‘raid my hotel room might be bugged with wire taps.” 

He said he felt Branch to be “an alert intelligent young man, and 
it's my imression he's innocent.” 

But Allen conceded Branch could be a "firearm fanatic, and possibly 
likes exnlosives too." 

He boasted that the local unit of the Nazi Party would push to 
"comat leftist and Communist groups we say are led by Jews," and also 
the American Nazi Party's national goal of "sending the Niggers back 
to Africa." 

Allen produced 2 stack of pamphlets and launched m the “goals and 
philosophkes" of the varty, claiming: 

"Most Communists are Jews, and if Rockwell becores resident he will 
exconte Jewetraitors.” 

A top member of the John Sirch Society "works closely with us to keep 
us informed on current sentifient within the society." 

"The Black Mualims, Negro racizlists, also work with the American Nazi 
Party against integration." 

He said the varty is also symoathetic with some of the -@sls of the 
States Rights groups am the Minutemen. 


"We're a racist group--that'ds the purpose of our party," Allen said. 


It is hardly likely that a "top member of the John Birch Sockety" was 


working in league with a Nazi agent provocateur unless he wes also a member of 


the same network. Nowy, of course, it is possible for an agent orovocateur to 


one 


infiltrate any patriotic, anti-Commmist organization. Sut the most he would 
be able to do in The John birch Socéety is keep his mouth shut ani observe. 
For, if he made one odvicus false move, he would be exnelled from the Society 
forthwith. As far as we knew, the only ranking memer of the agent rrovocateur 
network who succeeded in infiltrating the Socéety was Willis Cartoe However, 
he was dismissed from his pcsition on the staff in 1959. It is provable 
therefore that the person Allen was referring to was te young, naive coprdinator 
who was veing royally hoodwinked by Speros lagoulis. Mr. Allen wovld have 
hardly had to plant an infiltrator in The John Birch Society to find out what 
the sentiment was within the Society; all he wouid have had to do was purchase 
the Society's publications which see polices to the public. 

What acout Allen? One must admit that organizing storm troovers in Miami 
and consorting with bomber-terrorists is nut exactly the kind of thing one 
would expect of a Harvard ran. But obviously there must be ood money in it, 
or Mr. Allen would have looked seedy rather than dapver, as he was described 
by the reporter. It is ctvious that dapper Harvard graduates who travel by 
plane from Washington to Miami and back and stay at hotels must have some source 
of income besides the ten memplayed duesepaying members of the American Nazi 
Partye It is diffici:lt to imacine thet Mr. Allen dirtied his finger nails by 
doing homeerenair work either. Besides, where would ha have gotten the tire 
to run the Nazi party and also repair hemes? Who was Mr. Allen anyway? What 
was his background? Hed he been assigned to the American Nazi Party in order 
to relieve Rockwell of the burdensome details of running the Party, so that the 
Fueneee could write his autosiography ani go traipsing around the country? 
Certainly, Rockwell, forever pheading voverty, could have hardly afforded a 
full-time Yarvard san to assist bim. Someone was vaying Allen's salary. It 


would be interesting to mow who that soneone was. 


June was another busy month for the Nazis, and we find Rockwell in New 
Orleans on l2gal business. The Times-Picayune of June 4, 1962 reported his 


visit as follows: 


The Commander of the American Nazi Party came to New Orleans late 
Burday afternoon with the declared intention of filing suit Monday in 
United States District Court against several New Orleansians. 

Gearge Lincoln ®ockwell said ‘the will file the suit avainst Mayor 
Victor i. Schiro, Mrs. Edgard B. Stern, the Anti-Defamation League of 
BInai Brith, Capt. Presley J. Trosclair and Police Suot. Joseph I. 
Giarrusso. 

He said the suit will be "for conspiracy by aging a local law 
to deprive a verson of his civil richts, am also to cause a false 
arrest and a false imprisonment." .. « 

Rockwell, shortly after his arrival late Sumlay afternoon a New 
Orleans International Airport, said he came also either to sneak or to 
picket, or hoth, Sunday night at the headquarters of the NASCP in 
New Orleans. 

He said if the New Orleans police deny him permission to do so, he 
will go to St. bernard parish where he knows he will be welcome. 

Sunday night Rockwell spoke briefly outside the local NAACP heade 


quarters on Orleans Street and his "Nazi troopers" picketed the place. 


Rockwell also fourd time in Jwme to attend th commencement week exercises 
at Brown University, his Alma Mater. The Providence Journal of Jvne 5, 1962 
informs us that "Mr. Rockwell attended the alumni dinner ard subseqent camus 


dance and mixed with wany guests at both functions without incident."

The month of June also provided Philadelphia with its quota of Nazi 


activity. The New York Times of June 16, 1962 provides us witi) the details: 


Philadelphia, June 15 (AP)--The police provided an escort to 
the city line last night for three men who said they were members of 
the American Nazi farty. 

The three men said they had planned to picket the office of the 
Anti-Defamation Learue of the B'nai Birith, a Jewish service organization. 
Two wore unifomms with Swastike armbands. 

Police met them at the building and asked them not to leave their 
car because a cram of about 500 was beconting hostilee The craw 
shouted threats at them. 

Schgyler Ferris of Arlington, Va., spokesman for the group, who 
was not in uniform, said that "We will ovey the orders of the police, 
although it violates our Constitutional rights." 

The two men in uniforms were identified as iarry Blair of Canlen, 


Ne. Je, and Gene Shalander of Arlington.

This initial fracas was followed by another which »asnaxesmKiat in the 


Philedelphia Inquirer of June 27, 1962 as follows: 


NAZI PICKETS ROTTED PY CROWD; 3 POLICE HURT DRIVING To ROI 

An angry crow of seme 500 versons broke +m a picket demonstration 
ce” the American Nazi Farty at 15th and Locust sts. Tuesday shertly before 
roon. An emergency aenen evtra police cars rushing to the scene. 


One of these and anctrer car collided at Juniner and Pine sts., serding 


three members of Cart. Clarence J. Ferguson's snecial investigation 
squad to the hospital in serious comlition. 

Two young men in the crord that rushed the pickets were taken to 
Vohnemann Hospital for treatment of face cuts. 

The seven pickets dressed in storm trooper regalia ard carrying 
defaratary posters were picketing the D'Nai Blrith Anti-Defamation 
League which has headquarters in the Lewis Tower Building at 15th and 
Locust. 

They showed up at 11:25 A.M. Within five minutes the swelling 
cron started pressing against the cordoh of 10 police wnier inspector 
Frank Rizzo. The insvector estimated the crowi grew to between 500 end 
600 versons. Traffic on 15th st., Chestnut, Walnut and Locust clopred 
up and energency detours had to be ordered. 

Several of the signs were rinped to pieces. There were shouts of 
"Kill the Nazi--," "Let's take them from the police." 

Inspectar Rizzo sent in an emergency call for assistance. Some of 
the onluokers broke vast the police and wrestled sore of the vickets 
to the grouml. Tists flew wildly. Rizzo amd his men got the pickets 
into police cars and tock them to 20th st. and Pennsylvania ave. police 
station. 

No charges were placed against them. They were escorted by pokice 
to the Walt Whitman Bridge. Insnector Rizzo said the pickets imlicated 
they were going to return to their headquarters in Arlington, Va. 

The first notification police had of the intended picketing wes at 
10:5 A.M. when Schuyler Ferris, 7, of Arlington, Val, whe said he was 


a cantain in the American Nazi Party delivered a letter to Police Commissioner 


Albert Ne Brown's office. lrown is on vacation. 

The letter, from Lincoln “ockwell, commander of the party, said 
notification had been purvoseiy withhe@d to pravent build-up of street 
eromis “which might be used, once more, as an excuse by the Police 
Department to prevent us from picketing." 

Ferris! colleagues gave their names as Howard L. McCuiston, 25; 
Karl &. Allan, 31; Gene Shalamer, 23; Gary Smith, 21; HWerry Bauer, 23, 


ami Rolger Faust, 3, all of Arlington. 


The agents vrovocateurs had again proven that they could create naniemonium 
in the heart of a preat city with Litile more than stage prons and placards. 
It is more than likely that a few Commenists had been alerted in advance of 
the "Nazi threat" in Philadelphia and were conveniently on hard--at the right 
place am tha right time-eto start the fracas immediately. It is interesting 
to ncte that our Harvard Nezi, Karl Allen, was on hand for the occasion and 
that the registered Soviet agent, Roger Foss, identified by the press as Roizer 
Faust, «as in the picket Line. Allen had returned from Miami. But now, Foss 
and Gene Shalander, a second vicket, were to go dorm to Maami in a very short 
time. Their auspicious presence there was reparted in the JTA Bulietin of 


July 13, 1962 as follous: 


July 19--A City cf Miami fireman with a imown antisSemi tic 
background posted bond for two members of the American Nazi Party 
who were arrested here while picketing the office of the Anti-Defamation 
leapue of B'nai B'rith. 

The two Nazis, Roger C. Foss ami Gene Shalamier, were taken into 


"npotective custoly" after they were threatened by a hostile crow. later 
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
